When Head Coach Sten Pierce opened this 
year’s football campaign, it marked the first 
year that freshmen were not among the hopeful 
candidates. To Pierce, that’s important. 


“What the Blue Devils have lacked in 
previous years is maturity,’’ Pierce said. ‘‘We 
feel we have that maturity this year.” 


Of the 70 candidates invited out for varsity 
ball, 31 were returning lettermen. Sixty-five 
candidates, mostly freshmen, were invited out 
to join the junior varsity squad. The total 
represented the largest number of players ever 
to report for a Blue Devil football season. 


A conference rule change that Pierce feels 
aided the Blue Devil program was the approval 
of a two-week spring program. Ninety-nine 
players reported out for the April sessions 
which were limited primarily to physical fit- 
ness preparation. Pierce pointed out that the 
sessions helped develop unity and hold the 
squad together during the off season. 


Major team strength this year rests in the 
defensive !ine and linebackers. Receiving and 
quarterbacking are also listed as strong points. 
Probably the weakest area is the secondary 
where 5 of 6 regulars were lost through 
graduation. 


At the defensive ends, Pierce feels he has two 
of the best in the conference in Joe Falder, a 
senior, and Gerry Hause, a sophomore. As a 
freshman, Hause played in every game. Falder 
returned from military service to, earn a 
starting spot. They will be helped by Mark 
Klotz, a senior, who is being switched from 
middle guard to tackle, and a raft of good 
sophomores in Tony Schlienz, Joe Bullis and 
Bob Neuhaus. Lavon Chalk, who transferred in 
last year as a junior, is expected to lend support 
at middle guard. 


Two juniors, Ed Coty and Walt Fleming, are 
rated ‘‘outstanding’’ by Pierce’ at the 
linebacking posts. 


One of the top auggafbacks in the Wisconsin 
State University onference, John Elkin, 
returns for his fourth and final year in action. 
Last year, Elkin was second in the league in 
total offense, ‘With 147 yards per game. In 
conference action, Elkin threw 218 times, 
completed 90 and had 20 interceptions. 


Elkin, who Pierce feels runs as well as 
anyone in option play, will get stunning support 
from senior Dick Weyenberg. Weyenberg was 
fifth in the conference last year with a 3.9 yard 
average per carry. 


The Bive Devils are.coming off a 3-7 season 
record. The conference championship last year 
was shared by La Crosse, River Falls and 
Whitewater. La Crosse and River Falls are 
predicted to be strong again this year. 
Whitewater lost some key people through 
graduation. ‘‘The remaining teams in the 
league are either ‘adequate’ or rebuilding,’’ 
Pierce said. Assisting Pierce with the coaching 
responsibilities this year are Bill Burns, who 
will handle the offensive line; Bob Kamish, the 
offensive backs and receivers; and Glen 
Steinbach, defensive line. Pierce will handle 
the linebackers and secondary besides overall 
responsibility.

Financial aids 


offers explanatio 


in monies mix-up 


To Stout Students: 


On behalf of the staff of 
the financial aids office and 
others involved in the 
registration process, I 
would like to express our 
thanks and appreciation for 
your patience and un- 
derstanding. Specifically, 
the financial aids 
processing this year was, 
and still is, in a big turmoil 
and you have been great 
about it all. 


I would like to explain 
some of the problems that 
existed this summer that 
resulted in the mess that we 
have this fall. 


1. Lack of action by the 
U. S. Congress delayed the 
payment schedule for the 
Basic Educational Op- 
portunity Grant (BEOG) 
until June 7. We were 
unable to do any processing 
of financial aid proposals 
until that date. This gave us 
eleven weeks to process all 
aid applications. This 
normally takes twenty or 
more weeks to do. 


2. Ther Higher 
Educational Aids Board 
(HEAB), the agency that 
administers’ state 
programs, took over the 
determination of Wisconsin 
Higher Education Grants. 


Financial aids pickup slowed many students’ final registration this week. 


They also had to wait until 
the BEOG payment 
schedule was available 
before they could 

with their grant schedule. 


3. There was a delay in 
processing the Guaranteed 
Student Bank Loans 
because there was a 
possibility of a change in the 
application form.

The Golf-Vu motel is 
“home” for 23 Stout males 
living double, in smaller- 
than-dorm-size rooms. 

“Living out here is a 
joke,’ grumbled senior 
Danny Gunther. ‘‘I thought 
these rooms were going to 
| be nice,” he continued. 
| When some of 
_residents at the motel were 
_shown the rooms, they still 
contained motel furniture, 
The motel fixtures have 
‘been replaced with two 
‘university beds, 
‘university dressers and a 
(metal desk. Gunther and 
many others are still 
without curtains in their 
rooms. 


The only closet space 


behind the door. There is no 
place to store books except 
on the one desk shared by 
both roommates. 


There is no telephone 
service available to the 
students living at Golf-Vu. 
To communicate with Stout 
for the next few weeks, the 
residents either “have to 
come to campus or use a 
pay phone.

John Guzz, a freshman, 
spent the first week at the 
motel without plumbing. 
When asked how he liked 
living at Golf-Vu, he an-

One major. complaint, 
was the bad smell common 
to all rooms. Airing the 
rooms, presents its own 
problems because most of 
the windows have no 
screens and opening the 
window lets the bugs in. 

Tony Nehring, another 
freshman at the motel, 
complained about the eating 
facilities. Although the 
students are eligible for the 
university food plan, itis not 
convenient for them to eat 
on campus. ’ 

The only cooking ap- 
pliances allowed in the 
rooms are corn poppers and 
coffee pots, so most .meals 
are eaten at Hardees or the 
Dairy Queen. 


The Rosewood Corp- 
oration owns the Golf-Vu 
motel and rents rooms to 
students for $320 a 
semester. This compares to 
$317 paid by dorm residents. 


Larry Debuhr, the local 
manager feels that much of 
the off-campus housing is 
worse than that at 
Golf-Vu and that his 
renters are lucky to even 
have a place to stay. 


The latest figures show 


that there are still students -

Vegetarianism: a new 
look at conservation

Imagine yourself in a 
world of peace with -no 
domesticated animals, no 
slaughtering, no violent 
bloodshed, and no “nur- 
turing” of our bodies in any 
way. Feels beautiful 
doesn’t it? 


What we eat is véry im- 
portant for both our minds 
and souls. The feelings that 
go into growing it, har- 
vesting it and preparing it. 
are all part of the energies 
that you take in when you 
eat. The vegetarian way of 
life can be considered a 
gathering of gifts rather 
than a taking of lives. 


Did you ever think that 
animals can smell or sense 
meat eaters? They can 
sense intent but do they 
know more than that? 


So much of our 
agricultural resources are 
wasted by the present 
‘ American diet. The average 
steer is able to reduce 16 
pounds of grain and soy to 
one pound of meat on our 
plates. We could be eating 
16 times the protein now 
consumed by such a larger 
percentage of the 
population. An acre of 
cereals can produce five 
times more protein than an 
acre devoted to meat 
production; legumes can 
produce ten times more; 
and leafy vegetabies fifteen 
times more. Spinach can 
produce twenty-six times 
more protein per acre than 


percent of our corn, oats, 
barley, and sorghum and 
over 90 percent of our 
unexported soybeans crop 
to animals. 


beef. We feed about 90- 


Protein is very important 
for the body’s framework. 
This is crucial in balancing 
your proper diet. There is 
much flexibility in working 
with this type of meal 
planning. There is a greater 
variety of textures, colors, 
and tastes in plant foods 
that are satisfying to 
handle, touch and smell 
than a piece of meat. There 
are basically five different 
types of meat and poultry, 
but 40-50 different types of 
commonly eaten 
vegetables, 24 different 
kinds of peas, beans, and 
lentils, 20 different fruits, 12

different nuts and 9 grains. 


Discoveries are being 
made about the harm- 
fulness of meat. For in- 
stance, it can cause a 
high level of cholesterol in 
your blood. Drugs are given 
to animals to fatten them 
and chemicals used to 
process them. The body 
doesn’t need all of these 
pollutants. 


I would urge you to be 
aware of what you eat and 
try a vegetarian diet for a 
month or more and see if it 
makes you feel any happier 
and healthier!

Why did Ross do it? 

When Tim Ross, former H & R program 
director, was told to clear out of his office last 
Monday, ,it probably came as no surprise to 
him. He was informed six months ago that his 
contract would be renewed in August. He was 
informed that he would-be assigned to the 
“academic staff’’ under that contract. When 
said contract was. presented to him, Ross 
rejected it. Instead, he countered with a con- 
tract of his own, refusing to sign the document 
offered him by the university. 

So; when. the first day of the academic year 
rolled around, Ross had no employer. The 
university turned down his offer — and 
therefore he was jobless. 

Ross even went so far as fo file suit against 
the university. An administration member 
stated that.Ross never aired his dissatisfaction 
with his contract prior to the suit. This makes 
one wonder if Ross knew of the dictate passed 
down from the board of regents requiring all 
UW-system schools ‘to. assign their staff 
“faculty’’ or “academic staff’’ status. 

One-must-also-question.the.motivation for. 
Ross‘s - consuming desire to retain his 
“unranked faculty” position. As an ‘‘academic 
staff’’ member, his salary would increase due 
to his work experience;- such a designation 
would also open more advancement op- 
portunities. An “unranked faculty’. status 
would not give him these opportunities. 
Theoretically, Ross could never become a 
“faculty” member, because he does not 
presently have the advanced degrees necessary 
to attain that rank. 

Certainly he was aware of this when he took 
action. Again, the pervading question must be, 
“Why did he do it?’’ Hotel and restaurant 
students fuming about the loss of their program 
director should also be asking this question of 
Mr. Ross. 


Student input lost 


Aman resigned Tuesday from his post in the 
university student senate. David Hoffman, VP- 
legislative affairs, spoke to the senate with a 
tone of apology as he resigned the position 
effective immediately. 

The senate then decided to elect a new VP-LA 
allowing only one week for nominations to 
become firmed up. 

\_. Meanwhile, the senate president will assume 
the duties of the VP-LA. 

Ina very soft-spoken sort of way, the USS has 
deprived the student of a right — the right to 
representation. The senators will be required to 
vote for a replacement without allowing time 
for consultation with constituants. 


The work of the VP-LA is so crucial that there 
is not time to wait for a replacement, claims the 
senate president. 

Although the merits ofthe student senate are 
visible, one must stop and question the ac- 
curacy of the statement. Can any job be so 
vital, so indispensible that another week or so 
could mafter? 

Next Tuesday evening, the senate will vote on 
a new VP-LA. Will this election go unnoticed? 

“Will the senate elect an executive without the 
endorsement of. the student body? 

Has a time come when the student govern- 
ment can function without the student body?

Mr. and Mrs. L.S. Tainter 
built the house in 1890. The 
building is 2% stories high 
and is built of Dunnville 
sandstone and has 
Richardsonian Roman- 
esque architecture which 
was designed by Harvey 
Ellis of Buffington’s of 
Minneapolis. 

Irregular corners, oddly 
placed chimneys, doors and 
plate glass windows curved 
to fit the outside of the 
building give the mansion 
an unusual look. A_ por- 
tecochere, an architectural 
rarity, where a couple could 
enter or leave a carriage 
was located on the east side 
of tne house, but since been 
removed. 

The main floor included a 
large hallway, reception 
room, living room, dining 
hall, den, kitchen, tutoring 
room, and servant’s work 
areas. Bedrooms were 
located on the second and 
third floor. There was also 
an attic storage area. The 
basement had a dance floor 
and a laundry room. An 
elevator carried wood from

Stout thought of using it as a 
girl’s dormitory and named 
it ‘“Eichelburger Hall”’ as it 
had been purchased with 
money from a scholarship 
fund set up in the name of 
Mary J. Eichelburger. 
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$12,000 was. allocated to 
remodel the hall into a 
dorm. 


Every bit of the building 
was used as a dorm, the 
larger rooms holding as 
many as 8 girls. Social life © 
was restricted by a 10:30 
p.m. curfew and quiet hours 
till 10:00 and after 10:3¢ 
p.m. 


Dorm furniture occupied 
each room, resident were 
asked’ to provide bed- 
spreads and curtains. Until 
1965, 30 girls lived in the 
hall; in 1966 it became a. 
men’s dormitory — the last 
year of student residence | 
since it became too costly to 
maintain. 

In August of 1967, the 
Department of 
Rehabilitation and Man- 
power Services moved their 
offices into the House. In 


‘February 1973, they moved 


out and the building has 
been vacant since.

Well, 
last year the Administration decided to limit 
pre-registration credits to 16 per person. This 
reduced the average per student credit load to 
15, down from the normal 16. This average is 
known as the Full Time Equivalency rate for 
students. The rationale behind reducing the 
FTE rate was that by limiting credit loads, 
students would be more careful in their course 
selections. They would take no more than they 
could manage, and department chairmen could 
then plan for realistic student enrollments. 
Trouble is, enrollment shot up by 300 students, 
from 5,600 to 5,900. But Stout didn’t get funded 
for any more credits. The University is 
financed for 88,000 credits, the same amount as 
last year. 


The results are the unsuitable housing 


situation — both on campus and off — and 
what’s worse, a degrading of Stout’s quality 
education. Instead of issuing relevant 


assignments, professors are handing out 
busywork in some cases because the classes 
are too large for them to handle. A large class 
at Stout is a rare thing. Professors used to 
dealing with intimate groups of 20 - 25 students 
may be handicapped by larger groups of 35 - 40. 


Another aspect of the pre-registration credit 
limitation is whether freshmen will be able to 
graduate in four years. They were given a 15- 
credit limit at summer orientation, and most 
left with 12 - 14 credits. Since they were last in 
line at add-drop, they weren‘t able to sup- 
plement those credits with more classes, 
because no classes were left to add. Already 
they are behind in credits, and continued en- 
forcement of the 16-credit limitation could 
mean a five-year program at Stout. 


Although the college experience is a pleasant 
one, it too can become dragged out. For Stout to 
lose its hospitable charm due to lack of interest 
in its students’ welfare would truly be a 
tragedy.

I'd like to take this op- 
portunity to explain some of 
the issues, problems, and 
projects that were facing 
the V.P.-L.A. office when 
Dave Hoffman resigned last 
week. The  Stoutonia 
editorial last week (Sept. 2, 
page 10, entitled ‘Student 
Input Lost’’) asked if, ‘‘any 
job can be so vital, so in- 
dispersible that another 
week or so could matter?”’ 
My answer is yes, in this 
case. 

Three .major projects 
were being worked on by the 
Hoffman over the spring, 
summer, and now in the 
fall. Of those projects one 
was lost before the opening 
of school in late August, one 
was left hanging in the 
balance and could be saved 
by fast action, and the final 
program- now needs im- 
mediate action to prevent 
it’s being lost for another 
two years. The projects 
were the First Aid Book, 
voter registration, and a 
referendum on the Multi- 
purpose Activity Building. 

The First Aid Book is 
supposed to aid students 
with questions or problems 
they may have pertaining to 
any campus related ac- 
tivities. 


Voter registration i 
aimed at the large group 01 
students who aren't yet 
voters during 
presidential election year. A 
respectable drive to 
register our students could 
be mounted; but time is 
limited. 

The Multi-Purpose Ac- 
tivity Building needs the 


approval of Madison before 
construction can begin. 
Madison is now drawing up 
the '77 - '79 budget, and if 
the Building doesn’t receive 
a place on the upcoming 
budget it will be '80 - '81 
before the facility can be 
considered again. As it 
stands now, if we get an 
affirmative vote from the 
students in the referendum, 


. the current freshman class 


will be the only group to 
actually see the building 
they voted for. The others 
now here will have to 
consider the future needs of 
Stout’s students as they cast 
their votes. 


Finally there's this point. 


Student group input is 
rarely sought by the higher- 
ups in UW-Central because 
of the slowness of student 
groups to decide. Most often 
they decide for us, based 
upon how they feel they can 
best serve our needs.

In a question-and-answer 
session requested by the 
SSA, Tim Ross, 
program director for hotel 
and restaurant majors, 
reiterated his position in the 
struggle to win ‘“‘academic”’ 
status as- an instructor. 
“Tm fighting for what I 
believe in. It’s an ethical 
point for me. I feel it is 
wrong. when bureaucracy 
reaches the stage where 
administrators think 
they’re above the law.”

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to the Channel 28’s tran- 
smitter linked to the Stout 
Campus by microwave. The 
establishment of the Center 
at Stout is widely supported 
because of this University’s 
involvement with television, 
as well as its superb support 
activities such as 
photography, graphics, film 
and audio. 
Federal and State Funding 
The ideas for the 
Teleproduction Center were 
developed over fourteen 
years ago by Dr. David 
Barnard, Dean of Learning 


‘Resources. The. realization 


of the goals he set became 
imminent in 1974 when Stout 
and the State Educational 
Communication Board 
(ECB - the agency that 
operates the state’s public 
television system) joined 
hands to secure federal 
funds to buy broadcasting 
equipment for the Center.

That co-operative venture 
fetched a total of $650,000 
including state matching 
fund through the United 
States -Department of 
Health, Education and 
Welfare.

While engineering duties 
at the TPC are shared by 
Stout and the ECB staff, 
the professional production 
and support personnel are 
the employees of Stout. 
Schubert is one of the five 
full-time professional staff.

twelve years’ experience in 
broadcasting. The Center 
also utilizes the services of a 
number of 

paraprofessionals and 
student assistants.

Stephenson and Peter encourage ‘assertive training» 


to develop better human encounter skills 


If you want to receive a 

good grade in a course 
taught by two Stout in- 
structors, you have to stand 
up for, your rights. The 
course is called ‘‘assertive 
training” and its teachers, 
~Sue Stephenson , and 
Virginia Peter, want more 
from their students than an 
ability to pass a test on this 
increasingly popular 
subject. “Understanding it 
and doing it are two dif- 
ferent’ things,” Mrs. 
Stephenson said. 
_ Using video tape, group 
discussions and _ role 
playing, students attempt to 
develop ways of dealing 
with other people that are 
‘‘Cassertive,’’ rather than 
‘‘non-assertive’’ or 
“agressive.” 

Daily living situations 
provide opportunities to 
practice this. For example: 

— The waitress who fails 
to. bring coffee with your 
meal. A non-assertive 
person will say nothing, or 
complain later to a friend. 
The aggressive person will 
shout to the waitress that 
service is poor and demand 
satisfaction immediately. 


But the. assertive person 
will explain firmly that “T 
realize that you are busy 
today, but I did order coffee 
and I’d like to have it on 
time to enjoy with my 
meal.” 

— The husband who is 
chronically late for supper. 
An aggressive wife will 
react with shouting, threats 
and insults; a non-assertive 
wife will ‘bottle up her 
feelings. To be assertive, 
the wife must state plainly 
to her husband that she 
realizes he puts in long days 
and may not be able to 
make it home on time, but 
also points out that she has 
put in much time preparing 
supper and deserves to be 
able to serve it on time, or at 
least know- when the 
husband is going to be late. 

“Non-assertive people 
don’t stand up for their 
rights; aggressive people 
do, but in doing so offend 
others,’”’. Mrs. Peter said. 
“We say that people are 
aggressive when they stand 
up for their own rights but 


violate the rights of others.” 
‘In assertion, we stand up 


for our rights without 


violating the rights of 
someone else,’’ Mrs. 
Stephenson said. “It con- 
veys a respect for another 
person. The basic assump- 
tion underlying assertion is 
respect for yourself and 
others.”” Mrs. Stephenson 
went on to say that non- 
assertive people don’t 
respect themselves and thus 
allow other people to violate 
their rights. 


The two. instructors 
provide both male and 
female students with what 
they call assertiveness 
tools, which enable them to 
stand up for their rights. 
These include things such as 
eye contact, facial ex- 
pression, gestures, body 
posture and content of what 
is said. ‘“Eye contact with 
the individual can be the 


difference between 
assertion and non- 
assertiveness,’’ Mr. 


Stephenson said. ‘For in- 
stance, if ’'m looking you in 
the eye and speaking to you 
or if I’m looking at the floor 
and around and up at the 
ceiling, I convey a different 
message to you.’ Voice 
may also be a deciding 


factor. ‘‘A lot of times it’s 
the voice that will make the 
difference,’’ Mrs. Peter 
said. ‘‘The content (of. the 
message) may be excellent, 
the timing good, but the 
volume or the tonal quality 
will be poor and they (the 
speaker) will raise their 
voice at the end leaving it as 
a question.” 

The .course deals with 
different levels of assertion, 
which depend in part on the 
number of ‘‘tools’” the in- 
dividual employs in being 
assertive. ‘‘The first level is 
really just an awareness of 
the situation that calls for 
assertion,’’ Mrs. 
Stephenson said. “It helps 
sometimes if you are just 
aware that someone is 
taking advantage of you, 
that you have a right in 
certain situations.” 

Students are asked to use 
their own real life situations 
to apply what they have 


learned in the two credit 


course. Those who master 
the theory, but who can’t 
apply it, receive a lower 
grade. 

Being aggressive is 
always bad, the students 


are taught. “‘If Pm 
aggressive with you, or you 
are aggressive with me, 
ultimately one of us is going 
to resent that,” Mrs. Peter 
said. “So if you are in a 
situation where you have to 
continue working with 
someone, it doesn’t help the 
relationship to be 
aggressive.”’ She explained 
that aggressive people often 
attack other people by doing 
things such as call them 


stupid; whereas assertion , 


emphasizes behavior while 
still respecting the person. 


Students are taught that 
there are-four types of basic 
situations they can apply 
assertive training. They are 
consumer situations, such

greater far than knowledge. 

And that knowledge can 
get in the way. 

And so, ‘‘all our ignorance 
brings us nearer to death 
but nearness to death no 
nearer to God.” 

And that is a- tragedy 
beyond all dimensions. 

Perhaps this sounds as 


though I am talking about 
religion but, of course, I am 
not. Eliot was a poet, not a 
theologian. When Coleridge 
wrote, “He. prayeth best 
who_loveth best. . .”’ he 
wrote as a poet. So did 
Keats: Beauty is truth. ...” 
So, did Wordsworth: : 
Trailing clouds of glory we 
come... .” 

So, for that matter, did 
Pete Seeger: ‘Where have 
all the flowers gone. .. ,” 
and Simon and Garfunkel: 
“The sounds of silence... .”’ 

There is much more to 
leafning than rote and 

mastery of 


routine or the 
technique. The pretend that 
this is what it is, is to rob it 


of its greatness and its 
worth. And, worse, it is to 
rob the learner of what 
Rachel Carson once call 
“the sense of wonder.” 

No teacher, -methinks, 
can do anything much 
worse than that.

C. Weaver were named at

Board of Regents. The 20° 
member search committee 
will choose the top five to 
eight candidates for the 
presidency.

Board of 
Regents is expected to 
name a new president prior 
to July 1, the effective date 
of Weaver’s resignation. 

The selection procedures 
approved by the board 
contains a description of the 
office of presidents which 
conclude that the spirit of 
merger establishing the 
UW-system, ‘‘was to create 
effective planning and 
coordination of higher 
education in Wisconsin 
while decentralizing the 
operations of the in- 
stitutions comprising the 
system.” 

“The president. should 
lead ‘the system in this 


direction,” the description 
said, ‘‘abiding by the 
mandate of merger to 
promote and protect in- 
stitutional identity and 
autonomy within the con- 
text of effective planning 
and coordination, avoiding

City rooming house. 
regulations revised 
to meet state levels 


The Menomonie rooming 
house ordinance . was 
amended Monday night to 
comply with the state code. 
The 4-2 vote of the city 
council will cause the 
tightening of regulations 
and the enforcement of 
policies.

Manager George Langmack 
the state has received 
comments and complaints 
regarding rooming houses 
in Menomonie.

Inn at Eau Claire, students 
pay $405 a semester for 
double rooms. The rooms 
are larger than con- 
ventional dorm rooms. 
Each room is carpted, 
paneled, has two double 
beds, a color TV, air con- 
ditioning with an individual 
thermostat, desk dresser 
and bathroom. Residents 
also enjoy exclusive use of 
the indoor heated swim- 
ming pool and sauna. 
Refrigerators can be 
rented for $45 a semester 
plus $6 for electrical use. 
Food service is unavailable 
at the Inn, but a shuttle bus 
runs from 5:30 to 6:30 every 
fifteen minutes taking 
students back and fourth for 
dinner on the’*campus. It 
also runs between Mcintyre 
Library and the Inn from 1 
p.m. to 11:30 p.m. Students 
must pay $25 a semester to 


use the service. Telephones 
must be installed by the 
students if they want them, 
and sheet service is sup- 
plied with linen changed 
once a week. | ;

An apple a day

The sweet smell of apples 
fills the kitchen of many 
when autumn arrives. After 
a hike in the colorful woods 
or picking apples in a 
nearby orchard, try a few 
new recipes. 


There is reason to believe 
that the apple originated in 
Asia Minor as some sort of 
shrub resembling the briar, 
or wild rose. As we know 
apples today, they are one 
of the oldest of our 
cultivated fruits. Several 
hundred varieties were 
known hundreds of years 
before the time of Christ.

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Election day registration 
be extended to campus

By the time the November 
elections roll around, over 
00 million dollars will have 
been spent by the can- 
didates on their campaign. 
But still, over 70 million 
eligible voters will not vote, 
That means that the win- 
ners know that 70 percent of 
the eligible voters did not 
vote for them. 

Voting in Wisconsin is 
limited to people who are 
United States citizens, age 
18 or older on election day, 
and residents (of ten days or 
more) of the election 
district or ward where an 
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election is being held. Voter 
registration should not be 
confused with having your 
name and address recorded 
at a polling place on election 
day. Voter registration 
involves completing a form 
and giving certain in- 
formation that’s. later en- 
tered in an official voter 
registry. 


The dealine for voter 
registration is 5 p.m. on the 
second Wednesday before 
each election. However, due 
to a state law change last 
July “1, voters may. 
preregister at. the polls on

Women Voters is trying to 
extend this change even 
further. The league fears 
' that there will be too much 
traffic at the -poils to 
register, and are trying to 
get State approval to set up 
registration stations on 
campus, (at the Commons 
or in the dorms around Oct. 
20). Mrs. Husby said there 
is not much interest in 
primary elections (which 
took place last week) but 
when Nov. 2 comes around 
there will be quite a rush. If 
you do wait until election 
day to register at the polls, 
you must bring proof of 
Menomonie residence with 
you, or bring a person fron 
the ward with proof of 
residency along. 


If you want to vote in your 
home ward but don’t want to 
drive 250 miles, then file an 
absentee ballot. Contact the 
Menomonie Municipal 
Clerk - in person, by mail or 
telephone 235-2313 and ask 
for an application form. 
different cases. The 
deadline for a absentee 
ballot is receipt by your 
home city clerk before 5 
p.m. on the day before the 
election. 


Once you have registered, 
you need not register for 
every election; once will do 
it unless the voter changes 
names or addresses or if the 
voter’s name is removed for 
a good cause. A good cause 
does include not voting in 
elections held over a two 
year period. (Hint, Hint). 


If you absolutely had to 
miss voting in one election, 
hopefully it was last week’s 
Wisconsin primary. Except 
for the total write-in ballot 
for the American Party, 
there was only competition 
for one seat in the 
Congressional Legislative 
and County branches for the 
three major parties.

Harvey Hall gets *1.2 mill. facelift 


Sixty-year-old Harvey 
Hall on the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout campus 
will undergo a $1.2 million 
remodeling beginning 
tentatively in January, 1977. 

Bids are scheduled to be 
let this September on the 
project, which will convert 
laboratory spacé in the 
structure to classroom and 
office space, plus other 
planned improvements. 

Much of the space in the 
building became available 
when the school of home 
economics moved from the 
building to a new home 
economics facility. 

Remodeling will provide 
Space for the departments 
of English, social science, 
and education and 
psychology. An office 
complex for the deans of the 
school of liberal studies and 
education will -also be 


provided. 

When the project is 
complete, the Modulux, a 
temporary ' classroom 
building, will be phased out, 
along with several mobile 
units that have been used 
for faculty offices. 

Code Work 


Paul Axelson, director of © 


campus development, said 
the project, will involve a 
considerable amount of 
building code work. “Our 
basic intent is to make it 
more possible to get out of 
the building in case of 
emergency,’ he said. 


Two new stair towers will 
be added, along with smoke 
or fire activated doors, 
Axelson esplained. 


The Harvey Hall 
auditorium will be closed 
during the project. Elec- 
trical work will be done 


there and in other parts of 
the building. Minimal 
changes will be made to 
some restroom facilities. 
Axelson said the university 
also hopes to replace 
windows in the four-story 
building. ; 

Built in 1916, Harvey Hall 
is the third oldest existing 
Structure at Stout. It 
originally “ housed the 
library, administrative 
offices, chemistry and 
biology laboratories, and 
the music department, in 
addition to the school of 
home economics. All have 
since moved to other 
facilities. 


Axelson said that during 
the remodeling, some 
temporary faculty office 
space may be provided in 
Ray Hall for those displaced 
by the project.

By now it’s a common 
sight to see a _ banner 
stretching almost halfway 
across the Union Snack 
Bar's east wall. What's not 
common knowledge, 
however, is that any group 
can make use of the banner 
space for announcing their 
organization’s events or 
activities by following some 
simple guidelines. 

Student Center Director 
Bob Johnson finalized the 
banner policy guides last 
week. Johnson's office, next 
to the Information desk, will 
be handling the banners 
that are brought in 

The guidelines simply 
state that space reser- 
vations must be made at 
least two days in advance 
and be done in the director's 
office. Banners can only be 
hung in the spaces allotted 
for them and can be no 
a than three feet wide 
and 19 feet long. Only 
groups that are recognized 
by the campus and are 
publicizing an ‘‘all campus” 
event can use the space. No 
banner can hang for more 
than two days in advance, 
plus the. day of the event, 
and the banner must be 
submitted to the director’s 
office at least one day in 
advance of its posting date. 
Finally, the guidelines state 
that all banners must be in 


“good taste.” 

Copies of the policy paper 
for the Snack Bar banners 
are available from John- 
son's office. 

Further along the lines of 
campus advertising is a 
simplified advertising 
policy from the Public 
Relations Committee of the 
University Student Senate. 

‘‘We've condensed the 
former policy paper that 
ran 10 pages down to one 
that covers only one page,”’ 
said Randy Stevens, media- 
advertising coordinator for 
the USS. 

The purpose of having a 
policy to govern what goes 
onto the bulletin boards on 
campus is to prevent an 
eyesore condition with no 
order to the size and 
message of posted publicity. 


The large outdoor bulletin 
board that is near the north 
entrance of the Student 
Center has now come under 
control of the USS as well 
and advertising guides for 
that board are currently 
being drafted by Senator 
Betsy Harrington. 
Harrington is also checking 
into having the old name 
sign that reads Stout State 
College replaced by one that 
carries the school’s current 
name. (Stout State College 
was changed to Stout State 


University in i965. Stout 
State University remained 
the school’s name until 1971 
and the UW-system

EDITORIAL 


Education, everyone 


Going to college has “‘never- been more 
popular,’ according to a recent report by CBS 
news. A high school education just won’t get a 
joh anymore, and a college education almost 
guarantees one, the report said. Other reasons 
incl the absence of military conflict and 
the ire of parents to help their children 


‘achieve a better life than they knew. 


It is that desire that is presenting problems. 
The average cost ofa college education per 
year is between $3,000 and $4,000. Multiply that 
by four yéars and the figures are $12,000 to 
$16,000 for a college education. That is truly an 
overwhelming amount for a student fo earn at 
summer jobs., Even for a student to start a 
savings account at his-birth might not do it. 

This makes financial aids a crucial factor. 
Work-study and state payroll programs have a 
greater number of participants than ever, the 
report said. But so many students who need 
funds don’t know about them or have given up 
applying, thinking they won‘t be eligible 
anyway. : 

So parents come to the rescue. in order to 
insure their childrens’ education, parents 
absorb some of the costs. This is particularly 
burdensome to middle-class families; phases of. 
their own lifestyle have to be sacrificed. 

Both parents and students prefer public 
colleges to private ones, again due to costs. But, 
as demand for education increases, greater 
financial burdens are put on the overcrowded 
universities, and that, too, is passed on to the 
taxpayer. 

The report concluded by posing the question: 
Will a college education be available to the 
brightest of our high school graduates, or just to 
those who can afford it? But another, more 
urgent question can be asked. Although they 
support the public schools, middie income 
Americans are being edged out of higher 
education.

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Referendum not dead yet 


| Mann vet 
after senate

‘David Mann must have 
known that Senate Chamber 
were going to be cold on 


-Tuesday night when he 


made his decision to veto 
the Senate’s proposal for a 
referendum on a new 
Multipurpose Building. 
Mann’s action brought on 
a lengthy and heated debate 
that should have taken the 
‘chill from the air. Mann 
contended that there was no 
substantial evidence for the 
student vote. He suggested 
pertinent questions that 
could not be answered, and 
he. was supported by Senate 
members who contended 
that the authority for 
building the activity center. 
should be left in the hands of 
students because of the 
magnitude of the venture. 


However, because -of 


unanswered questions such 
as: who will pay for it; 
where thé money will come 
from; who will maintain the 
center. Mann felt that the 


students could not vote 


responsibly. 

Opposition was strong. 
Accusations of dereliction of 
duty made against the ad 
hoc committee. 

The opposition contended 
that immediate action be 
taken so that the proposal 
could get onto the Madison’s 
desk. They argued that the 
referendum would not be a 
commitment but a stepping 
stone for setting up a 
feasability study. 


Mark Oehlke made a 
motion to override Mann’s 
veto. A majority vote of 18 
was needed, and when the 
votes. were tallied the op- 
position found itself five

Former spy awakens students 
to government corruption

“Our government is 
corrupt as all hell!” So said 
Peter N. James, an ex-spy 
for the Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) at a slide 
lecture presentation 
Tuesday night. 

James, author of ‘The Air 
Force Mafia’ and ‘Soviet 
Conquest from Space’, was 
fired from his job as rocket 
engineer at Pratt and 
Whitney Aircraft in Florida, 
and his life and his wife’s 
were threatened following 
his expose’ on the graft and 
corruption he found in the 
CIA. 

James was originally 
hired by Pratt and Whitney 

.aS an expert in rocket 
engineering about the time 
the space program was 
beginning. After attending 
conventions around the 
world dealing with Soviet 
scientists concerning the 
space pregram, he was 
approached by the CIA and 
asked to report to them 
about Soviet intelligence 
secrets, 

He accepted the job, but 
on his terms he would not 
accept payments from the 
CIA nor take the “‘secrecy 
oath.” “My principle was 
this’, James stated, “TI 
wanted to prove that an 
ordinary citizen could do the 
same job or better with his 
own resources as Uncle 
Sam could do by spending 
$250,000. Also since I did not 
take the secrecy oath, my 


own personal notes 
regarding intelligence 
proceedings are mine, not 
the CIA’s. The CIA has no 
legal right to take them or 
classify them as secret 
material. 2 


While dealing with foreign 
intelligence, 
discovered that the CIA 
could take reports and 
distort them in such a way 
as to satisfy . the 
requirements they wanted 
for intelligence. It was the 
distorted reports that went 
to the White House and 
gave an altered view of 
foreign policy. 

It was at this time that 
James was also approached 
by the Air Force In 
telligence — i.e. “Mafia” — 
and was asked to become 
the foreign technological 
expert overseas (agent). He 
accepted, and after awhile, 
noticed that his immediate 
supervisors were accepting 
money ‘“‘under the table” 
from the Air Force to send 
proprietary information to 
General Electric (Pratt and 


Whitney’s _ competitors) 
concerning company 
secrets. 


oer 


i immediately lost 
confidence in the older 
generation’’, said James. “I 
also found out at this time 
that the CIA had compiled 
dossiers on 8,000 Americans 
— on the people the CIA is 
supposed to protect! I 
decided to try to change the 


James . 


graft that had seeped into 
the intelligence agency,” 


James contacted the 
press and members of 
Congress-notably Wm. 
Proxmire (D-Wis.) He 
notified them that members 
of the CIA felt the United 
States was headed for a 
police state, a Democratic 
dictatorship. Congress 
investigated and found CIA 
burglaries, taps, and break- 
ins about the same time as 
Watergate. 


He was told by Russian 
agents that the CIA had 
threatened his job and 
perhaps his life. 

“T don’t think Congress 
went far enough. I think 
they discovered there was 
so much espionage done by 
U.S. agents on _ the 
American people that they 
got scared and quit. 


“TY think the Warren 
Commission knows there 
was 4 conspiracy involving 
the Mafia, Howard Hughes, 
Ruby, ! Oswald, and Castro 
to assassinate Kennedy. If 
you rejected the ideas of 
Nixon, you were put on a 
‘Vist’, and by the power of 
the government, put under 
surveillance. 


“These relationships 
shake the very foundation of 
government. I want the 
government cleaned up, to 
return government to the 
government you find in the 
textbooks. I’m not satisfied

(ARB) has been passed by 
the University Student 
Senate (USS) and given to 
Chancellor Robert Swanson 
for him to review and act 
on. Officers in the senate 
are hoping that the Chan- 
cellor will pass the proposal 
on to the appropriate 
faculty for their approval 
and future implementation. 


The purpose of the ARB is 
to provide a student who has 
a complaint in a class with a 
formal method of handling 
that grievance. Further, the 
proposed board seeks not to 
encroach upon the 
academic freedom of an 
instructor. 

VP for Academic Affairs, 
Patty Cowhey, said that she 
expected. the process to 
handle mostly cases where 
the instructor informs the 
class at its beginning that he 
will do particular activities 
in a given manner but then 
fails to do so. 

Cowhey continued 
however, and said, ‘‘We’re 


not trying to pin down an 
instructor to a_ single 
classroom ‘policy of the 


-aren’t 


needs of the class changes 
during the term.” 

The system starts when a 
student and his instructor 
can not reach an agreement 
on an informal basis. The 
department chairman 
would then be called upon to 
help effect a solution. 

If those informal methods 
satisfactory the 
student can petition to have 
the board hear his case. In 
those cases that show a 
definite complaint is 


justified the ARB will meet 


to hear the parties involved 
present their cases. 


The Hearing Office, who 
will be designated by the 
Chancellor, would enforce 
the ARB’s decision in the 
case. However, if that 
judgment is not satisfactory 
to one of the people in- 
volved, the decision can be 
appealed to the Vice- 


chancellor who can review © 


the case and either uphold 
or overturn the board’s 
judgment. 

In an extreme case the 
ARB proposal would allow 
an appeal of the Vice-

Robert Kickkert moved to 
reconsider the vote.

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Dean Wood reveals 
personal goals and 


administrative duties

“TI never wanted to be an 
administrator, there’s lots 
of administrators around,” 
so said Samuel Wood, Dean 
of Students at UW-Stout. “I 
always wanted to -be a 
counselor - I guess it was 
fate that brought me to the 
administrative level.” 


The Dean of Students has _ 


traditionally been known as 
the disciplinarian on 
campus. However, Wood 
feels his main responsibility 
is to insure a smooth flow 
for the student through the 
college years. “I think a 
student is entitled to good 
advice and information in 
his chosen field of study. We 
provide administrrative 
and educational services for 
the student. College should 
be a learning experience 
instead of something “‘to get 
through.” 


Wood continued, ‘My job 
is to rough out the bad 
spots; for example, we want 
to simplify pre-registration 
to a purely mechanical 
process. A student should be 
able to register for his 
courses in only minutes, and 
in the same amount of time 
be able to find out if this 
schedule coordinates 
together.’ 

Except for the academic 
schools and business aspect 
at Stout, the Dean of 
Students Office is in charge 
of all other organizations on 
campus. The office acts in a 
Supervisory and ad- 
ministrative. capacity to tie 
together the student’s life 
besides their academic one. 


For freshman summer 
orientation, the Dean of 
Students coordinates 
Housing, the school of 
Relations, and the PASS 
program to make orien- 
tation interesting as well as 
informative. 


One goal of the Dean of 
Student’s is to see the 
student actively participate 
in his own education. 
“Going to class is one form 
of participation; however, 
there’s more to it than 
that,’’ said Woods. 
“Hopefully, if the instructor 
does a good job of presen- 
ting the material, the 
students in his class will 
have the curiosity to dig our 
information on their own.” 


Another goal of the 
Dean’s is to see the student 
use the University as a lab- 
type experience. “‘All the 
organizations on campus 
are educational. Leadership 
skills, organizational 
abilities, and com- 
munication techniques can 
be developed and improved 
to aid the students outside 
the campus atmosphere.”’ 
Woods stated, “The 
University is a type of 
closed environment where 
the student can experiment 
and discover his talents. 
Students seem to think 
learning can only take place 
in the classroom. I'd like to 
see this belief changed.”’ 


When questioned about 
student apathy, the Dean 
replied, ‘‘People think 
students don’t do what an 
individual or organization 
wants or wishes them to do.

the Stout community as to 
whether or not the students 
want Homecoming?

Vice-Chancellor) and in 1971 
became the Dean of 
Students. 


Dean Wood tries to go out 
and meet students 
whenever possible. ‘‘It’s 
hard to see-students. unless 
they come to see me; my 
administrative duties 
sometimes get prolonged. 
Meeting students gives me 
an opportunity to tune in to 
the thoughts of Stout. I feel 


strongly that students 
should be kept informed of 
the decision making 


processes at Stout.’’

16-credit 
registration 
limit favored 


Last year when the 
Registrar’s office an- 
nounced there would be a 16 
credit limitation on 
registration for the first 
semester of this year, an 
uproar of angered student 
were clearly heard. 


In an interview with Mr. 
Charles Kell, director of 
advisement and_ school 
relations, results of this 
decision were made. Mr. 
Kell felt the overall effect of 
the 16 credit limitation for 
pre-registration was good. 
The main positive affect it 
had was to allow more than 
400 students to enter the 
University than would have 
been able to if previous 
preregistration patterns 
had continued. Even with 
this limitation, more than 
500 students were denied 
admission to Stout due to a 
lack of classroom and 
residence hall space. Other 
good aspects which resulted 
from the policy were that it 
forced students to plan their 
programs more accurately 
and realistically and it 
should result in far fewer 
courses being dropped. 

Mr. Kell was also asked if 
the 16 credit limitation 
would occur again. This is 


- an- important consideration... - 


for those students on 
programs that require more 
than 128 credits to graduate. 
He said that as long as the 
Wisconsin legislation 
continues to fund the 
University system in the 
manner they have for the 
past two years, and, as long 
as student pressure for 
access to Stout continues, it 
is safe to assume that some 
sort of a credit limit will 
have to be_ installed. 
Whether that limit will 
remain at 16 credits or not is 
open to consideration. 

At this time, students will 
be allowed to preregister for 
18 credits and-add two more 
without special permission 
at final registration for next 
semester. 


Students can be. best 
prepared for 
preregistration in 
November and December 
by following the instructions 
in the booklet they will 
receive by Oct. 15. In ad- 
dition, they should contact 
their faculty advisor or

Students (PASS) to find out 
when they can complete 
their advisement cards. 
should _ start 
thinking now about courses 
they want to take or are 
required to take, and have 
alternates listed in case the 
original course selections 
are closed or not offered. 

For those students that 
were a little exasperated by 
drops and adds for this 
semester, they should be 
happy to know new methods 
for this are being worked 
on. The amount of time 
allowed for the program 
change period -will almost 
certainly be increased and a 
new method to allow entry 
to the program change area 
is being worked on. Students

That’s how it happens 
ducing a mime show. 
Mime is a form of theater 
which uses facial ex- 
pressions and pantomime, 
rather than words, to 
communicate with an 
audience. Props are few—a 
couple of chairs and a pair 
of toe-socks were all that 
was used this past weekend 
when the University 
Theater Mime Troupe 
presented it’s first show. 


Lynette McClean, theater 
director, stated two reasons 
for the initiation and 
development of a mime 
lroupe: 1. Enthusiastic 
student response to the 
Wisconsin Mime Troupe 
which performed at Stout 
last spring, and 2. Due to 
upcoming renovations, the 
Harvey Hall auditorium will 
be unavailable to the 
theater group to use this 
year. Mime shows require 
no setting other than a black 
backdrop, making them the 
most feasible for this 
theater year. 


Already plans are in the 
wind for. a. pre-Christmas 
performance and dates are 
being set for shows to be 
done at the Dunn County 
Home and the various grade 
schools in Menomonie. 

A goal of eighteen 
members has been set for 
the group. Anyone whose 
interest has been sparked 
by.the performances of this 
past weekend should con- 
tact Lynette McClean at x- 
2636. Nine students are 

_ presently involved in Stout’s 
mime troupe: Tom Siegel, 

Robyn Sharrow, Diane 
Schott, Dennice Bakke, 
Beth Murphy, Don Kain, 
Carol Lee Hines, Jean 
Treat, and Leslie Swanson. 

This novice group spent 
three to four hours a day for 
two weeks putting together 
the twelve vignettes, which 
made up their premier 
performance. = 

Since no one had any 
previous experience per- 
forming mime, the first few 
days were spent becoming 
acquainted with the 
techniques and each other. 
The majority found mime to 
be more exciting and 
challenging than regular 
theater. 

For Don Kain the initial 
challenge came when he 
attempted to ‘don’ his 
costume. Usually a male 
mime performer puts on a 
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dancebelt (similar to an 
athletic support), tights and 
then the. leotard. Maybe it 
was the excitement, but Don 
emerged from the dressing 
room for the first dress 
rehearsal in slight disarray. 
He had put on his tights 
first, the leotard next, and 
then his dancebelt on the 
outside of his costume. 
The black leotard is 
almost always a standard 
part of the mime _per- 


former’s costume, but the ~ 


facial makeup is probably 
most important. The face is 
covered with clownwhite 
greasepaint to prevent it 
from smearing or shining 
under the lights. Black 
greasepaint outlines the 
white. to emphasize the 
masklike appearance. 

The eyes and mouth must 
also be emphasized with the 
black paint. At this point, 
the individual’s own 
creativity comes out. Each 
actor designs his own eye 
and mouth shapes. 

The first night with make- 
up was a near traumatic 
experience for these 
uninitiated entertainers. 
When the make-up is put on 
the lips, one’s teeth appear 
quite yellow in contrast. 
Panic stricken cries of ‘‘Oh! 
My teeth!” rang from the 
dressing rooms. 

Putting on make-up takes 
about 40 minutes for Don to 
over an hour for Diane; 
another 20 minutes is spent 


_ removing the mask. Except 


for Tom who is ‘‘worse than 
a female’ about removing 
his make-up, according to 
his feminine counterparts. 
While in the make-up 
process, the group begins to 
psych themselves up and 
get into character.

in merry spirits, eager to 
share their impressions of 
mime and what the ex- 
perience is liké for them. 


Veteran actress, Beth 
Murphy, found the biggest 
change for her was having 
“no words to hide behind.” 
Beth interprets mime as the 
chance to use her own and 
other members’  per- 
sonalities to reach the 
audience. : 

Leslie Swanson felt that 
mime may be less ac- 
ceptable to some because it 
is less traditional. However, 
student reactions to the 
Sept. 30, Oct. 1 and 2 per- 
formances. were almost 
entirely favorable, most 
being pleasantly surprised 
by something they knew 
nothing about. Tom Siegel 
views his time on the troupe 
as “‘excellent experience,”’ 
while Don Kain says that 
the University Theater is 
the ‘‘greatest: place Stout 
has to offer.’’.

A lab was never so 
colorful. The upholstered 
chairs are classroom 
variety, but are of various 
hues: blue, orange, red. The 
white circular tables are 
spotless, and seem to make 
the room shine. 


But most colorful are the 
eatables. The meat and fruit 
platter looks particularly 
tempting; the assortment of 
lunch meats and citrus 
fruits entice the eye as well 
as the palate. Juicy yellow 
pineapple, grapefruit, and 
apricots; fresh green let- 
tuce, red and white apple 
slices also leap from the icy- 
cold display case at your 
eye. 


Where can this abundance 
of color and culinary 
delights be located? Would 
you believe the Home Ec. 
building from 11:45 until 
12:15 every weekday? It's 
all the result of the labors of 
quantity foods class. A 
different class meets from 9 
a.m. to 2 p.m. each day. A 
total of 90 students are 
currently participating in 
the three-credit course. 


The operation is overseen 
by Neville Cartwright, M.S., 
R.D., and he’s assisted by 
Joe Meyer. Cartwright has 
spent up to 25 hours a day in 
the lab, helping his students 
prepare, present, and 
critique their meals. 


Food is served cafeteria 


style using cold display 
cases and steam tables. 


Students may alter the 


service layout in one of four 
ways, accofding to the 
sockets placed at different 
areas throughout the room. 
The kitchen is elaborately 
equipped, and all pieces 
except the broiler and 
steam equipment § are 
moveable. 


The purpose behind all the 
moveable equipment is to 
allow extreme flexibility to 
the students. A different set- 
up may be tried and com- 
pared. The food is 
homemade during the 
morning, just prior to being 
served. Each dish or meal is 
nutritionally balanced. 
That’s one of the major 
challenges of the course: 
each student is allowed the 
opportunity to plan a 
nutritionally balanced 
perfect (or nearly so) meal, 
and make it appealing at the 
same time. 


And for the most part, 
they succeed. Macaroni 
salad, cucumbers in sour 
cream, a fresh fruit and 
meat platter, orange 
Bavarian pudding, and 
sauerkraut cake are but a 
sampling of the taste treats 
assembled by some of 
Cartwright’s ingenious 
students. 


Getting the students to 
think for themselves is the 
big objective for Cart- 
wright. ‘‘If they can 
motivate their peers here, 
which is difficult, when they 
get out of here they won't

fall flat on their face.” 
Thinking for themselves 
includes not only planning a 
menu, but working with 
people and handling any 
little food preparation 
problems that might occur. 
One example is the time the 
roast beef wasn’t done; a 
microwave was used to 
bring up the roast’s internal 
temperature. But, to the 
disadvantage of the day’s 
manager, it still came out 
tough. ‘‘Any one small 
mistake is enough to ruin a 


Cartwright considers the 
class unique in many 
respects. It’s one of the 
three self-supporting 
operations in the building. 
Due to maintenance and 
some fuel costs, quantity 
foods is a break-even 
operation. The class is the 
only chance _ dietetics 
majors get to experience an 
actual food preparation 
system. It functions on an 
institutional basis, which is 
unusual for some of the 
hotel and_ restaurant 
management majors 
enrolled. Most importantly, 
Cartwright sees the chance 
for employee training each 
student gets as manager is 
highly valuable. The 
competitive attitude bet- 
ween classes adds a sense of 
accomplishment, Cart- 
wright feels.

Good homemade ice 
cream is of runny, 
melts fast, has a rough 
graininess and is much 
better than most store- 
bought forms of ice cream. 

If you’ve ever tried 

_-your__own and _it 


- didn’t turn out as you would 


have like, you may have 
used the wrong recipe. Try 
this one: 


4 eggs 

2% cups sugar 

6 cups milk 

3 cups light cream 

1 cup heavy cream 
2 tablespoons vanilla 
% teaspoon salt 


Beat the eggs until they 
are light and then add the 
sugar gradually, as you 
continue to beat the mixture 
until it thickens. Add the 
remaining ingredients and 
mix thoroughly. 

Once you have the above 
mix prepared, pour it into 
the old handcranked ice 
cream freezer, pack ice and 
salt around the sides of the 
bucket, grab the nandie and 
start turning. 


As soon as the dessert 
thickens so much that you 
can hardly turn the crank, 
cover the freezing unit with 
a heavy fayer of old burlap 
sacks and newspaper and 
let it sit for 20 minutes while 
the ice cream ‘‘ages’’. Then 
pull out the container of 
frozen dessert, pry off its 
lid . . . and dig in!

Mann vetos building bill 


Tuesday night Dave Mann handed down his 
first veto in his year and a half as president of 
the Stout Student Association (SSA). He shot 
down a proposed referendum that would have 
polled students’ on the need for a new 


_multiple-purpose activity building. According 
‘to Mann, the referendum would have been a 


“rubber stamp for a poorly researched 
proposal.’’ 

His action is understandable. At the previous 
weekly SSA meeting, Bill Siedlecki and Bob 
Johnson dumped a proposal for an all steel, 
clear span (no inside posts) activity building in 
the. Senate’s lap. It outlined the space 
requirements in great detail, as well as what 
the facility could be used for. The dimensions 
were 130’ x 200’, with 15,000 square feet for 
activities, 8,000 square feet for lockers, 
showers, and rest rooms, and so on. Its use 
would. be highly flexible; speakers, concerts, 
intramural sports, exhibits and banquets would 
all be possible. 


’ Although the proposal was specific in these 
two areas, it left more questions than answers. 
It made no suggestions for a building site. It 
had no provisions for staffing the facility. The 
biggest blanks were cost estimates and who 
would wind up paying. An incomplete budget 
was included in the proposal, but $390,000 for 
construction alone seems a bit inflated. Details 
weren’t given’ as to who would pay back the 
necessary loan or how much the payments 
would be over what time period. A good guess is 
that students’ activity fees would be increased 
proportionately. 

Even with all these unanswered questions, 
Siedlecki and Johnson deemed the proposal an 
urgent one due to the expansion of enrollment, 
and consequently, of ‘student activity 
programs. Their point is a valid one. However, 
giving the SSA the option of acting in a month or 
‘delaying the project for another two years 
smacks of an ultimatum. 

The one month deadline does not allow suf- 
ficient time. According to Peg Bisek; VP- 
student activities, if the referendum were to 
pass, an adhoc committee would be set up to 
study the situation and firm up the details. The 
group would have until April to do this ex- 
fensive study. 

In reference to the idea of a committee, Mann 
commented, “‘In five months. of study, we 
woutdn’t have any more details.

Claire Monday. 


Carter stepped up to the 
podium wearing a dark blue 
suit, grey shirt, and a 
maroon and white polka dot 
tie. Although he transferred 
his weight from foot to foot 
in. front of the national 
network cameras, he 
maintained his good 
posture, taking a strong 
stance on the themes he had 
developed during his 
campaign.

Record enrollment of 505 
attend Stout Institute! Elvis 
for President! Disco Dance 
presented by WVSS for 
Homecoming! 

Past and _ present. 
Homecoming yesterday, 
Homecoming today. Have 
students at Stout changed in 
manner and custom since 
1936? 1956? Or is school 
spirit — 1976 style — despite 
cries of apathy, still the 
same? 

Back in 1936, UW-Stout 
was known as Stout In- 
stitute — a state college 
devoted to the preparation 
and training of industrial 
education and home 
economics. It was the only 
school in the country 
devoted entirely to teacher 
training in the two schools. 
Graduates of Stout were 
guaranteed 100 percent 
placement in their chosen 
profession. 

Students then were not 
exactly in tune with the 
times. In a school poll, they 
elected Alfred M. Landon, 
republican candidate for 
president whereas, the 
re-elected FDR. 

Social life consisted of 
many mixers (dances), 
steak frys, and fraternity 
pledges serenading girls’ 
dormitories. FOB held Hell 
Week, a time when frat 


hopefuls ‘went around un-. 


shaven, wore black bow 
ties, and collected girls’ 
signatures on eggs and 
Northern tissue paper. 

Asurvey, compiled by co- 
eds, gave men tips on how to 
get a second date with a 
girl: Don’t wear red 
neckties and don’t go out 
without garters. Don’t pun 
all the time. Don’t spend 
less than 75 cents for dinner. 
Don’t kiss on the first date. 
Don’t eat onions, chew gum, 
or drink when out on a date. 
Don’t ask a girl to spend 
money. 

If a man heeded the 
above, the usual ‘date’ was 
dinner in the Marion Coffee 
Shop followed by a movie. 
Such favorites of the times 
were “Conflict” featuring 
John Wayne, “The Great 
Ziegfield,’’ or Johnny 
Weismuller in ‘‘Tarzan 
Escapes.’ 

Skit suits and knock- 
knock jokes were the rage. 
‘While wearing your skit suit 
(‘so brief you don’t know 
you’re wearing them — so 
expertly cut and tailored 
they can’t bag or bunch — 
no gap buttonless fly... full 
seat coverage with elastic 
drop seat’) it was 
customary to run your 
fingers through your date’s 
finger wave hairstyle and 
murmur, “Knock-knock.” 
‘“Who’s there?” she’d reply. 
“Alma.’? “alma who?’’ 
“Alma life I’ve been waiting 
for you.” 


Homecoming 1936 had a 


theme of nostalgia — 


‘Pageant of Progress’ which 
ran through Friday and 
Saturday only. On Friday, 
the Homecoming play, 
“Twin Beds”’, was 
presented followed by 
Saturday’s festivities of a 
pep assembly, bonfire 
where the body of ‘Mr. Jinx’ 
was burned, parade, and 
game. Stout was defeated 
by River Falls, 26-6 after a 
‘hard-fought battle.’ Ac- 
tivities were capped by a 
formal dance that night 
sponsored by the SSA. Ted 
Pierson’s Collegians played 
current tunes like 
“Fascination Waltz’ and 
“Easy to Love,” under the 
chaperoned guidance of 
Keterah Antrim, Millard 
Hansen, H.C. Milnes, and 
F.E. Tustison. 

After such events, 
students went back to 
studying; consuming black 
coffee, caffein tablets, 
ammonia cokes, and cold 
showers to aid in the 
preparation of quarter final 
exams. 


1,152 attended Stout State 
College in 1956, another top 
enrollment year. Verne 
Frykland was president, 
Wesley Sommers and 
Robert Swanson were on the 
teaching staff, and Mary 
McCalmont became an 
emeritus faculty member. 

It cost a total of $1,493 a 
year to attend Stout which 
included room and board, 
travel, entertainment, 
books, and laundry. Coffee 
was 5 cents. 

Instead of skipping 
classes illegally like today’s 


students, ‘cut days’ were © 


given in 1956 allowing kids 
to leave the campus if they 
had a legitimate reason to 
do so. ‘Suitcase students” 
also were a problem at Stout 
back then. Ps 

Many activities were 
designed to lure the student 
to stay on campus after 
classes ended such as 
“Bermuda Blasts.’’ Any 
guy brave enough to show 
his knees got into the Blast 
with. a free admission. 
Bermudas were forbidden 
on campus at any other 
time, except in the library 


_after school hours. 


Dorms gave TV parties 
with popcorn and-apples ‘for 
what would a TV party be 
without these traditional 
commodities’. Sock hops (10 
cents a foot), after game 
dances featuring. George 
Soderburg and his Royal 
Blackhawks, and bowling at 
the Marion were other 
forms of entertainment. 

Emerging as a new 
musical sensation was Elvis 
Presley. Cries of “Elvis for 
President”, were cir- 
culating around Stout. 
Religious groups denounced. 
him aS a menace, 


chaperones forbade his - 


music to be played at 
dances, and magazines 
declared that Elvis gave ‘a 
new low’ to popular music. 

Instead of being ‘pinned!’ 
couples. went steady, but 


guys still kept a lookout for 
new prospects. ‘‘A man’s 
head is like a doorknob — 
any girl can turn it.” The 
Stoutonia published an 
essay on “What is a College 
Boy?” A college boy is a 
composite — he has the 
energy of Rip Van Winkle, 
the practicality of a Don 
Quixote, the kindness of a 
Marquis de Sade, the ap- 
petite of Gargantua, the 
aspirations of a Cassanova, 


and when he wants 
something it’s usually

For many weeks, students 
have been busily preparing 
for the 1976 Homecoming at 
Stout This includes the 
restoration activives that 
the men of Sigma Tau 
Gamma fraternity have 


devoted much energy, time, 


and money to 

The large 4-story white 
fraternity house trimmed in 
federal blue (the fraternal 
colors) has been the scene 
of redecoration that began 
early in the summer 

The Sig Taus purchased 
their fraternity house in 
1956 and it was thereby 
established as a housing 
corporation wherein all 
actives and alumni own 
stocks in the corporation to 
insure the security and 
continuity for years to 
come 

The twenty-five oc 
cupants of the house 
comprising of both Greeks 
and independents, have 
spend over three months 
redecorating the second 
floor, painting the interior 
and exterior, and indulged 
In extensive overall clearlup 
to welcome their returning 
alumni The house also 
required long overdue 
maintenance because of its 
age 

The history of the Sig Tau 
house dates back lo 1889 
when Dr Reid first built the 
house It was then only the 
West section of the present 
house After a visit with 
Oscar Rogstad, a 92 year 
old Menomonie resident, it 
was learned that the east 
section was built on in 1906 
when the Wilson's” pur 
chased it For the next 50 
years Rogstad was 
caretaker of the Wilson's 
home and land until the Sig 
Taus bought it in 1956 for 
$13,600 

The Wilson's began ex 
panding, and in 1907 a barn 
was built that soon towered 
above their home. Their 
farm land extended to 
where the Menomonie High 
School currently stands 
There were additional living 
quarters for a nurse, cook, 
and three maids in the 
Wilson's employ The 
Wilson's also owned and 
operated 31 lumber yards of 
Knapp Stout and Company 
until Wilson went bankrupt 
and died in 1936 

The floor plan was 
somewhat different than it 
currently stands today The

basement used to be a 
laundry room, and storage 
for the furnace and firewood 
for the hearths. The kitchen, 
library, living and dining 
room were on the first floor 
and the second floor had 
five bedrooms. The house 
had four bathrooms and 
sliding glass doors opening 
onto the family estate. The 
interior decor included 
imported fixtures and sink 
basins, red crushed velvet 
paneling, wooden beams, 
and hand painted tiles 
surrounding the fireplaces 


Interestingly enough, there, 


were underground tunnels 
leading to Eichelberger 
Hall 


Today, the Sig Taus have 


u completed basement 
serving as kitchen and 
dining hall for its occupants 
Delving Feneske has been 
the personal cook for the Sig 
Taus for the past 15 years 
purchasing and preparing 
their 11 meals per week 
Feneske also prepares foods 
for their fraternal parties 
and henorary get-togethers 

On the main floor, in 
addition to the living room 
and foyer, are an apart 
ment, bathroom and 
bedrooms.

A typical day in the Stout 
Student Union means 
something different to 
every person. The majority 
of us loll leisurely in the 
Union between classes, 
studying lightly, enjoying 
conversation, and indulging 
in our favorite food and 
beverage. Many of us may 
not stop to think of the 
people who make it possible 
for us to enjoy the Union 


Rita Cartwright, who has 
been working at the Stout 
Student Union for 12 years, 
offers some invaluable 
insights into her life, work, 
and outlook. Rita has been 
working longer at the 
Student Union than any 
other employee except for 
Mr. Rhodes. 


Rita moved to Wisconsin 
from Brisban, Australia 
during World War II. “I 
managed a ‘Big Foods’ 
store in Brisbane,"’ she 
informed me. “Back then 
we had 25 girls and 35 men 
working the floor. Now 
there's 885,000 people there 

that was a year ago last 
Christmas."' 


‘The people in Australia 
are the same way as they 
are here,"’ she continued 
"You can go walking down 
the street and they're all 
dressed the same way. It’s 
no different at all."’ 


Rita continued her stories 
of life in Australia by telling 
me about her place of 
employment. ‘In the ‘Big 
Foods’ store, the whole 
basement was a 
bakehouse,’’ she informed 
me. ‘There was a chef from 
Switzerland working down 
there who began _ his 
training when he was five 
vears old. He could make 
anything! 


“One year he made 
beehives, with bees comin’ 
out of them. The bees were 
made out of almonds 
Another time he made a big 
cake out of marzipan. It was 
supposed to be a gunny sack 
of potatoes he put the yes 
in ‘em and made little 
marks where rats ‘n’ other 
things chewed at ‘em.

“We also had a snack bar 
there where we sold big 
weiners, and different kinds 
of sandwiches,"’ she con- 
tinued. ‘‘We sold crab and 
asparagus sandwiches. We 
also sold lobster newburg 
there. Fish is real cheap 
over is Australia, so’s meat 
A leg of lamb that would 
costs $2.00 over there would 
cost $13.00 over here!” 


Rita said that some 


mornings when she worked 
at ‘Big Foods" she'd get up 
and help make 1,000 sand- 
wiches for Government 
House lawn parties 


Rita also had some unique 
recollections of her 
childhood to offer. ‘‘I lived 
in the German community 
in Brisbane, on Heidelberg 
Street. You can't get-much 
more German than that!” 


She told me that the 
predominant nationalities 
of the area were Irish, 
Scotch, German, and 
English. The cooks were 
usually Chinese — ‘‘and 
good cooks, too.” 


“When I was a little girl,” 
she reminisced, ‘‘my father 
used to take me to the 
Lennon Hotel in Brisbane. 
The Chinese cooks would 
bring us dishes like orange 
duck. Mac Arthur stayed 
there (the Lennon Hotel) 
during the war. I knew Mrs. 
MacArthur,” Rita added 
proudly. ‘‘She was a real 
nice person. She'd never 
take one ration from anyone 


to get a new stitch of 
clothing."’ 

What is a typical working 
day at the Union like for 
Rita Cartwright? 
“Sometimes I'm like a yo 
yo!"’ she laughed. ‘“‘I’ll be in 


the kitchen, making salads, 
and then I'll be out at the 
cash register, or cleaning 
up. I rarely work the lines 
anymore.”

Rita said that when she 
first began working at the 
Union, the first floor was the 


Commons and the basement 
was the Union. She said she 
feels that Stout students 
today are tending to be 
“more like they were 12 
years ago’’... as far as 
men’s hairlengths are 
concerned. 


“T treat everybody I work 
with in the kitchen extra 
nice,’’ Rita emphasized. 
‘Most of the kids on the line 
are pretty dash good, too. I 
can’t say a mean thing 
about the kids at Stout, 
they've never treated me 
nasty.”” 


Rita added that she’s 
often become close to the 
foreign students on the Stout 
campus. She said that she’s 
enjoyed exchanging letters 
with the foreign students 
she’s been acquainted with. 

Within two years, Rita 
will move back to Australia. 
She said she is hoping to find 
a home on the beach. ‘‘My 
son, who will be graduating 
from here in June, is trying 
to find a job in New Zealand. 
If things work out, I’ll be 
only a stone’s throw away 
from him.”

‘Almost riot’ lights up 


Homecoming weekend

If you retired early 
Saturday nite because of 
one too many beers at one 
too many Homecoming 
parties, you probably 
missed the little demon- 
stration downtown. If you 
did miss it, relax you didn’t 
miss much. Here’s an in- 
stant replay of the 
demonstration. 


At about 12:30 a.m., a 
crowd gathered uptown in 
the road near Main & 
Broadway because either a 
girl lost her contact lens in 
the road or the bars let out 
early, take your pick. In 
either case, traffic was 
blocked. 

The call for law en- 
forcement went out a few 
minutes later with half a 
dozen police and Stout 
security Chief Bill Blummer 
arriving simultaneously. 
However, communication 
soon broke down and the 
police retreated, con- 
centrating their efforts on 
rerouting traffic away from 
the crowd. The Menomonie 
Police Department and 
Chief Blumer both state 
that they were there to 
watch over the crowd in 
case they got wild. The 
Menomonie Police Watch 
Commander said, ‘‘Hell, 
they weren’t a violent 
bunch, they were just 
having a good time. We just 
waited for them to wear 
themselves out.” 

By 1:00 a.m. shouts of 
“Let’s get nuts!!!’ were 
heard across downtown, 


and the crowd moved up 
Main St. bouncing cars, 
putting Volkswagens on 
sidewalks and just having a 
rowdy time. Dean Wood was 
called in to no avail, so he 
stood and talked to students 
he knew. He said, “I am 
sure it is not something the 
University Activities 
Association (UAA) would 
recommend, but it is really 


* not too serious.” 


“Let’s get nuts” was still 
the phrase of the evening, 
and after the crowd did one 
or two laps around down- 
town, everyone ended up at 
the Brat Fry. Somebody put 
a barrel from the brat fry in 


. the road, threw in some 


garbage and an occasional 
street sign and lit it all up. 
One student commented “‘It 
all looked like a Cecil B. 
Demille flick,’’ another 
said, “‘I don’t believe it, this 
could only happen in 
Monotony.” 


At about 2:15 a.m., the 
brat barrel fry was dying 
out, and so was the crowd. 
The crowd of students didn’t 
really get out of hand, and 
the officials didn’t get down 
on the students. Maybe the 
phrase ‘‘only in Monotony” 
has some meaning. 

And so darkness and quiet 
prevailed once again over 
downtown Menomonie, and 
everyone went home to face 
reality of another work- 
week ahead. But we will 
always remember the riot 
we almost had at 
Homecoming 1976. Won’t we 


are many reasons e€x- 


plaining this new, 
seemingly outlandish 
location. According to 
Donald Spagnoleitti, 


supervisor of the textbook 
services, the move was 
decided upon about a year 
ago because of. additional 
space needed for the ex- 
pansion of technical and 
service facilities. Although 


closer, more convenient . 


locations. were considered 
for the move, the West 
Butler building was the only 
open space available. 
Spagnoletti said that this 
location is only temporary. 
Their plans are for ex- 
panding the main library to 
accommodate the needs of a 
textbook library and rental 
service. The expansion will 
be a spacious 6,000 square 
feet, comparing to the 2,800 


sq feet in use at the Butler 


building. Although there is 
more stack area at the new 
location, there is a bit less 
room for student ac- 
commodation. 


‘We had no problem with 
the administration with this 
move,” said Spagnoletti. 
“They helped “provide 
necessary things when we 
moved. We asked for a 20-20 


annex building to be used’ 


for storage, expansion — 
sort of a service area. We’re 
using this place mostly for 
shipping and storing.” 


Spagnoletti believes that 
the new location will be 
convenient during student 
registration. Students will 
find it very handy to go pick 
up their textbooks im- 
mediately upon registering 
for classes. However, he 
feels that students will have 
to cooperate 100 percent. 
More help with the text- 
books is usually needed at 
this time. ‘For services of 
this type, a central location 
is needed,’’ he concluded. 

“This entire thing is 
subsidized by the student 
rental fees,’’ Spagnoletti 
continued. ‘““We’ve always 
tried to bend over back- 
wards to give good. services. 
Our goal is to make it easier 
for students to drop off and 
pick up books.”’ 

Spagnoletti talked about a 
new approach the textbook 
library has taken as far as 
providing the Stout students 
and faculty with additional 


services. A learning 
package that includes 
mirofiche, film strips and - 
reprints which enables 
faculty members to develop 
their own instructional 
package may or may net be 
included. “We have 
changed our name to Rental 
Resources. It’s a new 
concept. Our progress is 
being. watehed and ap- 
proved by central ad- 
ministration. This new 
learning package idea may 
solve a lot of space 
problems, because a lot of 
microfiche can be store 
here.” : 
A presentation was made’ 


‘about the rental service at 


the October 19 senate 
meeting, Spagnoletti added. 
He feels it was well- 
recieved. 


He commented that the 


new efficiency that the 


workers are experiencing 
basically depends on how. 
close they live.to the new 
location. ‘Commuters don’t 
like it,’’ he said, ‘“‘Before we 
moved, our workers arrived 
on the hour, now ther’s 
usually a ten to fifteen 
minute gap between 
workers.’’ Spagnoletti 
added that there were a few 
extra expenses during the 
move which included 
preparation of the West 
Butler building and the 
hiring of additional help 
before , during and after the 
move. 


Spagnoletti concluded 
that he is optimistic about 
the new location and future 
developments. A few 
student opinions have been 
taken in relation to the 
location and concept of the 
resource services. Nancy 
Steen, sophomore: ‘‘It was 
centrally located down in 
the library basement, easy 
to find.

Because the 
US. Office of Education 
belatedly passed down the 
awarding regulations, Stout 
was delayed in issuing the 
checks. 


The chance for delay of 
checks for second semester 
is also possible. They may 
arrive a couple weeks late 
because of a _ pending 
revision in Wisconsin’s 
Higher Educational Aids 
Board awarding 
regulations. Not only that,

Therefore, the Financial 
Aids Office has revised 
disbursement procedures.

Candidates’ attire reflect images 


Jimmy Carter’s dress 
patterns give him the ap- 
pearance of ‘‘a regular 
guy” but Gerald Ford’s 
attire is more fitting for the 
office of the president. 
Those are the conclusions of 
Kenneth Heintz, director of 
the fashion merchandising 
program at UW-Stout, who 
has studied extensively the 
relationship between dress 
and psychology. 


Heintz points out that 
Ford’s attire gives a certain 
seriousness to the office of 
the president. ‘‘The office of 
the president has a dress 
pattern that is associated 
with it,’ Heintz said. 
“There is.a dignity to the 
office which has been 
restored and part of the 
dignity is reflected in the 
dress pattern.”’ He noted 
that Ford consistently 
wears well tailored dark 
suits, ‘‘quiet’”’ ties, white or 
pastel shirts and a vest. ‘‘He 
is impeccable,”’ Heintz said. 
“He is wearing good suits. 
They look right. It is a very 
dignified man you are 
looking at.”’ Heintz said the 
vests Ford wears project 
‘the epitome of 
organization.” 


By contrast, Carter is 
wearing light or patterned 
suits and brightly colored 
ties. “A light suit doesn’t 
reflect that sincerity, that 
seriousness, that heaviness 
of the office being sought,”’ 
Heintz said. But Heintz 


concedes that Carter’s 
dress can be useful in the 
campaign. ‘“‘He is not ap- 
pealing to people from an 
office perspective, he is 
doing it from the regular 
guy perspective,” Heintz 
said. He added this could 
also be useful in stressing 
the ‘‘anti-Washington”’ 
stance that Carter is taking. 
“It would certainly rein- 
force that attitude,” Heintz 
said. ‘‘The Washington 
dress pattern is the business 
suit and if he is going to 
stress anti-Washington then 
he can’t dress that same 
way.” 


Once in office, however, 
Carter may have to change 
his appearance, according 
to Heintz. “If he becomes 
president, I would think he 
would have to change his 
dress,’’ Heintz said. “If the 
Shah of Iran comes to see 
him dressed in his present 
attire, I don’t think he is 
going to take the man 
seriously.” 

Heintz is also critical of 
Carter’s practice of ap- 
pearing in public in rolled 
shirt sleeves and without a 
tie. “When you roll up your 
shirt sleeves, you’re saying 
to people that you work with 
your hands,” Heintz said. 


- “But the president doesn’t 
work with his hands, -he - 


works with his head. He has 
other people working for 
him that work with their 
hands.” 


He said that Carter is 


attempting to give the 
image of youth in his dress 
and hair style. ‘‘He is trying 
to give the image of the 
regular guy,’’ Heintz said. 
“He isn’t in office now, so he 
has a little more flexibility. 
I would expect that he is 
doing what he is doing 
because he is after a par- 
ticular market and he is 
trying to say that he is a 
regular guy.” 


Heintz noted that while 
Ford is occasionally seen in 
sportswear, it is usually 
when he is on vacation, not 
when he is working. Heintz 
has drawn no conclusions on 
who to vote for. ‘I’m not 
necessarily pro anybody,” 
he said. ‘‘I’m very confused 
in fact, on who to vote for.”’ 
He feels that the fashion of 
the candidates will affect 
the outcome of the election, 
but what that will be will 
depend on what segment of 
the population votes. “If 
those who do the voting are 
of a particular character 
that appreciates rolled shirt 
sleeves and the kind of the 
guy who will come down to 
the local bar for a beer, then 
Carter is in a_ strong 
position,” he said. Heintz, 
himself, would opt for more 
conservative dress. ‘The 


dark suit is a symbol of 


importance,” he said. ‘‘The 
suit is very. organized and 
the office of the president 
has that kind of 


organizational quality. 


associated with it.’’ 


As for the vice 
presidential candidates, 
Heintz sees the opposite 
contrasts. ‘‘Mondale 
(Carter’s running mate) 
seems to be more serious in 
his dress, where Dole

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INFLATION 

There are more humane and economically sound solutions to inflation than the 

_ Republican program of forced recessions and high unemployment. We must battle in- 
flation through: 

_ —steady flow of jobs and output 

—a better matching of supply and demand 

—reform of government regulations which unnecessarily add to consumer costs 

—strict anti-trust and consumer protection enforcement 

—increased emphasis on productivity — 

—lower interest rates : 

—effective monitoring of inflationary trends and forces 

—standby wage and price controls, which the President could apply selectively. 


JOBS AND UNEMPLOYMENT 
“‘T think the major priority of the next Administration has got to be unemployment. My. 


own belief is that ‘we can get. the.adult. unemployment rate down to 3. percent.or. the’ 


overall rate down to-4.5 percent without any adverse effect on inflation.” » : 

“1 believe that anyone who is able to work ought to work — and ought to have a chance 
to work .. . any system of economics is bankrupt if it sees either value or virtue in 
unemployment. We simply cannot check inflation by keeping people out of work.”’ 

“Y think the major thrust ought to be the strengthening of the private sector, not 
guaranteeing everybody they will get a job from the federal government.” 

To reach full employment we must assure: 

—support for the Full Employment Act of 1976 

—countercyclical assistance to cities with high unemployment 

—an expansionary fiscal and monetary policy for the coming fiscal year to stimulate 
demand, production and jobs; 

—(stimulation and incentives for) the private sector ‘to hire the unemployed and to 
retain workers already employed even during periods of economic downturn. To provide 
an additional incentive, the unemployment compensation tax paid by the employers 
should be provided for businesses which hire persons previously unemployed. 

—an increased commitment by the federal government to fund the cost of on-the-job 
training by business; 

—more efficient employment services to match people to jobs; 

—improved manpower training programs, 

—creation of meaningful and productive public needs jobs as a supplement to the 
private sector, including jobs for unmet needs in areas such as housing rehabilitation 
and repairing our railroad roadbeds.

ENERGY AND ENVIRONMENT 


“The mishandling of the energy problem is a primary cause of the current economic 
- erisis. We are the only civilized nation on earth without an energy policy. This negligence 
is a crime against the American people.” 

Carter has called ‘Project Independence”’ a ‘joke!’ 

“Tt is unlikely that we will be totally ‘independent’ of oil imports during this century. It 
is certainly not possible or necessary for us to be energy independent by 1985, but we 
should be free from possible blackmail or economic disaster which might be caused by 
another boycott. Our reserves should be developed, imports reduced to manageable 
levels, standby rationing procedures evolved and authorized, and aggressive economic 
reprisals. should await any boycotting oil supplier.” 

“I favor a system which would keep oil imports at or below the present 40 percent 
level.”’ 


BUSING 

“Mandatory busing, no. Voluntary transfers, yes. I do see a need, however, which I 
would honor, for the President to support the federal courts. And if the courts should rule 
differently from my own personal beliefs, of course I would support the federal courts. I 
do not favor a constitutional amendment to prohibit busing.”’ 

“Ultimately, I think the best solution is voluntary. transfers for students who want it, 
and adequate representation of minority leaders in the administration of a school 
system.” 

“T favor school integration; I do not favor mandatory busing. The only kids who get 
bused are the poor children. I’ve never seen a rich kid bused. The rich parents either 
move or put the kids in private schools.” 

“This well-intentioned idea has contributed little to the equalization of education 
opportunity, has often resulted in a decreased level of integration over the long term, and 
has divided and sidetracked our efforts toward improvirig education for all children.” 


WELFARE REFORM 
“We must recognize there are three distinct categories of poor people — the unem- 


ployable poor, the jobless poor, and the working poor. No person on welfare should . 


receive more than the working poor can earn at their jobs. Strong work incentives, job 
creation and job training should be provided for those on welfare able to work; family 
stability should be encouraged by assuring that no family’s financial situation will be 
harmed by the breadwinner remaining with his dependents; efforts should be made to 
have fathers who abandon their family be forced to continue support; the welfare 
system should be streamlined and simplified ... (and) persons who are legitimately on 
welfare should be treated with respect and dignity.” 

Carter proposes “‘one fairly uniform, nationwide payment, varying according to cost of 
living differences between communities. It should be funded in substantial part by the 
federal government with strong work and job incentives for the poor who are employabie 
and with income supplementation for the working poor so as to encourage employment.”

INFLATION 

“way .aiSt objective,” Ford states, ‘is to have sound economic growth without inflatior: 
We all know from recent experience what runaway inflation does to ruin every other 
worthy purpose. We are showing it; we must stop it cold.” 

‘This is not a policy of the quick fix,’’ Ford asserts in his 1977 budget message. “‘i: 
not hold out the hollow promise that we can wipe out inflation and unemple 
overnight. Instead, it is an honest, realistic policy — a policy that says we can siea 
reduce inflation and unemployment if we maintain a prudent, balanced approach.” 

“We are going to get the rate of inflation down to the kind of a level where this country 
can grow and prosper; and people, whether they are on fixed income or working in ¢ 
factory, or tilling the soil or teaching in this university, or students who are going her 
will get a fair shake and not be robbed day after day by the kind of inflation we had i 
1974.” = 

JOBS AND UNEMPLOYMENT Paar: : 
“The best and most effective way to create new jobs is to pursue balanced economic 


policies that encourage the growth of the private sector without risking a new round 6f- 


inflation. This is the core of my economic policy, and I believe that the steady im- 
provements in the economy over the last half year on both the unemployment and in- 
flation fronts bear witness to its essential wisdom. I intend to continue this basic ap- 
proach because it is working.” 

‘“‘My proposed economic policies are expected to produce lasting, productive jobs, not 
temporary jobs paid for by the American taxpayer.” 

“This is a policy of balance, realism, and common sense. It is a sound policy which 
provides long term benefits and does not promise more than it can deliver.” 

“President Ford is not going to be satisfied until everybody has a job who wants a job. 
That is the only criterion by which this administration will judge whether we are going 
well or badly. Everyone who wants a job has to have a job under this administration.” 


“Tt is true that what I am proposing is not going to get the unemployed back to work 
overnight. But it will get them back to work, with lasting and secure jobs — not dead-end 
jobs supported by the government. One cannot promise full employment overnight, and I 
hope nobody does in the upcoming debate, because it is a cruel illusion.”’ 


ENERGY AND ENVIRONMENT 


“The problem is not an immediate shortage. The problem is that we are becoming 
more and more dependent on foreign oil imports. Two years ago, we were relying on 
foreign oil imports to the extent of about 33 percent. Today it is up to almost 40 percent 
and unless we stimulate more U. S. production of oil and natural gas, and unless we 
utilize our vast resources of coal, unless we expedite the construction and installation of 


more nuclear power plants, unless we more rapidly develop some of our exotic fuels, our” 


dependence on foreign oil will go up, up, up, which means that we are more dependent 
not only on the amount of foreign oil, but the price they chargeus.”’ 

“The Arab embargo proved that our nation had become excessively dependent upon 
others for our oil supplies. We must reduce our vulnerability to the economic disruption 
which a few foreign countries can cause by cutting off our energy supplies or by ar- 
bitrarily raising prices. We must regain our energy independence.” 


BUSING 
Q: ‘Do you have any thoughts on how to achieve racial integration?” 


A: “Well, I have always believed that the constitutional right of equality must be 
protected by the courts of the land and by all other public officials. On the other hand, I 
do not believe that court-ordered, forced busing to achieve racial balance is the right way 
to get quality education.” 

We have ample evidence that in those instances where it has been applied. . . there has 
not been an increase in quality education. It is my belief that there is a better way to 


. improve educational opportunities and, at the same time, to improve the integration of 


our society as guaranteed by the Constitution.” 


“T will, of course, under the oath of office that I took, have to enforce the law as decided 
by the courts.” ’ 

“I believe that quality education can be enhanced by better school facilities, lower 
pupil - teacher ratios, and improvement of neighborhoods and possibly by other alter- 
natives.”’ 

In June, President Ford sent the School Desegregation Standards and Assistance Act 
of 1976 to Congress. The legislation would: provide for busing as a limited and trans- 
itional remedy with a five-year limit (except for extraordinary circumstances); limit 
desegregation to specific schools within a system where discrimination is found rather 
than (school) district-wide; create a National Community and Education Committee to 
give advice and technical assistance to school districts in the process of desegregation. 


WELFARE REFORM 

“ft is clear to everyone that the current welfare system is in a mess, and one of our 
prime objectives must be a sweeping overhaul — hopefully before the end of the 
decade.”’ He said that 1976 is not the year for sweeping changes because ‘‘it would not be 
fair to turn the futures of millions of disadvantaged Americans into a political football.” 

Ford said, “‘When it comes to welfare, government at all levels is not doing the job 
well. Too many of our welfare programs are inequitable and invite abuse. Worse, we are 
wasting badly needed resources without reaching many of the truly needy.”’ 

The President said he would ask Congress-for authority to reform income assistance 
programs to make them more ‘consistent, equitable and efficient.” In the proposal, to 
be known as the Income Assistance Simplification Act: 

1. The President will seek authority to notify those federally assisted programs for 
which there is a mean test, e.g. Food Stamps, Aid for Dependent Children and Social 
Security. 

2. The Act would permit modification of administrative procedures, eligibility 
requirements, benefit levels, and program administration authority. 


3. All changes would be subject to Congressional approval. 
4. The duration of the authority would be five years. 


President Ford has proposed legislation to consolidate 15 child nutrition programs. 
Ford said that his Child Nutrition Reform Act would feed more of the poor children, and 
eliminate meals to most children whose families are above the federal poverty level.

President-elect Jimmy 
Carter will soon make the 
“American-dream”’ move 
from peanut farmer to 
President of the United 
States. After the initial 
change from his small-town 
home to the White House, 
what can Americans expect 
from their mass decision 
made Tues., Nov. 2? 

One campaign issue the 
newly elected Carter- 
Mondale team supported 
was an increase in public 
subsidies for education. He 


and his vice president have” 


repeatedly stressed they 
would like ‘‘to assure that 
the average American 
family can afford to send 
their children to college.” 
He does not however, 
clarify what students 
presently attending college 
can expect.

Another phase of 
promises made during 
Carter’s long endeavor. to 
reach his White House goal 
was his stand on jobs and 
unemployment. Most Stout 
students will enter the job 
market during Carter’s four 
year term, and will be af- 
fected by his promise to 
‘‘stimulate 
production -and jobs; en- 
couraging the private sector 
to hire the unemployed and 
to retain workers already 
employed even during 
periods of economic 
downturn. To provide an 
additional incentive, the 
com- 
pensation tax paid by the 
employers should be 
provided for businesses 
which hire persons 
previously unemployed.”’ 


Critics have noted Carter 
has the lawyerlike ability to 


make statements that can~- 


be construed many ways. 
He has the “spread-eagle”’ 
ability to cover all possible 
positions on a particular 
question. What his stands on 
education, unemployment 
and jobs will mean to those 
just entering the job market 
will be told in the story to 
unfold in the next four 
years.

Tenure battle continues to court 


Pricilla Timper, an in- 
structor in the Social 
Science Department, has 
filed a civil suit charging 
sex discrimination against 
Thomas Ninneman, 
chairman of the Social 
Science Department, and 
Dwight Agnew, Dean of the 
School of Liberal Studies. 
The charges were filed in 
response to a decision to 
deny tenure to Timper. 


Timper has been a 
member of the Social 
Science Department since 
January of 1972, on an 
annual contract basis. 


In May of 1975, Agnew 
requested a decision from 
the department’s tenured 
sociologists regarding 
renewal of Timper’s con- 
tract. They voted 2-1 to 
retain her. She was advised 
by Chancellor Robert 
Swanson that her contract 
would be renewed through 
Dec. 1975. 


In Nov. of 1975, the social 
science faculty voted 8-3, 
recommending Timper be 
granted tenure. One 
member abstained, one was 
absent. 


On the same day, 
however, Ninneman an- 
nounced that Timper would 
be denied tenure. Ninneman 
gave his reasons for his 
decision. 

He said that granting her 
tenure would prevent the 
department from meeting 
in the two areas of basic 
sociology and social work. 
He also said that she was 
the least qualified of the 
four department members 
elip..wc sor tenure. 


Ninneman stressed that 
his decision was made with 
only the best interests of the 
students in mind. 


Ninneman acknowledged 
that by all evaluation 
methods, Timper was 
considered of above 
average competence by 
colleagues and students. He 
said that it would have been 
easy to go along with the 
majority, and grant her 
tenure. His reasoning was 
for the students of the 
future. He 
“Someday the students at 
Stout will require a little bit 
more.’ He said that 
granting her tenure would 


stated, - 


prevent the department 
from meeting needs in the 
areas of basic sociology and 
social work. 


Another point raised by 


Ninneman was that Timper . 


lacked ‘‘the professional 
qualifications for her job.” 


One month later, Agnew 
announced his support of 
Ninneman’s decision. 


In accordance’ with 
University of Wisconsin 
System guidelines, Timper 
requested a_ written 
statement of the depart- 
ment’s reasons for the 
decision. 

In a letter dated March 2, 
Agnew said that Ninneman 
and the department 
sociologists had ‘‘identified 
the hiring of a sociologist- 
social worker, with the 
requisite credentials, as a 
critical programmatic 
need.” 


He also said Timper’s 
credentials did not warrant 
continuance of .her em- 
ployment .because the 
credentials of recent ap- 
plicants are ‘‘more in 


keeping with the needs of. 


the department.” 


“The Social Science 
Department must maintain 
flexibility in order to 
respond to changing student 
needs, and the ability. to 
recruit and retain key 
personnel.” 


Timper then requested” 


reconsideration by Agnew 
which resulted in an af- 
firmation of the non- 
renewal decision. 

In late June, Timper 
appealed her case to an all- 
university committee, 
which by a 3-2 vote reversed 
the original decision. 


The committee found a 
continuing need for Tim- 
per’s competence in her 
field, women’s studies, 
within the Social Science 
Department. They felt that 
a firm and early decision 
“was made that Timper 
would best meet this need.” 

The committee report 
also cited that principles of 
affirmative action were not 
applied in the decision- 
making process. Af- 
firmative action is ‘“‘an 
administrative policy to 
seek a balance between 


males and females, whites 
and non-whites with some 
flexibility of quality persons 
to fill a given job.”

The committee’s report 
was then given to Chan- 
cellor Swanson for his 
approval or reversal. 
Swanson totally rejected the 
recommendations on all” 
counts. In his response he 


paraphrased Ninneman’s 
reasons. 


This is ‘not like other 
decisions. It cannot be 
appealed to the Board of 
Regents. The chancellor’s is 
the final decision,’ noted 
Vice-Chancellor Wes Face, 
the chancellor’s 
representative on the 
committee. 


Timper and her lawyer, 
Cheryl Rosen Weston of 
Madison, are charging sex 
discrimination and that all 
relevant material was not 
considered in the decision 
against her. 


They have charged that 
she was not evaluated by 
the same standards as her 
male colleagues and that 
Stout’s affirmative action 
plan was not considered. 

Timper has indicated that 
she will pursue the case in 
the courts, although 
resolution may take many 
years.

Swanson said the 
board has a ‘‘wide range of 
influence”’ on the university 
and has been of con- 
siderable help to Stout in 
many different ways. ‘“‘The 
Board of Business and 
Industrial Advisors is an 
essential part of our special 
mission to prepare students 
for careers,’’ Swanson said. 


The current chairperson 
of the board is Mercedes 
Bates, a vice-president at 
General Mills in Min- 
neapolis. The vice chair- 
person of the board is 
Herschal S. Bearman, 
President of Allied Com- 
modities Co., Minneapolis. 


New communications concept enhances rural 


It’s. a chilling, snowing 
day in January, and you live 
too far away to make it to 
school. Besides, your car 
won't start and _ the 
snowblowers haven't visited 
your neighborhood yet. But 
you won’t miss a single 
class. At ten a.m. you tune 
into your Physics class on a 
special channel. In the 


afternoon, due to your: 


favorite interests, you learn 
a new macrame’ technique 
and another French lesson. 


Sounds far out, huh? Well, 


it soon won’t be... if you,. 


move to Trempealeau 
county, that is. 
months of comprehensive 
planning and co-operation, 
an entirely new in- 
structional media concept 
may be accessible to the 
districts, and 
eventually, the rural 
citizens of Trempeleau 
county. 


Three different groups 
are in the process of com- 
bining forces to make a 
dream come true. The 
dream is an implémentation 
of a county-wide, milti- 
service broadband com- 
munications system to 
improve and enhance the 
quality of rural life. 


One of the groups, the 
Board of Directors of the W. 
K. Kellogg Foundation of 
Battle Creek, Michigan, 
approved the award of a 
four-year grant of $510,170 
to supplement the project 
development. There is also 
a commitment for a long 
term, 15 year loan for 
$1,238,000 from the Far- 
mer’s Home Administration 
under the Rural Develop- 
ment Act. UW-Stout will be 
at the base of the project, a 
group of Stout directors and 
department heads will be 
working in cooperations 
with the projects. 

The Broadband com- 
munications systems will 
include county-wide, multi- 
service audio and video 
capabilities, and two-way 
multi-channel telecom- 
munications. The system 
will combine cable and 
microwave technology for a 
interconnect 


Due to. 


system for all of Trem- 
peleau county. 

Phase V of the project 
development will begin on 
January 1, 1977. It is 
designed to interconnect 
eight school districts: 
Arcadia, Blair, Eleva- 
Strum, Gale-Ettrick- 
Trempeleau, Independence, 
Osseo-Fairchild, Taylor, 
and Whitehall,. with 
educational . closed-circuit 
television. These school 
districts and the Western 
Wisconsin Communications 
Co-operative (WWCC) are 
the principle agencies 
initiating the program. 

Also involved. to assist 
technical and program- 
matic developments for the 
project is the West Central 
Wisconsin Consortium 
(WCWC). The Consortium 
includes the universities of 
Stout, Eau Claire, River 
Falls, and LaCrosse. Each 
university has a technical 
specialization which they 
will contribute to the project 
development. 


Phase II is planned to 
interconnect the com- 
munities of Trempeleau 
county, and Phase III will 
be extended to connect all 
rural residents and small 
crossroad villages. 


_ The advantages of the 
Broadband system will be 
many. Besides improving 
the quality of rural life, the 
system also promises to 
provide alternative 
delivery’s and  com- 
munication systems for 
education and community 
services. Due to the 
availability of this won- 
drous mechanism, local 
community resources will 
be more effectively utilized, 
and better services will be 
brought to the rural 
population of Trempeleau 
county. There will be a 
wider range of educational 
opportunities for faculty, 
students, and ‘“‘just-plain 
curious” folk. The system 
will encourage a greater 
participation and = in- 
volvement in educational 
and related community 
activities. 

“The main idea of the 


whole project is to improve 
the quality of life in the 
rural sector,” stressed Ray 


Szymanski, at UW-Stout. 
“These (Trempeleau 
county) schools have 


comprehensive curriculum 
their educational systems 
ean be wider. This is going 
to start an entirely new 
system of communication in 
rural areas.” 


Talking about the 
eventual development of 
Phases II and _ III, 
Szymanski added that 
educations of informing 
special rural residents 
would be. possible. This 
would include adult 
training, and reaching the 
handicapped and senior 
citizens. 


“This is an exciting 
concept for the rural far- 
mer,’ he continued. ‘‘We 
have plans to install sensing 
devices for fire control in

farmers barns. These 
sensory devices will be able 
to monitor the heat levels 
during certain periods, and 
will be hooked up to fire 
departments. An -alarm 
system will be installed.” 


The study was conducted 
by the Office of 
Technological Assessment 
of the U. S. Congress on 
“The Feasibility and Value 
of Broadband Com- 
munications in Rural 
Areas,” said Szymanski. 


“This is the one and only 
in the country. It’s a four- 
year experimental project, 
it’s wide open,” Szymanski 
added. 

Involved with the 
technical planning com- 
mittee for the Broadband 
system is Dr. Harry Her- 
bert, at UW-Stout. ‘‘The 
talking went back to a few 
years ago when this was 
originally started,’’ said 


Herbert. ‘“‘The technical 
planning committee was 
one of the groups involved 
with preliminary plan- 
ning.” 

Herbert is the chairman 
of this committee. The 
group’s job is to assess the 
needs of technical com- 
munication; selecting the 
equipment, hardware, and 
the systems. The group has 
recommended $96,000 for 
television equipment for the 
school. They will also be 
providing improvements for 
the cable system. The 
program committees and 
superintendents at the other 
consortium universities will 
help determine what

man program was outlined,

Dr Howard then 
recruited Marjomne Mc 


Coquodale, who had retired 
last year as a full professor 
of English and Psychology 
and Elizabeth Jones, a

Liberal studies abandoned 


for emphasis on 


The great thing about 
being a lowerclassman at a 
state university is not 
having to declare a major 
until junior status is 
reached. 

Policies at Stout are ex- 
ceptions to this rule. While 
Freddie Freshman at 
Madison is 
allowed to fill his general 
studies category for two 
years (without pressure to 
decide between being a 
doctor, lawyer, or Indian 
chief), new Stout students 
are required to declare a 
major before. they apply to 
the admissions office. 

Stout policies were 
organized so the student 
population will stay within 
the “enrollment target’’ 
range, according to Dean 
Wood. mi 

“We want to give priority 
to people wanting to Stout 
program,” explained the 
Dean. “If we keep within 
the reasonable boundaries 
of the ‘enrollment target’ 
range, we will be better at 


serving students with 
majors at Stout.” 
- Wood added that although - 


a slight committment may 
be required for a student 
applying to Stout, major 
changes are not 
discouraged after the 
student begins school. 


“liberally” | 


Donald Osegard, Director 
of Admissions at UW-Stout, 
works with students before 
enrollment. He handles high 
school relations and tran- 
sfer evaluations. 

“I disagree with making 
students pick majors,’ he 
said. “I know a lot of 
students who come here for 
other reasons; they want 
something at Stout but can’t 
find it. All we can do is draw 
conclusions from our 
studies ... they reveal that 
students who declare a 
major do better than those 


‘ having no goal.” 


Osegard said that a lot of 
people have been made to 
pick majors before coming 
to Stout, whether they want 
one or not. He added that he 
met numerous students who 
declined to pick a major just 
to be accepted at Stout. As 
aresult these students were 
turned down. 


“We do accept special 
students, though,” Osegard 
continued. ‘‘Lowerclassmen 
living in the Menomonie 
area are allowed to finish up 
their general requirements 
at Stout before transferring 
to a school with the major of 
their choice.”’ 

During a recent summer 
session ai Stout, a study was 
done on local students who 
were planning on attending 


jors 


different schools in the fall. 
Interestingly enough, the 
study revealed that a large 
percentage of the summer 
students changed their 
major to one offered at 
Stout and decided to 
graduate from here. 


Even when students are 
encouraged to decide upon a 
major before attending 
Stout, the enrollment is 
considerably stretching. 
The “ceiling” of limit for 
enrollment is a bit under 
6,000; this year the student 
population has climbed to 
6,071. Earlier this year, 
turning away = special 
students was not enough, 
500 students were denied 
acceptance here after the 
ceiling enrollment with a 
applications was reached on 
March 8. 

The limitations of 
deciding what to major in 
and sending that application 
in on time do not apply to 
everybody. Minorities are 
looked at before being 
admitted or turned away - 
even if the admissions date 
is too late, or the student has 
not claimed a major. 


According to Osegard, 
applications are up 65 
percent last year, which 
means that the cut-off date 
for accepting people will

certainly be earlier next 
winter-probably sometime 
in February or March. This 
year, the limiting factor 
could be housing. 

“In my personal opinion, 
we don’t dare. turn away 
new students,’’ Osegard 
emphasized. ‘‘We would be 
in danger of having an 
artificially smali freshman 
class, which would follow as 
through for four years. We’d 
be out scratching for new 
students. 

“T think it’s better to be in 
this situation than the other, 
it’s better not to cut 
teachers and classrooms 
and put up. with empty 
dorms. Let people talk 
quality rather than quan- 
tity!” 

Students not accepted at 
Stout are given the ‘‘royal 
treatment.’’ The admissions 
office lends a helping hand 
in aiding the turned-down 
student in his search for an 
interesting field of study 
and a university . which 
offers it. Advice is given 
about course selection 
which could transfer here 
later on, if the student 
eventually decides upon a 
Stout-offered major. A toll- 
free Madison number can 
be called, where academic 
counselors offer curious 
students advice. If you are 
interested in this type of 
service, call 1-800-362-8025 
anytime from 9 a.m. to 7 
p.m. on Monday through 
Thursday and from 9:00 
a.m. to 5 p.m. on Friday. 

Charles Kell, Director of 
the UW-Stout Peer Ad- 
visement for Stout Student 
(PASS) Advisory Office, 
works with students during 
‘the summer registration 
programs. Since there are 
not too many undecided 
students around during that 
time, Kell’s work. load is 


significantly easier. Ac- 
cording to Kell, only 4 
percent of the students were 
undecided last year, as 
compared with 7 percént 
being unsure as_ the 
previous average. 

“T work with undecided 
students as their academic 
advisor,’ Kell explained. 
“Pve spoken with several 
students who changed from 
a major at Stout to an un- 
decided one. Many of the 
students said that they were 
aware of the ‘choosing a 
major’ policy so they put 
any major down on their 
applications for 
registration.”’ 

Kell said that he thinks a 
student’s decision to change 
his major is legitimate. 
“About 20 percent of our 
students change majors 
every year,’’ he explained. 


He added that he’s been 
working with a lot of 


students who have changed 


their major-decisions to 
something offered by 
another university, and are 
planning to transfer. 
Eighty-three percent of the 
student enroliment at Stout 
is here because of the 
specialized program, Kell 
said. 

What about the ‘liberal 
arts’ university programs, 
which allow their students 
to take two years of general 
studies credits before even 
thinking about what they 
want to do? Are they really 
more relaxing than Stout’s 
seemingly limited code? 


“Tt’s been found that 
students taking two years of 
liberal arts at Madison and 
not starting out with a 
major until they’re juniors 
proves quite risky,’ said 


‘Kell. The reasons we en- 


courage students to select a 
major is personal benefit.

Chimes of Freedom Flashing

‘He is a 
very sensitive individual, very sensitive to 
the needs of people,” Face said. ‘He is very 


‘loyal to the institution and its purposes.” 


Face noted that Agnew recruited and

tempting to accomplish. As dean, Agnew is 
responsible for the Departments of Art, 
English, Mathematics, Physical 
Education, Biology, Chemistry, Physics, 
Social Science, Speech and French, Music, 
and Distributive Education.

10 and 11, a new payment procedure will be 
implemented.

$100 down payment on second semester 
fees, avoiding the payment line at 
registration. Because financial aid checks 
will not be in till Jan. 24, use of the payment 
procedure will also cut students’ time in the 
Fieldhouse by half. 

According to Ron Melick, Chief Ac- 
countant in Stout’s Business Office, the new 
procedure will aid students and University 
alike. ;

A spokesman stated, ‘We had less than 10 
percent come in on the day of registration 
last August and apply for loans.”

A few students at Stout are bound 
together by an interest in a management 
related career. They are liking for prac- 
tical management tools and devices. The 
groups that binds them together is the 
Society for the Advancement of 
Management (SAM). 

SAM has a 60 year history. In 1910, a 
group was formed to study and pursue 
Frederick W. Taylor’s principles of 
management. In 1912, they chartered the 
first professional society, and it is from this 
original society that today’s SAM grew. 
After 60 years, SAM can claim credit for 
assisting more than a million managers in 
their development or greater efficiency and 
effectiveness in managerial practices. 


The SAM program started at Stout about 
10 years ago under Dr. Paul Menges, who 
has continued to be the society’s faculty 
advisor. 


The Stout SAM chapter has seen many 
changes this year. Instead of only holding 
meetings twice a month and sponsoring a 
few programs, this year’s organization has 
elected officers to bring in special 
programs, speakers, and organize events. 
Meetings this year are held every Monday 


night. 


The establishment-of an escrow agent to 
disburse federally insured student loan 
funds to students in installments has been 
proposed by HEW’s Office of Education. 

This is one of two sets of proposed rules 
relating to the Guaranteed Student Loan 
Program (GSLP) announced by the Office 
of Education. 


The second set is a comprehensive 
revision of existing GSLP regulations in- 
tended to minimize losses while increasing 
both the efficiency of program 
management and the compliance 
capability. of participating schools and 
lenders.. 

-However, these revisions were prepared 
prior to enactment of the Education 
Amendments of 1976 (Public Law 94-482) 
which make numerous changes in the 
program. Therefore, some proposed 
revisions will be altered before publication 
and adoption of a final regulation. Proposed 
regulations for implementing other aspects 
of the new legislation will be published as 
soon as possible. 


Under the escrow plan, which would 
affect only federally insured loans, the U. S. 
Commissioner of Education has 
discretionary authority to require a lender 
to send the entire proceeds of the loan to an 
escrow agent. The agent, in-turn, would 
disburse the money to the borrower in 
appropriate installments for education 
purposes. 

There would be not new cost to lenders, 
who would continue to receive interest and 
special allowance payments authorized 
under current regulations. However, the 
use of an escrow agent would cut costs to 
the Federal Government, ensure accurate 
and up-to-date data on student enrollment, 
and protect borrowers from excessive 
repayment obligations. 


As proposed, checks payable to the 
borrower would be sent by the escrow agent 
to the school for a determination of student 
status. The school would give the check to 
the student whose attendance it had cer- 
tified. However, if the student were not in 
attendance or withdraws early, all the 
unused loan funds would be returned to the 
lender and applied to the borrower’s debt. 

Thus, students would have to pay back 
only the amount of the loan actually used 
for education and, in the case of default, the 
claim paid by the Federal Government 
would never be greater than the amount 
used. 


Current SAM President George Goodhue 
said, ‘‘Our objectives for this year were to 
inerease professionalism and see how to 
practice good management. Now, the 
objectives have been altered a bit. 


The meetings are still under the control 
of the officers, but the floor is open to the 
members of the society so everyone can get 
really involved. One of our programs now is 
getting involved with a product, to develop 
it, overcome all the hassles and problems, 
and possibly come up with a finished 
product we can sell. A key point here is an 
awareness of people, experience doesn’t 
come from books, you have to have prac- 
ticle knowledge and actually give it a try.” 


Membership is down from last year, but 
one of the goals of the membership com- 
mittee. is to have all management related 
students join. SAM. Vice President of 
Financial Affairs Kenn Grimmer stated, 


’ “Last year there were no social events or 


special programs. This year SAM is an 
alternative to the classroom. We are 
more into professional management and 
management training.” 


A final decision to implement the escrow 
system has not been made. The Office of 
Education is requesting public comment, 
along with specific suggestions on how the 
plan might be improved. 


Today’s proposed rules to revise existing 
GSLP regulations clarify certain 
prohibitions, such as those against a 
school’s payment of financial inducements 
to lenders making loans to its students and 
against the selling, at a discount, of loans 
made by a school-lender. 


Also spelled out is a prohibition against 
permitting a potential GSLP borrower to 
sign any blank form.

Emotional or behavioral ‘‘normality”’ is 
defined by experts and devients are 
forcefully imprisoned ‘‘for their own 
protection”’ in jails or mental ‘hospital.’ 

Hierarchial organization of jobs and the 
home leave each person with a feeling of 
powerlessness that can apparently only be

overcome by achieving dominance over 
someone else. 

As a child, we are confronted with 
parents who seek fo feel power by 
dominating their children. 

We are 4ominated and indocrinted fur- 
ther bh {ucational system which we are 
forced '. attend by law. 

We are also aggressively shoved into 
churches which threaten us with eternal 
hell if we don’t obey the appropriate line. 

We are socialized quite blatantly to ac- 
cept dehumanizing sex roles which may 
have little to with what we truly desire to 
be. This starts at the moment of our birth 
and trains us to be helpers in the goal of 
enforcing these arbitraty roles on our 
peers. 

‘When we finally leave school, it is only to 
go into the dictatorships of military life, 
marital life, or working for large im- 
personal companies. 


What are the alternatives? Certainly the 
“Democratic Centralism"’ of the so-called 
‘Communist’ contries is not a perferable 
alternative. 

In these countries, bureaucratic and 
authoritarian control over people’s lives is 
even more extreme. This ideology attempts 
to use the rhetoric and symbolism of 
popular aspirations for freedom to further 
confuse the average person. 

In Communist elections, and our own, we 
are offered little more than a choice bet- 
ween slightly differing interpretations of 
the same basic line and this includes the 
common belief that social organizations 
can only be achieved by a direct threat of 
violence with a strong police and military 
to back it up. 

There seems to be only one true alter- 
native to coercion: cooperation and a 
rejection of force. If we object to being 


bossed and threatened, we must first reject 
the temptation to be a boss or to threaten. 


The first step towards this alternative is 
the rejection of arbitrary authority. This 
step was taken by many during the 
essentially negative disruptions of the 60’s. 


This step, though necessary, is not totally 
fulling in itself and can only lead to 
disillusionment if it is not followed up by 
positive alternative activities. 


The so-called ‘counter-culture’ has been a 
limited response to this need by a small but 
dynamic subculture. Even in this ad- 
venture, there are signs of decay and 
reaction due to a lack of clarity on the basic 
goals desired. 


A strong counter-revolution against this 
anti-authoritarian movement has been 
weighed with the result that many have 
been driven back to the secure havens of 
drugs, financial luxury, and the many true 
believers of religious dogmas. 


We must wage an aggressive, though 
non-violent, campaign against institutions 
which blatantly disregard our desires. 
Boycotts, non-payment of taxes, and 
development of alternative sources for 
survival needs are some ways in which we 
can take part.

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Stout training program narrows gap between 
Indian and white children in public schools 


ee 


The gap between Indjan communities 
and the public schools in Wisconsin is being 
narrowed by a federally funded training 
program -at UW-Stout. Through it, 
professionals and paraprofessionals, called 
‘home school coordinators’’ are trained to 
help school instructors and Indian children 
to make adjustments for each other. 

Freda Wright, director of the program, 
explained that home school coordinators 
are usually members of the Indian com- 
munity or persons directly connected with 
Indian affairs. Through a two and one-half 
year training period at Stout, they are 
prepared to provide a variety of services to 


both Indian communities and school‘ 


districts. 

“Through his own personality and 

ck , the home school coordinator 
meets with local Indian education com- 
mittees in trying to bring about a closer 
relationship between Indian people, 
parents, and the schools their children 
attended,” Miss Wright said. She noted the 
coordinators counsel indian children on 
careers and help them make the ad- 
justment to public schools. They also work 
within the schools to help faculty and ad- 
ministrators better understand the 
specialized needs that many Indian 
children have. Other typical duties include 
teaching courses in Indian culture and 
history or ironing out problems Indian 
children encounter in school. ‘‘The home 
school coordinator is really a liaison person 
between the Indian community, their 
needs, their educational goals and the white 
school,’’ Wright said. 

Currently there are approximately 50 
persons performing these’ duties 
throughout Wisconsin, primarily in areas 
where there are high Indian populations. 
All are now enrolled in the training 
program at Stout, which combines 
classroom work with practical experience 
in the field. Subjects studied include the 
basic liberal studies, psychology, coun- 
seling, and group dynamics. ‘‘We also have 
concentrated on a lot of career develop- 
ment and career education,”’ Wright added. 

Funding for the training program at 
Stout and for employment with the school 
districts comes from federal grants, ac- 


cording to Miss Wright. Most people : 


working in the field return to Stout from 
time to time to take additional course work. 
Although the program does not lead to a 
formal academic degree, many do go on to 
receive their degrees.

Miss Wright feels the program has been 
highly successful in encouraging Indian 
children to complete their education. 
“Since the home sehool coordinator 
program started, the drop out rate has gone 
down,’’ she said. ‘Kids are finishing high 
school where they didn’t before. Kids are 
taking part in extracurricular activities. 
The change has been simply tremendous.”’ 

She said in the past many Indian children 
were alienated from school. Teachers 

-frequenily did not understand the cultural 
differences of the Indian community. She 
said it is important that Indian children 
develop an appreciation of their own 
culture while at the same time making an 
adjustment to the outside world. ‘There 
was an attempt to break down Indian 
culture, to try to make Indians a part of the 
whole society,’’ Miss Wright said. ‘‘But now 
we're faced with how ian children can 
retain a pride in their own culture and take 
what they need from the white society to 
learn to make a living and then feel good 
about themselves as Indians.’’ She said 
schools must recognize that there is a need 
to provide Indian children with a better 
appreciation of the cultural background. 
“Every child has to have a comfortable 
feeling that they are important and good,”’ 
she said. ‘‘One of the troubles that has come 
about is that Indian kids feel they are not 
needed or wanted in the total society.” 


But she feels the adjustment to the school 
system must be a two way street. ‘‘We also 
say that Indian children are not going to 
be able to live in an all white society unless 
they have learned some ways of making 
their way in this society,’’ Wright said. ‘‘I 
think that’s where the home school coor- 
dinators are helping Indian children to 
make this hurdle.’’ For example, the child 
must learn certain things about the way 
things are done in school. ‘‘Because of the 
size of classes, he is not going to get the 
individual attention in school that he gets at 
home, Miss Wright said. ‘‘He is going to 
have to learn in the school that they do 
things in a certain way because it is the 
only way it can be done at that time. And he 
also has to learn to trust. Hopefully the 
teacher engenders that trusting relation- 
ship and show the child that education is 
probably the only way up and out.” 

Home school coordinators also set up in 
service training for teachers, to help them 
better understand the Indian culture. For 
example, many Indian children are told 
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that it is disrespectful to look directly into 
the eye of an adult when speaking. Indian 
children are generally discipl by 
shaming rather than by their hit. “Indian 
children are allowed to learn by their own 
experiences, a great deal more than white 
children are,” Miss Wright said. ‘‘Many 
tl™mes I think we'll find in a white family 
everything is organized for them, 
everyth: 
dian chil they are allowed to make 
their own mistakes that they learn by.” 
An important role of the home ‘school 


coordinator is to serve as a model for young: 


Indian children. Many times young Indian 
children have no adults in the school 
system with whom they can identify. 

Miss Wright tells the story of an attempt 
several years ago to find career education 
material which showed Indinas working in 
various professions. There wasn’t any. 
“You wouldn’t think there wasn Indian in 
the country working because ni ures of 
Indians are used and very few are men- 
tioned in the literature,’”” Miss Wright said. 
To solve this, home school coordinators 
developed their own book emphasizing the 
career accomplishments of Indians. 

Both reservation-based Indian com- 
munities and those in urban areas are in- 
volved in the program, according to Miss 
Wright. She said that home school coor- 
dinators have become an intrical part of the 
Indian community. “‘They’re involved in 
everything on the reservation, the local 
education committee, mental health 
meetings and just all sorts of things are 
happening,”’ Miss Wright said. ‘‘And the 
home school coordinators are jooked upon 
as being the experts where educational 
things are concerned, so it’s really an 
important position in each tribe.’

human book ever written about rural: 


Wisconsin life. Dave Wood’s Wisconsin Life 
Trip is just that — a “‘trip.”’ It’s a book that 
tears readers between savoring one 
chapter 4t a time to make it last longer, and 
devouring the entire story in one sitting. 


Wood delves into his Whitehall, 
Wisconsin childhood and comes up with 
tales of the Scranton Street Irregulars, not 
to be confused with thesHardy Boys, Our 
or the Little Rascals. No, the 
Irregulars’ escapades are even funnier 
than their movie counterparts, perhaps 
because they’re real. Now who could forget 
the time an airplane landed in a neigh- 
boring field - its pilot Charles Lindbergh 
, disguised in street clothes? . 


‘“What important missions has brought 
you into our midst?’ It was cousin Billy, 
who was always reading comic books. 

‘I had to go to the toilet. Is there a toilet 
around here?’ Like all pilots he had a 
crooked smile, but straight teeth. And he 
spoke with terse authority. 


‘Jeeze cripes. I never thought about it 
before, but I guess pilots have to go to the 


can, too.’

Wogd’s writing leaves his readers 
laughing to the last of his 118 pages.

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Expensive apathy 
The students of Stout - and every 
other UW campus - now have an 
official legal representative: their 
Student Association (SA). 


On Nov. 3, the “Wisconsin 


Supreme Court ruled that the UW- 
Milwaukee  Student—Association thanks 


was the legal representative of the 
students. In addition the S.A. 
president (with the appropriate 
senate confirmation) has the 
authority to appoint students to all 
committees on campus, and that 
tHe S.A. has the ’’statutory 
authority” to select the segregated 
fee committee, thus giving S.A. 
authority -to determine the 
segregated fee budget. 

The decision was two years in 
the making. Originally, the UW- 
Milwaukee S.A. filed suit . 
Chancellor Baum and the 
Board of Regents, charging Saure 
with violating S.A.‘s legal right to 
appoint students to university 


committees. The court’s decision_ 


reversed the original decision of 
Judge Sachtjen, Dane County 
Circult Court 

The decision clarifies the 
University Statute, student 
responsibilities section 
(36.09 £53), which reads: ‘The 
students of each institution or 
campus shall have the right to 
organize themselves in a manner 
they determine and to select their 
representatives to participate in 
institutional governance.’’ The 
Supreme Court's ruling gives force 
to this clause. 

This ‘force and meaning’’ ex- 
tends to all UW campuses, and 
gives student governments power 
that was previously unaccessible. 
However, Buff Wright, president 
of the United Council of UW 
student governments, which 
assisted in. the suit,-brought up a 
valid point. She stated, ‘‘We still 
struggle under old feelings of ‘en 
loco parentis,’ although most 
University students. are legally 
adults. A little trust and respect 
two years &go would have gone a 
long way in preventing the 
necessity for the expensive law 
suit which.’ involved basic 
democratic rights.’ 

Now that Stout students have 
those basic democratic rights, will 
they be used? The basic premise of 
the democratic system is that the 
chosen representatives speak and 
act for the people. 

The SSA-speaks and acts for all 
Stout students. If the student body 
offers no input, how can the SSA be 
representative? 


Next week, due to Thanksgiving break, 
there will be no Stoutonia.

Barlow argues liberal 


studies headline 


Dear Editor, 

I am seriously concerned about the title 
given to an interview with Mr. Don Osegard © 
published in Stoutonia (11-11-76). The 
subject matter of the interview is 
enrollment limitation, but the title is 
Liberal Studies Abandoned for Emphasis 
on Majors. I believe that this title en- 
courages a misinterpretation interview’s 
substance as well as Stout's policy 
regarding liberal education. 

Mr. Osegard’s point in the interview was 
that Stout requires applicants for ad- 
mission to the university to declare majors 
when they apply. The reason for this policy 
is that, like-all other state universities in 
Wisconsin, Stout has to keep enrollment 
within an enrollment target, so quality of 
learning may be maintained for the 
students who are accepted. This enrollment 
target is required because the state cannot 
provide funds for instruction of students 
beyond that target. The issue confronted in 
the interview is, therefore, an economic one 
and does not imply an abandonment of 
liberal studies, as the article’s title implies. 

Indeed, Stout is required by the state to 
see to it that every student has a liberal 
education in conjunction with a 
professional education. This is clear from 
the UW-Stout Mission _ Statement 
authorizing the continued existence of this

The frustration of registering for 
university, classes has been reduced 
somewhat at UW-Stout, thanks-to the use of 
television. With the flip of a dial, students 
can now tell what classes have been closed 
during registration, rather than waiting in 
long lines to find out. 

During. days in which registration is 
taking place, students can view a complete 
list of courses that have been filled, from 
any television set hooked to the campus 


cable system. Mike Ward, who conceived — 


the idea, said this provides several ad- 
vantages for students. If courses they were 
planning to take have been closed, they can 
adjust their plans before coming to 
registration. If a closed course is badly 
needed, students can secure permission 
from the instructor for an ‘overload’ 
before going through the registration line. 

The system works like this: An entire list 
of courses and course sections for a given 
semester is stored on a time-sharing 
computer. During registration, as each 
course closes, it is entered on a computer 
terminal at the registration site. The 
computer then continuously prints a list of 
closed courses which is fed through four 
channels of the university’s closed circuit 
television system. 


The cable system is connected to all 
classroom buildings, to’: most dormitories 
and to other buildings on the campus such 
as the Student Center. Thus, students can 
relax in the comfort of their own dormitory 
rooms or at the Snack Bar, and still be 
continuously updated on what is happening 
at registration. 


Ward, the closed circuit television-audio 


services coordinator at Stout, said’ the 
entire computer program can be updated 


Three resignations announced 


Thanksgiving vacation took precedence 
over the Stout Student Senate’s (SSA) 
business meeting on Tuesday, Nov. 23, as 


eleven members presumably left the 
hustle-bustle of college committments and 
the seventh Congress failed to meet 
quorum. 


Back after the holiday the Senate found 
deserted chambers as Scott Cabot an- 
nounced the resignations of David 
Heideman, chairman of the Condition 
Committee; Vel Eveson, Pan Hell Senator; 
and Ann Mihalko, VP-LA. All the 
resignations stemmed from priorities that 
preceed the duties that are obligatory to the 
Senate. The resignations were regretfully 
accepted and once again the chore of filling 
the positions, surrounds a circle that isn’t 
quite complete. 


The Big Deal of the week was presented 
by Scott Cabot. He -introduced the 
renovation of a Health Committee that 
would serve the student body in the area of 
health care for the student. Initially the 
committee would be made up a of a student 
task force that would look at Stout’s Health 
Care Center as an operation. He advocated 
a personal type of survey and appealed to 
the Senate for support. 

As Scott Cabot tried to conduct a 
sophisticated business meeting, a young 
lady proceeded to snap pictures of each 
Senate member. All these goings-ons were 
a part of project initialed by Media Ad- 
vertising Coordinator, Bud Marschall, who 
is making up an organizational chart of 
both Senate and U.A.B., that will be posted 
in the Student Center. 


He also brought the Senate up to date on 
progress of the ‘“Dial-An-Activity.” He 
sought and obtained unanimous approval of 
the program and dictophone to facilitate 
the operation of the program.

Patty Cowhey, VP-AA announced the 
selection of Mike Happ and Jennifer Ley as

oversee the program. The Senate approved 
the chosen, but the last of the hiring wasn’t 
finished.

The 
intent of the franchise policy is to insure 
that facility arrangements. have been 
made, to help eliminate possible conflicts 
and to help publicize the activities. . 

Included in the policy is the buffer zone 

eoncept. The zone is a period of 15 days in 
which identical monetary activities can not 
be organized. This serves to protect 
organized sponsored monetary activity. 
. To take the boredom out of the cold 
winter days, UAB announced a Student 
Talent Nite, Dec. 2, in the Pawn and Tom 
Chapin, recaptivated on the tube, Channel 
28, Dec. 7, 9:36 and Dec.'10, 10:00. 

The lights went dim, the chatter ceased 
and the Award Committee flashed five 
proposals for a Senate Logo on a big white 
screen. The Senate debated as to what 


might be most professional, most original 
and best representative of the legislative 
organization. The ‘landmark decision’ 
was made by a majority show count of 
hands and business continued. 


Bob Kikkert gave his first report as VP- 
FA and assured the Senate, ‘‘The Finance 


. Committee never sleeps, it’s just resting 


for the big job ahead.’’ Budget requests are 
due.by Dec. 10 and the Senate has ‘‘macho 
monies” to work with; the pennies are 


jingling to the tune of $250,000. 


With promises of Christmas parties, pot- 
luck. dinners, nominations for VP-LA and 
creation of the positions of United Council 
Director, the Senate adjourned.

Materials for graduation are available 
this month. Graduation announcements 
and instructions will be available to 
students who will graduate Dec. 18. These 
items are available at the receptionist’s 
desk in the Registrar’s Office, Ad- 
ministration Building. 

The Registrar’s Office will mail 
graduation information to students prac- 
tice teaching or interning off campus. 


A graduation fee of $9.00 will be charged 
to your account. : 

Commencement announcements will be 
ordered so that each student will receive 
five announcements. If announcements are 
in sufficient supply from those who do not 
accept them, students may purchase ad- 
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approximately every three minutes, so 
there is no more than a five minute delay 
between the time a course is closed and’ 
when it is displayed on the television sets. 
“Tt allows students to modify their 
schedules and to do this outside of the 
registration area,’’ Ward said. “‘The 
problem that generally occurs is that 
students get into the registration area 
before they find that courses are closed.” 
He added that frequently students 
must then leave the registration area to get 
permission for a course ‘‘overload”’ only to 
return and find other courses closed. 
Through closed circuit television, they can 
plan their schedules at the last minute 
. because they know which courses are 
available and which courses are not. 


Ward, who said he is mainly the “‘idea”’ 
man on the project, said there was a 
number of problems that had to be over- 
come. “In general, computer printing is 
very small and when you translate this to a 
television screen, it’s almost unreadable,” 
he said. ‘“‘We had to have our maintenance 
people modify the computer terminals so 
they would put out a double-sized image.” 
He also said that programs had to be. 
rewritten so that information would fit on a 
television screen. 


The system is especially useful to fresh- 
men and sophomores, who are usually the 
last to register. Ward said the next step in 
the development of the system would be to 
show the exact number of openings left in a- 
course. ‘We also have it in the back of our 
minds to tie into the local cable television 
system in town, to transmit course closing 
information for those students who don’t 
live on campus,” he said.

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Seniors eligible tor 
historical medallian award 


In 1958, the Stout Student Association 
-(SSA) created an award to be given to 
students for non-academic contributions to 
the school. After considering several 
alternatives, they recommended that the 
award be a Medallion three inches in 


diameter and about % inch thick, made of . 


bronze and with a suitable inscription. The 
design, developed by Kenneth Dickie, a 
Stout student from Canada, was chosen. He 
used the Stout seal showing the tower 
surrounded by a hand bearing the Stout 
motto: “In recognition of learning, skill, 
industry, honour.” Because of his English 
usage, Kenneth spelled ‘honour’ with the 
added ‘u.’ It has remained that way since. 


Surrounding the band bearing 
the motto was an outside band 
Menomonie, Wisconsin.” The reverse of the 
medallion has spaces in which the name of 
the recipient and the date of its presen- 
tation are engraved. It has been designed 
so that it may be used as a paper weight or 
as a desk ornament. It may also be 
mounted on a plaque or placed in a frame 
for hanging on a wall. 


In accordance with the change of name of 
Stout, the original design has been twice 


modified, first to read ‘‘Stout State 
University’ and anew die was made by the 
L. G. Balfour company. Today the Josten’s 


Company manufactures the Medallion and - 


the design reads ‘‘University of Wisconsin- 
Stout.” 


The classes of 1955 and 1959 gave the 
replica of the Medallion which is in the floor 
of the foyer of the Student Center.

1977. This is the highest non-academic 
award given to a Stout student. Applicants 
are restricted to seniors in good. standing. 
Recipients are selected on the basis of 
leadership, citizenship and contribution to 
the Stout and Menomonie communities. 
Medallion awardees are honored ‘by 
recognition at an awards banquet in the 
spring, a certificate, and a bronze 
medallion. : 


Applications are available. in the Stout 
Student Association (S.S.A.) Office, and at 
the display in the main entrance of the 
Pierce Library. They must be returned by 
January 28, 1977, at 4:00 p.m. to be con- 
sidered. 


VA to pay for vet's 
tutorial assistance 


The Veterans Administration (VA) today 
reminded veterans and servicemen 
enrolled in college under the GI Bill that if 
they need tutoring help, the VA stands 
ready to pay for it. 

Uncle Sam didn’t pay for tutorial 
assistance for World War II and Korean 
conflict veterans but under present law VA 
will pay as much as $65 a month for tutoring 
up to a maximum of $780. And the tutorial 
help is not charged against the veteran’s 
basic educational entitlement, a VA 
spokesman pointed out. " 

In addition to veterans and active duty 
_ servicemen, tutorial benefits are available 
to widows, widowers, spouses and children 
studying under the VA’s Dependents’ 
Educational Assistance Program. 


Veterans and servicemen studying at the

There goes Harvey again, screaming a 
about the muscular backache he’s had ever 
since he’s been in college. He’s tried 
everything to get rid of it; but when he 
stops taking the mind-fogging drugs and 
leaves the massage parlors, the trouble 
comes back. 


_ People with problems similar to Har- 
vey’s are good candidates for biofeedback 
training. 

Biofeedback? What’s this biofeedback, 
anyway’? Sounds like some goofy, machine 
they hook a person up to, and let electronic 
brain shocks travel between his ears. And 
you probably have to get a shot, too. No, 
forget it. Not for me. ; 

Since biofeedback is a relatively new 
innovation, it’s easy to understand - why 
you and Harvey might be skeptical. Let’s 
clear things with'a small explanation of 
_ what biofeedback is and how it can help 
people. 

Biofeedback involves measuring a 

physical function (such as blood pressure, 
heart'rate, muscle tension of surface body 
temperature) and feeding this information 
back in the person instantaneously and 
continuously. The feedback most often 
occurs through device such as a meter, or a 
musical tone, over a loudspeaker. With the 
feedback, it has been discovered that 
people can learn to control many bodily 
functions at will! 
_ A good example of biofeedback practice 
is the measuring of a person’s heartbeat 
and feeding it back to him. Over time and 
with a series of training sessions, the 
person can usually learn to control his 
heart rate. 

Muscular biofeedback, another form of 
biofeedback, enables people to relax 
muscles to an amazing degree. Here, 
tension headaches have been eliminated, 
. cramps and “‘uptightness’’ are reduced, 
and nerve-damaged muscles have been 
healed. The muscular biofeedback process 
consists of detecting the electrical activity 
* of the muscular nerves with metal disks. 
The disks are pasted to the surface of the 
skin, while signals are amplified and 
converted to an audible tone that alters 
with changes in the muscular tension level. 


Still another type of biofeedback is 
thermal, or temperature biofeedback. This 
consists of attaching a small sensor to the 
_ skin and using the sensor to detect and 
‘report temperature changes caused by 
variations of blood flow beneath the skin 
surface. People will learn to alter blood 
flow’s supply to various areas through this 
method. This biofeedback has been used to 
control, eliminate migraine and cluster 
headaches, and to correct certain cir- 
culatory system disorders. 


The biofeedback laboratory is located in 
the University Health service building at 


is jointly sponsored by the University 
Counseling Center, the Department of 
Education and Psychological Services. 


Laboratory activies are directed by Dr. 
Bob Hoyt, a staff member at the Coun- 
seling Center. He also prescribes specific 
biofeedback training sequences for those 
who need it. ; 

According to Hoyt, the biofeedback 
laboratory was established with the idea of 
“killing several birds with one stone.” He 
said that an area was needed to give direct 
service to the students, and at the same 
time teach other students about biofeed- 
back techniques and_ research op- 
portunities. Since then more people have 
become interested in the field and an in- 
creasing number of uses have been found 


Stout. Established in the summer of 1974, it

for biofeedback. 
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“Biofeedback is not a treatment” said 
Hoyt. “It’s a way to learn about yourself 
and contro! things happening within you. 
The lab sessions are like lessions. First, I'll 
interview a potential client and decide if 
biofeedback would be a good route for him 
to take. (People under a physicians care 
should get persmission for training) I give 
the person information about the program 
and set up a time for them to meet with us 
in the lab.” } 


‘‘We take people for taining on a twice a 
week basis two hours a week. A typical first 
session consists of taking a person’s base 
line measurement of muscular tension in 
the forearm and forehead, and their skin 
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temperatures. Then, we know what level 
the person is starting out at.” 


“We'd start the person out with a series 
of training sessions in relaxing his forehead 
muscles. After he became successful at 
that, we’d teach him temperature control - 
how to warm his hands and feet. The person 
is given home practice cassette tapes in 
relaxation. These tapes help the person to 
use skills they’ve learned in the lab in their 
everyday life settings.” 


Hoyt said that the typical number of one 
hour sessions range from 8 to 15. He added 
that as people progress with the training, 
they report that they feel more relaxed in 
their everyday lives. . . that they are 
gaining a great sense of calm. Gradually, 
biofeedback clients discover within 
themselves-an ability to react and recover 
from life stress, in a way that is superior. 


The biofeedback lab is open on most days 
from 9 a.m. to 10 p.m. Currently, there are 
10 independent study workers in the lab: 
Scott Nelson, Dean Christensen, Paul 
Paulos, Jan Perry, Rick Martin, Jim 
Taylor, Gary Andress, Walt Hystrem, Mike 
Schwieters and Terry Zern. : 

“We need girls badly,’’ Hoyt said. “I’m 
interested in finding people with majors in 
psychology or vocational rehabilitation, — 
with a physiology. and anatomy 
background. Those going through training 
here have definite jobs possibilities after 


“graduation, with a bacheolor’s degree. 


However, we’re limiting the amount of 
students we take on to those eligible for 
work study.” 

The lab has undergone recent changes. It 
has been moved from the basement to the © 
ground floor of the health service building, 
Attempts are being made towards setting 
up a control room where two people may 
work at controls. However, the wires are 
not set up now to put up the equipment in 
the control room. 

Another interesting addition to the lab is . 
a brain wave device, which was purchased 
this summer for $2,000. It’s used for 
measuring muscular and brainwave ac- 
tivity and temperature. 

“Ym pretty pleased with the way it’s 
going now,”’ Hoyt added. ‘‘We've moved to 
a better location in the Health center. The 
technicians like the change; they feel the 
rooms are more human in size, more 
pleasant and informal to work in. 


Anybody interested in trying biofeedback 
training can contact Dr. Hoyt at 232-1211. 
Training is free to all Stout students and © 
faculty members. A fee at $10 is charged to 
others interested. The biofeedback devices 
may not be as sensuous as the massage 
parlor ladies or as groovy as the 
painkillers, but they work. So pick Harvey 
off the closet floor -and get into the 
biofeedback thing. 


New regulations affect student loans 


New requirements affecting institutions 
of higher education and student borrowers 
participating in the National Direct Student 
Loan (NDSL) program were announced 
today by HEW’s Office of Education. 


Authorized by the amended Higher 


Education Act of 1965, NDSL is a long-term, - 


low-interest loan program for needy 
students. Under the program, the Office of 
Education awards grants to eligible in- 
stitutions which, in turn, provide loans for 
the students. Loans are repaid directly to 
the college or university, and the money is 
then available for making new loans to 
other students. 


The interim regulations, published in the 
Federal Register today, take into account 
comments received on proposed rules 
published Oct. 14, 1975. They also include 
changes made by the Education Amend- 


ments of 1976 (Public Law 94-482). 


For example, the new law requires 
education institutions to submit semi- 
annual default reports to the U.S. Com- 
missioner of Education. Furthermore, 
there is now a provision for cancellation of 
loans if the borrower dies or becomes 
permantly and totally disabled. This 
provision is retroactive to loans made after 
June 22, 1972. ; 


The regulations also address 
“delinquency rate,”’ one of the criteria used 
in the evaluation of an institution’s ap- 
plication for NDSL funding. Institutions 
with delinquency rates above 10 percent 
may have their requests cut unless they can 
satisfactorily explain the higher rate. 

Several provisions are concerned with 
loan collection procedures. Unless the 
institution uses its own personnel to locate 


borrowers and collect on delinquent ac- 
counts, it must use the services of com- 
mercial skip-tracing and collection 
agencies. If appropriate, the institution 
may resort to litigation in its collection 
efforts. 


In addition, the regulations describe 
more precisely the types of collection costs 
that may be charged directly to the NDSL 
fund. 


For the first time, colleges and univer- 
sities are required to have their loan funds 
audited at least once every two years. The 
audit reports must be submitted to the 
appropriate HEW Regional Office. Prior 
regulations required that audits be per- 
formed with ‘“‘reasonable frequency.” 


The interim regulations will govern the 
NDSL program until final regulations 
become effective.

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Weight loss sessions offered to

The slogan is “Stop Overweight 
Ultimately and Thoroughly"’ (STOUT). The 
program concentrates on weight loss and 
positive self-concept; sponsored by the 
Counseling Center. The instigator of 
‘Stout’ is Mark Fehling, a graduate 
student in Counseling 

“The idea behind the program is that a 
diet alone is not enough,’’ elaborates 
Fehling *°A diet will bring on a weight loss, 
but as soon as the diet is off, they'll got back 
to old eating habits."* 

The Counseling Center backed Fehling’s 
idea for the sessions by providing a room 
and educational materials After 
promotion, applicants for the program 
were screened Thirty people were placed 
in small groups of eight to ten but only 20 
showed up for the first session According 
to Fehling. only half of the original thirty 


Bartlett ..

There is only one word that can ac 
curately describe Lee Bartlett intense 

Hartlett designed, built and produced the 
one-man show currently being displayed in 
the West Central Ballroom of the Student 
Union 

The intensity is reflected a great deal in 
his attention to detail and perfection in his 
work His copper tooling not only has to be 
perfect, but it has to have the proper at 
mosphere as well 

That's why he wanted a sound system 
and the particular musical effects of Pink 


Floyd's ‘Dark Side of the Moon” and the 
group ‘Renaissance’ 
“I'm a perfectionist I get totally 


stuck out the entire program 

All the members were female, and all 
were Stout students. All were fifteen or 
more pounds overweight. Each deposited 
ten dollars in a ‘‘bank"’, which could be 
earned back by fulfilling all the course 
requirements 

Those requirements, as established by 
Fehling,. included a 1200 calorie daily diet 
and an exercise program, along with the 
weekly small group sessions 

“They were rewarded for doing things 
that would lead to weight loss,"’ explained 
Fehling “‘We were going for something 
permanent.” 

Fehling cited the attendance problem 
and attributed it to lack of personal 
motivation. ‘The biggest problem was poor 
self-image.” he said. “An overweight 
person is considered weak and immoral, 
and they tend to accept that We centered 


. an intense 


frustrated with my work as I go along. It 
takes me awhile before I can really like my 
work."’ 


Bartlett's greatest interest is in what he 
cals the ‘“‘processes"’ of producing art. Tis 
is where his intense desire for perfection 
really shines through 

“Tl be standing in a gallery looking at a 
prece and get very nervous, ‘cause the 
processes are lousy, but the ideas are 
great.’’ By ‘processes’, Bartlett means the 
actual mechanical skills developed tacarry 
a painting or a piece of furniture or a 
sculpture from start to finish. That means 
stretching a canvas, using a lathe, welding 
a joint or constructing the appropriate 
frame for the finished work

on self-concept, how did they want to be. It 
showed in their motivation.” 

He continued, ‘‘We made the assumption 
that the environment rather than the 
person was responsible for eating cues, for 
instance natural nibbling while watching 
TV. Also, we showed how social relation- 
ships were responsible for eating habits."’ 

Fehling felt the biggest discovery the 
members made was that habits are 
something that occur naturally and can be 
controlled. *‘Just don't let the habit control 
you, you must control the habit,’’ he stated 
“It's sort of an identification thing.” 

The members were also elated that some 
people were concerned enough about 
people with weight problems to facilitate 
the program. They were pleased others 
wanted to offer help through the program 
and the small group sessions 

“A kind of neat thing,”’ Fehling said is

that ‘‘college is great for this. There are no 
fixed patterns or habits. You move from the 
dorms to an apartment and so on. Once out 
of college, you tend to be more fixed, and 
it's harder to change patterns."’ 

The members are to evaluate the 
program next week. Fehling plans to have 
a “new and improved” program for next 
semester, but continuing the same 
philosophy of strict diet and positive self 
concept. 

Plans are being made for the develop- 
ment of a manual for group leaders. 
Fehling noted that interest was high among 
present members to develop an ‘‘outreach”’ 
program for the residence halls. The 
manuals would be for those who want to 
help spread the word. ‘‘An_ outreach 
program can get to people who don't have 
such severe weight problems (20 Ibs. or 
more overweight)."' he concluded

Four rapes were reported taking place on 
or near the Oshkosh campus during a three 
. week period this past, October. Reports of 
forcible rape have increased 351 percent in 
Wisconsin between 1960 and 1973. Ac- 
cording to the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation (FBI), rape increased 70 


percent nationwide from 1970 to 1975, until - 


now there is one rape occurring every 
minute in the United States. 
“Rape” is’ from the Latin ‘Tapere” 
meaning “‘to steal, seize or carry away,’ 
and was the oldest manner in which to 
obtain a wife, When marriage became a 
sanctified institution, forcible rape became 
a crime. 
: The laws regarding rape as a crime have 
undergone drastic change in the past year. 
In' essence, rape has been replaced by 
‘sexual assault.’ 

There are four degrees of sexual assault. 
First degree sexual assault involves the use 
of a weapon by the rapist, while in second 
degree only physical force is used. Almost 
85 percent of all ec are accompanied by 
some form of violence. 

Third degree sexual ‘assault pertains to 
sexual intercourse without consent, while 
fourth degree involves sexual contact (not 
intercourse) without consent. ‘‘Sexual 
contact” includes ‘‘any intentional 
touching of the intimate parts of another — 
clothed or unclothed.’’ ‘sexual in- 
tercourse”’ includes any intrusion on a 
person’s body (however slight), though 
ejaculation is not required. 

Men who rape are very often repeaters 
and generally follow three basic patterns: 

The Surprise Attack: The rapist who will 
suddenly assault a woman who is a com- 
plete stranger to him. 

The After Initial Consent Attack: This 
rapist will use force to have sex with a 
woman who the rapist thinks has been 

“Jeading him on.” 


The Marked Victim Attack: The victim is"

Control is a 
major motive and does not involve the 
woman’s reputation. Most rapists pick out 
a woman they can ‘“‘conquer,” or they 
travel in groups and perform gang rapes. 

Now, you have seen the statistics and you 
can begin to wonder ‘just how. relevant this 
crime__is.to._the Menomonie community. 
Three years ago a threesome raped a town 
girl.This_year there has already been 
Yeported a 4th degree sexual attack on a 
Stout gé@d. It is impossible to give.a 
common sexual assault example — each 
attack is different. But what happens to the 
victim following a rape? 

The city police would investigate rapes 
occurring off campus. If you have been 
raped on campus, campus security would 
be contacted and Bill Blumer, head of 
Security, would handle the investigation 
along with another detective from the city 
police force. If the rape occurred in a dorm,

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Blumer indicated that the media often 
depicts officers as being curt and un- 
sympathetic... Though police officers are 

to handle any case professionally, 
Lt. Wozmiak said that some officers do not 
and that they allow individual attitudes to 
creep in. This discrepancy makes it very 
difficult for a woman to report a rape, since 
, she is not certain of the reaction of the 
* police. (The single woman that was once 
on the Menomonie force used to handle this 
“type of case, but she is not longer with the 
force.) 

When at the police station for the 

questioning, a campus coed has a counselor 
available to her for her comfort. It is 
recommended that a victim bring along a 
close friend if she is more comfortable with 
that person being present. 

Once the initial investigation is over, the 
victim waits while the police begin their 
search for the suspect. It is during this time 
that friends, family and the Counseling 
Center become very important. 

Pickney Hall, of the Counseling Center, 
has had past experience with a rape victim 
and shared his views on the counseling 
process as it relates to a victim of a sexual 
assault. 

The victim must‘come to terms with the 
experience as it relates to her life, ego, and 
sex coricept. A rape victim must deal with 
the “should I have let him-beat me up 
rather than give in to him’’ dilemma. Hall 
said that “the concern you have for your 


__life outweighs any threats at the time — you 


want to live.” 

Counseling a rape victim depends on the 
victim herself more than anything. Some 
women can cope within themselves, but to 
Hall, basic philosophy would 
suggest that a counselor spend as much 
time with the victim as necessary for the

1 tsp. baking powder 

1 tsp. salt

2c. diced cooked ham, chicken, turkey or

Fry 5 to 6 minutes or until fritters are 
golden brown on all sides. Drain on ab- 
sorbant paper. Serve topped with your 
favorite spicy tomato sauce or with warm 
maple syrup. Makes 24 fritters.

Besides dealing with the emotional after- 


_ effects the woman also has the medical 


cafter-effects of VD and pregnancy to cope 
with. If the victim was not using birth 
contro pills or the IUD at the time of rape, 
she may request diethylstiJbestrol (DES), 
or the “morning after” pill as it is 
sometimes called. DES is administered 
orally twice daily for five days, beginning 
no longer than 36-72 hours after the rape. 
The pills inhibit ovulation without in- 
terferring with an already existing fetus. 
- There are side effects of nausea and 
vomiting when the medication is taken on 
an empty stomach and the period may be 


"up to one week late. After the medication is 


discontinued the side-effects stop. 


One week following the rape a smear is 
taken for gonorrhea and 4 to 6 weeks later a 
blood test should be done for syphillis.

Having experience the butchering of 
reporter’s copy by squeemish editors, I was 
naturally quite wary about committing my 
energy to the Stoutonia.._ 

The Stoutonia seemed to me to have the 
sleep-inducing- grey page lay-out and 
colorless editorial policy which make most 
students newspapers dull. 

I decided to do an informal survey of a 
randomly selected segment of the student 
body to see how others viewed the paper. 
The results seemed to show an almost 
unanimous reaction of boredom. 

So, I decided to try to add some of my 
slightly fanatical views to the paper. 

At first I wrote some letters to the 
editors. 

Then I became aware of the plight of 
Priscilla Timper, a teacher at this school. 
She seemed to be in the position of being 
fired without just cause by the school and 
about to be ‘‘buried” without even an 
“obituary” in the Stoutonia.

Currently there is a draft proposal being 
reviewed by Stout faculty tht could lead 
“toward self-actualization” for Stout un- 
dergraduates. 


The draft copy of the “UW-Stout 
Humanizing Component” proposal was 
presented to the Curriculum Committee 
early thes fall along with a “Pilot Response 
Instrument,” which is a questionnaire 
dealing with the proposal form and content. 


The draft itself was developed by the 
Humanizing Component Committee 
(HCC), an organization composed of Stout 
administration and faculty members. 
According to Chairperson Glen 
Schulknecht, they are concerned with 
providing ‘‘the required competencies 
every student should have as a Stout 
graduate.” 

Those competencies are part of the 
Special Mission of Stout. The ‘‘Mission and 
Thrusts” statement for UW-Stout reads: 


Page One 


“The University programs will include a 
core of liberal arts to enhance, add 
meaning to, and provide a foundation for 
the specialties of this University. . .” 

As stated in the draft proposal, those 
competencies include: 

— Taking actions ‘which result in 
progress toward self-actualization.” 

— Using ‘‘scientific principles and 
processes to interpret physical 
phenomena.” 

— Applying ‘“‘concepts of the social en- 
vironment to social settings.” 

— Communicating effectively. 

— Demonstrating ‘‘facility and 
judgement in using the concepts and 
principles of quantifications.” 

— Applying “concepts of valuing.” 

— Synthesizing ‘‘experience and 
knowledge into a comprehensive view of 
human existence.”

Even with the resignation of President 
David Mann, Ann Milhalko, Vice President 
of Legislative Affairs (VP-LA) , and various 
senators this semester, the Stout Student 
Association (SSA) continues to plunge 
ahead and work for you, the student. 

In legal language, the SSA is a direct 
function of Wisconsin State Statute, which 
states that the University should have a 
legislative group to represent the Bh asenL 
body. 

New SSA president Scott Cabot put it in 
simplier terms, “The SSA is here to 
represent the input of students.’’ He further 
stated, ‘‘We love to have students walk in 
and take the floor at our meeting. We have 
an open forum especially for that purpose.” 

The SSA performs its functions mainly 
through committees, According to Cabot, 
the SSA has committees for everyone. He 
also said that the use of committees has put 
the SSA miles ahead of other campuses. 
Currently, the SSA is working on a Senate 
Advisement Team, which consists of 20 
senators working in their own expertise 
such as housing, academics, ete. 

The team will act like a legal council to 
help out the individual on a personal level. 
If the problem is serious enough, the ad- 
visement team can help cut through the red 


tape should the problem need to be taken to 
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the third floor of the Administration _ 


Building. 

Another major function of SSA is the 
appropriation of funds. The money ap 
propriated by the Senate comes from the 
$26.50 student activity fee. Next years 
budget is $245,000. 


The SSA listens to requests for funds 


from those organizations associated with 
the campus, and which have an open 
membership, serve an all campus purpose, 
and are a non-profit organization. 

Cabot said, “The money situation is 
closely watched, there is a good system of 
checks and balances. A 32 page policy 
paper outlines the rules for the use of state 
money.” The senate makes the budget, and 
Chancellor Swanson approves it. 

If the Chancellor should dissapprove the 
budget, the Senate can take the issue to the 
Board of Regents for their approval or 
dissapproval. However, that situation has 
not come up at Stout. 


The SSA has two faculty advisors, Dean 
Sam Wood and Gerry Donley. Dean Wood 
has been an advisor for six years and said, 
“Tact as kind of an approval advisor. I am 
there to answer questions that the students 
can’t answer first hand. We are usually 
guiet until we are asked.” 


’ Dean Wood also feels the Senate has been ~ 
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Cabot ready to fight for 
Resident Advisors’ rights 


As the United States of America com- 
memorated the anniversary of Pearl 
Harbor 35 years ago, Scott Cabot, president 
of the Student Senate Association (SSA) 
dropped his bomb on.the 7th Congress of the 
legislative branch. He promised resident 
hall advisors full support in backing their 
stand for single rooms. Cabot is willing to 
go to the Board of Regents and as far as the 
Governor to make this “Big Deal’ work. 

Cabot’s concern arose last Friday when 
he became aware that the resident advisors 
would be assigned roommates by Student 
Services. He conducted his own per- 
sonalized opinion poll of R.A.’s, roommates 
and residents of the dorms. 

He is concerned with the inability of the 
R.A. to perform his job adequately when a 
double room is assigned. A roomate is 
stifling to the degree of advising that an 
R.A. can do. People are inhibited to talk 
when they cannot relate on a one-to-one 
basis. In support of an R.A.’s roommate, 
the roommate often feels like a ‘visitor in 
an office.’ 


Initially, Cabot spoke to Dean Wood, 
Chancellor Swanson and Pookie Albrecht. 
He expressed his dissatisfaction with the 


present situation and argued that the: 


“Vertical Ghettos”’ were not healthy living 
situations fo the 2700 people who live in 
them. 

The Stout administration will be making 
decisions on this vital issue. Dean Wood 
indicated optimism in agreement. But if the 
outcome is negative, Cabot is prepared to 


face the line and staff of the University of. 


Wisconsin System. 


If the present conditions continue to 
persist in the dorms, Cabot would 
recommend mothers not to send their 


children to the dorm because of the . 


unhealthy environment that exists in dorm 
living. 

In the midst of the cold weather and the 
pending winter climate, Bud Marschall, 
Media Advertising Coordinator, announced 
a Free Clinic for any and-or all students 
and residents of the community interested 
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to ‘‘self-actualization”’ 


facilitation of those programs through 
establishment of basic competencies for 
students. 

“The Committee has produced some very 
progressive ideas so far,’ said Face. ‘I 
have a very positive feeling. about them.” 

Two previous attempts, one in 1968 and 
one in 1972, at establishing what was then 
termed a ‘‘General Education” program 
were unsuccessful. These dealt with setting 


‘up a basic core of liberal arts courses for 


every major on campus. Administrators 
and faculty were struggling at that time 
with rounding out Stout’s four-year 
bachelor’s degree program. 

“The particular plans-weren’t acceptable 
to the entire University community,” said 
Dean of Liberal Arts Dwight Agnew, who 
also is an HCC member. — 

“We're doing a different thing in this go 
round,” he continued. “We're trying to 
completely separate implementation of the 
Humanizing Component from what we do in 
education.” 


The emphasis of the proposal is 


preparing a student for functioning as a 


person. It entails the ability to function in 
all aspects of life, not just in the 
professional. 

Said Agnew, “‘It implies the development 
of the person, so he’ll feel better about 
himself or herself.” 


Chairman Schucknecht qualified that the 
HCC’s job was “‘not to determine how to 


evaluate or teach this, it’s to say how we 


sshould be.” 


The HCC’s major purpose is to present a 
final proposal on the Humanizing Com- 
ponent to faculty and the Academic Affairs 
Advisory Team (AAAT) chaired by Face 
by the end of this semester, if possible. 
That can be accomplished as soon as all the 
Pilot-Response Instruments are returned 
by the selected faculty.

“It was in the experimental stage,” said 
Cowhey. ‘‘We didn’t do a lot of fine finishing 
touches.’ She added, “‘It is hard to say 
why the response was So poor. I didn’t feel 
it was very time-consuming.’” 


The entire booklet was 23 pages. The 
class schedule booklet for second semester 
contained 41 pages of class titles only; it 
didn’t even include the information the 
questionnaire dealt with.

The best-represented department in the 
booklet was the Math department, with 
fifteen course entries. The School of In 
dustrial Technology had quite a few entries 
from various departments, and the Science 
department recorded seventeen entries. 
The most poorly represented departments 
were from the School of Home Economics. 

The Psychology department’s 
questionnaires were lost in the mail, which 
cut down their input, and the English 
department puts out its own booklet of 
course expectations. 

Cowhey commented on student reaction. 
“Students couldn’t find them, found them 
helpful when they got them, and were 


dissappointed that there weren’t more 
(courses) in there. 

“Response was favorable even though 

there weren’t enough, or out in time for 
upper classmen to use at registration,” she 
qualified. 
' Cowhey noted that plans are being 
considered for another expanded booklet. 
She said that an open syllabus file will be 
started next semester to facilitate these 
plans. * 

The file would also be open to students for 
aid when they’ve misplaced their own 
syllabus, or find out about their future 
courses and the particular requirements 
for the course instructor.

One-member foreign langua 


students of varied backgrounds

Most of the UW-System schools offer a 
broad-based variety of foreign languages, 
headed by departments. Since Stout is not a 
liberal arts school, it does not give this 
advantage to its students. However, the 
foreign language program at Stout offers 
several semesters of French and Spanish to 
interested students. 

The foreign language program at Stout 
started about ten years ago, during an 
international relations period. The Dean 
felt that students here should have the 
opportunity to learn a foreign language - so, 
a new program was attached to the Speech 
department. 

In its beginning, the program was on a 
small scale. One part-time teacher was 
hired to teach a course in French each 
semester. Around 1969, the interest in 
foreign language study had increased; a 
full-time teacher was employed and: 
Spanish was added to the curriculum. 

Presently, beginning Spanish is offered 
for two semesters. Beginning, in- 
termediate, and advanced French courses 
are offered for six semesters of study, but 
the credits do not total to a French minor. 


Ms. Martha Wallen, foreign language 
instructor at Stout, said that most students 
take only one semester of a language 
because they find it hard to fit into their 
schedules. She teaches on the average 60 
students first semester and 45 during the 
second semester. ‘‘I think a lot of people 
take foreign language for fun, and then find 


out it’s a lot of work,’’ Ms. Wallen ex- 
plained. 

“People have individual reasons for 
taking a foreign language,”’ she continued. 
“Most of my students are Fashion Mer- 
chandising majors. Others have taken it in 
high school and want to keep it up - or 
they’ve been to France and want to learn 
the language. Many students want to go on 
the exchange program to Switzerland and 
figure knowing a language like French 
would help them out. 


“T also have people from Africa taking it - 
those who have lived in English-speaking 
areas all their lives and want to work in the 
French areas,” Ms. Wallen added. 


She said that Spanish students come from 
a greater variety of majors - Dietitics being 
the most common. Business majors hoping 
to associate with South American clientele 
and Hotel and‘Restaurant majors wanting 
to work with Spanish or Mexican cuisine 
also take Spanish, Ms. Wallen continued. 

While Spanish appeals to students with 
career-oriented interests. French seems to 
be for people who are ‘‘into culture.” 

“French students are often those who 
want to understand. phrases they come 
across in foods; or who are interested in 
French art, music, and lifestyles. Hotel and 
Restaurant majors wishing to work in a 
‘posh’ setting also take French,” said Ms. 
Wallen.

Madison reports basic 


writing skill 


A special UW-Madison task force report 
documents a decline in basic writing skills 
of undergraduate students and discusses at 
length alternatives to existing programs. 


The 20-page report took issue with a 
frequently heard argument: that basic 
skills in writing are. less essential in an 
electronic age. ‘This committee remains 
unpersuaded that this is so. The discipline 
demanded for effective writing forces the 
clarity of things that are essential to clear 
and precise verbal communication.’’. 

The committee recommended a three- 
point program. 


Raising cut-off scores in College 
Qualification and English Placement tests, 
this would require more students to take 
basic communication skill courses. 


Changing admission standards to give 
more weight to writing skills and, finally, 
listing students’ writing abilities at the end 
of the sophomore year and at graduation 
comprise the suggested program. 


“Students should be made as conscious of 
their level of writing competence as they 


decline 


are of their grade point average,” the 
report stated. The report urged the faculty 
to place more emphasis on development 
and improvement of students’ com- 
munication sills hi their courses. The 
committee also urged that the UW Writing 
Laboratory at Madison be expanded to 
include short, non-credit courses to help 
with general communications: skills. 


Basic English as a requirement was 
dropped in 1970. The College of Letters and 
Science established a new English 
requirement in 1971. Students are required 
to demonstrate competence in English by 
passing a basic placement examination, or 
by completing a one-semester course in 
composition or public speaking. Students 
also must be certified as having writing 
competence in their major or the last 
semester before graduation. 


However, the report notes, ‘In a number . 


of major departments, the certification 
process has little meaning because a 


satisfactory completion of coursework in | 


the major is taken as indication of having 
achieved writing competence.”

Spring semester, first, second, and fourth 
semesters of French will be offered, along 
with second semester Spanish. 

If a student wishes to take a language not 
offered at Stout, I recommend he takes it by 
the correspondence course in Madison,”’

Hearty spirited drinks 
great on wintery nights

On these cold wintery nights, nothing 
warms a soul more than a mugful of 
something hot and hearty. Light the nights 
ahead and bring in the holiday with a blaze 
of glory! 
Cognac Coffee 

Float 2 tsps. Cognac over one cup of hot 
coffee. Put one lump of sugar in a T.., fill the 
spoon with Cognac, and warm over a flame. 
Ignite the Cognac in the spoon and gently 
float it over the cognac and coffee in the 
cup. Stir the drink gently until the flame 
burns out. Makes one drink.

Good for a night when you’re a bit tired. 

In a mug combine the juice of half lemon, 
one lump of sugar, a slice of lemon studded 
with two cloves, a strip of orange peel and 
one jigger of golden rum. Add boiling water 


to fill the mug and stir the drink with a 
cinnamon stick. 
Mulled Wine 

In a saucepan, combine four cups water, 
half cup sugar, 12 cloves, a 3’’ piece of 
cinnamon stick, and the peel of one lemon. 
Boil for fifteen minutes. Strain into another 
saucepan and add two bottles of red wine. 
Heat the mixture; do not let it boil. Serve in 
warmed mugs. Makes 10-12 drinks. 
Hot Buttered Rum 

In a bowl combine one-half cup butter 
with one-half cup brown sugar. Mix until 
light and fluffy. Add one-half tsp. each of 
nutmeg, ground cinnamon, and one-fourth 
tsp. ground cloves and a pinch of salt. For 
each drink, put two tsps. of butter mixture 
and one-fourth cup dark rum in a warmed 
mug, fill with hot water. Makes enough for 
10-12.

Veterans who need financial help to 
continue full-time schooling under the GI 
Bill may be eligible for increased benefit 
payments under the Veterans Ad- 
ministration’s ‘‘work-study’’ program. 

John D. Bunger, director of the VA 
Regional Office at Milwaukee, said that 
eligible veterans may earn as much as $625 
per semester by working a maximum of 250 
hours for the VA under this program. 


In the VA work - study program, selected ' 


veterans enrolled in 

schools under VA education programs hold 
part-time jobs in the agency. In many 
cases, these jobs relate to or complement 
the veteran’s field of study. 


He said that some veterans in the work- 
study program will assist other former 
servicemen as members of the: VA’s 
“outreach” program, which is designed to 
acquaint veterans with various GI Bill 
benefits. 


From the beginning of the work-study 


program in April 1973, nearly $27 million 
has been paid to veteran-student par- 
ticipants. He said the nurnber of par- 
ticipants in the program increased from 
13,500 in fiscal year 1974 to 47,680 in fiscal 
year 1976.

Nov. 22 of 
his decision to continue the current 
practice of giving R.A.’s room- 
mates. 


His final decision came in spite 
of a paper presented by the R.A. 
Coordinating Committee listing 


more than a dozen disadvantages 


of that practice — and only four 
advantages. The committee had to 
stretch for those four.: 


Forcing R.A.’s to have room- 
mates poses problems for the 
R.A.‘s themselves, for the 
members of the floor, and for the 
entire R.A. program. 


The biggest problem is that the 
floor members feel uncomfortable 
about intruding on an R.A.’s 
roommate when they have a 
problem 


Counseling — “‘preventative’’ or 


whatever type — isn’t the only 
difficulty. R.A.‘s can’t write their 
floor reports with their roommates 
around. Some roomies expect 
extra attention because of their 
particular position. 


The Committee’s concern was 
that the quality of the R.A. 
program would suffer in the long 
run due to the roommate problem 
and the disillusionment of the 
present R.A.’s with the system. 


It is interesting to note that just 
after Albrecht’s decision, R.A. 
applications for the fall of ‘77 
immediately became available. 


Could it be Housing is concerned . 


about quality also? 


What is needed is a clarification 
in the R.A. contract dealing with 
exact duties and compensation. 
Many R.A.’s feel they can’t deliver 
proper service uncer present 
contract conditions. 


SSA President Scott Cabot 


proclaimed, ‘| would say that in- 


the present conditions, | would 
encourage mothers not to send 
their children to Stout. Single 
rooms for R.A.’s are not a luxury, 
not a fringe benefit — they are a_ 
necessity.’’ 


We echo his sentiments, and 
suggest immediate — and ap- 
propriate action on the part of the 
administration.

As of the Fall semester of ‘77, the Field 
Experience and Independent Study 
programs will be decentralized from its 
present office in the Administration 
Building to each of the four schools of study 
on the UW-Stout campus. 


According to Dr. Wesley Face, Vice- 
chancellor, the rationale for the change is 
that Field Experience and Independent 
Study had been well organized and can now 
be handled independently by each of the 
four schools, following guidelines and 
procedures that have been established. 


Face also rationalized his decision on the 
fact that the Field Experience and -In- 
dependent Study programs are totally 
dependent upon the faculty of the various 
schools to aid in instruction. The time has 
arrived to get the Field Experience back to 
their respective schools. 


Jack Ganzemiller, director of In- 
dependent Study and Field Experience 
programs, was informed of the decen- 
tralization of the programs on Oct. 25. 


“I was not consulted with the decision to 
move the programs into the different 
schools”’, stated Ganzemiller. ‘‘The first I 
knew of any change in process was when I 
was told my office would be terminated as 
of the fourth quarter of ‘77 for Independent 
Study and Fall semester of ‘77 for Field 
Experience.”’ 


Ganzemiller said he knew of no present 
problems with the way the program was 
run. ‘‘I wouldn’t advise the students to take 
the program if there were any problems,” 
he said. “If there were problems present, 


lies to.

let’s discuss them. now.” 


“T have no complaints about the Field 
Experience and Independent Study 
programs,” Face replied. ‘The rules 
worked relatively well. I just don’t like 
things highly centralized.”’ 


‘Before I decided on the decision to 


decentralize, I talked with the Deans of the ~ 


four schools; John Van Osdale, Director of 
Continuing Education and Ganzemiller 


» discussed it, then I took the matter before 


the Faculty Senate.” 


Face continued, ‘I really didn’t have to 
talk to the faculty, since it. is an ad- 
ministrative decision, but I thought I’d get 
the faculty opinions.” : 

John Hunt, instructor in the Mathematics 
Department and Treasurer of the Faculty 
Senate said, ‘“‘At our last meeting, the 
resolution was passed “‘in principal’’ — the 
prinicipal being that Field Experience is 
moved closer to the various schools. But it 
doesn’t make any difference if we approve 
of the decision and pass the resolution or 
not.’ 


Students also have no say about decen- 
tralization. 


Face responded, ‘‘I realize it was a bit 
lackadaisical of me not getting student 
input about the decision, but I’m willing to 
talk to the SSA about the matter.” 


“The decision is still not officially ap- 
proved by Chancellor Swanson,” he con- 
cluded. 


Dr. M. James Benson, Assistant Dean of 
the School of Industry and Technology sees 
department chairperson’s who have closer

Two proposals under the name ‘‘Year 
‘Round Education”’ are being discussed by 
faculty members. Both proposals are for a 
new calendar system at Stout. Both suggest 
holding school all year and changing the 
length of courses. 


The first proposal was drawn up in the 
fall of 1974 by an eight member committee. 
The pun pose of the proposal was to “‘better 
utilize the entire calender year,”’ according 
to the committee’s report. 

The original proposal made seven 
recommendations. 

“The University of Wisconsin-Stout adopt 
an annualized calendar.” 

The second recommendation was ‘‘That 
the year be composed of twelve. 20-day 
modules with each module having 17 in- 
structional days and 3 days for the 
processes of beginning and ending the 
module and the courses.”

Year-round calendar 


Many questions and problems have been 
raised about the Year ‘Round Education 
proposals now before the faculty senate. 


Both proposals involve holding school all 
year, and changing the length of courses. 


Why Pursue It? 


One of the basic questions upsetting 
faculty members was voiced by Ray 
Barlow, philosophy instructor. 

“Why is this calendar going to produce 
better learning?’”’ Barlow asked. He ex- 
plained that he considers the calendar a 
very unimportant thing that gives order to 
the learning experience. 


The question was restated by Dan 
Riordan, English department chairman. 


ulty question Year-Round Ed 


The report continued, ‘‘not all courses 
will stop at the end of each module.” A 
three credit course, for example, might last 
3 modules. 


The third proposal stated “‘that the 
design of the calendar gives consideration 
to the traditional holiday vacation periods 
and the needs of short term students in 
regard to starting and stopping points of the 
modules.” 


The modules would end before Christ- 
mas, and begin after New Year’s Day. No 
consideration was given to Spring Break. 
The committee felt that a student could 
simply choose to take a module off, instead 
of having a scheduled vacation. 


A “short term student” .was given no 
definition, although committee members 
alluded to students from industry who 
might wish to take a concentrated course. 

The fourth recommendation states “that 
one credit be approximately equal to 17 50- 


“Is there anybody who can answer why 
we are pursuing this?” he asked. 


“We are pursuing it because the Chan- 
eellor has asked us to respond to the 
proposals that exist about Year ‘Round 
Education. Why we are pursuing it 
philosophically, I don’t know,” was the 
answer given by faculty senate chairman 
Fred Breisch at the open hearing held Dec. 


_ Potential Flexibility 

Committee member Paul Fenton took a 
different stand on the question. 

“T think in regard to potential, that the 
flexibility would be there to do things we 
can’t do as well now,” he said. ‘“‘Our idea 
was to try to. open things up so that 


minute class meetings.” 


The fifth is ‘‘that faculty promotion, 
tenure, and other decisions be based on the 
traditional or nine-module contract and 
that all faculty contracts be based off this 
nine-module contract. Increments would be 
for full modules and a contract of more or 
less than nine modules could be arranged 
only with the consent of the faculty member 
based on the néeds of institution.”’ 


No changes would be made in tenure 
structure. Assignment of coarses were 
needed at a time during the year. 


“That the average faculty load for a nine- 
module contract would be 24 credits taught 
in eight of the modules. (An average of the 
three credits per module, but this could 
fluctuate to allow for flexibility.) The ninth 
module typically would be used for 
professional development where the 
faculty member would choose and do work 
which would further himself 


proposed — 


theoretically, a student could start school 
any month he wished to.” 


; Continuous Enrollment 
“We're aware that we’re not going to. 
change society,’’ Fenton said. ‘‘The 
‘majority of students will still see Sept. 
through May as the school year.” 


Morrell Solem, English instructor, 
wondered if a student could limit his studies 
to the ‘“‘normal’’ school year. 

‘““We’re having problems now with 
students not being able to fit courses into 
their schedules.” he said. ‘‘There is one girl 
who is in her third semester and still has 
not been able to take freshman English 
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professionally.” 


Committee member Paul Fenton ex- 
plained professional development, saying 
“Faculty members are different, and what 
they do and how they prepare ought to be 
different. We didn’t define the details, but it 
wouldn’t be a months paid vacation. 
Professional development would be the 
pay-off for the intensive teaching load.” 


The last recommendation was ‘‘that the 
coarses may be designed to last a given 
number of modules.” According to the 
report, ‘This permits an approximation to- 
the current semester (4-mod) and quarter

A Stout student who completed her first 
year in Fashion Merchandising dropped out 
to look for work. She took on-the-job 
training, receiving a $127-a-week salary, 
then’ made a short trip to Europe. On her 
return, she found a job with a telephone 
company which paid $160 a week. Now, 
after 2 years of office work, she wants to 
move outdoors and has applied at the 


major. 

This type of switching is being repeated 
by thousands of students across the 
country. Many colleges report that a 
growing number of students who drop out 
do return to get their degrees. However, 
they often change colleges and majors. 

Other college returnees admit dropping 
out of school because they didn’t know what 
they wanted. Working for a year or two 
helped them mature and make a decision. 

Of course, many parents welcome the 

“ work experience. Only a small percentage 
of parents can still offer their off-spring the 
status symbol of a college degree without 
the student contributing to the cost. 

With the emphasis on jobs so important, 
many schools are adding vocational 
training based on job openings in order to 
attract more students. Many college ap- 
plicants are questioning schools about their 
placement services. They want information 
on jobs two or four years in the future. 
While virtually every college has a 
placement bureau, same such as Stout have 
more active ones engaged in locating jobs 
and ‘steering students and graduates 
towards them. Success does not necessarily 
depend on the size of the college. 

On a much larger scale than Stout the 
Career Guidance and Placement Office at 
Columbia University has developed a 


special program for seniors and graduates ° 


of the last six years. Dubbed “DIG” 
(Deeper Investigation for Growth) it is 
concerned with individual and group 
counseling, aid with resumes and a ‘‘brass 
tacks” windup to help locate jobs. 

‘80 percent of the jobs filled never reach 
the open -market,’”’ Athena Constantine, 
director of Columbia’s placement center 
explained. ‘“We encourage student to set up 
listening posts among friends, and 
relatives, use social functions and other 
means to-find job openings.” 

Some students are lucky and firid early 
employment right out of high school. The

job situation is so tight at this time that high 
school students should check out alter- 
natives unless they plan on going into a 
profession where a college degree is 
required for employment.

If a student needed a course that ran into 
his vacation time, would he ever be able to 
take it? Would students be able to take a 
vacation at all, or would the new system 
necessitate a continuous four years? 

Support Systems 

These and other questions have not yet 
been answered. 

“Support systems were not discussed,”’ 
Fenton said. ‘‘Grading, housing, 
registration are all potential problems.” 

“Tt wouldn’t be any more difficult to turn 
in a grade at the end of the course and have 
grading summaries sent to the students at 
the end of a certain time,’”’ Fenton said. 


' “This would mean grading at the end of the 


course, not the end of the module,” he 
explained. 

No concrete answers have been given for 
the housing problem. 

“We're a service we feel supplements the 
educational offerings,’ said Helmuth 
Albrecht, director of auxiliary services. “It 
is our obligation to adapt, and hopefully, 
not at the expense of the service we’re 
trying to provide. If we’ve got people 
coming and going, we’re basically talking 
about a hotel operation.” 

Judy Spain, director of residence halls, 
says the change would cause a revision of 
the fee schedule. The fees would have to 
vary according to the length of the con- 
tract. 


Albrecht added, ‘‘If we continue to have 
student demand to attend Stout and we 
have a lack of housing, it (the proposal) 
could force students to attend only when 
housing is’ available. This would make 
maximum use of facilities.”’ 

Vice-chancellor Wes Face feels that 
registration could be worked out. 

“Ultimately, registration would be 
simpler,”’ he said. ‘‘We would have con- 
tinuous registration. Other schools have 
gone to that.”

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Student experiments with solar cooking

The next time you cook a meal on your 
electric range at home, you might stop and 
think about the huge amount of energy such 
a large appliance uses every day. Such a 
modern ‘“‘convenience’’ device is respon- 
sible for a major amount of your monthly 
utility bill 

Being aware of the galloping costs of 
electricity and the bleak shortage of fuel, 
you're probably wondering what's going to 
happen in the future.» Twenty-five years 
from now, cooking over an open fire would 
certainly be time-consuming and _ inef 
ficient 

Yes, Virginia. there is a better way The 
possibilities of solar cooking are being 
investigated by Richard Reich, graduating 
senior at Sto Solar cooking involves 
using the s energy to cook food. By 
using the solar heating technique, quite a 
fraction of our monthly electric or gas bill 
could be saved 

Reich's interest in solar cookery began at 
the end of last semester. in Tom Baldwin's 
Major Kitchen Appliances class 

‘One day Tom hauled out a Davis cooker 
It's two feet high, one foot wide and has a 
parabolic curve covered with myler. a 
specially developed coating The cooker 
has cylinder design.’’ Reich explained 


‘Tom said he'd give anyone credit for 
doing independent research in the area of 
solar cookery. because it needed ex 
ploration Since my major is home 
economics in business with a foods em 
phasis I decided to do the research ° 

He credits Tom Baldwin's enthusiasm 
and guidance to his successful research 

fom s inspiration helped me start the 
basic groundwork for development and 
construction of more sophisticated 

signs, Reich said “If it werent for him 
{ wouldn't be performing the study I'm 
foing now

Besides working with Baldwin's help, 
Reich used several other sources of in- 
formation to aid him in his research 
Among them are: ‘‘Direct Use of the Sun's 
Energy" by Farrington Daniels, and ‘‘The 
Mother Earth's Handbook of Home 
Power.”' 

‘‘Mother Earth's Handbook of ‘misin- 
formation’ caused me a lot of problems in 
constructing the cooker. According to the 
book, I was to apply large triangular pieces 


‘of Mylar, with glue, to the panels for 


reflection. But the Mylar, when attached to 
the cooker, bubbled as a result of surface 
tension The book said nothing of this. They 
‘the authors) also said to use fiberglass in 


the oven, but the fiberglass shredded. | had 


to make an inner box to prevent this.” 

Despite these minor unfortunate in 
cidents, Reich followed the plans in Mother 
Earth's Handbook and completed con- 
struction of oven in the metals lab, and the 
cooker at home. Along with the help of 
Kevin Klinger, metals lab work-study 
assistant, and advice from metals in- 
structor Dr. Gering, crafts teacher Joe 
Popps and Baldwin, the solar oven was 
completed in time for the Home Economics 
conference on October 22nd. 

The basic principles behind solar cookery 
include reflection, concentration and ab- 
sorption of the sun’s rays. “‘The sun's 
energies are reflected to a focal point (at 
which they are concentrated) and then

absorbed (in their concentrated form) by 
the cooking vessel,’’ Reich explained. 
“The solar cookers and ovens work ef- 
ficiently,” he explained. ‘‘By efficient. | 
mean that the energy is free and abundant 
from the sun, when It’s shining. But what 
happens when the sun isn’t out? Basically, 
you don't cook. But this problem has been 


solved by Dr. Erich Farber of the 
University of Florida.’”’ 
According to Reich, Farber has 


developed a solar range which collects and 
stores the sun's energy. This stored energy 
may be used for cooking when the sun is not 
out. Reich said that the models he has been 
working with are not practical for 
American people and can only be viewed as 
‘recreational devices’. 

Reich has been ustng the following 

illustrations and diagrams to aid him in his 
study : : 
- Reich has been lecturing to a variety of 
classes about solar research. It all began 
with his presentation at the Home 
Economics conference, where he gave his 
audience a general look at Do-it-yourself 
solar energy. Besides speaking about the 
basic principles and advantages of using 
the sun's energy, Reich presented his solar 
cooker and a vid&tape dealing with solar 
energy 

“The basic idea behind all this is that 
people can do it themselves,” he said. “By 
giving examples of people using solar 
devices to heat and cool their homes, the 
film laid down the basic principles of solar 
energy utilization. reflection, con- 
centration, and absorption. the same as 
in solar cookery." 

By tailoring his lectures to the different 
types of audiences he has, Reich 1s in- 
structing many people with vamable, 
useful information. ‘When I spoke to the

Many changes are taking place 
in the Women’s Athletic programs 
due. to the Title: LX amendment. 
Title LX of the Educational 
Amendments:-of 1972 is the single 
most. significant legislation for 
girls“and women in sports today. 

Title LX states: “‘No person... 
shall on the basis of sex, be ex- 
cluded from participation in, be 
denied the benefits of, or be sub- 
jected fo discrimination under any 
education program or activity 
receiving federal assistance.’’ 

Every ‘educational institution 
must comply with the points that 
Title LX covers. 

Dealing with athletics, Stout 
along with other schools 


throughout the conference are - 


experiencing a large discrepancy 
between money spent for. men’s 
and women’s athletics. There 
should be equal facilities and 
adequate’ money available for 
women who want to participate in 
sports, no matter how small the 
numbers. 

The purpose of Title LX in sports 
is not to turn women into guards 
for the football or basketball team, 
but to give women the opportunity 
to go out for sports and compete on 
the same: level as the men’s 
athletic program. 

Women’s athletics has grown 
and Stout has targer and better 
teams this year than ever before. 

. These athletes are eager for equal 
opportunities in intercollegiate 
athletics. The attitude that people 
have towards women’s sports is 
changing, although very slowly. 

With the general acceptance 
that women also should have the 
chance to compete on the same 
level as men, the women’s 
program will take a big step 
forward. Title LX will help enforce 
the legality of sex discrimination 
in athletics, but the real test will 
come in the minds of individuals.

A new, transdisciplinary minor may be 
offered on the Stout campus next fall. 
Thanks to the organization of Stout’s 
Women’s Studies committee, students here 
may have the. chance fo enhance their 
awareness of women’s roles in society and 
apply their knowledge to life situations. 
This is what the new Womens Studies minor 
is tentatively designed to offer. 


How did the idea of a women’s studies 
minor at Stout emerge? According to Mary 
Richards, library technician for the Media 
Retrieval service, the United Sisters’ task 
forces were attempting to get courses about 
women started in the UW-system in ’73-’74. 
After attending the first United Sisters 
meeting in Menomonie, Ms. Richards 
discovered that the development of the 


Women’s Studies course would involve. ~ 


teaching in several areas. 


After a statewide study on women’s 
groups was conducted by UW-central 
administration, it was decided that each 
university should have a group on campus 
to handle women’s academic affairs. This 
is when the idea of the Women’s Studies 
minor developed, Ms. Richards said. 
Currently, UW-Oshkosh, Madison, and 
Milwaukee are offering such a minor. 

Recently, the Women’s Studies com- 
mittee at Stout has been working an 
curriculum matters dealing with the minor. 


Richards emphasized. ‘‘We’re having 
people introduce new courses that may be 
incerporated into the program.”

What are people’s reactions to a Women’s 
Studies minor at Stout? ‘‘There have been a 
lot. of. jokes about it,’’ laughed Ms. 
Richards. “A lot of people say - why not 
men’s studies - or human studies?” I feel 
that people taking these courses will have 
an opportunity to question the way our 
society is organized in terms of sex roles. 
They’ll also be able to find out some of the 
contributions women have made - that 
aren’t covered in other areas.” 


Interestingly, ‘Intro. to Women’s 
Studies” is being taught at night - to en- 
courage working women in the community 
to join in and mix with campus students. 

The Stout film series is working on 
bringing in films featuring women. 

April, “Lucia” — a film made and about 
women in Cuba — will be shown here. 

Although the Women’s Studies minor will 
be housed in the school of liberal studies, it 
is a interdisciplinary minor. Included are 
courses in English, history, and other 


‘liberal arts. Other majors, of course, need 


to be included with the minor. 


“Traditional women’s studies minors are 
collections of studies about women,” ex- 
plained Janet Polansky, English instructor

at Stout. “‘Our minor is different because it 
goes beyond just the courses — it involves 
learning skills and concepts to use with the 
knowledge acquired in the courses. Since 
this University has special areas to train 


. people in, the students need the ability to 


apply their skills to what they have learned 
about other women. Courses in business 
and industry will be included along with the 
minor. 


“It’s important to support women taking 
courses in areas that they haven't 
poner had,” continued Ms. Polan- 
sky. : 

She emphasized that although the 
women’s studies minor capitalizes on 
courses about women, it is not narrowed to 
females — men may certainly benefit by 
taking the minor. With women expanding in 
careers, everybody will need more 
knowledge in this area, Polansky con- 
tinued. For example, a course in asser- 
tiveness training may certainly benefit 
both sexes. 


Although the minor is well-organized and 
has been approved at the local level, it is 
still waiting for confirmation in Madison. 
Hopefully the minor will be approved and 
offered by next fall. 

Minoring in Women’s Studies, or even 
just taking a few courses, can bé a 
broadening experience for anybody.

MODULE PROPOSALS COULD 
CHANGE STOUT’S CALENDAR 


The Year ‘Round Educations 
proposa:s have been. floating 
around the halls of the ad- 
ministration building for two and 
one-half years. No one will answer 
the basic question it raises. 


As phrased by Ray Barlow, 
philosophy instructor, the question 
that remains foremost in our 
minds is this: ‘‘Why is the new 
calendar going to produce better 
learning ?’’ 

When trying to explain the 
purpose of the proposals, ad- 
ministrators allude to a ‘‘poteniial 
flexibility ’’ that would 
miraculously appear with the 
implementation of this plan. 

The flexibility deals with time 
only. The Year ‘Round Education 
proposals are based on modules. 
The module is defined as time. 

In other schools, similar 
systems have been put to practice 
to ease problems that existed with 
space, energy, and faculty. These 
considerations were ignored in 
Stout’s proposal. 

If the module is in fact only time, 
why is the change necessary? 

Are the committee members 
really concerned with flexibility, 
or with their jobs? 


Enroliment projections for the 
UW-System suggest that Stout will 
experience a decline in numbers of 
students around 1980. 


Dean of Students Sam Wood 
believes that Stout presently has 
as much flexibility as faculty or 

’ students need, if they would take 
advantage of the alternatives 
possible. 

Wood points out that the digital 
computer course is offered in three 
time alternatives. It is a semester 
class, a 34 semester class, and a 
quarter class. 

We feel that the committee owes 
it to the students to explain why 
the calendar must be altered. 

The students are the ones who 


must buy the ‘package’ Stout of-' 


fers. 

Until the question, ‘‘Why is this 
calendar going. to produce better 
learning?’’ is answered, the 
Stouionia staff rejects any such 
proposal.

Using the information 
obtained through the survey, she deter- 
mined several general customer problems, 


» figured out some plausible solutions, and

reveals student | 
attitudes at Stout 


Kris Franklin, a junior 
finished surveying Stout student attitudes, 
values and self-concepts. 

The purpose of the survey was to 
determine the effect that Stout has on 
students’ self-concepts as they continue 
their education from freshman to senior. 
The survey was done in conjunction with 


the University Counseling Center and as | 


part of an independent study by Ms. 
Franklin. 

Out of 113 surveys sent to a random 
selection of freshmen and seniors, 24 were 
returned by freshmen and 22 by seniors. Of 


the 24 freshmen, 71 percent were female | 
and 29 percent male; of the 22 seniors, 32 | 
percent were female and 68 percent were 


male. 


Because the returns were a small per- & 


centage of the number of surveys sent out, 
the survey cannot be generalized to all 
freshmen and seniors at Stout. 


However, some observations might be 
made on the basis of these returns. With 
respect to education, the vast majority of 
respondents (92 percent of freshmen, 95 
percent of seniors) felt that education helps 
build their self-concept. It was not sur- 
prising, then, that the overall attitude 


throughout the questionnaire was favorable’ 


toward the educational experience at Stout. 
Interestingly, 12 percent of the freshmen 
and 23 percent of the seniors felt Stout was 
an “easy school’ most of the time and 
approximately three-fourths felt it was an 
easy school ‘‘sometimes.” 

The students were asked to indicate how 
they view themselves. In general, the 
responses appeared to have very positive 
self-images (concepts), and there appeared 
to be few differences between the classes. 


In Aesop’s fable, “The Ant and the 
Grasshopper,” the ant spent his time 
working and planning for the future, while 
the grasshopper lived for the moment and 
enjoyed himself. The students were asked 
which creature they were. Sixty-seven 
percent of the freshmen saw themselves as 
ants, 33 percent as grasshoppers; 73 per- 
cent of the seniors saw themselves as ants 
and 27 percent as grasshoppers. 


When asked whether they considered 
themselves to be lonely, 4 percent of the 
freshmen said all of the time, 17 percent 
most of the time, 54 percent sometimes, 25 
percent none of the time. None of the 
seniors said all of the time, 4 percent most 
of the time, 45 percent sometimes, 45 
percent none of the time and 4 percent did 
not answer the question. 

When asked to judge whether they were 
attractive, 92 percent of the freshmen said 
yes, 4 percent no; 91 percent of the seniors 
said yes and nine percent said no.

Veterans Administratio 
about aid, policies, and procedures 


Q — I have used my 36 months of 
educational entitlement but I would like to 


- go to graduate school. Do I have any en- 


titlement left? 


A — Effective October 1, 1976, eligible 
veterans who have served 18 continuous 
months or more on active duty after 
January 31, 1955, became entitled to 45 
months of educational assistance if they 
have not been separated for more than 10 
years. : 


Q — If I get a release of liability for a 
home that I purchased on a Veterans Ad- 
ministration-guaranteed loan, will I be 
eligible for another VA loan? 


A— No. A release of liability protects a 
veteran if the buyer defaults on his 
payments. The only way to reestablish 
eligibility to purchase a home is to pay the 
loan off or have another veteran substitute 
his entitlement on the loan. 


Q — I am enrolled in vocational 
rehabilitation training. I have dental 
problems which cause illness that in- 
terferes with my schooling. Am I eligible 
for treatment by the Veterans Ad- 
ministration? 

A—A veteran who is pursuing vocational 
rehabilitation training is entitled toa dental 
examination by the VA. Extent of dental 
treatment will be determined at that time. 


Q—I1am a widow in receipt of a Veterans 
Administration pension. with the aid and 
attendance allowance. Am I eligible for 
drugs and medicines from VA ? 

A — No. This provision applies only to 
veterans, in receipt of pension with 
housebound or aid and attendance 
allowance.

Q — Who is eligible for vocational 
rehabilitation from the Veterans Ad- 
ministration? 

A — Basically, a- veteran must have a 
service-connected disability rated at 10 
percent or more to be eligible for vocational 
rehabilitation. Additional qualifications 
may be obtained from your nearest VA 
regional office. 


Q — What period of time must a veteran 
be missing to be considered deceased by 
the Veterans Administration? 

A— A veteran who is missing and whose 
whereabouts are unknown for seven years 
may be presumed dead by the VA. 


Q — I was a patient at a Veterans Ad- 
ministration hospital in another state. How 
do I have my records transferred to the VA 
hospital now treating me? 

A — The VA hospital providing medical 
treatment will request your records during 
your first visit. 


Q — To be a volunteer at a Veterans 
Administration hospital, is it necessary to 
work every day? 


A — Typical volunteer assignments 
range from a few hours to a full day or two 
each week. 

Q — Under what circumstances may the 
Veterans Administration assist a veteran 
toward purchase of an automobile? 


A — Veterans with service after Sep- 
tember 15, 1940, who have service- 
connected loss, or loss of use, of one or both 
hands or feet, or permanent impairment of 
vision of both eyes to a prescribed degree, 
may qualify for a one-time grant of not 
more than $3,300 toward purchase of an 
automobile.

Donald Kendall, Pepsi’s chief executive, 
has been a long time personal friend of 
Richard Nixon’s.

Now, however, Coca Cola enthusiasts are 
predicting that the Pepsi people in 
Washington's inner circles will go the way 
of the Republican administration. Many 
White House staffers, as a matter of fact, 
are reported to have already applied for 
jobs with Pepsi Cola. 

The reason ‘‘things are going better’ 
with Coke these days is that — for one thing 
— Coca Cola is based in Atlanta, the capital 
of Carter’s home. state. Another point in 
Coke’s favor is that two of Carter’s closest 
friends and advisers happen to be J. Paul 
Austin, the chairman of the Coca Cola 
Company, and Charles Kirbo, who runs the 
law firm that represents Coke. — ZODIAC 


The nation’s colleges and universities 
experienced only marginal increases in 
enrollment for fall 1976 over the preceding 
fall, according to preliminary estimates 
released by the Health, Education and 
Welfare (HEW) National Center for 
Education Statistics. The gstimated 1976 
figure of 11,337,000 — which represents a .4 
percent gain — is in sharp contrast with 
earlier predictions that ran as high as 4.5 
percent. 


Privately controlled institutions, with .a 
1.9 percent enrollment gain, outpaced 
public institutions (except at the university 
level, which held about even). 


These early estimates, based on a sample 
of institutional responses, represent 
numbers of students without regard to full 
or part-time basis. They are being released 
In response to requests by the higher 
. education community. 


Although enrollments in two year in- 
stitutions rose by about 2.1 percent to a 
total of 4,086,000, slight declines occurred at 
universities (down 1.00 percent to 2,836,000) 
and at other four year institutions (down .2 
percent to 4,415,000).

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Faculty and students alike are very 
concerned about the ‘‘mess_ at 
registration,’ as Morrell Solem, Stout 
English teacher, put it. The shortage of 
openings in some classes is creating a 
double bind. 


Seniors who cannot get required classes 
may be forced to postpone graduation. 
Interviews with almost 40 of the first 
students to leave add-drop on Jan. 11 
showed that half did not get the classes they 
needed, because the classes were full. 

“Tf they load my classes anymore, [ll 
have to cut back on writing assignments,” 
Solem said. He indicated that this would 
result in a lowered learning experience for 
the student. 


The Student Community Commission 
(SCC), composed of faculty and students, is 
trying to find specific information as to the 
number of students that could not get 
required classes, how many students are 
taking less than a full load because they 
couldn’t get classes, and how many are 


dropping out of school becauSe they could 
not get enough credits. 


Solem, head of the Student Community 
Commission, and Sandy Stewart, student 
representative on the commission, at- 
tempted to get specific numbers. At the 
add-drop session, faculty members were 
asked to mark down the number of students 
requesting classes which were closed. 
Hypothetically, this would give a numerical 
value to the backlog of students. desiring 
specific classes. 


The system did not work due to lack of 
time. Classes filled so quickly that faculty 
members did not have a chance to ac- 
curately complete the form they had been 
handed only minutes before the doors were 
open to the students. 

The commission is still trying to deter- 
mine facts and figures. Any student or 
faculty member that is also concerned can 
meet with the SCC in the Renaissance room 
on Jan. 26 nat 2 p.m. ‘“‘We need .more 
students there,’’ Steward declared. 


United Council for landlor

Representatives from Stout’s Student 
Senate will be lobbying for the landlord- 
tenant bill at the fourth annual United 
Council Legislative Conference, held Feb. 
6-8 at the University of Wisconsin-Madison. 

United Council is the federation of 
student governments from 12 of the 14 in- 
stitutions in the University of Wisconsin 
System. The annual conference, which 
brings together students, educators, 
legislators, and resource people, focuses on 
improving the political effectiveness of 
students and their role in influencing 
legislative action. 


The first two days of the conference will 
be devoted to workshops and forums. 
Participants will discuss issues such as 
student power, the university budget and 
the effect of faculty collective bargaining 
on students with leading state and 
university officials. Stout will present a 
‘workshop on campus health-services. 


According to Christy Finch, VPLA,. the 
‘. workshop will examine campus health 
service quality, how the service is supposed 
to be run as compared to how it is run, 
contracts with the doctors, and what 
happens if a student is injured during the 
weekend. (Note: Injuries which occur on 
Sunday are covered by the campus health 
service, if the victim identifies himself as a 
Stout student at the Red Cedar Clinic.) Five 
members of the SSA are involved with the 
planning and presentation of the workshop. 


On the final day students will meet with a 
legislator to lobby for student rights and 
interests. Kathy Anderson, conference 
coordinator, indicated that students will be 
lobbying at the state capital. The con- 
ference has set up appointments, so that 
some legislators will meet a group of 
delegates while other legislators will confer 
on a one-to-one basis with the students. 


“The Wisconsin Legislature will be 
making many decisions which will have a 
tremendous impact on the students,’’ said 
Anderson. ‘‘It is important for students to 
realize that personal visits with their 
legislators will have a positive effect in 
shaping attitudes towards student issues.’’ 
Stout representatives will do most of their 
lobbying with LaVern Ausman, our district 
state senator. 


Scott Cabot, President of SSA, mentioned 
that heavy lobbying will be done con- 
cerning the Landlord Tenant Bill which was 
defeated in the previous legislative session. 


Loan problem 


Lack of communication and misun- 
derstanding has plagued UW-Stout’s 
registration concerning students loans this 
month. 


Students hoping to pay their prepayment 
fee with loans which haven’t yet come in 
have found themselves nonregistered and 
searching for $100. Many students were 
under the misconception that the fee would 
be wavered, as it was last semester. 


According to the financial aids office, this 
predicament shouldn’t necessarily have 
happened. Lois Von Berg stated that all 
recipients of financial aid were sent letters 
notifying them that loans would be late and 
that they would be expected to find other 
means of paying the $100 prepayment fee. 
‘Since almost no students receive 100 per- 
cent financial aid, this hardly seemed a 
harsh demand. 

Mr. Ronald F. Boyer, assistand director 
of financial aids, gave some background as 
to the reasons for the University’s actions. 
He stated that “first semester loans were

late, and because there was no time to 


notify students, the prepayments were 
wavered. In doing so, the University lost 
thousands of dollars. Since money held, is 
money earned; Stout was out the $100 plus 
the interest which could have: been earned. 
Some students don’t realize that the UW- 
System invests, which perhaps keeps our 
tuition down. It was now the students turn 
to absorb this cost by paying the 
prepayment fee.”’ 

There are many reasons for the loans 
coming in late. Because of state statutes, 
the checks can’t be vouchered here, so they 
are sent to Madison, where it takes one 
month before they are sent back to be 
processed by the financial aids office. 
Congress precedes this holdup by being late 
in setting their regulations and allotments 
for financial aids. 

One specific problem which affected this 
semester was extra grant money which 
arrived in Nov. Knowing that if the 
financial aids office kept the money to 
distribute to the students, their checks 


would be late for registration, they made 
the choice. In doing so, students received 
more money. 


Dick Martinson, assistant vice-president 
of the First National Bank of Menomonie 
informed us that an extraordinary amount 
of students have been applying for short 
term loans to cover the $100° prepayment 
fee. 


In order to receive a loan here, a student 
must be a customer in good standing, but no 
collateral was expected. Mr. Martinson 
said that he was unable to grant any loans - 
even short term, for under $300. The cost 
just to put a lean on the books is ap- 
proximately $30, which is more than the 
returns on a $100 loan. 


It seems unfortunate that some students 
felt uninformed about this situation and 
misconceptions were numerous. Perhaps 
the bureaucracies beyond Stout will be 
more efficient so that neither the students 
nor the financial aids office need undergo 
this situation in the future.

Stoutonia Urges Acceptance 
of Enrollment Funding 

Next Tuesday, Governor Lucey 
will be giving his budget address. 
The Board of Regents are hoping 
that the new budget will include 
provisions for enrollment funding 
for the UW-System. 


Enrollment funding is based on 
the actual -number of students 
attending Stout. In 1975, Lucey 
replaced this with a system based 
on the enrollment target. 

Anew proposal, approved by the 
Board of Regents in Oct. 1976, calls 
for the return of enrollment fun- 
ding. 

Val Hansen, Senior University 
Planner at Stout, commented that 
the present funding system, 
“assumes we have fewer students 
than we have now. The new system 
would allow us to hire more faculty 
members for the students we 
already have.’ 

The biennial budget policy paper 
number. 10... en, enrollment 
projections and methodology 
(1977-81) | notes that, 
“Traditionally, Wisconsin has 
provided access to higher 
education for qualified citizens 
who desired and could be expected 
to profit from such services. 
During the 1975-77 biennium, this 
tradition was reaffirmed by the 
Legislature but concurrently 
compromised due to the suspen- 
sion of state aids funding for ad- 
ditional students seeking entrance 
to the University. of Wisconsin 
System. 


“A necessary first step in the 
preparation of the 1977-79 biennial 
budget request is the development 
by the System and Regents of an 
enrollment. projection which 
assumes a return-to the traditional 
state aids policy. that will permit 
open access to public university 
education for qualified citizens.” 

According to Hansen, the new 
funding. system would provide 
funds to hire more faculty 
members to teach the over- 
abundance of students at Stout. 
The Stoutonia staff feels that this 
is the most important thing in the 
proposal. 


Chancellor Swanson, liaison 
officer between the Board of 
Regents and Stout, was 


unavailable for comment on the 
effect the new policy would have 
on Stout. 

The Stoutonia staff urges Lucey 
to accept the proposal set forth by 
the Board of Regents for 
enrollment funding. We feel that 
this would help alleviate the 
backlog of students not able to get 
their required classes.

pits a high reverence for life 
against an equally high regard for 
justice. If we had played this one 
according to the rules, we would 
have trotted out the biblical proof- 
tests — which support both sides of 
the debate — declared a 
stalemate, and repaired to The 
Buck. 

But it didn’t work that way this 
time. 

How could. we speak of 
reverence for life on behalf of a 
person who had none? And what 


justice could we claim in giving 


this man exactly what he seemed 
to want? The greater retribution 
might have come in making him 
spend the rest of his life in one of 
our crummy prisons. 

Now if occurs to me that we 
didn‘t kill the sacrificial fatied calf 
after all; now have we clearly 
moved to reinstitute capital 
punishments, though such a move 
does seem imminent. 

What we’ did was to commit 
suicide. 


In his twelve years in an Oregon. 


penitentiary, Gary Mark Gilmore 
threatened or attempted suicide 
sixteen times, and in his fast 
months in Utah he made two more 
theatrical attempts. But Gary 
Mark Gilmore never had the 
strength to accept the respon- 
sibility for such an ultimate 
decision as suicide. © 

So he asked us to do it for him.

THE OBSCURITY OF 
““EDUCATIONESE” 


Dear Editor, 


Last semester I took a course entitled, 
“Principles of Vocational, Technical, and 
Adult Education. This was the first course I 
had taken in the school of education on this 
campus. I left that course feeling somewhat 
bewildered. I supposed that I was suffering 
from sort of “JARGON SHOCK”’ and that 
the feeling would pass (just as all things 
digested come to pass) when I had some 
additional background courses. 


This semester I am taking my second 
education course — Classroom Evaluation 
(421-521) — and I find that my malady is not 
“JARGON SHOCK,’’ but an allergic 
reaction to EDUCATIONESE, a language 
that is not freely translatable into English. 

Whereas jargon is a technical language 
that is used to speed communication bet- 
ween the members of a particular group, 
argot is a form of language that is used to 
prevent the passage of information outside 
a particular group. EDUCATIONESE is 
not jargon.

Bob Kikkert, Vice-President of Financial 
Affairs (VP-FA), rose to the podium on 


Tuesday evening as the Seventh Congress . 


conducted its first business meeting of 1977. 
He presented to the Senate the Senate 
Finance Committee’s Fiscal Recom- 
mendation. After weeks of hearings, the 
committee has proposed $245,000 worth of 
allocations to organizations and com- 
missions. The senators will review the 
budget and legislative action will be taken 
on the proposal at next week’s meeting. 
The Senate voted to allocate $300 for the 
purchase of resources for the Applied 
Leadership Course. Burt Fischer, director

Jan 24, 25 and 26, in the 
University Counseling Center group room 
located in the basement of the Student

The Peer Counseling Program, which 1s 
being conducted for the fifth time this 
semester, 1S a 12-week, 36-hour training 
program designed to assist selected un 
dergraduate students in becoming more 
sensitive and effective in helping their 
peers with a variety of adjustment 
problems common to college students, as 
well as to provide additional 
paraprofessional counseling services to the 
Stout Community 

Each participant in the Peer Counseling 
Program may choose to earn two semester 
hours of Independent Study credit for his 
her involvement 

The three-hour weekly training sessions, 
which will begin in early February, will be 
devoted to active listening, verbal in 
tervention techniques, basic diagnostic 
skills, crisis intervention, problem-solving, 
decision making and conflict resolution, 
vocational and educational counseling and 
referral procedures. The training sessions 
will be conducted by carefully selected 
graduate students in guidance and coun 
seling and other related disciplines. who 
will be directly supervised by members of 
the University Counseling Center staff 

For a variety of reasons, it 1s necessary 
to restrict participation to approximately 
32 students A screening process will be 
utihzed to determine which applicants 
would be best suited for inclusion in the 
program In addition. the following 
qualifications must be met by the 
prospective trainee (1) sophomore, Junior 
or first-semester status, (2) a cumulative 
grade point average of 2 50 or higher. and 

3) an indication that he-she plans to return 
to Stout for at least one more semester 
following the current semester

The ‘‘Colombian,”’ in this case, was not 
the weed you can smoke — but unprocessed 
Colombian coffee beans stolen at gun point 
last month from a truck driver. 


At least one chief justice is not impressed 
with Jimmy Carter’s ‘inauguration plans, 
even before the much-touted event takes 
place. 

The Washington Post reports that 
Supreme Court Justice Warren Burger is 
not very happy at being required — like 
everyone else — to pay a $25.00 ticket to 
Jimmy Carter's Inaugural Parade if he 
wants to attend ft 

The Post says that Burger has been 
complaining to friends: “‘If I have to pay 
$25.00, then I'll charge Carter $50.00 to 
swear him in. ° 


Business Week magazine reports that the 
biggest outbreak in connection with the 
swine flu is in the number of lawsuits 
against the vaccination program pouring 
into Washington, D.C. 

According to the publication, damage 
suits ranging in size from $9.50 up to 
millions of dollars are being filed against 
federal officials. 

Under a special act passed by Congress, 
the makers of the vaccine are protected 
against most suits; U. S. taxpayers, in- 
stead, are underwriting the risks. 

At last count, at least 287 Americans 
came down with the paralyzing Gulain- 
Barre disease shortly after receiving swine 
flu shots. 

Business Week says it’s impossible to 
estimate how much the ill-fated program 
will eventually cost taxpayers. It says the 
justice department has drawn up a special 
appropriation request just to pay for the 
extra clerical help and computer time 
needed to process the suits

Should juvenile delinquents be sent to 
fancy prep schools instead of to jail? 

Figures prepared by Los Angeles County 
auditors show that it costs far more to keep 
young people in jail than it does to send 
them to swanky colleges. 

The new statistics show that it costs 
$58.97 per day — or more than $21,000 a 
year — to keep each juvenile in jail. 

With tuition at the very best universities 
costing around $10,000 annually, and even 
with the expenses of room and board tacked 
on to that, it still costs much less to send a 
young person to college than to keep him or 
her in the L. A. jail. 


A judge in London has jailed eight 
marijuana smugglers after branding them 
a bunch of ‘hopeless incompetents’’ and 
suggesting slapstick movies should be 
made of their exploits 

The judge told the seven men and one 
woman: “Everything you did from start to 
finish was wrong. You did not know how to 
organize things.” 

His remarks came at the end of the pot- 
smuggling trial in Londén after it was 
revealed that the caper began on a wrong 
note in Morocco when the first ‘buyer’ 
absconded with the group's funds. 

Gang members then proceeded to nearly 
get busted by hiring the wrong car; two 
members were later arrested twice, in 
Morocco and Spain, but bought their way 
out. 

When one of the smugglers arrived at the 
London airport on his way to purchase the 
pot, he was detained by police for carrying 
more money than Britons are permitted to 
take out of the country 

In the end, according to the testimony, 
the string of failures caused three gang 
members to have a fist fight in a hotel 
room. Police arrived to investigate the 
ruckus, and arrested the eight on 
smuggling charges 

The sentences ranged from one to three 
years

Bob Kikkert breathed a sigh of relief as 
_ the Senate approved a budget proposal that 
allocated $245,000 to committees, 
organizations and commissions. He met 
reasonable opposition as senators 
questioned the intramural division and Pop 
Concert Dance Commission (PCDC) 
requests.

|New law: tederal and state 
crack down on student loan

In recent years defaulting through 
bankruptcy has been a popular alternative 
to paying back government guaranteed 
loans for many college graduates and 
dropouts. 


The lessening of spiel pressure on 
those who claim bankruptcy and the high 
rate of unemployment has influenced 
students in choosing this avenue. 


A total of $21 million in defaults through 
bankruptcy were claimed in the last three 
years. That is more than in the previous 15 
years of state and federal educational loan 
programs, according to the United States 
Office of Education. Federal bankruptcy 
judges, government loan agency ad- 
ministrators, bank and collection service 
officials claim that most student 


bankruptcies are true hardship cases. But, .

they added, well meaning bankruptcy laws 

and the failure of government loan agen- 
- cies to monitor the situation closely have 

helped encourage increasing abuse. 

Since the beginning of the loan programs, 
about 5 percent of the default total is due to 
bankruptcies. Overall, defaults are about 
18 percent or $2.2 billion of a student debt of 
$13 million. 

According to James Jung, Higher 
Education Aids Board Executive, 
“Wisconsin has the fourth lowest direct 
student loan default rate in the nation.”’: 

Student loans for the UW-System 
presently total over $54 million. Of that, 
almost $35 million is in the repayment 
stage. The system’s cost for billing and 
collections is $446,343, each institution 
providing its own staff and facilities to

_ Fuel increases faze students 


Ever get the funny feeling Ice Age II is 
advancing upon Menomonie, Wisconsin? 
With the cruelly cold condition surrounding 
Stout your’re probably searching for ways 
to keep warm. 

Off-campus students are suffering the 
most. Many struggle to keep from freezing 
by simply turning their thermostats up to 75 


‘or 80 degrees. Since this method causes 


outrageous fuel costs, others are looking to 
better ways to keep the winter manu 
tolerable. 


Steps to keep that fuel bill low include 
keeping that thermostat down, Northern 
States Power company manager Patrick 
Grant advises. Storm windows and doors: 


‘should be checked and kept tight to seal out 


cold air. 


“One of the big problems is that many 
older homes are not insulated or main- 
tained properly,’ Grant said. “There is 
much loss of heat because of this. If 
students wish to have their houses or 
apartments insulated, they must contact 
their landlords. Professional help must be 
obtained for this. However, there are a few 
things that students can do to insure 
greater warmth in their homes. 

Grand advises students living off-campus 
to put storm windows on, if they’re not on 
already. They may also buy weather

In spite of Wisconsin’s low default rate, 
increases have prompted a study to im- 
prove the efficiency and effectiveness of 


collections. The Office of Education has 


also stepped up its collections in many 
states. Federally employed collectors were 
added and many cases were referred to the 
Justive Department for action, some 
resulting in civil prosecution. 


To help curb deliberate fraud a new law 


that has been signed but not yet enacted, 
pending some compromises, would 
disallow federally insured student loans to 
be included in bankruptcies. This 
legislation will give both féderal and state 
agencies more muscle to go after potential 
fraud cases by adding new. penalties on 
conviction. 


stripping for their doors, which is available 
at hardware or home supply stores. 


Students should also check that their 
doors have a proper fit and that there are 
no broken panes in their windows. 


“If students are living in a really old 
home with no insulation, they are fighting a 
losing battle,” continued Grant. ‘Such a 
problem may only be solved by moving toa 
new place. If a landlord is uncooperative, 
there’s not much that students can do.” 


- Grant said that most students he’s been 

in contact with complain of poor insulation, 
lack of storm windows or doors, loose- 
fitting doors, and an inefficient heating 
system. 


He added that he knows the history of 


‘many of the older ‘problem’ homes in 


Menomonie. When complaints crop up, he 


‘advises renters to consult their landlords 


for help. If the landlords do not cooperate, 
the best thing for the students to do is move. 


Fortunately, most people are. able to 
obtain some amount of assistance from 
their landlord while fighting the fuel bills. 
The residents of the Delta Zeta (DZ) 
sorority house, 214 4th St. have been 
spending recent weeks improving the in- 
sulation in their home. With the help of 
their landlord, Myrle Lehman, several 
repairs and check-ups have.been made. 

“We were wasting electricity because we 
did not have our furnace and heat vents 
checked,” explained Deb Fons, resident at 
214 4th St. “The landlord found that the 
dampers on the ceiling were closed or open 
too much. Some rooms were cold while the 
others were hot. Also, our furnace filter 
was so dirty that it was blocking warm air 
that should have been going through the 
pipes.”’ 

Other problems at the DZ house were 


“inadequate sealing of windows, gaps un- 


derneath doors, and a pinhole in one of the 
front room windows. 

To improve insulation throughout the 
house, plastic was put on the outside 
windows that did not have storms. Windows 
were also recaulked to seal the glass 
against them. Felt molding and weather 
stripping were installed around the doors. 
The residents are beginning to put rags 
against the door to block out cold air. 

“We hope to bring our heating bill down 
this month,” Fons continued. ““We’re being 
more conservative about lights and heat. 
Last month we paid $30 apiece — that’s way 
too much!

Many. of Stout's instructors are 
graduates of Stout. People from 
other schools bring fresh outlooks 
on the same subjects. 

Students have accused Stout of 
being 15 years behind industry. 
Until faculty members are allowed 
to catch up, this will remain so. 
Until Stout stops inbredding their 
faculty, this will remain so.

For a cost of approximately $1500 (more 
. depending upon the amount of travel done 
by each individual) chosen students will 
receive room, board, tuition, and round-trip 
overseas travel. 

The American Fashion College of 
Switzerland is not an exchange program 
but is rather a transfer program whose 
credits may-transfer as required courses 
-or free electives to Stout’s programs. 


Students enroll in courses that parallel 
and compliment Stout’s fashion mer- 
chandising program. ‘Introduction to 
European Culture,” a four credit required 
course, gives the learners a broad un- 
derstanding of Europe and especially 
Switzerland. Conversational German, 
money exchanges, European politics, and 
shopping information are explained. 


Dr. Robert Cameron, program director 
of the marketing and distributive education 
program, was awarded a trophy for his 
many years of service. The trophy was 
presented by DE coordinators who had 
graduated under Dr. Cameron.

“It’s really an excellent experience in 
meeting people,”’ she said. ‘“‘You have to 
learn seven different languages to be polite 
in seven different countries. You represent 
the U.S. to those people.” 


Heintz echoed her statement. ‘‘The first 
group just returned to Stout this semester, 
and contacts at the school in Switzerland 
said the students were fine ambassadors,” 
he said. 

“If you realize,” Markotic continued, 
“that you are in a foreign country and don’t 
expect it to be like the United States, it 
doesn’t present as much of a cultural shock 
as you read about.” 


“The whole experience wasn’t just at- 
tending the college — that was a basic 
educational-type atmosphere — it was 
being in Europe,”’ she concluded.

Snow removal: left or 


As you enter the city limits of 
Menomonie, a red and white lettered sign 
greets the operator of moving vehicles with 
the following inscription: 

Nov. 1 through April 1 
parking must occur on the even 
side of the streets on even 
numbered days, odd side of the streets 
on odd numbered days unless 
posted to the contrary. 


This statement decodes into the 


Menomonie city ordinance regarding snow 
removal. Every street except the down- 
town area is alternately cleared after a 


snowfall, and for that reason parking must 
be regulated to facilitate the snow plows. 


“It’s easier for the plows to go down one 
side ofthe street that than to go in the out of 
parked cars,” explained Bill Klavetter, 
community relations officer for the 
Menomonie Police Department. 


He explained, “Say tomorrow is the 17th 


— an odd-numbered calendar day. Starting 
at 6 p.m. on the 16th you must move your 
car to the odd numbered (homes with an 
odd-number) side of the street.” 

Calendar parking is a uniform policy 
practiced throughout the county where 
heavy snowfalis occur. The penalty for not 
moving your car is a $2 ticket. Most tickets 
are given out between the hours of 2 a.m. 
and 6 a.m.

“Car ignitions aren’t responsive to cold 


weather. For this reason, if your car won’t 
start and is on the wrong side of the street 
call the Police Dept. and let us know,” said 
Klavetter. 

“If you are one of the people who didn’t 
move your car at the right time, then you 
have a very good chance of being towed 
away,’ Klavetter concluded. 


So, until the spring thaw and April 1, 
make sure your vehicle is moved, pushed, 
and-or pulled to the right or wrong side of 
the street. If not, you may be two dollars 
poorer. 
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Book Beat

Sentics - The Touch of Emotions 
Dr Manfred Clynes Anchor Press 
Double Day: Garden City, New York 1977 


Dr Clynes has used his scientific training 
to develop an innovative view of human 
emotion. He holds degrees in neuroscience 
and in engineering from the University of 
Melbourne and also a MS. in music from 
the Julliard School in New York. Drawing 
from this interdisciplinary background, 
Clynes has devised a new scientific 
discipline. This field of study is concerned 
with the biological basis for emotional 
communication 

First of all, the author is no crackpot. His 
credentials are impressive and valid. He is 
one of the new breed of scientists who are 
discovering the increased need for a more 
humanistic scientific approach. Science in 
the future has to be used to increase man's 
quality of life, not merely his dependence 
on technology He hopes the utilization of 
his studies will answer’ how to experience 
emotions constructively rather than being 
used by them 

Dr Clynes has measured these emotions 
with a device called a sentograph Simply 
described the machine consists of a box 
wilh a large push button on top This box is 
wired to a highly sensitive computer which 
analyzes speed, force and direction of the 
individuals response The test subject is 
asked to express a series of emotional 
states Through studies of cuturally op 
posing people Clynes has noted the 
similarities in emotional communication 
He observed that despite difference in 
cultural training, diverge people react 
much the same way to similar word 
commands Cross-cultural similar ties 
occurred for the basic emotional states of 
anger, hate, grief, love, sex, joy and 
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reverence Hence, he concluded that 
emotions are transmitted genetically and 
are of biological origins. His studies sup- 
ported the view that specific emotions are 
characteristic of human nature regardless 
of race and culture 


This conclusion is the basis for further 
applications. What really surprised me was 
the resemblance of graphs for opposing 
emotions. Love and grief are the most 
closely related of all the responses. I do not 
want to mislead people for every emotion 
has unique form of expression 


The book goes on to measure many other 
avenues of expression For example, 
certain works of art seem to evoke the 
same emotional response from the 
majority of test subjects, the same is true 
for musical selections 


There is a large portion of the book 
devoted to controlling ones emotions Many 
case studies are sited showing how people 
have benefited from his instructions 
Hyper-tense people become much more 
relaxed when they follow his procedures of 
emotion thought control 


Well, being true to form now is the ume 
when | should either praise or condemn Dr 
Clynes book This | cannot do Instead. the 
book leads me to analogy | view this book 
as an astronaut might view his steaming 
Apollo rocket Clearly, I too am filled with 
that same measure of awe, respect. and 
doubt for Dr Clynes and his work I may 
not agree with all his conclusions, but I take 
heart in knowing that a humane approach 
to science is finally off the ground

- The Wisconsin 
American Legion recommended here 
Sunday that President Jimmy Carter’s 
legion membership be revoked. 

About 400 legionnaires, ending their 56th 
midwinter conference 4t the Hudson House 
Inn, charged that the President violated his 
commitment as a legion member by issuing 
a full pardon for Vietnam-era draft 
evaders. 

The resolution, approved unanimously 
Sunday, says that the legion has always 
maintained that such vital issues be 
resolved through conventions or by due 
process of law. 

The legion, it notes, has been consistent 
in its positions that consideration for those 
who evade or desert military service should 
be given only through the judicial process, 
and that each case should be determined on 
its own merits. 

The resolution, which will be forwarded 
to the national legion office in Indianapolis, 
Ind., asks that the President be per- 
manently barred from holding mem- 
bership.

Rumor has it that Stout will close down 
for a week due to the energy crunch and 
cold weather. 

According to University officials, the 
rumor has no basis. Instead, temperatures 
are being turned down in accordance with a 
directive from Governor Lucey. 


A spokesman from the heating plant 
summed up the energy situation at Stout. 
“We have enough coal stocked up for the 
winter, he said. 

He went on to explain that Stout uses 60 
tons of coal a day. The coal comes from 
Duluth, and is stockpiled in Eau Claire. He 
said another shipment of 350,000 pounds is 
due from Eau Claire one week from today. 


Dennis Foegen, director of protective 
services told Scott Cabot, Student Senate 
(SSA) president, ‘“We have plenty of coal.” 


The Senators of the Seventh Congress felt 
the energy directive from the Governor’s 
office as they met Tuesday, February 1, in 
a chilly East Central Ballroom. 


Scott R. Cabot, President of Stout Student 
Association (SSA) conducted a routine 
business meeting. Contradictory to the 
‘Truth and Trivia” column in this week’s 
Stoutonia, the Senators indicated the 
general concensus of the student body was 
to accept a proposal for charging a gate 

ee. 

The Senate discussed the assessment of a 
gate fee and the Athletic Department in 
general. The problems of the department 
may not only be monetary, but may be a 
lack of cooperation in all areas. The sports 
building is meeting opposition from the 
Administration (‘‘people on the hill.””). As a 
result, coaches are becoming frustrated 
and finding it difficult to make the program 
effective. As Cabot stated, ‘‘In order for the 
program to work there must be full 
cooperation from all areas.” 


Dean Anderson, Dean of Counseling 
Procedures, outlined a revised Probation 
Dismissal Policy. The purpose of the policy 
is to alert the student as to possible 
academic failing. and dismissal. ‘The 
design of the proposal would serve to 
lighten standards of achievement,”’ he said. 
“The revised probationary levels will 
promote a gradual growth experience.’ 
The results of this proposal will be earlier 
probation and dismissal measures being 
taken. 

Bud Marschall, Media Advertising 
Coordinator, gave the good news of the 
evening as he announced that Madison has 
finally approved “Dial an Activity.” The 
fruits of the two-month effort by Bill 
Siedlecki, Marschall and his committee 
will likely be an added Stout luxury by mid- 
March. 

The Award Committee has received 39 
applications for the Medallion Award. They 
are awaiting a Senate approval on the 
guideline they will use in selecting 


recipients of the award. Jane Harmsen, 


chairman of the committee is seeking 
auxiliary help from Senators that have not

Survey shows 87% Stout faculty 


support collective bargainin:

Collective bargaining is something the 
University of Wisconsin faculty and 
academic staff do not have. Under current 
state law, they do not have the right to 
negotiate terms and conditions of em- 
ployment. They are the only group of 
Wisconsin public employees which does not 
have the right to select collective 
bargaining. 

The Association of University of 
Wisconsin Faculties [TAUWF), recently 
conduced a state-wide survey of U.W. 
faculty and academic staff to determine 
support fer collective bargaining. 87 per- 
cent of the UW-Stout faculty surveyed 
favored the right to choose to have an ar- 
bitrator present during contract 
negotiations, while 13 percent opposed it. 


- Support is similar on other campuses ac- 


cording to Dr. James Bjornerud, executive 
committee member of TAUWF and In- 
dustrial Education Program Director at 
Stout. 


Collective bargaining now covers more 
than 140,000 staff members on 517 cam- 
puses in the nation. Limiting student 
evaluation of professors is the greatest 
effect of faculty unionization on students 
according to a 2% year study conducted by 
the student senate of the city. University of 
New York: 


Other effects include strikes and. 


potential tuition increases. According to the 
report though, it is difficult to determine 
the impact. of faculty unionization other 
than faculty evaluation limitation. 

Last year both TAUWF and the Board of 
Regents presented proposals to the state 
legislature asking for collective 
bargaining. The TAUWF bill was more 
extensive than the Board of Regents bill. 
Both bills had a no-strike clause to forbid 


‘faculty strikes. Neither bill was passed. 


In TAUWF’s bill, the Madison and 
Milwaukee campuses do not have to 


bargain with the rest of the university 
system. The other campuses can choose to 
have an arbitrator present during 
negotiations. Under the present system the 
Board of Regents submits a proposal to the 
Joint Financial Committee for evaluation. 
It is then given to the state legislature for 
approval. With collective bargaining, the 
faculty would be able to say what they want 
‘in their contract. This power would 


strengthen faculty input.-It would also © 


equalize treatment of Wisconsin public 
employees. 

TAUWF will again present a bill to the 
state legislature early this year. It will use 
“the survey’s results as evidence of sub- 
stantial support by faculty and academic 
staff for a collective bargaining bill,” says 
Bjornerud. Also, ‘‘this year the prospects of 
a bill being passed appear to be better with 
several legislators who opposed the 
collective bargaining rights bill replaced 
by new members.” 


Apathy — Followers 
or Leaders? 

“Power is invariably personal. 
There is no such thing, literally, as 
‘group power,’ only an individual 
leading a following. Masses are 
notoriously feaderless. The con- 
cept of group power comes from 
the support generated behind an 
individual speaking in behalf of a 
group, committee, or govern- 
ment,” says Adolf A. Berle, as 
quoted in Who Gets the Cookies by 
Michael A. Sego.

Basically 
this budget provides for the office operation 
of the University Student Senate (USS) and 
the University Activities Board (UAB). 

— $9,201.00 goes to our two classified 
secretaries, along with $2,484.00 in fringe 
benefits we are required to pay as their 
employer. 

— $5,964.00 goes to the executive officers 
of the SSA at a rate of $20.00 per academic 
week, with the balance being used for the 
employment of two work-study students 
who run the duplicating-poster services. 

— $3,500.00 is used for travel expenses for 
the UAB and USS Travel includes two 
National Entertainment Conferences, and 
the United Council meetings every month. 

—’$2,674.00 is for supplies. Over one-half 
of this amount is spent for ditto paper 


‘ furnished to students. who are required to 


provide handouts as class assignments as 
part of our free duplicating service. The 
balance is for office supplies. 
— $2,673.00 is used to cover telephone, 
postage and insurance costs. 
All together, the budget totals $26,496.00.

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(ZNS) Now that America’s Bicentennial 


celebrations are over, Kansas City, 
Missouri, is already planning 99 years 
ahead for the Nation’s Tricentennial. 


The City has set up a special trust fund of 
$500 to assure adequate money for its 
Tricentennial activities. The original $500 
investment is expected to grow to at least 
$100,000 by the year 2076, simply by ac- 
cumulating interest at an average annual 
interest rate of five-and-one-quarter per- 
cent 


(ZNS) A team of psychiatric researchers 
at Fairfield University in Connecticut has 
found that mentally disturnbed patients are 
more likely than normal persons to help 
individuals who are in distress 

The study team reports it tried an ex- 
periment on two groups of subjects — the 
first being 25 college students and the 
second, 25 patients in a mental institution 

The test involved the unknowing subjects 
sitting in a classroom when a person on 
crutches would enter, and then suddenly 
collapse to the floor in pain. Observers 
noted how the two groups reacted 

The researchers found that many more of 
the alleged ‘‘mentally disturbed patients 
either jumped forward to help or quickly 
ran for help A much higher percentage of 
the normal college students seemingly 
reliéd, instead, on that age-old adage of 
“don't get involved” and did nothing 


(ZNS) A high-tevel British Government 
commission is calling for a sweeping 
transformation of England's industries by 
giving workers an equal share in decision- 
making with board room executives 

In a document made public this week a 
committee of key trade unionists and 
academics has suggested that the boards of 
large companies should be divided equally 
between union and management directors, 
a move which would force executives to 


share decision-making with labor 
representatives 
The document concludes that British 


industries are sluggish, and suggests that 
workers might come up with better 
suggestions as to how companies could 
increase production

The Rare Earth Real Estate Company in 
Sausalito is offering a fully equipped but 
abandoned Intercontinental Ballistic 
Missile (1.C.B.M_) Silo in the southeastern 
New Mexico Desert 

The Federal Government built the silo for 
its atlas I.C B.M. missile, and it includes a 
launch silo, control center and connecting 
tunnel

The silo is located 26 miles west of 
Roswell, on 90 acres of land, and is 
surrounded by a seven-foot-high barbed 
wire fence. The reinforced concrete 
security shelter, 165 feet high, has eight 
complete levels, four partial ones, and 
underground personnel quarters con- 
structed to withstand a full-scale nuclear 
attack. 

Rare Earth claims that the silo would 
Cost at least $3.5 million to build; but it’s 
now being offered for a mere $60,000 
(ZNS) The General Accounting Office 
(G.A.0.) estimates the pentagon will pay 
out more money this year to retired 
military personnel than the army will pay 
to all active duty soldiers 
The growing military pension budget is 
said to be more than the Air Force has 
allotted this year for ail its planes and 
missiles combined 
According to the G.AO., the military 
pension programs, if not rewritten soon, 
literally threaten to bankrupt the US 
Treasury one day. Since 1962, the total 
military budget has doubled, and pension 
payments have increased by nearly 1000 
percent

Probation dismissal policy 


stiffens competition 


The Stout Student Senate (SSA) 
accepted a proposal for a new 
probation dismissal policy last 
week. From there, the plan must 
be approved by the faculty Senate, 
Sam Wood, Dean of Students, and 
Chancellor Swanson before im- 
plimentation. 

In view of. Stout’s crowded 
enrollment, the new policy makes 
sense. 

The Stoutonia staff feels the new 
plan will increase competition 
among students. Students who do 
not belong at Stout will make that 
discovery sooner. 

According to Scott Cabot, SSA 
president and member of the 
Admissions and Credits Com- 


-mittee (ACC), the idea of the new 


plan is to make it progressive. 
“This way someone with 
academic difficulty will be 
isolated sooner. The mood of the 
ACC is not to throw someone out. 


Rather, it is to find difficulties and 


refer the person for heip,’’ Cabot 
stated. — 


The plan raises the grade point 
averages (GPA) to avoid 
probation or dismissal. The policy 
would shorten the time a student 
may be on probation before 
dismissal. 

GPA resulting in dismissal 
remains at 0.750 for first semester 
freshmen, and 1.000 for all others. 
Probationary GPA would be 
changed to first semester fresh- 
men 1.7000; second semester 
freshmen. 1.8000; first semester 
sophomores 1.900; second 
semester sophomores and up 2.000. 

Other changes follow: 

—Official notice will be given on 
summer session probation. 

—Probationary students with 
excessive course withdrawals will 
be dismissed. 


—Classification

be figured on at- 
tempted credits instead of earned 
credits. Only classes issuing 
grades from A to F will be con- 
sidered for this process. 

—New freshmen entering on 
probation would be allowed one 
term if below 1.400 or two terms if 


above. 


- —Minimum GPA is proposed to 
be sei at: first semester freshmen 
1.400; second semester freshmen” 
1.6000; first sernester sophomores 
1.750; second semester 
sophomores and up 1.800. Students 
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with lower GPA would be 


dismissed. Students above the — 


minimum GPA would be given two 
semesters. 

The Stoutonia applaudes the SSA 
action, and urges the faculty 
Senate, Dean Wood and Chancellor 


_ Swanson to approve the proposal. 


The Stoutonia staff agrees with 
Cabot’s comment that the new 
policy ‘‘will help people get 
straightened out academically.” 

If we expect the faculty mem- 
bers to work.on upgrading quality, 
we must also expect it from the 
students. —

points. We’ve taken one second and two 


third places, one of which was last Satur- 
day’s meet at Hardscrabble-Wisconsin 
Governor’s Cup — in which 17 schools 
participated.

So far, we are a completely student 
organized, student funded team, whereas, 
other schools such as Madison, gets over 
$2000 a year funding and we still clean them 
up at meets.

The Education Committee was not the 
only busy group from the Stout campus 
Jane Harmsen and Darcy LakKock 


presented a workshop on Student Health 
Services during the conference 

The workshop was the result of much 
hard work on the part of several of our 
student government members’ The 
reaction of the UC members who attended 
the workshop was most favorable, and the 
session was deemed as one of the best of the

The mad rush of taking tests and com 
pleting projects associated with the last 
week of the semester may slow to an easy 
gait 

Patty Cowhey, head of the education 
committee for SS A. is presently creating 
a proposa! for a finals week at Stout This 
idea. which is still in the planning stages 
does not refer to a week of comprehensive 
tests It would be a week set aside for 
students. to enable them to complete all 
their work. with a minimum of classes 

The present system under consideration 
would consist of a two-hour block for each 
credit taken, with classes only meeting 
wnce This will not change the calendar 
year, but classes of three credits or more 
will lose a number of classroom hours 


Although classes would be held only once 


in this final week. other activities would be 
neluded Pre-registration fee payment and 
book returns and retrevials might be a 
part This would ease the pressure on the 
hbrary and textbook service 


Students might also have more op 
portunity for individual help from advisors 
and perhaps prevent the on-surge of con 
ferences at the beginning of each semester 
Faculty would have more time for students 
evaluation and grading, which perhaps 
would speed the return of grades 

Currently, a number of instructors are 
giving comprehensive finals examinations 
According to the faculty handbook ‘‘Any 
instructors wishing to give an examination 
requiring greater time than a normal class 
penod may elect to do so’ The instructors 
must consult the department chairman and 
students are to be notified by the third week

Some of the tenants advantages outlined 
in the Landlord Tenant Act Senate Bill 392 
are 


A tenant has the rmght to an eviction 
hearing contesting the landlords reasons 
for an eviction 

{.andiords will be held accountable for 
security deposits. which must be either 
returned or itemized within 21 days after 
vacaling premises 


Landlords must notify tenants of the 
name and address of the person or persons 
responsible for the up keep of the rented 
dwelling 

Landlords must keep premise in livable 
condition 

In all cases. except emergencies. a 
landlord must give 24 hour notice before 
entering a rented dwelling 


A rental agreement cannot free landlords 
from their responsibilities 


Termination notices must be in writing 


Landlords have no rights of access to a 
rented dwelling. except by court order 


If the landlord does not keep the premise 
up to par and does not respond to a 14 day 
written fix up notice, the tenant may move 
and receive all unearned rent back or sue 
and have exclusive right to occupancy for 6 
months after judgement 


If the landlord does not respond to a 
written request to make minor repairs | less 
than $100 or half monthly rent) within 10 
days, a tenant may make the repair and 
deduct the cost from the next months rent 


The landlord must supply water and 
other essential services These services

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Pierce Library outgrown; 
plans for remodeling or 
new facility in the making

By 1980, Stout may have a new or com 
pletely remedeled library facility 

This project has received the number two 
priority for the entire UW-system in the 
1977-79 building projects schedule 


The $8.2 million recommendation would 
either double the present structure through 
remodeling or ‘‘a new facility would be 
built across the street in the parking lot,” 
according to Joe Jax, director of Media 
Retrieval Services-Pierce Library The 
new building appears more feasible than 
remodeling because the present structure 
is cumbersome with little stack storage and 
seating space available Remodeling would 
also cause a 1'z year inconvenience to both 
Students and faculty 

Pierce library was remodeled once to 
accommodate 4,800 students and 176,000 
printed volumes There are now nearly 
6,000 students and more than 176.000 
volumes with an addition of 13.000 volumes 
per year Since maximum capacity was 
reached, more than 100 seats were removed 
for shelf room 


The new library facility has a requested 
capacity of 500,000 volumes which should 
accommodated Stout until! almost 2.000 
AD 

Before ans construction begins. the 
proposal must be approved by Governor 
Lucey and the Building Commission The 
Bureau of Facility Management |BFM 
the technical arm of the Building Com 
mission has investigated the proposal 
extensively but the report is not yet 
complete.” says Chancellor Swanson “We 
hope the recommendation 1s_ favorable 


because if it is negative, it will be very 
difficult to get the building."’ 

After the Building Commission approves 
the building and makes any revision, the 
proposal is sent to the legislature and 
finance committee for final approval. *‘All 
steps thus far appear positive and we are 
especially hopeful for the new building,” 
Swanson stated 

The proposed building is more than a 
library It is also a learning center A novel 
feature is a developmental learning center 
where students and faculty could use the 
one to one learning approach for individual 
learning rates 

Also a self instruction lavoratory, the 
textbook library and a classroom area 
would be included The integrated audio 
visual concept that now exists would be 
refined 

Three possibilites exist for the old 
building according to architectural 
feasibility studies conducted in August, 
1976 Remodeling 1s one alternative 
although it 1s not likely 

The Vocational Rehabilitation Depart 
ment may move from Hovlid Hall and the 
old Farmer's Store into Pierce Library 
This move would house them under one 
roof,"’ says Swanson If remodeling to 
accommodate the Voc Rehabl. dept is not 
feasible. then scattered parts of the 
university such as the graduate college 
housing office would be moved to the 
library 

The Stout library is very important to 
students because of its accessibility It 
would be nice to have a better facility for all 
to use and we are very, very optomistic,”’ 
(hancellor Swanson said

on Psychologist C. G. Jung 


Slap your knee and open your eyes to the 
extraordinary works of Carl Gustav Jung. 
There will be a film next Monday night at 8 
p.m. on the outspoken Psychologist, C. G. 
Jung, in the room 210 Applied Arts building. 
(Feb. 14) Jung was the biggest single 
contributor in the up and growing field of 
Depth Psychology. He lived to the ripe age 
of 86 (1875-1961) and was born of Swiss 
origin. 

A-member of Stout's faculty, Dr. David 
R. Cook, has scheduled this film which is a 
personal interview with Jung at age 83. Dr. 
Cook is relatively new at Stout, as he 
arrived in the fall of 1975. He came from 
Northegstern University in Boston where 
he was a professor and counselor in 
education. Here at Stout, Dr. Cook is a 
program director in the graduate school for 
guidance counseling and_ school 
psychology 


Cook is an avid Jung researcher and just 
picked up on Jung’s work about three years 
ago. He belongs to 2 C. G. Jung Association 
in Minneapolis and gives lectures on the 
subject. 


Barlow reflects 
on Valentine’s 
Day myths 


With Valentine’s Day approaching, 
young lovers should be aware of the many 
myths Americans have about love and 
romance. So says Brent Barlow, a UW- 
Stout associate professor, who teaches 
marriage and family courses at the 
university. 

“We are still brought up with a lot of 
romantic expectations, heightened by 
Valentine’s Day,” he said. ‘The idea that 
romanticism should have a high degree of 
involvement in marriages is an American 
invention.” 

He said that there are some things in 
marriage that are difficult, demanding, 
and not very romantic at all, but often 
people’s high expectations for romance in 
marriage leads to disappointment when 
they discover these things. 

Barlow said that many couples are so 
caught up in romantic notions of love that 
they overlook other qualities. ‘‘What I’m 
saying here is that too often the person may 
be a good lover but not an adequate spouse. 
I think that that’s important because some 
people feel that when they are in love a 
fulfilling marriage is the next step, which 
isn’t necessarily true.” 

Barlow also explains the origin of the 
myth about “love at first sight’’. He said

Last week’s University Student 
Senate meeting discussed briefly 
the idea of charging a gate fee at 
UW-Stout athletic events. While no 
formal vote was taken on the 
measure, the consensus among the 
Senators was. overwhelmingly 
against the concept by a margin of 
2 tol. 

The issue- of charging an ad- 
mission to attend was prompted by 
President, Scott Cabot, as an 
outgrowth of a move by the 
athletic: department to take over 
the concession business at several 
events to help bolster their 
strained budget. Currently, nearly 


all of the money used to finance the . 


intercollegiate athletic programs 
comes from the portion of the 
student activity fee monies that 
the senate allocates to athletics. 
$70,000 was allocated in fiscal 1976- 
77 and $72,407 for ‘77-‘78, an in- 
crease of 6.5: percent, less a 
deallocation for some sports. 

The reason for the athletic 
department’s desire to assume the 
concession business is simple and 
summed up best by Cabot, 
“Quality athletics is expensive!’’ 
(Stoutonia, Feb. 3, 1977, pg. 3). 
Price increases in travel have 
been especially drastic in the past 
few years and some sports have 
had some extraordinary increases 
in supply costs or had successfully 
expanded their programs, but with 
additional costs. 

The alternative to gate receipts 
or concession business as sup- 
plemental incomes would be to 
make a substantial increase in the 
base allocation from the SSA. 

There exists one ,other 
possibility to solving the problem, 
but historically it has been con- 
sistently rejected. It would involve 
cutting back the number of sports 
offered to make the budget go 
farther. “ 

Actually, Athletic . Director 
William Burns started on that 
procedure four years ago at a time 
when the athletic budget was going 
to be severely cut back, but 
Chancellor Robert Swanson 
stepped in with a statement of 
policy that has taken on a ring of 
Gospel. Swanson’s position was to 
“maintain the scope, but decrease 
the intensity’ in intercollegiate 


sports at Stout. 

Stated more simply, Stout will 
continue to offer all sports, but will 
not schedule as many games, 
provide top line equipment or 
facilities or carry as many team 
members... Unfortunately, any 
commitment to athletics carries: 
with it a commitment to be 
competitive in all areas, on the 
field of play, as well as in facilities 
and conveniences offered. In 
short, athletics is ‘’keeping up with 
the Joneses.’’ The Joneses in the 
WSUC are Eau Claire, Stevens 
Point, River Falls, etc. ... 

Next week this column will take 
a look at one sport in particular 
and discuss the special problems 
that confront the Blue Devil 
hockey teamrand further explore 
why the current budget, without 
any supplement, is,insufficient to:

Controversy continued over the Finals 
Week idea at the senate Tuesday evening. 

After Patty Cowhey, vice president for 
academic affairs (VPAA), brought up the 
subject for the fourth week in a row, Jim 
Buchanan moved that the senate delegate 
responsibility to the Education Committee 
to develop a proposal describing the Finals 
Week and to survey student opinion. The 
motion failed because of lack of decision. 


Some senators say their constituents do 
| not see a need for a Finals Week and others 
continue to advocate the proposal. 

The main problem seems to be that 
nobody knows exactly what such a week 
would entail. Yet for four consecutive 
weeks the senate has debated the problem, 
instead of drawing up a proposal, which 
would enable students to weigh the pros and 
cons of the matter. 

A few senators will not let this issue die. 
They plan on working on the proposal and 
survey outside of the Education Com- 
mittee. 

“After working on something for four 
weeks, you don’t decide there is not a 
need,”’ said Cowhey, who plans to stick with 
the issue. 


The senate accepted the report of the 


Student-Faculty Committee on student- 
teacher evaluation. The new plan will 
require a yearly evaluation of a course and 
its instructor along with a booklet for 
students that will include information on 
the type of instruction offered. 


This report is Cowhey’s major ac- 
complishment before leaving office at the 
end of the present congress. 


In other business, Bud Marshall, who is 
trying to get a sign on the freeway ad- 
vertising Stout, sought rationale to present 
to the highway department for such a sign. 

Marshall’s milestone before he leaves 
office will be the incorporation of Dial an 
Activity. With the purchase of a $200 
broadcasting system, he and the committee 
will have provided a feasible means of 
communicating the diversity of activities 
offered on this campus that are not usually 
recognized.

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Counseling center moves 
to Bowman basement

The University Counseling Center has 
- moved to the lower level of Bowman Hall, 
directly below the Tower. 

“Tn our new location, we now have. more 
room than ever to expand our services,’ 
said Dr. David McNaughton, director. 

Some of the services offered by the 
center, free of charge to Stout students and 
faculty are: career planning and 


educational information, group learning 


experiences such as an outreach program 
and weight reduction classes, the peer 
counseling program where students are 
trained to.be counselors among their peers, 
and personal social counseling. 


The college and career informational 
center is not a relatively well-known 
facility around the campus, according to 
McNaughton. 


“We have a complete college library of 
universities and junior colleges located 
throughout the United States.” 

“Our responsibility is prior to ad- 
mission.”” McNaughton continued, ‘We try 
to help underclassmen decide the question: 
‘Where am I headed?’ by testing their | 
vocational interests and abilities.” 


The main function of the center is to 
assist people to grow by clarifying their 
values, make decisions, and learn more 
about one’s self. 

“We get questions ranging from 
| relationships with roommates. to 
depression to being a more effective per- 
son.’ 

“We try te provide the finest professional 
service possible to a student who wants to 
improve in himself,’”’ said McNaughton. 


One of the aids used in counseling is the 
Biofeedback Laboratory where 
physiological responses are monitored. 
Once the problem is identified, there are 
steps which can be taken to overcome these 
problems. 

One way to relieve or overcome anxiety 
is in the relaxing room. 


“Tf a student tenses up in a test-taking 


situation or when he or she speaks in front’ 


of others, this tenseness is known as an 
irrational fear — learned behaviour which 
can be unlearned,” explained McNaughton. 


The fear is unlearned or desensitized 
through a series of tapes which lead the 
student through a relaxing process. The 
student first listens to a tape in the relaxing 
room which instructs him or her to relax 
the muscles. Then, the student is asked to 
imagine himself in a scene for his anxiety. 
After picturing it several times in the mind 
the student advances to the next tape and 
scene. When approximately 15-20 sessions 
are complete, desensitization will be 
complete. 


“We try to stress the fact that the center 
is for all students, not just those with 
problems. We strive for a casual, warm 
kind of atmosphere — our rap center is for 
anyone who wants to drop into a warm, 
quiet room and talk with friends or study, a 
place away from the Union,” said Mc- 
Naughton. 

He concluded, ‘‘We’d probably install a 
coffee pot if the price of coffee wasn’t so 
high! 23

Students may qualify for 
homestead credit claim

Did you make less than $7,500 last year? 
Are you over 18 and independent? Maybe 
you can make a Homestead Credit Claim. 


The Homestead Credit Claim is a federal 
law that will decrease any income tax due 
or increase any income tax refund if you 
qualify. 

To qualify, you must meet all the 
following conditions. You must be over 18 
by December 31, 1976 and you must not 
have been claimed as a dependent on 
anyone’s 1976 federal income tax return. 

Your income must have been less than 
$7,500 for 1976. Income for the Homestead 
Credit Claim includes scholarships and 
unemployment. You cannot receive 


general relief or aid to families with 


dependent children and qualify for the 
claim. 


Also, you must have been a: legal 


Wisconsin resident during all of 1976 and an 
owner or a renter of the Wisconsin 
homestead you occupied during 1976. 


The term homestead means a dwelling 
that is owned or rented and the room 
around it. Dorms are included. 


A “Certification of Rent Paid’ must be 
submitted with the Homestead Claim: The 
landlord must sign the certificate. If 
residing in the dorm, the head resident. 
must sign the form. Both forms are in- 
cluded in the Wisconsin 1976, Income Tax 
Booklet. The completed forms are included 
with the Wisconsin Income Tax form. 
Utilities and furnishings are not included so 
the net rent must be adiusted for rent only. 
If one or more qualified individual(s) each 
rent in a single dwelling, then each may 
claim only the amount they have paid.

Financial aids no longer 
revoked for discipline reasons 


Elimination of the revocation of financial 
aid as a disciplinary measure was the 
unanimous decision of the Board of Regents 
on Feb. 11. 

United Council (UC) President Buff 
Wright was the only person to speak before 
the Board on the subject prior to their vote. 

After the procedures were passed by the 
Board last Spring, UC decided to seek an 
amendment eliminating the revocation of 


financial aids at the Council’s July, 1976 
meeting. Wright addressed the Board of 
Regents on this matter in September, 
clarifying the UC stand which the Board 
and UW Central Administration took a long ~ 
look at. 


In response to the United Council, the 
UwW-System and the Board of Regents have 
eliminated the revocation of financial aids 
as a student disciplinary sanction.

Resident Advisor 
roommates refuted 


The Stouftonia staff feels that 
resident advisors (RAs) should not 
have roommates. 


“They should cut out the extra 98 
beds. When you’re talking about 
the betterment of 2,767 students, 
you have to start someplace,”’ said 
Martha Hoy, an RA. The Stoutonia 
staff echoes her sentiments. 


We feel that roommates would 
hamper one of the primary ac- 
tivities of an RA — counseling. 
Students would be reluctant to 
discuss problems when the 
roommate was present, and 
reluctant to ask the roommate to 
leave. Even if the roommate were 
absent, would he or she find out the 
nature of the conversation later? 

RAs are required to fill out 
reports on floor activities. These 
forms sometimes require hours of 
privacy. A roommate looking over 
one’s shoulder does not lead to the 
freedom the RA would need to 
finish the report. 

‘The roommate also suffers in 
such a situation. Imagine feeling 
“like a guest in your own room. This 
is what we feel would happen if 
residents were subjected to 
rooming with an RA. 

Stout has been known for their 
“excellent resident advisor 
program.’’ For this reason, 
Platteville and St. Olaf’s have 
asked Stout RAs to apply for 
‘positions as Head Residents at 
their universities. 

Surely RA roommates would 
harm this fine reputation.

Weaver has been president of the UW 
System since it was formed in 1971 through 
the merger of the University of Wisconsin 
and the Wisconsin State Universities 
System His USC appointment is effective 
in September He will teach economic and 


regional geography 


In a statement from Los Angeles, US¢ 
President John R Hubbard said he was 
very pleased’’ with Weaver's acceptance 
His achievements as a teacher, resear 
cher and administrator are ex 
traordinary,’’ Hubbard said of the UW 
System president, adding 


His presence at USC will add luster not 
ynly to our Geography Department but to 
the entire university ¢ 


Last July, when Dr Weaver announced 
his intention to retire as president, he said

Commission accuses the Commerce 
Department of secretly rushing through its 
new ruling for the benefit of private cor- 
porations before other agencies could step 
in and prevent it — Zediac 
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High Times claims that authentic LSD 
has not been available on the streets of the 
United States since 1966, saying that vir 
tually all psychedelics sold as LSD for the 
past decade are, in reality, different in 
chemical structure from pure acid 

LSD-25 was first manufactured by Dr 
Albert Hoffman at the Sandoz Laboratories 
in Switzerland. In 1966, LSD was outlawed 
in the US., and according to High Times, 
none of the so-called acid made since then, 
including Sunshine, Windowpane, Blotters 
and Microdots was precise enough in 
structure to unlock what are described as 
the mind's delicate ‘‘doors of perception " 

According to High Times: ‘Today's acid 
trip is far more likely to resemble a live TV 
broadcast in runny color from the front seat 
of a roller coaster’ than a true LSD ex- 
penence

Over 300 songs were picked by Stout 
students as their ‘‘favorite.’’

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American tradition glows 
with hand-dipped candles 


by Nancy Blake 


American history and tradition has been 
written by light from softly-glowing, hand- 
dipped candles. Since it takes from 20 to 30 
dips to get a fair-sized taper, a patient hand 
is needed. 


To dip your own candles, you need 
wicking or soft string, cut about 6 inches 
longer than the actual length of the candle 
you want. You need a short stick about 12 
inches long, and wax. You also need two 
tall, deep wide-mouthed jars. Melt the wax, 
fill one jar, and stand it in boiling water. 
Stand the other jar in ice cubes and fill it 
with cold water. 


Now back to the wax. Many homemade 
candles are made entirely from paraffin. It 
is inexpensive and easy to obtain. Paraffin 
has a low agi Sho Candles made 
entirely from it ip free. You can add 
beeswax to the paraffin. Beeswax, which 
bees use for making honeycomb, has a 
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(when = eat in) 


melting point around 150 degrees F. A 
small amount added to paraffin gives a fine 
finish to your candles and improves them in 
general. 


Tie one end of the wicking to the stick, to 
make handling a little easier, First, dip the 
wick in the wax. Pull it out, and let the wax 
harden in the air. Dip it into the cold water. 
Let it drain completely. Dip again, let 
harden, then dip into the water, and drain. 
Continue until you have the size taper you 
want. Then hang it by the extra wick to a 
clothesline until it has hardened. 


If you want the candle to taper gently, 
don’t dip the candle all the way into the wax 
each time. The first few times go all the 
way in the wax to form the core. You can 
tell as the candle grows how deep to sink it 
each time into the wax. 


You can dip candles into different colors, 
creating a beautiful tapered candle to read 
by.

Last week’s column dealt with 
some problems and history of how 


the UW-Stout intercollegiate 
sports arrived at their current 
status. This week ‘‘On the Bench*’ 
is going to take a closer look at one 
sport, and concentrate on some of 
the unique problems that confront 
the hockey team. 

Although many sports have 
encountered price increases for 
equipment, hockey players and 
teams have found sharper _ in- 
creases in cost in recent years. 
While. prices of services and 
supplies for the. game rose, what 
made the high cost of hockey even 
higher was: the rapid growth, and 
‘expansion of the sport in this 
country. What was formerly’ a 
game. played in Canada and 
northern -U. S. has now expanded 
and has made inroads at the 
collegiate evel. Demand has 
outgrown supply. 

The cost of outfitting one hockey 


player is approximately $350.00, 


and there are 18-22 skaters on a 
hockey team. The Cost of equip- 
ping a goalie is even higher 
because of the specialized gear 
that they wear. The single most 
expensive item is skates which run 
anywhere from $135.00 to $150.00 
per pair. Since the school. doesn’t 
provide’ footwear for the hockey 
players as they do for other sports 
that brings the esimate up to about 
$215.00 per player. 

These estimates don‘t include 
some of the other kinds of 
equipment that the players 
provide for themselves without 


“sports provide practice pants, 


even thinking about it. While some 


socks, t-shirts and other gear, the 
skaters at Stout are expected to 
provide for themselves. And they 
do so without protest. Fortunately, 
however, hockey equipment is well 
bullt and durable. 

While the cost of equipment is 
high, nothing matches the cost of 
ice time. Hockey is the only sport 
which has fo tie up a large share of 
their budget to rent their practice 
and game facility. Ice time costs 


$30.00 for an hour and.a-half every - 


day of practice, and is more ex- 
pensive during game dates. 
And, even though the cost of ice 


is high, what further compounds. 


the issue is that student money 
which Is paid to an outside agency 
does not stay on the campus. The 
use of the Dunn County Arena also 
Involves the players providing 
their own transportation to games 
and practices each day to a 
location of some distance from the 
campus. This also effects at- 
tendance at home games. 

An additional factor which holds 
down attendance is the fact: that 
hockey Is the only sport to charge a 
$1.00 gate fee to students to help 
meet costs. It is precisely hockey’s 
experience with the entrance 
charge keeping people away that 
worries Athletic Director William 
Burns, the coaches and. senate 
members when it comes to 
charging gate fees for all sports. 
Even though other campuses have 
initiated gate fees for their 
programs without much harm, 
SSA president Scott Cabot is fond 
of saying that Stout Is not the other 
campuses, and their answers are 
not necessarily Stout's. 

Budgeting concerns aside, next 
week~will-explore how much _ it 
costs an individual to compete on 
behalf of Stout, and some of the 
extraordinary efforts that have to 
be made. Some of those efforts 
reflect the budget and some don’t, 
but once again it will be from the 
pecspective of a Biuve aha hockey

Phillips’ qualifications questioned -- 


student and faculty opinions vary

Students and faculty have differing 
opinions as to the placement of Mr. 


Thomas Phillips as program director for . 


Hotel and Restaurant majors. 

_ “Mr. Phillips is in this position on a 
temporary basis. He is serving the 
department because of the unexpected 
decision of Tim Ross, the previous director, 
to leave,” said Dr. Anthony Samenfink, 
Dean of Home Economics. 

He feels that in order to offer the best 
system to the students, Mr. Phillips was 
the most qualified person to fill this 
position. 

Dean Samenfink also said that money 
was redirected and used to hire Julie Foslid 
to assist Mr. Phillips with advising the 
scheduling problems. Dr. Mary Thomson, 
assistant Dean of Home Economics who 
works closely with Mr. Phillips, feels that 
in general, students are pleased with Mr. 
Phillip’s work. Ms. Thomson heads a 
student advisory committee and said that 
reports have all been good. 


When asked if Mr. Phillips is qualified for 
Program Director of H&R, Chancellor 
Swanson commented, “He wouldn’t have 
been chosen if he wasn’t qualified.” 


Charles Metelka, Associate Professor of 


Habitational resources refused to com- 


ment. 

On the other end of the spectrum, Joe 
Meyer, a senior in H&R, feels that ‘Mr. 
Phillips is not doing a good job as program 
director of H&R. Although he does an ex- 


cellent job for the Dietetics and Food - 
Service Administration programs, he’s just 
not qualified for H&R. He doesn’t have the 
flare needed for the business of hospitality 
and has a general disdain for H&R 
students.” 

Many other students have similar 
feelings, but refused to be quoted for fear of 
reprisal. - 

A replacement for Mr. Phillips is now 
being sought. Mr. Phillips along with others 
are communicating with different 
associations to keep an eye open for 
someone to fill his position. When asked if 
he would consider accepting the position if 
it were offered to him, he said, ‘‘I wouldn’t 
be opposed to it, I’ll serve at the will of the 
dean.”’ He did say that he felt he had time 
for the three programs, but that an ad- 
ditional person in the department would 
help meet the needs of the students. 


The diversity of opinions between 
students and faculty sites a breakdown in 
communication. 


Mr. Phillips feels that there are many 
channels that students can take if they have 
any problems or complaints about the 
program or department. In addition to Dr. 
Mary Thomson’s Program advisory 
committee, Dean Samenfink has a student 


‘advisory committee. An organization 


called HELP (Home Economics league of 
Presidents) which contains all of the 
Presidents of every Home Economics club, 
on campus is also available. A newsletter is 
also sent out periodically.

Director Needed 
There is general disgruntlement 
among some hotel and restaurant 
majors with their program. The 
Stoutonia staff feels an important 
portion of the hotel and restaurant 
problem is the need for a per- 
manent program director. 
Problems have been building up 
since before 1975 when a group of 
students brought complaints to 
Dean of Home Economics, An- 
thony Samenfink. This fall Tim 
Ross, previous hotel and 
restaurant program director, did 
not sign a new contract. Tom 
Phillips was temporarily assigned 
to the post. 
Phillips is program director for 
food service administration and 
dietetics, and teaches a half-time 
load (7 credits) in addition to the 
hotel and restaurant position. 
When a Stoutonia staff reporter 
tried to write an article about the 
hotel and restaurant program, she 


encountered problems. 


Students were more than willing 


to criticize the program, but not - 


willing to be quoted. 

Some students said Phillips does 
not have a ‘flair’ for hotel and 
restaurant. They feel he is too 
dietetics oriented. 

The Stoutonia staff feels care, 
consideration, and student input 
should be exercised in the hiring of 
a full time program director. 
Students must deal with a 
program director, and their voice 
in the matter should be em- 
phasized. 


An obvious group to help with 


the decision is the Dean’‘s advisory 
board. 

The board, made up of one 
student from every major in the 
school of Home Economics, would 
help choose a person they feel 
qualified to give honest and direct 
answers, something some students 
now feel is lacking. 

The solution the Stoutonia staff 
proposes is student input in the 
full-time program | director 
decision. .

Now the Senate, with its almighty control 
over money, debated. The athletic 
department has been allocated money by 
the Stout Student Association, SSA. The 
money is controlled by Athletic Director,. 
Bill Burns. He is responsible to budget the 
money to each individual sport. The hockey 
team doesn’t feel they are getting their fair 
eut. Whether the fault is in the ad- 
ministration of the money is yet to be 
determined by the Senate. They have the 
authority to take the budget that has been 
laid out for the department and rearrange 
it. There are pros and cons to this issue, and 
before determining who is right or wrong, 
misinformation must be cleared up. Bill 
Burns will be at the Senate meeting next 
week to defend his position.

Pricing and other policies are made by

Although ordering, restocking, and other 
jobs are done by two coordinators, much of 
the day-to-day work is done by member 
volunteers 

The store is open on Monday, 5-8 pm 
Wednesday 3-6 p m , and Saturday 10 a m 
3pm The hours that the store is open are 
flexible depending on the number of 
volunteers and the need expressed 

Presently the Co-op sells a wide range of 
dried fruits, nuts, cheeses, teas, spices 
grains. seeds, yogurt, eggs, beans, nut 
butters. and other whole foods They are 
sold in bulk save expenses and

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Carter proposes cuts 
in financial aids

President Carter has made reductions in 
financial aids for 1977-78 in his budget 
proposal. Many of the cuts are hold-overs 
from Ford's proposed budget 

Carter has recommended the elimination 
of National Direct Student Loans (NDSL) 
A $13) million recommendation for Sup- 
plimentary Education Opportunity Grants, 
(SEOG)' and a 40 percent cut in workstudy 
funds are also included in the package 


“If no new federal dollars are coming in 
for NDSL), we would have collections on 
repayments from students who have 
graduated to work with,”’ said Lois Vc: 
Berg. financial aids director 

The law states that before congress may 
fully fund Basic Educational Opportunity 
Grants ‘BEOG) it must minimally fund 
NDSL Should congress accept Carter's 
package, it will do so unlawfully 

Stout currently has $338,580 in federal 
funds for the NDSL program. According to 
Von Berg, the state of Wisconsin must 


match the funds 

The cut in SEOG funds is down $110 
million from current levels 

Stout now has $381,662 for worksfudy 
students, with an additional $24,188 for 
summer schooi students. A 40 percent cut 
would drastically reduce the number of 
students able to participate in the program 
according to Von Berg 

So far, *‘Congress has kept the financial 
aid program alive We're hoping they'll 
continue to do so,"’ said Von Berg 

“One of the things involved is that a non 
resident can only participate in federal 
programs."’ Von Berg added 


She urged students to write to the 
chairman the Appropriations Com 
mittee, and “swamp his office with mail 
She indicated that student opinion does 
more good than administrative opinion

Vocational Rehabilitation is a relatively 
new field The first graduate level training 
program in the country began at Stout in 
4966 when Dr Paul Hoffman received a 
planning grant from the Rehabilitation 
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Services Administration In 1967, the first 
13 students entered the graduate program 
in vocational evaluation 

The undergraduate program was begun 
in 1969, and in 1974 the sub-mayjor of Work 
Adjustment was added to the graduate 
program 

At present there are 75 student in the 
graduate program and approximately 400 
undergraduates majoring in rehabilitation 

Stout graduates in rehabilitation work 
with handicapped individuals to help them 
reach their maximum personal, social, and 
vocauonal potential ‘‘Handicapped" in 
dividuals include those with physical 
disabilities, mental illness, mental 
retardation. blindness, alcoholism and 
trug abuse, as well as those with criminal 
records and those who are culturally 
disadvantaged 

Stout graduates are employed in public 
and private agencies such as sheltered 
workshops, state vocational rehabilitation 
correctional facilities, adult day activity 
centers. half-way houses, public school 
systems and vocational schools 

Stout's Voc Rehab program is well 
known across the country and therefore the 
demand for Stout graduates in 
Rehabilitation is great The program 
claims a placement record of nearly 100

The annual week long observance of 
Black History began Feb. 14 - Feb. 20 
Ebony Harambee dedicated the week of 
Black history to Black women and men who 
contributed their time and efforts in the 
struggle of ‘Being Black” 

The People Speak"’ talk show took place 
in the Pawn Monday, Feb. 14, 1977. This 
show, hosted by David Speller, began the 
week-long observance of Black events. The 
talk show included a panel of Ebony 
Harambee members: Melinda Greene, 
Helen Taylor, Jeff McDaniel, and Ronald 
Freeman. The show centered around the 
main theme of Black History Week ‘Being 
Black" 

The panel expressed their feelings and 
opinions about Black identity, the positive 
and negative aspect of the movie ‘‘Roots” 
and gave their insight ir the future of the 
Black race 

Education and self awareness were key 
concepts expressed by the panel. A brief 
question and answer period followed the 
discussion in which the audience, smaller 
than expected, toek part in the rap session 
The week continued with the appearance 


in the Johnson Fieldhouse. The 
fieldhouse seating arrangement was set for 
1,500, between 450 and 650 people attended 
this event. 

Mr. Gregory, who arrived a little late, 
immediately captured the audience's at- 
tention when he began his program with 
psychological humor about human 
phenomenon, in essence gathering the 
audience together with an equalizer 

Friday, Feb. 18, 1977 Ebony Harambee 
sponsored a Variety show which took place 
in Harvey Hall with a seating capacity of 
700, between 100 and 150 people attended 
this event 

The technology of a reel to reel tape was 
used by Ebony Harambee to narrate the 
show This gave the small crew of Ebony 
Harambee and their fellow brothers and 
sisters more time to display their talents of 
what being Black has meant to them 

Skits were used by Ebony Harambee to 
demonstrate the reality of ghetto life. In- 
terpretive dance was performed in order to 
relate the internal and external expressions 
of the movement of Black people in their 
search for freedom. Poetry was com 
municated to the audience to express Black 
feelings through the form of words. 

The second annual Sweetheart Ball event 
took place Feb. 19, 1977 in the Commons 
Music was performed by the ‘'Clovers"’, a 
group from Racine 

Melinda Greene and Drew Jones were 
crowned Queen and King for the 1977 
Sweetheart Ball. A large number of 
students took part in this event. 

Sunday, Feb. 20, 1977 church services 
were held in the East Central Ballroom 
conducted by Rev. Richmond Stoglin, from 
the University of River Falls. ‘‘The Gospel 


Expression’’ from Racine, Wisconsin 
provided the gospel selections. This event, 
attended by a small number of people, 
concluded the week-long observance of 
events directed by Ebony Harambee for 
1977 


The question that Ebony Harambee feels 
should be answered is: Where were the 
administrators, the faculty, the community 
and the students?

It Lays

This book deals with the inability of an 
actress to find purpose in her life. She gives 
up on men after a series of degrading ex- 
periences. All too often she barters her 
sense of identity for the false, impermanent 
security of a lover’s gambit. Where does 
the problem lie? 


She left her small Nevada town for the 
riches of New York and Hollywood. The 
image of her dying mother on the snake 
strewn sand haunted her. Why did she shun 
the only love her life would know? Maybe 
she was confronted with the old adage ‘‘the 
grass is always greener on the other side.” 


The protagonist emerges as a lady 
viewing herself as an aborted surrogate. 
Her goals are only for external measures of 
worth. She cannot form values in a society 
that has not supplied them for her. She fails 
to realize that this is a human condition not 
peculiar to herself. Isolation is the only 
environment where her world is not 
threatened. Like most people she refuses to 
understand that happiness is not a state of 
mind, it is a state of being. However, it is 
not that simple. No one has a secret chart to 
this or any other matter. 


Maria, the central character, has been 
wronged, no doubt. For instance, her 
husband forces her to have an abortion 
while he is carrying on with his leading 
lady. However, she admitted to having her 
own extramarital lovers. Who is to blame? 
There is, at the central core of this book, 


the idea that women are pawns on the _ 


chessboard of life. To this my male per- 
sonna has to reply, ‘‘who isn’t.’’ However, 
for a male maybe the rules are more 
clearly stated. 


Maybe I can apply a new term to the 
dilemma of selling out to society in a 
changing world. I look at the new freedom 
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women are deserving of as a form of sexual 
evolution and revolution. We, as people, 
should gain comfort in the fact that we-all 
are chasing an elusive butterfly. Lf society 
preconditions a dominant sex or race then 
it must change. There are enough intra- 
personal barriers to break with societies 
fortifying them. In rebuttal to the story, I 
ask, was Maria used, or did she sell out? 
Let’s not recruit guerrillas for our war on 
inequality. Instead, let’s strive for disar- 
mament, the only sure peace. I can only say 
this is a book your mother probably would 
not read.

Batiking 


a craft using 


ingenuity designing shirts 


BY Nancy Blake , 

Batiking is a process of painting with wax 
on fabric, then dying the exposed parts to 
make any design you want. Melt the wax in 
a double boiler or something that would 
work in the same manner as to avoid fires. 
The wax must be kept hot and remember to 
keep adding water to the pan because it 
boils away. 


You can draw your design on the fabric 
with a light pencil, then start applying the 
wax with a brush. The wax should be hot 
enough so it can penetrate the cloth fairly 
evenly and not just spread out over the 
surface of the fabric in a crust or the dye 
will seep through it. 


Remember that every part of the piece 
not protected by wax will absorb color! You 
cover one area and the areas around it take 
on the color. Design possibilities are as 
endless’ as your imagination. You can 
sprinkle wax in an unorganized fashion or 
create a realistic painting. Since the colors 
are protected from one another by wax you 
can get a limitless amount of colors on one 
piece. 


The fabric is dyed in cold-water dye, the 
instructions will vary according to the 
source. You could even try dying with 
plants in cold water. have never tried it — 
it might just work. 


The fabric is dyed and hung to dry. Wax 
out other areas and dye once again. Do this 


over and over till you! have the colors you 


want. To add a beautiful touch, crack the 
wax and dye in another colored bath — this 
adds a beautiful batiked look to your 
design. 


When you have finished dying, cover 
your fabric with newspaper and begin to 
iron carefully. The iron should be fairly hot 
so as to melt the wax. Keep changing the 
newspaper. Keep ironing till no more wax 
appears to be ironing out on the newspaper 
and the fabric is just slightly stiff. Then 
sink the fabric into enough water to 
cover it well and hold it well beneath the 
surface. The last remaining bit of wax will 
float to the surface and can be taken off. 

If you do any sewing you could paint a 
design on your sleeves or down the center of 
your shirt. Use your imagination — think of 
has special touch to add to your favorite 


Fabrics that work well in batiking are 
medium silk shantung, linen, and cotton. 
Very lightweight materials don’t hold the 
wax well; very heavy ones are much 
harder to penetrate the wax. 


So get your brush, wax, some color, your 
favorite Shirt and your most imaginative 
energy to make that shirt extra special. It’s 
a lot of fun, why don’t you try it?

told stories which caused us to look at our 
racist attitudes and —— at ourselves. 

As one who had. experienced racial 
hatred firsthand, Gregory was not content 
to accept the ease that his new fame would 
bring without hel his people in their 
struggle. He la himself fully into the 
Civil Rights movement which was reaching 
a peak-in the south at the time, a decision 
which cost him much of his support in the 
white community. 

As a person of national ih oreoctine vig a 
marches .all over the Sou i, reach’ 
violence and often sai sora tings at tthe 
hands of the police. Then and now, the 
nation’s prisons have become his home but 
he always returned to the front lines, after 
being released. 


When the Civil Rights struggle moved to 


the northern cities, Dick Gregory was there ; 


being arrested time and again. 

As time progressed, he spoke out against 
injustices toward all races, and in 1968 was 
nominated as a presidential candidate of 
the Peace and Freedom Party. His cam- 
paign was limited by the media’s policy of 
publicizing only activities of right-wing and 
centerist political parties such as the 
Democrat, Republican, and American 
Independent parties. He did win a place, 
however on Nixon’s ‘“‘hate list.’’ 

The news media has chosen to ignore his 
lengthy fast against the Viet Nam War and 
his recent cross-country run which was to 
call attention to world hunger and other 
issues. 

After his talk, all who wished were in- 
vited to a question and answer session with 
Mr. Gregory in the President’s Room at the 
Student Center. The room was packed with 
people and many questions were asked, 
mostly pana. Nye cape de assassinations. 
He answered uently 
digressing the talk of ake diet, 
nudity, government menipelation of 
weather, and other topics.

But the fact is that if that athlete 
is a hockey player he’d better have 
the monetary resources available 
to fund: the gaps in the budget, 
facilities and equipment. 

Stout’s hockey team trains in the 
Fall much like a cross-country 
team. Menomonie doesn’t have an 
arena with artificial ice, and in 
waiting for Mother Nature to put 
ice on the lake, and hence, ice in 
the Rec. Park Arena, the Blue 
Devils skaters run to begin their 
physical conditioning program. 

And they continue to run long 
after their opponents have laced 
on the skates instead of the Adidas. 
Stout doesn’t rely on just running 
however. Historically, the team’s 
prospective members have paid 
$15.00 to play and practice in what 
is called Captain’s practice in 
River Falls. 

River Falls is 45 miles away, and 
« that, of course, means a 90 mile 
round trip. Twice a week has been 
the average in the past for a total 
of 180 miles a week in travel. 
Assuming a car got 18 miles per 
gation, that’s 10 gallons a week at 
an average cost of $5.50 in gas (at 
54.9 cents per gallon). Captain’s 
practice lasts about five or six 
weeks. 

During this time remember that 
the players are using their own 
cars, skates, sticks, tape, pucks, in 
short everything is their own, and 
there’s no guarantee that these 
young men are’ going to be 
members of the varsity. Insurance 
is also the responsibility of the 
individual, should he be injured

during this time, or any time 
during the season for that matter. 

Then, assuming the athlete has 
made the team, the costs don‘t 
stop. Transportation to and from 
the arena in Menomonie is the 
responsibility of each individual, 
and that arena is not on campus. 
Oftentimes when he finds out what 
the varsity can offer him for 
equipment he decides to use his 
own, and the wear and tear on a 
piece of gear after a couple 
seasons can ruin it. 


Sticks are, of course, never 
expected to last, but the gloves 
($70), shin pads ($30-$45), and 
skates ($135-$150) are depreciated 
or expanded on behalf of the 
school. ; 

Is that right? Apparently so, 
even though an athlete is not 
supposed to have to pay to play 
here at Stout. Budgets and benefits 
for the hockey team have not 
grown to match the maturation of 
the sport. Where one team has 
insurance and oranges at half 
time, another charges its players 
for the use of the sharpeners, and 
for their playing implements. 

Next week: a look at some 


possible solutions, and a recap of 
the problem of athletic funding. 
Plus, a look at the hockey coach 
himself and the extraordinary 
effort he’s made to build the 
program to this level. (Yes, things 
were worse, at one point.)

_ “You forgot?! How could you ‘forget’ to 
put back a glass?” 


How could a person ‘forgot’ a glass in- 
deed? Especially one of those funny shaped 
beer glasses. But they look so nice in the 
new apartment and come in so handy for a 

_ party in the dorm, right? And taking a glass 
from a bar isn’t actually stealing, is it? 


It is. Those glasses accumulating in 
apartments and dorm rooms cost bar 
owners. The Meet Market, for one, ‘lost’ 
since the start of the semester, 189 beer 
glasses, 65 highball glasses at a cost of 
approximately 25 cents apiece. On an 
average week, 88 glasses or $25 literally 
walk out the door. Lynn and Lisa Goldney, 
owners of the Meet Market, figure they lose 
$1200 a year in glassware aione. 

Bill Josephson, owner of the Flame 

Lounge loses 70 glasses a week or $25. 


Roland Peterson, owner of the Tap and 


co-manager of the ?, has lost $120 from the 
start of school just through November but 
said, “last year was busier.” His glass cost 
is higher than his state sales tax. 


John Vancil (Long John) a_ senior 
majoring in Psychology and a bartender- 


door checker at the Meet Market is charged 
with the responsibility of stopping people at 
the door with glasses. 

“Kids with the big Air Force pockets 
have an easy time ripping off glasses,” 
Vancil said. “And girls with those big 
purses have always had it made.” 


Lynn Goldney affirmed, “One night I 
caught a girl stuffing 12 beer glasses in her 
purse. I saw her put them in and when I 
asked her to put them back, she laughed. It 
was only when I said I’d call the police that 
she realized I was serious.”’ 


Said Vancil, ‘I catch lots of people with 
glasses from other bars, so we take those 
glasses too. I feel if I let them keep just 
those, it’s another sign of encouragement 
for them to steal more.” 


The problem seems not to be the lone

_ The Senate took no definitive action 
_ concerning the plight of the hockey 
_ program after two long hours of debate 
Tuesday evening. 

’ Identifying the problem seemed to be the 
problem. The hockey program is not in the 
red; in fact they have $54 in their account. 
But their coach, Tom Slupe, has spent over 
$1,000 of his own money for the main- 
tenance of the program. 


Part of the problem seemed to be that 
senators did not understand the policy of 
minimum funding. 

“Three-quarters of them weren’t 
members of the Senate when the policy was 
developed,” said Bill Siedlecki, Student 
Activities director. ‘““How can they un- 
derstand the full realm of the situation?’ 


The Senate finally managed to identify 
the problem. The issue is not immediate 
funding for this year’s problems but ad- 
ditional funding to pay for ice-time next 
year. 

According to hockey coach Tom Slupe, 
ice-time is a necessary component in 
keeping the hockey team alive. Because the 
hockey team does not have a university 
facility for their sport, they must rent ice 
time for all practices and games. 


It was finally moved to allocate the. 


hockey team $900 for aid in repairing 
equipment. But the Senate, which doesn’t 
seem to know its backside from page ten, 
concerning this issue, defeated the motion. 


Where do the Senate’s priorities lie? Last 
week they allocated $300 to the Vocational 
Rehabilitation Club for a dance. The Voc 
Rehab Club is not directly funded by Senate 
funds. 

Conversely, they denied the hockey team, 
an organization they directly fund, the 
money that would encourage its con- 
tinuation.

. has to be done about this issue. It can’t be

in UW-System bill

A bill to define student rights in the UW- 
System has been introduced to the state 
legislature by Senator Goyke. 


The bill, number 67, would include 
students with the board of regents, the 
system president, and the chancellor in it’s 
definition of governing bodies. 


This includes formal representation in 
decisions regarding non-academic 
programs and services provided by or 
substancially used by students. 


Students would also have a voice in 


allocations of funds. If support’ from 
student fees were absent or withdrawn for 
the activity, the activity would be ter- 
minated. 

The rulings of the elected student. of- 
ficials would be subject to review by the 
board of regents. The board could approve 
or disapprove, but not amend the ruling. 


“SB 67 is needed because present statutes 
are unclear in their definition of the role of 
students in university governance” stated 


. student representatives at a hearing before 


the Senate Education and Revenue com- 
mittee. These representatives include 
United Council (UC) President Buff 
Wright; UC Legislative Affairs Director 
Alan Forbes; Wisconsin Student 
Association representative Kathy An- 
derson; and UW-Stevens Point SGA 
president Jim Eagon. 

UW-System officials are opposed to the 
bill. They include UW Senior Vice 
President of Academic Affairs Don- Smith, 
and UW Dean of Letters and Science E. 
David Cronan. 


According to a report by the United 


- Council, ‘They testified that the bill would 


threaten faculty power and disrupt the 
university system.”

But Peterson thinks a solution can be 
worked out between the bars and students 
without-resorting to police control.

He continues, ‘“Everyone’s afraid to 
prosecute. Maybe if all the bar owners put 
up a sign saying ‘Due to costs — we will 
prosecute if property is stolen’ people will 
take the warning to heart.” 


Beer prices may be raised to compensate 
for lost glassware. 


Said Vancil, ‘“People either realize how 
owners are hurting and stop pilferage, or 
the stealing will reflect in their wallets. It’s 
either education or increased prices. 
Menomonie is still one of the cheaper 
places to drink in the state.” 

Switching to plastic glasses is not the 
solution, either. The cost of plastic is up, 
people don’t enjoy drinking out of plastic, 
and plastic glasses are not-reusable.

Bever adds: “‘They become ready to 
believe that like advertising, business and 
other institutions are riddled with 
hypocrisy.” 


(ZNS) The ACLU says it is launching a 
study of television police shows because 
they appear to be undermining the basic 
respect citizens have for the constitution. 

The ACLU announced that it will conduct 
a probe of shows like “Kojak,” “Baretta,” 
and “Starsky and Hutch,” because the

systematically violate the cul right of 
suspects and witnesses. 


The group says the networks appear to be 
condoning ‘“‘scores of illegal searches, 
seizures and interrogations” by continuing 
to. program the shows.

Losing close games, playing 
excellent ‘hockey and still losing, 
suffering injuries to some key 
personnel and lack of ac- 
complishment by others would be 
enough to make any coach spend a 
restless night or two. Add that to a 
budget ‘problem that means 
players aren’t getting adequate 
gear and that coach will suffer 
nightmares on. those evenings 
when he does get to sleep. 

That burden lies on the broad 
shoulders of Head Hockey Coach 
Tom Slupe, a 1971 Stout graduate 
and teacher for Menomonie public 
schools. : :

A former goalie for the team, he 
was a bit of a jack-of-all-trades. 
Doing promotional work, selling 
advertising for the programs and 
writing for the STOUTONIA sports 
section were things that Slupe did 
to keep his game running. 

But this year has been ex- 
traordinary. Slupe has funded a 
goodly share of the money needed 
to conduct the sport of hockey at a 
college caliber level. 

When the funds from the Athietic 

dried up and no 
money was available from any 
additional sources, Slupe signed 


his name to some bilis to 


guarantee thet the. - team’s 


necessities to play the games that 

remained in the 76-77 season. 
Slupe is responsible for some 

$1,400 in various equipment and 


~supplies, and under the laws of the 


State of Wisconsin he cari‘t be 
reimbursed. 

If the position of the Athletic 
Dept. is that no player should have 
to pay to play; then it should also 
follow that no coach need stake his 
financial resources either. 

Yes he does it. Why, is locked up 
in Slupe’s own head, but some 
conclusions are easy to make. 

Talking to him it’s easy to see 
that he loves the sport and takes 
great pride in the growth of the 
game. With the. tremendous 
emotional and energy invested, he 
can’t walk away. 

Further, he likes Stout and 
believes that offering a full realm 
of varsity sports helps bring 
students here. 

Slupe could go elsewhere, 
leaving not just the dollars behind, 
but part of himself.

In contrast to the past two meetings of the 
tout Student Association, SSA, the March 8 
reeting ran smoothly as the executives 
resented attainable goals. 


This last weekend the Senators held a 
jlanning conference out of which stemmed 
‘constructive criticism and organizational 
yojectives. Scott Cabot, SSA president, 
yutlined four major thrusts that will be the 
zoais of the 8th Congress. Their top priority 
will be in communications, with faculty, 
administrators and the 6,000 constituents 
they represent. An interesting approach to 
accomplishing this goal may be an ex- 
change program which may allow student 
senators to play administrator for the day 
and vice versa. This program would 
provide insight and broaden the scope of 
understanding of the people involved. 
Because Stout is a leader among its. sister 
institutions in education, they have placed 
educational improvements second on their 
list of projects to be studied and in- 
vestigated. They will seek answers to the 
housing situation and do their best to im- 


tional goals set 


prove community relations. 


With the official resignation of Bud 
Marschall as Media Advertising Coor- 
dinator, a new “Big Mac’”’ assumed the 
responsibilities of publicity and public 
relations. Ron Goldstein, a relatively new 
senator, was appointed to the position last 
week. 

His major announcement concerned 
posting of advertisements and posters 
without the SSA stamp. All these must be 
stamped before being tacked and nailed on 
the bulletin boards around campus. If they 
fail to have the seal, the signs will be taken 
down. This policy is not new and this action 
is Goldstein’s attempt to tighten adherence 
to the policy and establish access to: the 
activities that are offered to the students. 


After the two weeks of indecision con- 
cerning the hockey team, Bob Kikkert, 
Vice-president of Financial Affairs, VP- 
FA, and his committee moved that the 
Senate purchase 18 dozen hockey sticks and 
2 dozen goalie sticks for the team. The 
Senate voted to extend bids for these items. 
In essence this move shows the SSA taking 


care of its own.

The classical conflict between personal 
needs and progress has touched both the 
city of Menomonie ard the men of Sigma 
Tau Gamma fraternity. 


Don Williams, owner and proprietor of 
Don’s Super Valu has recently been 
searching for an appropriate location to 
build a new supermarket. He made this 
interest in property known to the 
Menomonie Planning Commission, which 
has taken steps to aid him. 


In accordance with a new tax increment 
bill, property within an urban renewal 


district may be purchased by the city and 
sold to a private developer. 

The block on which the Sig Tau house 
currently stands has been under urban 
renewal. In order to be considered under 
this heading, at least 25 percent of the area 
must be in a blighted condition. The 4-story 
white fraternity house has been registered 
as in poor to fair condition in city project 
listings. 


Williams’ reasons for building a new 
store is lack of current space to serve his 
clientele. His first idea was to add onto his 
present building, but an addition of 30

percent would cost him as much, if not 
more than a new building. 

Williams and those representing the city 
feel that the prime location for a new Super 
Valu is 5th Ave. W., the block which in- 
cludes not only the Sig Tau House, but also 
the Chancellor’s house, Mabel’s Cafe and 
the Army Store. This would alleviate what 
they consider to be an eyesore when coming 
into south Menomonie. 


The major concern of the city is the 
welfare of the community and the bet- 
terment of its surroundings: If Williams 
was to build in North Menomonie, many of 
the smaller businesses would be forced to 
move too. The focal point of Thunderbird 
Mall and L-Mart are their supermarkets. 
Consumers are drawn to areas where they 
stand. If small businesses leave the 
downtown area, students without trans- 
portation will have problems meeting their 
needs. 


The Menomonie Planning Commission 
has done a great amount of research as to 
how the placement of this store will benefit 
Menomonie. It will aid in the movement of 
traffic, retain the downtown area and serve 
the students as well as the city of 
Menomonie. 

The proposal for this project is still in the 
working stages, but the City Council may 
approve it at any time. 


The conflict arises from the personal 
needs of the men of Sigma Tau Gamma. 
The house in which 23 men live was built in 
1889 and holds many years of history. It is 
owned by the Sig Tau Corporation, and 
each member owns stock. 

At the present time, members of the 
corporation and alumni hope to fight 
purchase of their property. If they continue 
to do so, and the project is passed by the 
city council, condemnation procedures 
may be started. The city hopes to avoid this 
route. 


The historical value of the house itself is 
somewhat limited because of immense 
modernization. In order to be registered as 
historical, it must be in its original state. 


If forced to move, the Sig Taus would be 
payed handsomely for their property, and 
relocated as a group. They feel that their 
close bond of brotherhood would be broken 
if they weren’t moved as a family. The 
house sits in a prime position between both 
ends of campus. The Sig Taus consider this 
a great asset in gaining members and 
serving the campus. 


The majestic Sig Tau House underwent 
restoration last fall for the 1976 
Homecoming. Its impressive mosaic 
fireplaces and wooden banisters add a 
touch of elegance to the 87-year- “old 
building.

The 
Stoutonia staff does, however, 
renounce the same _ publications 
for ignoring the similar plight of Al 
Goldstein, Screw magazine 
publisher. 


“The Goldstein case revolves 
around mailing pronography 
across state lines. An interesting

across state lines. 

At present, pornography is 
determined by judges, using such 
ambiguous terms as ‘‘community 
standards.” 


Who can say when the govern- 
ment will look beyond pictorial 
means for pornography?

Regardless of the number of 
participants on an athletic team 
all sports should be considered 
individual in nature 

An athlete's self concept can 
defeat him long before he enters a 
contest, which is why in 
dividualized coaching is necessary 
for the success of the team and the 
individuals involved 

A recent study. the Tennessee 
Self Concept Scale, found 
athletes, regardless of

sports, more positive and definite 
in their self concepts than non 
athletes Athletes also indicated 


willingness to commit themselves 
to both physical or psychological 
goals, and this willingness of 
commitment was not demon 
strated by non athietes 

Further 
athletes involved in 
demonstrated more 
confidence in themselves and a 
higher self esteem than 
those athletes in individual sports

“CADILAC COWBOYS: 
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Book Beat

PUDD'NHEAD WILSON 
Mark Twain, 1894 
Signet Classics, 1964 

Needless to say, Mark Twain was one of 
the first and foremost American writers. 
His terse wit will endure for many 
generations. This book was written at the 
twilight of his illustrious career when he 
was riddled with debt. What first strikes the 
reader as a rather shallow novel really 
conceals numerous facets. 

His story deals with a pre-Civil War town 
on the Mississippi. A slave child and a rich 
child born on the same day are later 
switched by their mammy. This could be 
done because the slave child was only one- 
thirtysecond black. His mother, the 
mammy was raped by one of the town’s 
aristocracy. The mammy never mentions 
the switch to anyone until the last few 
chapters when her master-son has broken 
her spirit with continual inhumane treat- 
ment 

The topic of human bondage can give rise 
to volumes of protestations. How ironic that 
such human suffering was maintained by a 
mere hint of black geneology. 

Looking at Twain in historical context, it 
is interesting to note that he viewed slavery 
with a detachment that we today might 
give to the ‘‘crime rate’’ issue. However, 
the story doesn’t settle into a rehash of 
antebellum exploitation 


It is hard to imagine how preconditioned 
the nation’s people were to the institution of 
slavery Even the slaves felt that their 
station was preordained by God. However 
valid this discussion, let's move back to the 
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story. 

Pudd’nhead Wilson, the eventual hero 
was looked upon for 25 years as mentally 
deficient by the townsfolk. He was forced to 
live meagerly even though he had training 
as a lawyer and accountant. 

At the story’s end, he proved to the town 
that his nickname was unjust. His curious 
hobby of finger printing all of the towns- 
people eventually led to the eleventh hour 
conviction of the murderer. The convicted 
man was later pardoned by the governor so 
that he could be sold into slavery, an ab- 
surdity typically Twain in nature. 

Twain had a great deal of trouble with 
this book and the story at many times 
seems ridiculous. As he explains in his 
author's note, ‘I had a hard time with this 
tale because it changed from farce to 
tragedy.’’ Since the story's climax is the 
trial to find the Judge's murderer, the 
aspect of justice has to be recognized as a 
central theme.

There are many situations that cry for 
justice in the book. Among them is the issue 
of slavery. Also, the problems of finding the 
true murderer and dethroning the usurper 
to the fortune (the switched children). But 
what could be questioned is this — was 
justice achieved by finding the true heir to 
the Judge's estate? There are two forms of 
justice that first must be interpreted. Social 
justice, which pertains to the legalities of 
an act, and secondly, universal justice 
deals with morality and freedom. One could 
assume that the only true justice is 
achieved by one who seeks the truth Pudd’ 
nhead Wilson) It is the hope of ‘Book 
Beat" that this is a reality and not just a 
form of literary worship

Subjects for the needle vary ... 
Quilting is “glorious and involving” craft

There are many kinds of quilts and 
quilting techniques The term ‘quilting’ is 
misleading. It is often used to refer to 
applique and patchwork Quilting is the 
final process of finishing a patchwork or 
appliqued top and turning these humble 
pieces of cloth into beautiful, warm, rich 
blankets, a delight to the eyes and body 

The simple sewing of the back, some 
stuffing, and a patterned top of scraps and 
pieces become a glorious and involving 
craft. Birds, geometric designs, trees, 
flowers, scrolls, symbols and signs have all 
been subjects of the quilter's needle. 

Piecework quilts are made of snips and 
chunks and scraps from old discafFded 
clothing or remaining sewing projects 
Then they are cut and piaced in an 
arrangement with nothing being wasted. In 


this age of inflation, the idea of recycling 
material] is not an old one. Thrifty crafts- 
people have been using this idea for many 
years 

Patchwork uses fabric specifically cut to 
a certain design instead of snips and scraps 
as in piecework Use both methods when 
you start working, combine craps with your 
new fabric 

Applique is sewing one piece of fabric 
onto another larger piece in a pattern that 
you choose 

Trees, houses, flowers, birds, scrolls and 
any shapes are possible with applique, This 
leaves the design element completely up to 
you. 


The easiest patchwork is simply sewing 
squares of cloth in rows. This is the very old 
“one patch’ pattern. Hexagons, triangles, 
and rectangles have all been used for one- 


patch patterns. You can do great things 
with fabric and color combinations here. 

Experiment with your ideas, if you don't 
like the combination of color of fabrics, 
rearrange them and try again until you do. 
Remember that all seams should be 
straight for ease in sewing. 

Broadcloth, men's shirt fabrics, muslin, 
fine linen, calico, cotton and good red 
gingham are fine for a washable and usable 
quilt. Old sheets with bright patterns and 
colors are perfect. Wools, silks, velvets and 
pig are excellent for a plush patchwork 
quilt 

Cut out your pieces by using a template 
Once you have your pieces cut and your 
design in mind, it is time to start sewing. 
You should start by pinning two sides by 
side pieces right sides together and stitch. 
You can use a small neat running stitch and 
make sure to secure the ends of stitching 


‘ines. Press the pieces lightly and repe 
this procedure with the next piece 
When all your pieces have been stitch 
together, give it a good press job and y 
are ready to start quilting. Quilting the t 
to its stuffing and backing can also beco1 


more than just stitching together, | 
create a design with your threads. Use a 
shape, trace your feet or flowers 

geometric shapes, use your imaginati: 
The main consideration is to secure 

three layers together so your stuffi 
doesn’t shift, therefore there shouldn't 
wide spaces left on the quilt top when it 
finished. By using a frame to secure yc 
blanket it creates a good surface to do yc 
stitching. 


Beauty and warmth surround you wt 
you cuddle up to your own hand crafi 
quilt. Enjoy your stitching!

UW-Stout is now closed to applying fresh- 
men students for the 1977 fall semester due 
to enrollment limitations set by the UW- 
System. 

There are limited openings left for 
transfer and re-entry students: 7 openings 


left in the School of Industry and 
Technology, 4 in Applied Math, 2 in 
Vocational Rehabilitation, 19 in Hotel- 
Restaurant Management, and 7 in Home 
Economics In Business. All other majors 
are filled. 

“The University is obligated to those who 
live here to register first,” said Donald 
Osegard, Director of Admissions. 

Osegard explained why Stout filled up so 
rapidly, ‘“‘We have career-oriented 
programs. People come here for the special 
majors to get a job after school.” 

“We have the largest Industrial 


New library learning center 


Education and Industrial Technology 
majors in the world and Stout ranks among 
the top 3 schools for Home Economics along 
with Cornell and Iowa State,” said 
Osegard. 

Charlie Kell, Director of Advisement and 
School Relations, advises prospective 
students to apply before Christmas if they 
want to get in for sure. 

Said Kell, ‘Before this year, it was safe 
to assume if a student applied by February 
or March he or she would be assured ad- 
mittance. Now, because we are limited to 
the number of students, large numbers of 
applicants apply early.” 

What happens if a student is denied entry 
because of a late application? - 

Kell replied, ‘‘We tell them to apply at 
another school and apply to Stout for the 
spring semester. Or, they can sit out a year,

approved; Voc Rehab aquires 
present library as new location 


Approval of a new Library Learning 
Center by the State Building Commission is 
‘“‘a major development for the university’s 
educational program,’’ according to 
Chancellor Robert S. Swanson. If the 
commission voted Mar. 11 to approve $6.3 
million to construct the center. The com- 
mission also approved $1.4 million to 
remodel the existing library building as a 
permanent location for the Stout Vocational 
Rehabilitation Institute. 


Swanson noted that the Library Learning 
Center has been Stout’s top priority for the 
past three biennia. “‘We’ve taken a major 
step forward here,’’ Swanson said. He 
noted that approval of the two projects 
provides a solution to facility problems 
which is ‘‘several million dollars less ex- 
pensive’ than other solutions. 


“This gives us a chance to put our con- 
cept of integrated media, which we have 
been using for some time, into a building 
designed for it,’ Swanson said. “We are 
also getting a good facility for vocational 
rehabilitation which has been operating in 
rented quarters.” 


Joe Jax, director of Media Retrieval 
Services - Pierce Library, said, ‘“This is 
going to upgrade inflexible storage and 
study areas that were quite restrictive 
because of the 1952 building.’’ An addition 
to the building was opened in 1969. Jax 
pointed out that the present structure was 
builty for a capacity of 176,000 volumes; 
Stout currently has 239,000 volumes. 

“Our present building prevented a 
completely integrated library learning- 
center concept to evolve because of in- 
flexible stack-storage elements.” Jax’said. 


“The new building will encompass some 
of the most modern and advanced in- 
formation retrieval of books and other 
printed matter, grouped by related sub- 
jects under one roof,” Jax also explained. 
He further stated that the building will 
include a developmental learning center, 
mini-computers to retrieve information, a 
slow scan video-reference service, a 
modern self-instruction library and other 
special services. 


It will have 87,000 square feet of 
assignable space. Exact location has not 
been determined, but a possible site being 
considered is a temporary parking lot 
across the street from the present building. 


Paul Hoffman, executive director of the 
Stout Vocational Rehabilitation Institute, 
said remodeled facilities in the present 
library will enable his program to expand 
services to disabled citizens, as well as to 
vocational rehabilitation students on 
campus. Hoffman noted that all programs 
operated by the Institute will move into the 
building. These include the Vocational 
Development Center, newly housed in a 
rented building on Main Street, formerly 
occupied by the Farmer’s Store.

Madison chancellor named. 
new UW-System president

The search for a new UW-System 
president ended with the selection of Edwin 
Young March 11. Young is presently 
chancellor of UW-Madison. He will take 
office June 30. 


Young joined the UW faculty in 1947. He 
has served as a Madison faculty member, 
dean, as UW vice president, and as 
president of the University of Maine. 


Chancellor Robert Swanson indicated 
confidence that Young is the best choice, 
“He has much wisdom and common sense. 
He is an ordinary acting, fine, down to 
earth person who knows the system and 
state government. He has a combination of 
ability, background, and experience, so he 
is a natural choice,’’ Swanson said. 


A search and screen committee set up by 
the Board of Regents conducted a nation- 
wide search before deciding on the 
replacement for retiring President John C. 
Weaver. The meetings were closed to the 
public, and spokemen for the group 
repeatedly refused to comment on their 
progress. 


the appointment have been voiced by 
faculty and staff members. The ap- 
prehension stems from the fact that Young 
comes from within the system. 


Nelva Runnalls, dean of the graduate 
school, says the rumors have no basis. ‘In 
any situation like this you have jealosy. It’s 
like making two families into one,’’ she 
said. ‘“‘People are afraid he’ll favor 
Madison. The fact that he realized there is 
apprehension is good.” 

State Senator Bruce S. Peloquin (D- 
Chippewa Falls) criticized the UW Board of 
Regents’ process for selecting the new 
president. He called the selection process a 
“violation of the spirit and the letter of the 
open meetings law” and an “‘insult to the 
taxpayers of Wisconsin.” 

“The public’s right to know has been 
completely ignored by the Board,’ 
Peloquin said. ‘‘The Board may have the 
right, under the strict letter of the law, to 
meet in secret on personnel matters. But 
their total failure to accommodate the 
public interest in the selection process is 
inexcusable.” : 


Peloquin said he feels the major factor 
behind the secret meetings was to ensure 
Edwin Young’s appointment. 


Peloquin is a member of the legislature’s 
Joint Finance Committee, which is 
currently reviewing the UW-System 
budget. 


“Senator Peloquin is wrong in his attack 
on the process of selecting a new UW- 
System president. Even more importantly, 
he is wrong in attacking the choice of 
Edwin Young, the chancellor of the 
Madison campus, as the new president,” 
said Regent John Lavine. 


“I know Senator Peloquin is a strong 
supporter of higher education. Hence from 
the university point of view, I certainly 
consider him a good friend. However, 
having been personally involved in the 
selection process of the new UW-System 
president since a 17 member committee 
began that process last fall, I believe it is 
important to set the record straight; there 
were no biases. on the faculty, student, 
administration, and regent committee,” 
Lavine said.

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Save Saccharin 

“Medicine does not know what 
causes a normal cell to genetically 
mutate and become cancerous. It 
does not know why these cells 
multiply in a wild and un- 
controllable way. And more often 
than not, medicine is hardpressed 
spread of the 
disease,” says science reporter 
Andy Port. 


Yet the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration is proposing a ban on 
saccharin, a sugar substitute, that 
was fed to rats who developed 
cancer. The research did not rule 
out a contaminant called orthro- 
tol-venesulfonanide (OTS) as the 
culprit. 

The Stoutonia staff feels that 
banning the valuable substance on 
what it terms a lousy evidence, 
would be a harmful disservice to 
those who need it to lead a normal 
life. The evidence is based on 
affected rats who were fed the 
equivalent of 800 cans of soda pop a 
day. 

Saccharin is commonly used by 
diabetics and others stabilized by 
a low-sugar diet. If the ban goes 
into effect, they would be required 
to obtain a prescription to buy 
products containing saccharin. 

According to Paul Goede, food 
service administrator, there are 
“4wo or three persons currently on 
low sugar plans’’ at the Commons. 
There are no persons on the 
special low sugar plan at Tainter 
food service. Goede said that 
persons who use the service are 
new diabetics. As they adjust 
themselves to the new diet, they 
control themselves from the 
regular diet plan. Because of this, 
it would be hard to pinpoint the 
actual number of persons at- 
fending Stout who cannot use 
sugar. 

A spokesman from the health 
service said there are eight or ten 
diabetics that come in for help 
regularly. The nurse was quick to 
point out that again, there is no 
way to be sure how many attend 
Stout. 

Diabetics are not the only 
persons who use saccharin. 
Dieters also use it as an alier- 
native to lose weight. Statistics on 
dieters are not available. 

Until a substitute is put fo use, a 
ban on saccharin would be folly. 
The number of Stoutonia staff 
members alone, who drink Tab, 
for instance, is large. A change in 
sweeteners could mean a change 
in lifestyle for many.

On Mar. 4 and 5, Stout, along with 
LaCrosse was invited to an R.A. (resident 
advisor) exchange program in Eau Claire. 
The program was set up to allow the three 
campuses to share and exchange ideas of 


their particular R.A. program and campus: 


(especially housing) operations. The 
program proved beneficial in many ways, 
but it especially gave us insight into our 
own feelings of UW-Stout. 

We took much pride in our Stout campus 
and realized many benefits, not given to 
Eau Claire or LaCrosse, that are taken for 
granted by students and ourselves in- 
cluded. 


To name only a few examples, Eau Claire 
and LaCrosse do not have 24 hour 
visitation. All visitors must clear the dorm 
at 2:00 a.m. There are only two co-ed dorms 
on the Eau Claire campus, as compared to 
Stouts entire co-ed dorm program. Eau 
Claire does not allow parties within the 
dorm and they do not have basement party 
rooms. The dorm is a place of intellectual 
exchange and parties must be held in 
provided rooms outside of the dorm, 
usually in union-type centers. 


Eau Claire also has a Judicial Board 
which governs and resides over dorm 
violators. The fines range from $5.00 for 
disturbing quiet hours, to $10.00 for failing 
to register guests to $25.00 for tampering 
with fire equipment. 

Most of all, we failed to view or hear 
about the full development of the Eau 
Claire or LaCrosse dorm or campus 
communities. The dorms seemed to lack 
togetherness and floor communities. All 
dorm activities such as dinner dances, 
hayrides or parties, are very infrequent. 


« Likewise, floor sponsored activities rarely 


exist. Dorms also lack development of 
individual personalities. 


Stout has stressed and succeeded in 
developing close-knit communities within 
the dorms, staffs and residents. Each dorm 
is unique in developing its personalities, yet 
following ground rules set by the univer- 
sity. 

As R.A.’s, we often hear complaints as 
well as complain ourselves about the ways 
housing runs its resident halls.

Alfresco lacks leadership 


Dear Students, Instructors, and Ad- 
ministrators, 

Alfresco elections for executive offices 
were supposed to have been held Tuesday, 
March 8. They have been postponed one 
month because only two people wanted to 
run the club next year. 


I am deeply concerned with the lack of 
particpation in organizations here at Stout. 
My area of knowledge is with the Alfresco 
Outing Club, Inc. 

The problem of participation has been 
present in Alfresco from the charter years, 
1949 to 1966. Only from 1972 to 1975 did 
Alfresco enjoy a relatively active mem- 
bership. The peak year was 1972-73 when 
the membership roll topped 200 people. 
Active participants numbered in the 50’s. 

In recent years I have watched the 
membership decline to the present number 
of approximately 20, with an active 
membership in the high teens. 

Why the steady decline in interest in 
group outdoor activities? 


The reasons that I have identified are: 


1. Three-R’s theory — Stout’s curriculum 
seems to be stressing the 3-R’s more. 
Students are spending more of their time 
studying and less of their time in ex- 
tracurricular activities. 

2. Advisor Pressure Theory — Students 
are strongly encouraged to join an 
academic fraternity or academically 
related club. Alfresco has been placed at 
the bottom of many students’ priorities as 
“the club where you go for recreation.”’ 

3. Business Management Theory — In 
past years Alfresco was managed as a club 
not a business. The students’ and Alfresco’s 
needs were different. Expenses were low 
back in 1972. Alfresco only had downhill 
skiing equipment. It did not have conoes, 
backpacks, or tents, and did not have to pay 
rent or heating bills. 


Possible solutions to Alfresco’s perennial 
problem of participation are: 

1. Alfresco is a business which specializes 
in recreational planning and equipment 
rental. Field experience and independent

Marijuana 
decriminalization urged 


Dear Editor, 

During the previous week, President 
Carter has endorsed a_ federal 
decriminization plan for marijuana. This is 
the first action by an American President 
on this issue, and he must be applauded. 
However, all prosecution of marijuana 
cases are done in local courts, not federal. 
Therefore, if federal legislation passed, it 
“would only serve as a model for the states 
to follow, not as a functional law under 
which a citizen of Wisconsin might be 
charged. 

State decriminization has occured in 
eight states so far — Oregon (1973), Alaska, 
California, Colorado, Maine, Ohio (1975), 
Minnesota, and South Dakota (1976). More 
states are expected to follow in this and 
following years. 

According to an article in Eau Claire 
Leader-Telegram on Mar. 15, the Eau 
Claire District Attorney’s office has 
decriminized marijuana for the last two 
years. Any citation for personal use of 


(ZNS) The chairperson of the house 
banking and finance committee says that 
new figures from the census bureau show 


(quote) ‘‘Quite literally’? that rich 
Americans are getting richer and the poor 
are getting poorer. 


Wisconsin democrat Henry Reuss claims 
that during 1975 the number of poor persons 
in America increased by 2.5 million, or 10.7 
percent — the largest single increase in the 
number of poor, he says, since 1959 when 
the census department first began 
collecting poverty data. 


Reuss says that the just-released census 
figures show that while no income group 
kept pace with higher prices, the poor were 
the hardest hit. He says that while the in- 
flation rate was 7 percent in 1975, the 
bottom fifth on the income scale increased 
their income only 4.3 percent. The top 60 
percent, Reuss says, are earning a bigger 


marijuana carries no criminal record and 
is accompanied by an average $17 fine. 
Probation officers favor this because it 
gives them time to spend with ‘‘serious 
offenders”’ rather than a multitude of petty 
marijuana offenses. 


Marijuana decriminization has been 
supported by the 1972 National Commission 
on Marijuana and Drug Abuse, formed and 
ignored by former President Nixon and 
others, ranging from Ann Landers to 
Governor Lucey. 


The Journal of the American Medical 
Association reported in their Mar. 21 issue 
that there is no evidence that heavy 
marijuana smoking changes the brain or 
the central nervous system..A very good 
article summarizing research done on this 
subject, pro and con, since 1970 can be 
found in the Dec. 1976 issue of Psychology 
Today. 

Currently, two identical bills are before 
the Wisconsin Senate and Assembly which 
would amend the current criminal 
penalties in this state to the equivalent of a 
traffic ticket. The Senate Bill (SB155) and 


Assembly Bill (AB325) would make simple. 


possession of 28 grams or less of con- 
centrated cannibis (hash or hash oil), 100 or 
less grams of marijuana and non-profit 
transfer of thie above subject toa maximum 
fine of $50. Possession in a non-public place 
would not be subject to a fine at all. Present 
laws covering intent to manufacture or 
deliver would remain in force ($15,000-5 
years).

The two researchers say that red wines, 
however, probably worked the best in 
getting rid of viruses because they are 
fermented with the grape skins while white 
wines are not. : 

(ZNS) U. S. customs agents in Florida 
have uncovered a new method used by 
smugglers to move laundered or illegal 
currency out of the U. S. 

The Wall Street Journal reports that 
agents have begun seizing shipments of 
Chinese fortune cookies in Miami after 
discovering some of them were baked with 
$100 (dollar) bills inside. 

(ZNS) Actor Paul Newman reportedly 
will produce and star in a movie about the 
murder of Arizona reporter Don Bolles. 


Bolles was killed in a car explosion last 
year as he was investigating connections 
between highly placed officials in the state 
of Arizona and alleged members of. the 
Mafia. : 

The New York Post reports that Newman 
will play the part of Bolles. 


(ZNS) The new color copying machine 
made by Xerox, known as the Xerox 6500, 
has triggered a boom in counterfeiting 
from coast to coast. 


The machine is being used to forge 
everything from payroll checks and stock 
certificates to postage stamps and bus 
transfers. 

The ability of the Xerox. 6500 to make 
almost perfect full-color copies forced 
McDonald’s to re-design its 50-cent ham- 
burger gift certificates because so many 
bogus ones were being accepted. 

The counterfeiting problem has become 
so severe that federal officials and mem- 
bers of the financial community have 
seriously asked Xerox to recall the 6500 and: 
replace it with a machine that makes 
poorer reproductions. So far, Xerox has 
refused. 


(ZNS) A California man has been con- 
victed of possessing three suitcases of 
marijuana, even though he demonstrated 
that the dog. who trapped him couldn't 
smell the difference between pot and herbal 
tea. 

Craig Rosebush, 28, on trial in Bangor, 
Maine, employed a Perry Mason court- 
room trick, but id did not do him any good. 
Rosebush had been arrested after a dog 
named Lancer smelled out Rosebush’s 
bags at the airport. Officials opened the 
suitcases and found marijuana. 

To show how the bust was made, police 
brought Lancer to the trial and hid two 
baggies of pot in the courtroom for Lancer 
to find. 

Rosebush’s attorney heard about the 
demonstration, and brought along an en- 
velope or ordinary herbal tea, which he 
placed on the floor. 


Much to the chagrin of the police, Lancer 
sniffed out one of the real packets of 
marijuana, then boldly bounded across the 
courtroom, grabbed a second packet and 
proudly tore it open.

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Fatai Dutch elm disease strikes campus 
diseased trees removed at CKTO and HKMC

A row of freshly cut tree stumps 
welcomed residents of CKTO and HKMC as 
they returned home from Spring Break. 

Menomonie crews removed the towering 
elms in an effort to control the spread of 
Dutch Elm Disease (DED) on campus, 
and, in the Menomonie community. Stout's 
grounds crew, under the direction of Vern 
Johnson, have removed an estimated 10-12 
diseased trees since last July. Johnson 
counted over 700 elms six years ago on the 
campus, and he said that Stout has added 
more grounds since that time. Elms ac- 
count for most of the trees on the campus 
grounds 

According to Dr. John M. Kainski, an 
associate professor of biology at Stout and 
plant pathologist, DED is a fatal infection 
of elms by the fungus Ceratocystis ulmi. 
The fungus invades the vascular tissues of 
the tree and chokes off the movement of 
water and nutrients through the trunk and 
branches. 


Kainski, who did research on DED in 
Kansas, in 1961, also stated that there is at 
this time no cure for infected elms. Prompt 
removal of diseased trees and also 


destruction of suspected elms is the only 
accepted means of control. 

“Chemical therapy will show some 
temporary remission of the disease in a 
single tree, but is not effective over the long 
run,’’ said Kainski. 

Symptoms of an affected tree start with 
wilting, curling and yellowing of leaves on 
any branch of the tree. Branches cut in 
transverse section will also show brown 


spotting in the sapwood, but positive 
identification must be done in the 
laboratory. ai 


Trees which are infected in the top 
branches may survive longer than those 
infected at lower levels, but the disease is 
fatal to the organism except in extremely 
rare cases. 

Trees are infected by the fungus when 
one of two species of bark beetles feed on, 
or winter in, a tree. Spores of the fungus 
adhere to the body of the beetle and then 
enter the vascular tissues through the 
wound in the bark made by the insect. The 
two insects involved are the European Elm 
bark beetle (Scolytus multistriatus) and 
the native beetle (Hylurgopinus rutipes).

Naturally occuring grafts of root systems 
between adjoining trees and some trans- 
missions by squirrels of the spores does 
occur, but Kainski discounted their 
significance as important vectors of the 
disease. Even so, the Wisconsin Dept. of 
Agriculture recommends procedures to 
prevent root grafting. 

Other than removal of dead, dying, or 
weakened elms, some attempts to control 
the spread of the beetles have been at- 
tempted. Kainski noted that those attempts 
were relatively successful, but since the 
ban on DDT insecticides, spraying 
operations have been dropped. Vern 
Johnson said that spraying of chemicals on 
Stout’s over 700 elms has not been at- 
tempted. No effective fungicide has been 
found to directly combat Ceratocystis ulmi. 


Newer chemotherapy has been ex- 
periemented with in Minnesota and 
Madison, but the costs have been 
prohibitive, and the results minimal. Ac- 
cording to biology professor, Dr. Orlin 
Anderson, the economic impact of DED 
doesn’t justify use of the expensive 
measures. 


DED was introduced to this country in 
the 1930's by a shipment of infected logs 
from Holland. The disease isn’t actually 
from Holland, but was first studied there, 
and hence the name Dutch Elm Disease. 


Botanists feel that the fungus is of Asian 
origin.

HEW issues 
school funds 
amendment 


The Health, Education, and Welfare 
Office of Education issued fina] regulations 
and a proposed amendment for the 
treatment of impact aid payments under 
State equalization programs. 

The regulations permit States to take 
Federal impact aid payments into account 
in apportioning State equalization funds 
when the State has in effect a program to 
equalize expenditures throughout its 
elementary and secondary school system. 

Under these regulations a portion of 
Public Law 81-874 money, which is provided 
to compensate school districts for the 
presence of tax exempt Federal property 
and-or Federally connected pupils, can be 
counted as local wealth in the deter- 
mination of State aid when an adequate 
equalization plan is in effect. This change 
was mandated by Congress in the 
Education Amendments of 1974. 

Interim regulations which establish 
standards for determining whether a State 
has in effect an adequate equalization 
program under the impact aid program 
were published on June 25, 1976, and are 
published as final regulations in today’s 
Federal Register. 

The ‘“‘expenditures disparity’’ standard 
in the final regulation tests the equity of 
expenditures or revenues available per 
pupil throughout the State. For an 
equalization plan to qualify under the 
regulation, the difference among school 
districts may not vary more than 25 percent 
for a specified range of districts. 

The ‘‘wealth neutrality'’ proposed 
standard being published concurrently is a 
modification of a previously proposed rule. 
It measures the degree to which a State 
guarantees all school districts in that State 
equal revenues per child for equal tax ef- 
fort. If at least 85 percent of the total of 
State, intermediate, and local money for 
free public education in the State is wealth 
neutral, a State equalization plan will 
qualify

standard also will go into effect next July 1.

John D. Bunger; director of the VA 
Regional Office in Milwaukee, said a recent 
law provided nine more months of GI Bill 
eligibility to most veterans originally en- 
titled to 36 months. He said the same law 
also extended eligibility from up to 36 
months of schooling to 45 months for the 
federal agency’s: special dependents’ 
education program, 

Monthly payments by the VA for the 
dependents’ program are now $292 for full- 
time schooling; / $219, for three-quarter 
time, and $146 for half time: 

Bunger said those eligible for the 
dependents schooling-—-program-—-include 
children between 18 and 26 years old, and 
spouses of veterans whose deaths of per- 
manent and total disability was the result 
of military service after the start of the 
Spanish-American Wars. 


Also eligible are spouses and children of 
serviceman or women missing in action, 
captured in the line of duty or forcibly 
detained by a foreign power for more than 
90 days. 


If eligible children under 18 have 
graduated from high school or are above 
the age of compulsory school attendance, 
the VA may begin this-schooling before 
they reach 18. In some instances, Bunger 
said, handicapped children may start a 
special vocational or restorative course as 
early as 14 years of age.

Tanglewood of Menomonie public

Veterans administration 


answers education questions 


Q— A veteran is enrolled in an approved 
adult education course to obtain a high 
school diploma. May he receive tutorial 
assistance from the Veterans Ad- 
ministration? 

A — No. A veteran pursuing a t- 
secondary education program on a half- 
time or more basis at an educational in- 
stitution may receive tutorial assistance. 
Veterans enrolled in a high school program 
are not considered to be pursuing a post- 
secondary education.

Q — I draw 100 percent compensation 
from the Veterans Administration. My wife 
is deceased, I have three minor children 
and draw an additional amount for them. I 
plan to marry a widow with two minor 


children. May I draw benefits for them? 
Will I have to adopt them? 

A—Ifthe children live in your household, 
you may claim them as step-children and 
draw benefits. Adoption is not necessary. 


Q — I was honorably discharged in 1970 
and have had problems in obtaining em- 
ployment. Can I return to school under the 
GI Bill to obtain my high school diploma 
and then continue training to improve, my 
employment possibilities? 

A— Yes, and the time you spend in school 


_ toward your high school diploma will not be 


arged against your educational. en- 
titlement under the GI Bill.

Q— Why is my Veterans Administration 
pension allowance reduced-when I receive 
an increase in Social Security benefits? 

A — VA pension is payable to war-time 
veterans with permanent and total 
disabilities, not resulting from service, The 
monthly stipend is on the amount of 


and other retirement benefits, less a 10 
percent exclusion allowed by law, are in- 
cluded in the computation of annual income 
for VA pension purposes.

school for f 


Chancellor Swanson accepted the 
humanizing component plan Monday. 
Plans are now underway to convert the 
university to an entirely liberal arts school 
by next year. 


A humanizing component committee was 
formed to draft a proposal leading to self- 
actualization. So far, no one has been able 
to define the terms of such a plan. 


The major portion of the plan is to 
develop an emphasis on liberal arts. Ac- 
cording to Swanson, the best way to ac- 
-complish this goal is to take a few years off 
from the specialties traditionally offered by 
Stout. ‘In this way, we can fully develop 
liberal arts,’ he said. 

Swanson plans to reintroduce ‘‘a few 
industrial and home economics courses in 
about two years.” 


When asked what students will have to do 
to finish their degree programs, Swanson 
indicated they will have no alternative 
except to transfer to another school where 
the degrees are offered.

Cabot went on to explain how just hours 
before the Tuesday night meeting he was 
contracted by a man representing all 


Sullair executives explain unusual 
practices of unusual corporation 


There was good news and bad news in the 
Student Union Ballroom Tuesday af- 
ternoon. 

The bad news: Don Hoodes, millionaire 
president and founder of Sullair Cor- 
poration in Michigan City, Indiana, failed 
to appear before the standing room only 
crowd of Stout students and faculty. 

The good news: Hoodes sent three of his 
| top executives in his place. Dick Boysel, 
manager of International Marketing (a 
ficticious title according to Boysel), Joe 
Meell, manager of materials, and Bob 
Terk, vice-president of manufacturing, all 
| knew Hoodes before joining Suillair, and all 
_ helped him with the growth of the cor- 
poration. 

Sullair employs unusual approaches to 
managing of the factory which produces 
rotary screw air compressors. 

The company subsidizes gasoline for its 
employees. Employees receive gas for one 
car only at 35 cents per gallon. 

Boysel remarked, ‘‘We sell siphon hoses 
for families with more than one car.” 


Sullair also has an arrangement with the 
local supermarket where employees 
receive groceries at a ten percent discount. 


Athletic facilities such as indoor and 
outdoor tennis courts, and an Olympic-size 
swimming pool come equipped with a full 
set of instructions and equipment is sold at 
cost. 

Family harbeuiés with amusement rides 
for the employees children are held two or 
three times in the summer. And for the 
wives, semi-formal dances are given. 

The most unique feature of the Sullair 
Corporation is that employees select their 


own work schedules. Some employees work 
a three day, 36 hour week, and receive pay 
based on 40 hours. 


Another work option is the four-day, ten 
hours a day work week. This is the most 
favored option according to Meell. 


Sullair is a non-union shop, although 
unions have tried to get in. 

“The last election that was held on 
whether to unionize was defeated 257-41,” 
said Boysel. 


There are no foremen who act as eforaien 
at Sullair. Instead, an employee works 
according to “‘shop packets’ which give the 
proper sequence of work. The employees 
get together, finish the packet and then are 
re-appointed by the shop manager. 


‘“‘A man never has to start from scratch. 
Reappointing jobs uses an employee’s 
complete flexibility of skills,” said Terk. 

All employees benefit from profit 
sharing. The more an employee con- 
tributes, the more valuable he becomes. He 
makes a greater contribution and everyone 
benefits from it. 

Sullair emphasizes their fundamental 
belief, ‘“work is fun.’”’ According to Meell, if 
an employee controls his own destiny and 
does something he likes to do, the more 
work he’ll do, which will resuitin increased 
money for him and Sullair. 

“Sullair is for self-starters. An employee 
goes until he’s told not to do it,’”’ said Meell. 


There are no barriers to promotion. If a 
department has an open position, and an 
employee is available, he gets the position. 
Negotiations are held dally on wages and 
other problems. 


Of 500 people in the Sullair plant, 250 are 
blue-collar workers. The others are 
managers. Managers have no secretaries, 
and do not stay in their offices. ‘We go out 
into the shop where we belong.” said 
Boysel. 

Management’s ‘“‘chain of command”’ is 
unheard of at Sullair and extends all the 
way to the men in the shop. 

“If there is a problem,’’ said Boysel, 
“and the man above doesn’t know the 
answer, he goes to the president. If he says 
yes, obviously the problem is solved.” - 

“It’s hard for people who are used to 
working in a structured organization to 
work at Sullair at first,’ stated Meell. 


Hopeful Sullair aspirants from Stout 
should know that Sullair hires 6-12 students 
per year mostly from the Indiana area. 
Because of its unique business structure, it 
has a low employee turnover. 


Hope is still possible though. ‘‘Sullair is 
committed to growth. Even during the 
inflationary period of a couple years back, 
we still expanded 20 percent,” Terk 


commented. 


What makes Sullair so successful? Terk, 
Meell and Boysel all agreed it is Don 
Hoodes. 

“Sullair has been unorthodox from day 
one. The reason Hoodes started Sullair was 
because he didn’t want to be structured,” 
said Meell. 


“Kverybody talks about what Don 
recently did, whether it’s riding bikes down 
the hall or throwing firecrackers,” added 
Boysel.

“Chicago is a multi-ethnic city, 
especially politically,’’ stated Cabot: 
“There’s the famed Irish Mafia, Polish 
Caucus, and the Black Union, not to 
mention Chicanos, Republicans and other 
minorities.”’ 

Cabot does seem to be the perfect man for 
the job. His sparkling wit appears to be the 
common denominator that will unite the 
“Windy City.” 

As tears filled the eyes of those seated in 
the East Ballroom, the thought of losing 
“their Scotty’? became a burden of im- 
measurable force. 

“Don’t worry,’ snapped Cabot, as .the 
flood of tears continued, “‘we will still be 
together — Chicago has thousands of 
patronage jobs and I would be more than 
happy to award one to every faculty, staff 
and student on campus.’’ Cabot went on to 
explain how the average Chi-town 
sanitation worker earns more than the

Improvisation key to 


Snoutman cast performers 


“Snoutman”’ has arrived on the UW-Stout 
campus, as the action picture drawn by 
Kevin Batko and Shawn Wrobel proves.

When asked how the Players are able to 
turn out such an incredibly ‘“‘boring”’ series 
of scripts, Ace Matthews, the group’s 
facilitator said, ‘“‘That’s easy. We don’t 
have any scripts. We just sit around the 
WVSS-West table with four mikes and 
make up the dialogue as we go along.” 


After the basic episode is completed, 
Andy Francovic writes the intros and ex- 
tros (beginning and end) that Kent Barnard 
records. Members of the Radio Production 
class remix and assemble the final tape for 
presentation daily at 3 p.m. on WVSS. 

During the recording session, Mike 
Elmergreen acts as ‘“‘God’’ when his unseen 
voice booms out of the studio speakers: 
“Ready for take one... go!’’ He’ll be there 
Monday and Tuesday to provide the

Improvisation is often used by today’s top

Brown takes a dive - 


- - parachuting, that is

‘It's something | can't explain but | love 
it! It's exhilarating, fast moving and it’s 
fun to fly That's why I jump.” 

Doug Brown, senior in industrial 
technology-graphic arts, holds a Class D 
Expert License in the United States 
Parachute Association (USPA). He has 
made over 600 jumps at night and day in 
snow, water, land and an occasional tree 
The tree landings were made when he was 
in training though 

My first jump was made in the army 
That jump was the most fmghtening "' said 
Brown. Since that time he has trained over 
200 people to jump 

To train people to jump, Brown became a 
jumpmaster, *‘the parachutist in command 
of all the other parachutists from the time 
they enter the aircraft until they exit the 
aircraft'’ according to USPA definitions 
Later he became a certified instructor 
capable of safely and competently in- 
structing student and novice parachutists 

Besides instructing students and jump 
ing. Brown does relative work Relative 
work is aerial maneuvers by a group of 
people to form shapes like stars and 
snowflakes 


‘Once, we were waiting for a fifth man to 
fly into the formation to complete the star 
No one was watching the altitude and we 
didn't have our parachutes open even 
though it was 500 feet Normally, 2,000 feet 


is the altitude to open the chutes,"’ said 
Brown 
When traveling in a horizontal frog 


position, the rate of fall is about 120 MPH 
In the head first vertical position, the rate 
of fall is about 200 MPH. 500 feet goes by 
very fast at free fall velocity 

The speed and direction of falling can be 
controlled a great deal by body position 
Controlled falling and aerial maneuvers 
such as turns, loops and barrel rolls as 
flying 

On Tuesday. Apr 5 at 8 pm in the 
Presidents Room, Brown will conduct a sky 
diving workshop During the workshop, 
Brown will cover what sky diving is about, 
training and how to become a parachutist 
Also, Jim Mueller, the local area safety 
officer, will speak on a local drop zone 
Mueller is a member of the Indianhead 
sport skydivers and has made over 1000 
jumps 

Brown was once asked to parachute into 
a shopping center parking lot as Santa 
Claus during the Christmas season He 
accidently landed in a backyard a few 
blocks away Two little children in the yard 
were unexpectedly surprised by the 
misguided Santa 

Brown's other experience with 
parachuting includes working for Strong 
Enterprises Strong Enterprises 1s a 
parachute and parachute equipment 
manufacturer There he helped 


manufacture parachute equipment and 
performed major and minor parachute 
repairs. Also, Brown experimentally 
tested the deaper deployment system for 
Strong Enterprises. The deaper is a device 
to slow down the opening sequence of a 
reserve parachute to provide reliable, safe 
deployment

Dormitory thefts 
increase during March 


A campaign against thefts in the dorms 
begins this week with a poster campaign by 
the security office 

Rosemary Palm, Special Projects 
Personnel for the Security Office compiled 
the following report: 

Spring brings an increased theft rate in 
the dormitories, many of which can be 
prevented by taking some precautions 

Most dorm thefts involve small to very 
large amounts of money from wallets and 
purses left on dresser tops, beds, and 
unlocked dresser drawers 


Don't leave your valuables out for taking 
Use the dresser drawer and lock it. Don't 
leave your purse or wallet laying around 
when you take a nap or go visiting on your 
floor. Ask strangers on your floor if they 
need help locating someone 

Keep the amount of money in your wallet 
down. If you don't have a bank account get 
one it can save you money in the long 
run 

Jewelry, calculators, and cameras go 
quickly so lock your door when you're 
sleeping, when you are at class and when 


you are down the hall 

Compiled statistics indicate a 500 percent 
expected increase of dorm thefts from 
January and peaking in March. There are 
several reasons for the seasonal increase. 

The week before a vacation is a good time 
to steal as the items can quickly be 
removed from Menomonie and sold in 
hometowns. People become more active as 
the weather warms and don't want to lock 
their door everytime they turn around. 
Thieves become more active, too. Parked 
cars become targets on mild nights for tape 
players and CB radio thefts. 

The statistics also indicate that some 
dorms have much higher theft rates than 
others. So far this school year a reported 
$2,015 was taken and this figure does not 
include parking lot thefts, fieldhouse or 
classroom thefts. It also does not include 
most dorm thefts. 

Far more money and possessions 
disappear than are reported to Security. If 
the theft is not reported the person can't be 
caught. If he is not caught he repeats the 
act

Julianne is a sophomore from Morris, 
Minn., majoring in dietetics. She lived in 
CKTO Hall and was a member of the 
gymnastics team 

In late afternoon on the day of the ac 
cident, she went to the gymnastics room to 
work out. The squad's season had ended 
two days earlier with the state meet here. 
As a relative newcomer to gymnastics, she 
did not participate in the state meet, 
although she had competed in other meets 
during the year. The squad had voted her 
“most improved”’ at season's end. 

According to Randy Pickering, Stout's 
head trainer, Julianne had completed two 
back somersaults successfully when the 
accident occurred. On the third, she landed 
on the back part of her head, dislocating a 
vertebra. The dislocation compressed the 
spina] column, cutting off the flow of spinal 
fluid, Pickering said. 

Paralysis was immediate, although she 
did not lose consciousness. 

‘*Removing her from the trampoline was 
a life and death situation,”’ Pickering said. 
“The move took 45 minutes. Care for this 
kind of injury is something we practiced 
many times in the past.’’ She was taken to 
Memorial Hospital bere where x-rays 
showed the dislocation. She then was 
transferred to Eau Claire. 


“‘She’s talking about the future,’ her 
coach said. ‘‘Determination and drive to 
succeed are the things that will keep her 
going. She's not going to be turned back by 
obstacles.”’

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Housing prices vary 


from $275

Prices of renting vary from place to place 
and so do conditions of the leases. 

All prices are variable according to types 
of apartments, locations, if extra facilities 
are included or not (such as storage areas. 
parking lots, washing facilities), and if the 
apartment is located in an upper or lower 
part of a duplex; it is usually more ex- 
pensive if it is located downstairs. 

One bedroom apartments, non-furnished, 
all utilities included except electricity 
range from $105-month to $240-month. 

Housing prices vary according to the 
number of bedrooms, extras such as a 
fireplace, and if owner pays part of the 
heat. A range from $275 to $425-month is 
average in Menomonie. 

As a rule, water beds are not allowed 
because of the excessive weight of the 
water and possible property damage if the 
bed breaks. 

A lease usually runs from June 1 through 
May 31. A security deposit is required at 
time of signing and is usually one menth’s 
rent. 

Sources of Housing 

“Students who were serious about rent- 
ing for next year started looking in 
November,” said Shirley Soviak of Tower 
Realty. 

“However the real rush started in 
January. Students know that Stout ac- 
cepted 300 more students than it has room 
for them to live. And kids don’t want to be 
stuck without a place to live,’ Soviak 
ended. 


Realtors offer 
hints for 
student leases

Shirley Soviak of Tower Realty em- 
phasizes the following points to watch for 
before signing a lease to rent an apartment 
or house: 

Know the terms of the lease, whether its 6 
months or 1 year. Also, it is a Wis. state law 
that a leasee must give 30 days notice to 
vacate the premises. 

For example, if a rentor decides to leave 
his-her apartment at the end of May, he-she 
must notify the landlord by the first of May. 
If the rentor waits until the fifth of May, he- 
she must pay June rent, also. 

Know what utilities the owner pays, and 
which ones you are responsible for. 

Know the number of people allowed in the 
house. 

According to Gene Becher, Menomonie 
building inspector, 70 square feet of living 
space must be allocated for each resident. 
Failure to observe this can result in the 
building inspector evicting one or more 
residents until the rule applies. 

The landlord is not responsible for tenant 
property in case of disaster like fire, etc. 

Look to see who mows the lawn, removes 
snow. a 

Is there parking space available”? Garage 


space? 


Usually the rentor is in charge of minor 
upkeep repairs, such as lightbulb 
replacement, care of furnace filters 


Make sure the term “minor repairs” is © 


understood by both parties 

A tenant is responsible for supplying heat 
during vacation periods. For example, 
during Christmas Break, an oil heated 
house must be kept above 55 degrees F. If 
the pipes break because the thermostat was 
lowered below 55 degrees F., the rentor is 
responsible for payment of fixing the pipes. 

After a tenant moves in, it is their 
responsibility to fill out a written list of the 
damages found in the place. If no list is 
made, it is assumed the tenant accepts it as 
is, and his security deposit is based on that 
assumption.

Tenants to have 
more rights 


if bill passes

Tenants would have the right to withhold 
rent if landlords failed to provide them with 
the necessities to living. according to the 
provisions of Wis. State Assembly Bill 397. 

AB 397, an addition to the Landlord 
Tenant Act, would allow tenants to place in 
escrow (place in custody of a third party till 
certain conditions are fulfilled) their rent, 
in case their apartment does not have 
things such as water or heat. 

Rent can also be placed in escrow if the 
landlord fails to change unsafe locks, 
replace broken windows, or insure other 

necessities. 

Each Wis. city or town, under AB 397, 
would determine whether rent withholding 
power would be law for its residents.

UW-Stout has been awarded a grant of 
more than a half million dollars by the 
Algerian Government to establish a 
technical library and learning center in 
that country, according to an an- 
nouncement by Chancellor Robert S.

sees changes in senate 


As he looked out over the third session of 
the Eighth Congress former president Tom 
Shafer saw only a few faces he recognized. 
Some he met this week and others were 
here during his tenure, but at that time had 
no Senate involvement. The reunion of the 
old timers had been earlier in the week. 


Shafer’s address to the Senate was 
simple. He impressed upon them the value 
of their involvement, not only for their 
campus service, but for themselves. Shafer 
wished them ‘‘the best” in their pursuits. 


Shafer returned to his old haunts this past 
week at the request of the Applied Student 
Leadership course staff. As one of the 
originators of the class it was thought that 
Shafer-could add some of his accumulated 
expertise. Shafer spent most of his time in 
Menomonie visiting with the staff mem- 
bers, and working on different aspects of 
the class with them.

He also found time to recall his days as a 
psychology major at Stout, and as Chief 
executive of the Stout Student Association. 


“T originally came to Stout because a 
friend told me he was going out to a small 
school in the sticks,” said Shafer, a native 
of New York. 


“Psychology interested me, and I wasn’t 
doing anything else,”’ he recalled. Schafer 
also said that his lack of any “‘real reason” 
caused him problems as president when 
asked why he had come to Stout. 


Shafer followed Tom Cropp into the top 
spot in the Senate after Cropp resigned in 
September of 1973. Shafer had- been a 
Senator-at-Large, having moved from the 
TRH C-South Hall position of the previous 
spring.. 

David Brian Mann, himself a former 
S.S.A. president remembered the election 
of Shafer as a logical choice given the 
qualifications he showed, Mann joined the 
Senate two weeks after Shafer’s move. 

“The Fourth Congress was a good one,” 
said Mann. He credited Shafer’s group 
orientated leadership approach as one of 


the reasons for the Senate’s success in 1973- 
74, 


“That Senate was more aware of it’s 
purpose and its goals. They were a more 
experienced group, and many had been 
present when the new student government 
was formed in 1970,”’ said Mann. 


Shafer lead the Senate until March of 1974 
when he declined to run again. 


He left Stout shortly afterward without 


completing his. degree program. ‘My 


priorities shifted totally,” he said, ‘from 
school to; number one, my friends and 
relationships; and two, to fishing. 


Shafer moved to San Francisco in 1975 
where he now lives. Currently, he is 
enrolled at Berekley in Nursing, and works 
on the police ambulance service. Even- 


°

tually he plans to train in England as a mid- 
wife, and work for the World Health 
Organization, a branch of the United 
Nations. , 


His principle reason for coming back was 
to help out the Leadership staff, and in 
doing so he pointed up some of its history. 


“We were having trouble in some of our’ - 


clubs, committees, and organizations with 
leadership, and Tom Cropp, Bob Massey, 
and myself were sitting in the office 
discussing it. 


“The three of us began to brainstorm a 
solution that would embody a course to 
teach leadership: as it was applied on. 
campus.” 

Shafer then said that he and Massey took 
the idea to curriculum coordinator Wes 
Face who liked it and helped organize it 
into a proposal for the Curriculum Com- 
mittee. 


“Once there (in Curriculum Committee) 
the class met strong support and strong 
opposition,” said Shafer. Basically he said 


the opposition was centered on the course 


being fully accredited, but being taught by 
students, rather than professors. 

“As I remember Dr. Raymond Kiel 
bitterly opposed the class, but we got some 
excellent help from Dr. Earl Gierke, and 
Dr. William J. Micheels who was President 
of the college, and also from Fred Briesch 
who said he thought students could, and 


‘should be teaching more,” Shafer said. 


_ Shafer and Massey taught the first two 
sections, and enrolled about 35 people. 

“The course has changed some,” Shafer 
observed, “‘there’s more structure now, 
and it’s an expanded its-objectives.”’ 

“If [were teaching now I’d push for this 
class to be required in some programs, and 
for better training for the instructors,” he 
concluded.

economic order 


Muhammed Biashi, UN representative 
from Tunisia, spoke here Monday on World 
Economic Order. Biashi served as a 
delegate and servant to the UN for five 
years, and is currently a doctorate can- 
didate there. 


During the 1960’s, when the UN was 
formed, the New International Economic 
Order was organized to improve the con- 
ditions of the world’s present economic 
system. According to Biashi, today’s 
economic activities are enriching the rich 
countries while failing to meet the basic 
needs of the poor, developing countries. 


The New International Economic Order 
has developed a series of proposals that, if 
confirmed by the UN, may bring stability to 
the world’s economic conditions. Among~ 
the proposals are higher prices for 
developing the world’s exports (raw and 
manufactured materials), better access to 
markets of rich nations for the developing 
world’s manufactured goods, and more co- 


operative aids on better terms. 


Other measures include ending wastes of 
world’s resources by the rich nations, more. 
registered co-operation between the 
nations of Africa, Asia and Latin America, 
and emergency measures to help nations 
that are most affected by overall world 
crises. 


The new economic order also calls for an 
index to link the prices of raw materials 
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Academic Aftairs 
Board Needed 


The Stout Student Association 
(SSA) last week moved to amend 
its constitution. The Stoutonia staff 
endorses this armendment. 


The amendment suggests a 
Board for Academic Affairs 
(BAA) be formed to assist the vice 
president for Academic Affairs 
(VP-AA) 


The objectives of the BAA are 
to: “serve as the voice of the 
students to appropriate groups 
concerning the academic affairs; 
study and take necessary action in 
the area of academic affairs; and 
study the need for academic 
reform and propose needed 
changes.”’ 


The committee would be made 
up of the VP-AA, a faculty advisor, 
a PASS advisor, two represen- 
tatives from each undergraduate 
school (eight total), and three at- 

_ large members. Each member 
would petition for the position. The 
Education Action Team would 
screen members, and present a 
list of representatives to the 
legislative division of the SSA. 
This division would approve the 
members, except the faculty 
advisor. The advisor would be 
approved by the chancellor. Each 
member would have one vote on 
decisions. 


The BAA would fill a void that 
now exists between students and 
administration. Academic 
problems now taken fo department 
chairmen and school deans would 
be taken to the BAA. 


The anonymity of the BAA would 
be an added plus on the student’s 
side. A student could make his or 
her complaint to the BAA. The 
BAA would investigate it and 
make recommendations. With 
BAA support, a student could feel 
more comfortable with his com- 

~ plaint. 


A similar board informally 
joined to defeat the Year ‘Round 
Education proposals last Dec. A 
half dozen students banded 
together to appear at the faculty 
senate open meeting and actively 
lobbied for student interests. 

The Stoutonia staff feels a for- 
mal BAA could carry on this 
tradition. Being a formally 
recognized group wou d give 
student opinion more weight.

The need for such a board began 
in 1975, when the VP-AA position 
was created. The academic affairs 
area has blossomed into one of the 
most important activities of the 
SSA. The BAA would add the large 
staff needed to successfully 
represent student concerns. 


The SSA will vote on the motion 
to create a BAA April 19. The 
Stoutonia staff strongly urges 
students to let their represen- 
tatives know that Stout students 
not only need the BAA, they 
demand it!

Student issues hit pocket 


Dear Editors, 

Despite efforts to mobilize student in- 
volvement, most student governments 
have failed to take action on the following 
issues that are of considerable importance 
to students. Perhaps you would take an 
interest in these issues and publicize them. 


1. By far the most important of the two is 
energy conservation, in dorms, in student 
unions, in athletic facilities, etc. Energy 
costs may double by 1980 — an increase of 
$1,800,000 in revenue is needed by 1979 to 
cover the cost increases for the above 
mentioned facilities. This is a student issue 
because students will foot the entire bill.. 
This increase will claim an average of over: 
$12 from each UW student’s pocket for 
hamburgers, beer, ice skating, etc. The 
average increase in dormitory room and 
board rates is over $80.00 per student for 
next year — due mostly to increased energy 
costs, yet a 30-50 percent reduction in 
energy consumption is possible with a 
minimum of effort. This is a major 
“‘pocketbook”’ issue that the campuses are 
failing to act on, and they are missing an 


* opportunity to constructively participate in 


university governance. 


2. The student health insurance program 
is in trouble. Blue Cross wants to more than 
double the current rates of $128 single, $256 
for 2-party and $392 for the family policy. 
High claims and the escalating costs of 
health care have contributed to this 
problem. Students are going to lose out — 
the premium will jump and benefits will be 
lopped off — and many campus student 
governments are being reluctant to 
“waste” any time on it. This is another 
money issue — don’t students care about 
money anymore? 


Student governments are busy, there’s no 
doubt about that, but these are two issues 
that must not be overlooked. They deal with 
every student in a -student’s most 
vulnerable spot — the pocket. Please do 
your constituents a favor and publicize 
these issues.

Tuesday, April 5, the 8th congress of the 
Stout Student Association (SSA) met for an 
evening of presentations of by-laws and 
policy papers. .

Privileges of tenants 
involve responsibility

As a tenant, you have several rights and 
privileges that the landlord doesn’t. 


You have a right to ‘“‘quiet enjoyment.’” 
This means, that within the four walls of 
your house or apartment, you can invite in 
anyone you wish or carry on any activities 
that are legal and not expressly forbidden 
by law or by the lease. 


The landord, with your permission, can 
visit the premises to make sure they are 
being kept in good condition. 

If the landlord forces his way onto the 
premises or harasses you unreasonably, a 
court would find this a breach of your right 
to quiet enjoyment of the property. 

You have the right to participate in a rent 
strike, which involves deliberately not 
paying your rent as a means of forcing the 
landlord to keep the building in a decent 
condition. 

The landlord’s obligation to make repairs 
inside your place varies from place to place 
and from lease to lease. Even if he-she is 
required to make repairs, you have a duty 
to notify him when they are needed. 


if you suffer damages as the result of an 
existing defect in the property that the 
landlord knows about at the time you take 
possession but does not tell you about, he- 
she is liable. He-she may even be liable if 
the court finds that he-she may have known 
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o business with

Steve Harley and Cockney Rebel is a 
British rock band who’s popularity in 
America hasn't quite yet come about. This 
should all change with the release of their 
new album ‘‘Love’s a Prima Donna:”’

‘Love's A Prima Donna”’ was recorded 
during the summer of 1976 and is their sixth 
album released here in America.

What I mean is that we all 
create deceptions within ourselves to help 
solve certain inadequacies. Billy Pilgrim is 
the protagonist in Slaughterhouse Five, 
who seems to have successfully enimated 
these deceptions. Being a pitiful conformist 
throughout his life has nourished his 
frustrations. After undergoing elective 
shock treatment for brain damage, Billy is 
sequestered by beings from outer space. He 
is taken to a distant planet where he is 
engaged as a laboratory specimen. Wow, 
what an experiment! The outer space 
culture is trying to interpret human sexual 
relationships. His partner is Montana 
Wildhack, playmate of the year back in the 
real world. However, Billy is not totally 
“exploited’’ on Trefalmordor. The outer 
space culture gives Billy a power and 
philosophy to abide by. This culture has 
advanced time-space relationships to a 
point where time can be either lost or 
gained.

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Dyes make use of traditional natural materials 


by Nancy. Blake 

Long before the first Europeans came to 
North America, the Indians were using the 
offerings of the world around them to make 
clothing, paints, and dyes. 

The Pueblo Indians began weaving and 
dyeing cotton over 1,200 years ago. The 
Navajo had learned the beautiful art of 
weaving from the Pueblo, and have 
gradually passed it on to us. Today there 
are many who dye fibers naturally, as the 
Indians have done. 

This is a very easy and enjoyable task. 
You can dye with wool, cotton, linen, silk, 
jute, ‘on, feathers and even porcupine 
quills. its you can use to dye with in- | 
clude daisys, onion skins, sumac, walnut 
hulls, milkweed, sunflowers, cabbage 
leaves, acorns, or you can try just about 
everything to get a beautiful natural color. 

To peepee re if your plants are 
‘dried , soak them overnight in a water bath. 

If your plants are fresh you can put them” 

right on the fire. Put the pot over heat and 

simmer from 1-3 hours before adding your 
yarns and fabrics. Mordanting unites dye 

materials with the fiber and makes a 

colorfast dye. This step is optional. This 

step will effect the color somewhat. The 

. yarn-fibers can be mordanting before, 
during, or after it is in the dyepot. The 
easiest way is to simply add the mordant to 
the dyepot. Mordants that are easily at- 
tainable include tanin, as in sumac, urine, 
and rusty nails. 

While the mordant and dye stuffs are 
heating you can prepare your yarn, fleece 
or fabric to the dyepot. Keep in the pot for 
at least one hour. The fabric can either cool 
with the dyepot or rinse with gradual 
temperature changes. Avoid extreme 
temperature—changes. Rinse with water 
and hang to dry. 

You'll be happy with the beautiful 
yellows, golds, oranges, greens, browns 
and reds.

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UW-Stout has been awarded a grant of 
more than a half million dollars by the 
Algerian Government to establish a 
technical library and learning center in 
that country, according to an an- 
nouncement by Chancellor Robert S.

“The $648,000 project will take place over 
a five-year period.

Contact Administrator David Barnard, 
Stout’s dean of Learning Resources, said, 
“We're pleased that Stout is going to be of 
help in another developing country which is 
educating their own people for the benefit 
of society.”

sees changes in senate 


As he looked out over the third session of 
the Eighth Congress former president Tom 
Shafer saw only a few faces he recognized. 
Some he met this week and others were 
here during his tenure, but at that time had 
no Senate involvement. The reunion of the 
old timers had been earlier in the week. 


Shafer’s address to the Senate was 
simple. He impressed upon them the value 
of their involvement, not only for their 
campus service, but for themselves. Shafer 
wished them ‘‘the best” in their pursuits. 


Shafer returned to his old haunts this past 
week at the request of the Applied Student 
Leadership course staff. As one of the 
originators of the class it was thought that 
Shafer-could add some of his accumulated 
expertise. Shafer spent most of his time in 
Menomonie visiting with the staff mem- 
bers, and working on different aspects of 
the class with them.

He also found time to recall his days as a 
psychology major at Stout, and as Chief 
executive of the Stout Student Association. 


“T originally came to Stout because a 
friend told me he was going out to a small 
school in the sticks,” said Shafer, a native 
of New York. 


“Psychology interested me, and I wasn’t 
doing anything else,”’ he recalled. Schafer 
also said that his lack of any “‘real reason” 
caused him problems as president when 
asked why he had come to Stout. 


Shafer followed Tom Cropp into the top 
spot in the Senate after Cropp resigned in 
September of 1973. Shafer had- been a 
Senator-at-Large, having moved from the 
TRH C-South Hall position of the previous 
spring.. 

David Brian Mann, himself a former 
S.S.A. president remembered the election 
of Shafer as a logical choice given the 
qualifications he showed, Mann joined the 
Senate two weeks after Shafer’s move. 

“The Fourth Congress was a good one,” 
said Mann. He credited Shafer’s group 
orientated leadership approach as one of 


the reasons for the Senate’s success in 1973- 
74, 


“That Senate was more aware of it’s 
purpose and its goals. They were a more 
experienced group, and many had been 
present when the new student government 
was formed in 1970,”’ said Mann. 


Shafer lead the Senate until March of 1974 
when he declined to run again. 


He left Stout shortly afterward without 


completing his. degree program. ‘My 


priorities shifted totally,” he said, ‘from 
school to; number one, my friends and 
relationships; and two, to fishing. 


Shafer moved to San Francisco in 1975 
where he now lives. Currently, he is 
enrolled at Berekley in Nursing, and works 
on the police ambulance service. Even-

tually he plans to train in England as a mid- 
wife, and work for the World Health 
Organization, a branch of the United 
Nations. , 


His principle reason for coming back was 
to help out the Leadership staff, and in 
doing so he pointed up some of its history. 


“We were having trouble in some of our’ - 


clubs, committees, and organizations with 
leadership, and Tom Cropp, Bob Massey, 
and myself were sitting in the office 
discussing it. 


“The three of us began to brainstorm a 
solution that would embody a course to 
teach leadership: as it was applied on. 
campus.” 

Shafer then said that he and Massey took 
the idea to curriculum coordinator Wes 
Face who liked it and helped organize it 
into a proposal for the Curriculum Com- 
mittee. 


“Once there (in Curriculum Committee) 
the class met strong support and strong 
opposition,” said Shafer. Basically he said 


the opposition was centered on the course 


being fully accredited, but being taught by 
students, rather than professors. 

“As I remember Dr. Raymond Kiel 
bitterly opposed the class, but we got some 
excellent help from Dr. Earl Gierke, and 
Dr. William J. Micheels who was President 
of the college, and also from Fred Briesch 
who said he thought students could, and 


‘should be teaching more,” Shafer said. 


_ Shafer and Massey taught the first two 
sections, and enrolled about 35 people. 

“The course has changed some,” Shafer 
observed, “‘there’s more structure now, 
and it’s an expanded its-objectives.”’ 

“If [were teaching now I’d push for this 
class to be required in some programs, and 
for better training for the instructors,” he 
concluded.

economic order 


Muhammed Biashi, UN representative 
from Tunisia, spoke here Monday on World 
Economic Order. Biashi served as a 
delegate and servant to the UN for five 
years, and is currently a doctorate can- 
didate there. 


During the 1960’s, when the UN was 
formed, the New International Economic 
Order was organized to improve the con- 
ditions of the world’s present economic 
system. According to Biashi, today’s 
economic activities are enriching the rich 
countries while failing to meet the basic 
needs of the poor, developing countries. 


The New International Economic Order 
has developed a series of proposals that, if 
confirmed by the UN, may bring stability to 
the world’s economic conditions. Among~ 
the proposals are higher prices for 
developing the world’s exports (raw and 
manufactured materials), better access to 
markets of rich nations for the developing 
world’s manufactured goods, and more co- 


operative aids on better terms. 


Other measures include ending wastes of 
world’s resources by the rich nations, more. 
registered co-operation between the 
nations of Africa, Asia and Latin America, 
and emergency measures to help nations 
that are most affected by overall world 
crises. 


The new economic order also calls for an 
index to link the prices of raw materials

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Academic Aftairs 
Board Needed 


The Stout Student Association 
(SSA) last week moved to amend 
its constitution. The Stoutonia staff 
endorses this armendment. 


The amendment suggests a 
Board for Academic Affairs 
(BAA) be formed to assist the vice 
president for Academic Affairs 
(VP-AA) 


The objectives of the BAA are 
to: “serve as the voice of the 
students to appropriate groups 
concerning the academic affairs; 
study and take necessary action in 
the area of academic affairs; and 
study the need for academic 
reform and propose needed 
changes.”’ 


The committee would be made 
up of the VP-AA, a faculty advisor, 
a PASS advisor, two represen- 
tatives from each undergraduate 
school (eight total), and three at- 

_ large members. Each member 
would petition for the position. The 
Education Action Team would 
screen members, and present a 
list of representatives to the 
legislative division of the SSA. 
This division would approve the 
members, except the faculty 
advisor. The advisor would be 
approved by the chancellor. Each 
member would have one vote on 
decisions. 


The BAA would fill a void that 
now exists between students and 
administration. Academic 
problems now taken fo department 
chairmen and school deans would 
be taken to the BAA. 


The anonymity of the BAA would 
be an added plus on the student’s 
side. A student could make his or 
her complaint to the BAA. The 
BAA would investigate it and 
make recommendations. With 
BAA support, a student could feel 
more comfortable with his com- 

~ plaint. 


A similar board informally 
joined to defeat the Year ‘Round 
Education proposals last Dec. A 
half dozen students banded 
together to appear at the faculty 
senate open meeting and actively 
lobbied for student interests. 

The Stoutonia staff feels a for- 
mal BAA could carry on this 
tradition. Being a formally 
recognized group wou d give 
student opinion more weight.

The need for such a board began 
in 1975, when the VP-AA position 
was created. The academic affairs 
area has blossomed into one of the 
most important activities of the 
SSA. The BAA would add the large 
staff needed to successfully 
represent student concerns. 


The SSA will vote on the motion 
to create a BAA April 19. The 
Stoutonia staff strongly urges 
students to let their represen- 
tatives know that Stout students 
not only need the BAA, they 
demand it!

Student issues hit pocket 


Dear Editors, 

Despite efforts to mobilize student in- 
volvement, most student governments 
have failed to take action on the following 
issues that are of considerable importance 
to students. Perhaps you would take an 
interest in these issues and publicize them. 


1. By far the most important of the two is 
energy conservation, in dorms, in student 
unions, in athletic facilities, etc. Energy 
costs may double by 1980 — an increase of 
$1,800,000 in revenue is needed by 1979 to 
cover the cost increases for the above 
mentioned facilities. This is a student issue 
because students will foot the entire bill.. 
This increase will claim an average of over: 
$12 from each UW student’s pocket for 
hamburgers, beer, ice skating, etc. The 
average increase in dormitory room and 
board rates is over $80.00 per student for 
next year — due mostly to increased energy 
costs, yet a 30-50 percent reduction in 
energy consumption is possible with a 
minimum of effort. This is a major 
“‘pocketbook”’ issue that the campuses are 
failing to act on, and they are missing an 


* opportunity to constructively participate in 


university governance. 


2. The student health insurance program 
is in trouble. Blue Cross wants to more than 
double the current rates of $128 single, $256 
for 2-party and $392 for the family policy. 
High claims and the escalating costs of 
health care have contributed to this 
problem. Students are going to lose out — 
the premium will jump and benefits will be 
lopped off — and many campus student 
governments are being reluctant to 
“waste” any time on it. This is another 
money issue — don’t students care about 
money anymore? 


Student governments are busy, there’s no 
doubt about that, but these are two issues 
that must not be overlooked. They deal with 
every student in a -student’s most 
vulnerable spot — the pocket. Please do 
your constituents a favor and publicize 
these issues.

Tuesday, April 5, the 8th congress of the 
Stout Student Association (SSA) met for an 
evening of presentations of by-laws and 
policy papers. . 

Kevin Wilde, Vice-President of Academic 
Affairs (VP-AA) rose to the podium to 
struggle for a little power.

Privileges of tenants 
involve responsibility

As a tenant, you have several rights and 
privileges that the landlord doesn’t. 


You have a right to ‘“‘quiet enjoyment.’” 
This means, that within the four walls of 
your house or apartment, you can invite in 
anyone you wish or carry on any activities 
that are legal and not expressly forbidden 
by law or by the lease. 


The landord, with your permission, can 
visit the premises to make sure they are 
being kept in good condition. 

If the landlord forces his way onto the 
premises or harasses you unreasonably, a 
court would find this a breach of your right 
to quiet enjoyment of the property. 

You have the right to participate in a rent 
strike, which involves deliberately not 
paying your rent as a means of forcing the 
landlord to keep the building in a decent 
condition. 

The landlord’s obligation to make repairs 
inside your place varies from place to place 
and from lease to lease. Even if he-she is 
required to make repairs, you have a duty 
to notify him when they are needed. 


if you suffer damages as the result of an 
existing defect in the property that the 
landlord knows about at the time you take 
possession but does not tell you about, he- 
she is liable. He-she may even be liable if 
the court finds that he-she may have known 
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‘there will always be a buyer’s market for

Survey reveals student attitudes 


Playboy seems to be one of those 
magazines that has something for 
everyone: funny cartoons, good jour- 
nalism, exotic photos. 

Even students find their something in this 
magazine. In the October 1976 issue, 
Playboy printed their 1976 survey of college 
students. 

Entitled ‘‘What’s Really Happening On 
Campus,"’ the survey covered student 
attitudes towards government, drugs and 
Sex. 

Following are exerpts from the Playboy 
article: 

Last spring, Playboy hired an in 
dependent research organization to con- 
duct the 1976 Student Survey. The 
researchers chose 20 colieges and 
universities and polled a random sampling 
of students from school directories. 
study. This sample checked out as 
representative of the sex, age, class level, 
family income and gradepoint average of 
students across the country. 

In 1970, about 49 percent of female 
students graudated with more than their 
brains intact. The figure has fallen to 26 
percent in 1976. At the same time, the 
percentage of male virgins has gone up 
from 18 percent in 1970 to 26 percent in 1976. 
This magical equality of percentages 
means that students have arrived at that 
promised land - a sexual utopia where the 
women are just as active sexually as the 
men 

The closeness of students’ relationships 
seems to have the most effeet on the quality 
of their sex life. 

Couples who are living together, going 
steady or engaged, express greater 
satisfaction than those who are just going 
out with anything that walks. Most college 
couiples are monogamous - they don’t sleep 
with more than one person a month. 

There is an overwhelming acceptance of 
what used to be called premarital sex: 89 
percent of the student body are willing to 
engage in intercourse before the wedding 
night 

The change in attitude is astonishing 
Both sexes agree almost unanimously that 
women want sex as much as men. It’s the 
end of the double standard - the women can 
and the men don't have to. 

It seems that both men and women are 
willing to wait until they find someone they 
like, or love - then they take care of each 
other 

A full 60 percent disagree strongly with 
the statement ‘‘I hope to have an open 
marriage which would include ex-

tramartial sex.’’ Another 57 percent 
disagree strongly with the statement “I’m 
not interested in marrying. I hope to have a 
varied sex life, including a number of af- 
fairs.” 

Although students have fairly con- 
ventional tastes, they tend to do what they 
like and like what they do. 

More than twice as many male students 
as females express interest in group sex - 
that’s why there are too many guys at 
orgies. 

The single most important finding of the 
survey is the equality between the sexes. In 
every form of heterosexual behavior- 
mutual masturbation, oral sex and in- 
tercourse - the women are full partners. 
They participate on equal footing, or 
bedding. Past surveys have always 
revealed the symptoms of the double 
standard. 

Many of the reports on college life in the 
Seventies make comparisons with the silent 
Fifties, when students weren’t just quiet, 
they were unconscious. 

Alcohol, the Big A, is supposedly making 
a comeback. We doubt that it ever went 
away. Students still like to think that they 
attend the hardest-drinking school in the 
world, and some site as proof a famous 
Playboy study that supposedly gave their 
school top honors. (We hate to break it to 
you, but Playboy never made such a study, 
for the simple reason that we never argue 
with drunks. ) 

Actually, there is not a great trend 
toward bottle feeding. When we asked 
students how many times in the past two 
weeks they'd drunk an alcoholic beverage, 
many hadn't touched a drop and many 
drank very little. 

Marijuana is the only drug that comes 
close to alcohol in popularity. The number 
of men and women who have tried pot has 
increased steadily over the years. Our 1970 
student survey found that 47 percent of the 
student population had tried pot. The total 
of veteran heads is now 70 percent. 

Almost half of those who have used 
Marijuana say they are not using it 
currently. This points up two things: that it 
is relatively easy to quit smoking maijuana 
and that the drug scene on campus appears 
to be fading rather than flourishing. 

Those who have tried and stopped using 
drugs other than marijuana far outnumber 
those who currently take them. 

Students recognize the risks involved in 
trying such drugs — the surprising thing is 
that they are willing to increase the risks. 
We gave students a list of problem drugs,

ranging from heroin to uppers and 
downers, and a choice of possible legal 
remedies for their abuse. 

The range of choices went from making 
the laws harsher and increasing the 
penalties, as was done in 1971 in New York 
State, to a middle-of-the-road approach, 
mandatory therapy at government ex- 
pense, to various humane or permissive 
reforms. These included the so-called 
British system, which provides registered 
addicts with safe doses of drugs on 
prescription; the removal of penalties for 
possession for use, retaining penalties for 
sale, as with tobacco and alcohol; and 
removal of all restrictions. 

Students favor 4 hard line with the hard 
stuff; many checked more than one of the 
possible approaches. Most often, these 
multiple answers included harsher laws 
and penalties and mandatory therapy. 
Presumably, the harsher laws would apply 
to the sellers of drugs and the therapy to the 
users. 

Despite all the horrible examples of the 
past decade, students seem to think the 
government can actually solve problems. 

On a list of statements about political and 
social question, 90 percent agreed that the 
Government is not being strict enough in 
restraining those who pollute our air and 
water. 

In economic questions in general, they 
lean somewhat to the left. A plurality of 41 
percent agreed that we need a more 
collectivist economy to survive 
economically, while 27 percent passed on 
this one. (Students are as puzzled by 
economics as the rest of us.) 

On gun control, 70 percent agreed with 
the proposition that ‘‘stricter control of 
handguns will reduce the number of 
homicides in the country.’ This may reflect 
their worry about crime, as does the fact 
that nearly half favor the restoration of 
capital punishment. They ranked crime 
fourth on a list of vital issues.

Nothing is so personal as equipment choice. 
One person's ‘‘dream system” is another's 
piece of junk. I do want to spend some time 
on picking a salesman. That choice will 
probably have more to do with what you 
finally buy than an g else.’’

Card loom 
is simplest for 
weaving process 


by Nancy Blake 
This little card loom is the simplest form 


of loom. It is very easy to use, so people of 
all ages can enjoy this type of weaving: 

It consists of a piece of stiff cardboard 
with notches cut on both edges. The notches 
should be cut at regular intervals; both 
sides should be notched the same to get an 

even balanced piece of fabric. 

= The warp thread which is stretched over 
the card, can either be wound right around 
the board, catching it in the notches at each 
end, or drawn across the front, behind the 
notch and back across the front. The back 
of the board would then look as if small 
sticks were along the notches. 

The actual weaving is done darning 
over and under the warp with a long, blunt 
needle. ; 

You can make patterns by inter-changing 
different colors and textures. You can 
make checks, stripes or any color fabric

An initial decision has been -made 
regarding Priscilla Timper, a former in- 
structor in the Social Science department, 
concerning her charge that she was denied 
tenure because of her sex. 


The State of Wisconsin’s Department of 
Industry, Labor and Human Relations — 
Equal Rights Division have investigated 
Timper’s case and have found that there is 
probable cause to believe that. the 
university discriminated against her 
because of her sex in violation of Wisconsin 
statutes. ‘ 


The Stoutonia reported in the November 
4, 1976, issue that a suit was filed against 
Thomas Ninneman, chairman of the Social 
Science Department and Dwight Agnew, 
Dean of the School of Liberal Studies, by 
Timper because of their decision to deny 
her tenure. . 


Timper said that she was pressured by 


Ninneman to select an optional delay for - 


tenure consideration, while a similiarly 
situated male colleague was not so 
pressured. 


Timper also charges that she was not 
evaluated like her male colleagues — that 
academic criteria was applied to her that 
had never been policy before. 


The university denies the charges and 
alleges that Timper was treated fairly at all 
times during the tenure decision process. 


The decision to deny tenure and to not 

renew Timper’s contract was based on the 
needs of the sociology department. 
» Explained Timper, ‘“‘Ninneman said the 
department had found a need for a person 
with experience in social work. I admit I’m 
not experienced in this respect.” | 

She continued, ‘‘But he also states my 
credentials aren’t good enough to be con- 
sidered for promotion. Yet some members

of the Social Science department have only 
a master’s degree in their field and have 
made no motion, as yet, to acquire a Ph.D. I 
have my master’s plus credits toward a 
Ph.D.” 

“This initial decision by the Equal Rights 
department means that an investigation by 
an accredited Wisc. State department has 
proven I was discriminated against. The 
next step is to take it to the Federal courts 
for public hearing, which will probably take 
two years,” said Timper. 

Ninneman was asked how he felt that an 
initial investigation had proven that 
Timper had been discriminated against. 


He replied, “I have nothing to say.” 

The Association of University of 
Wisconsin Faculties (TAUWF), is com- 
mitted to the protection of the rights of the 
faculty and academic staff in the 
University system, according to Dr. 
Richard Peter, president of the Stout 
TAUWF chapter. 

Timper went to TAUWF to ask for their 
support in her case against the University. 

When asked if TAUWF would support 
Timper, even though she wasn’t a member 
of TAUWF, Peter replied, “TAUWF is 
interested in seeing that due process of law 
is carried out.” : 

“We, as a local chapter, can’t officially 
say we support her or not until the state 
executive committee of TAUWF decides if 
due process of law was violated or not.” 

Said Peter, ‘“We do say, though, that we 
support Timper in her attempt to get due 
process of law.” 

Another issue in the case is the charge by 
Timper that her nonrenewal by the 
university violates the university’s Af-

United Council president elected;

(UC) March 26: 


Graduate school 
announces new 


degree program

The UW-Stout graduate school has an- 
nounced a new degree to be offered starting 
summer session 1977. 


The master of science ‘in Education- 
Professional Development degree is 
designed for persons who have experience 
in teaching and for persons in business and 
industry who are interested in enhancing 
their instructional, curriculum develop- 
ment. and evaluation skills. 


According to Dr. Lawrence Wright, 


assistant dean of the graduate college, the 


student will systematically select. from 
present course offerings things that would 
contribute to his professional development. 


“For example, if an elementary teacher 
wants help in audio-visual commynications 
or guidance, courses which have graduate 
degree programs, he or she can enroll at 
Stout and earn a M.S. degree in 
Professional Development,” said Wright. 


“Students will analyze their professional 
needs, and if appropriate, employers may 
be called upon to identify objectives for the 
student’s Professional Development degree 
program,” Wright concluded. 

To be admitted with full status to the 
program, the applicant must hold a 
bachelor’s degree with an over-all un- 
dergraduate grade point average of at least 
2.75 or a graduate study. average of 3.0 for 
no less than 12 semester credits. 


He or she must also have had two 
academic years of teaching experience or 
the equivalent thereof and have identified 
and obtained the program director’s 
(director to be named) approval for the 


objectives for the student’s Professional 


Development degree program. 


Eagon, a 20-year-old Junior in sociology 
and education, will succeed Buff Wright, 
UC’s first woman president. Ms. Wright, 
who will attend the UW-Madison Law 
School in the fall, did not seek re-election. 


Eagon defeated Ms. Angela LaMaster, 
vice-president of the UW-Milwaukee 
Student Assn., in balloting by the Council’s | 
General Assembly. Eagon will be moving 
to Madison for the full-time position at the 
end of the semester at Stevens Point. His 
term as Council president begins May 7. 

Eagon feels that the role of United 
Council is to lobby for student’ views and 
rights to the Board of Regents, the 
university administration and the 


_ legislature. 


To lobby effectively, he feels that the 
Council must have strong system-wide 
support, ‘‘I would never have even con- 
sidered the presidency except for the fact 
that the Council has strong student support 
all around the state.” 


As president, he says he will, “facilitate 
student representation by ensuring that UC 
keeps an active role in university gover- 
nance.” 


Eagon also feels that his role as UC 
president will help him to not only fulfill the 
needs of students throughout the state, but 
also his own personal interests. 


“By meeting individually with ad- 
ministrators, students and legislators, I 
will not only represent student’ views, but 
Pll gain experience for my own interests in 
university administration and student 
personnel.” 


He also looks forward to learning the 
administrative process at UC, although he 
realizes he must first learn its day to day 
operations. He will have learned in a hurry, 
because UC Administrative Assistant Rob 
Stevens, who keeps the Council running 
each day, will be retiring in May along with 
Pres. Wright. 


According to Stevens, “One year of 
working 12 hours a day, five days a week is 
more than enough.”

River Falls students 
accused of violations 


Six UW-River Falls students were ac- 
cused by their fellow students of conducting 
illegal campaign practices for UW-River 
Student Government Association (SGA) 
elections, according to a United pet 
press release. 

“The campaign violations 
dismissed,” said River Falls 
Government President, Doug Wendlandt. 

SGA Treasurer Mike Etycheson said that 
written complaints were filed against 
several candidates for the elections on the 
grounds that campaigning was conducted 
too close to election time and too close to 
polling places.

This is the second in a three-part series of 
bicycling articles. It deals with emergency 
methods for handling cycling injuries. 

A good knowledge of first aid is essential 
on long day bicycle trips, tours and cam- 
ping trips. If the accident is serious, the 
nearest hospital, police, ambulance corps 
or fire department should be contacted 
immediately for help — before a doctor. 
Flag down cars on the nearest highway in 
an emergency. 


DIFFERENT TYPES OF WOUNDS 
and bleeding require different kinds of 
attention. Arterial bleeding occurs when a 
main artery has been cut. The blood is 
bright red and comes in fast spurts. Death 
can occur in a matter of minutes unless the 
bleeding is stopped quickly. Venous 
bleeding is dark red in color. The flow of 
blood is slow and steady, and it is much 
more easily controlled. Small wounds may 
be simply washed out and covered with a 
bandaid. 

Direct pressure stops bleeding ef- 
fectively in most cases. Other methods 
shouldn’t be attempted if this works. Bare 
hands, a clean cloth, handkerchief, or a 
piece of shirt all work as well as a bandage; 
applying pressure is the most important 
thing. Raising an arm or leg by putting it on 
a saddlebag will slow the flow of blood to 
the wound. Blood flow to the would may 
also be controlled by pressing on the main 
artery that is feeding it. The arteries are 
between the armpit and elbow on the inside 


(ZNS) SPEAKING ON U.F.O.’s, the 
magazine U. S. News and World Report 
says that the American government — and 
perhaps President Carter personally — is 
expected to make what is described as 
“unsettling disclosures’’ about flying 
saucers before the end of this year.

The public service commission’s land- 
mark ruling forbids “Utilities from using 
bills inserts to discuss political matters, 
including the desirability of future 
development of nuclear power.”’

Edison was using “Free Advertising” 
under-written by consumers to pay for 
what is essentially a political issue.

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of the arm, and on the front, inner part of 
the thigh, just below the groin. 

Tourniquets are inadvisable; doctors 
hate them, and they can cause the loss of a 
limb and damage the tissues. The wound 
should be so dangerous that you’re willing 
to risk the victim’s arm or leg to save his 
life. 

Pressure bandages apply pressure to the 
wound. To make the bandage, place a cloth 
pad over the wound and bind it on with a 
long strip of cloth wrapped around the part 
under which the would is located. Fasten 
the strip in place with a safety pin or rip the 
end lengthwise and, pulling one tail firmly 
in the direction or winding, pass the other 
tail around in the reverse direction so that 
the two tails can be tied together in a 
square knot. This method is useful when the 
victim can’t hold the bandage on the wound 
and the first aider is off getting help. The 
bandage will enable the wounded person to 
hobble around until assistance if found.

(ZNS) A VETERAN C.1.A. officer — who 
served the agency for 12 years in Africa and 
Vietnam — has abruptly resigned from the 


_agency and spelled out his reasons for 


doing so in an open letter to the CIA. 


The former agent, 40 year old John R. 
Stockwell, charges that many of the 
younger career officers in the central in- 
telligence agency are disenchanted with 
the manner in which covert actions by the 
agency often work against the best in- 
terests of the U.S. at home and abroad. 


Stockwell alleges that the C.I.A. 
“blundered”’ foolishly and badly by getting 
involved in the Angolan civil war two years 
ago against his advice and that of agency 
officers who were stationed in Africa at 
that time. 


Stockwell’s letter sheds some new light 
on the Justice department’s continuing 
failure to prosecute an admitted mer- 
cenary recruiter, David Bufkin of Fresno, 
California. Over the past 18 months Bufkin 
has boasted openly of ignoring U. S. laws 
against enlisting recruits for foreign wars 
and has persisted in signing up U. S. 
Vietnam veterans to fight for white- 
minority governments in Africa. 

According to Stockwell, the agency has 
been worried over the possibility that a 
trial for Bufkin might reveal connections 
between the C.I.A. and the funds used for 
the illegal mercenary recruitment. As a 
result, Stockwell says, the C.I.A. recently 
assigned a young actions officer to go 
through Bufkin’s file and remove all 
documents from it that might incriminate 
the agency. 

Stockwell says that documents relating to 
Bufkin have been systematically trans- 
ferred to other C.I.A. files so that the 
agency can retrieve them if necessary. The 
‘file under Bufkin’s name, says Stockwell, 
has now been cleansed so that nothing 
damaging to the C.I.A. will be in it if and 
when it is turned over to a court of law.

TO TREAT A PERSON for shock, have 
him lie down on his back, a blanket or a 
poncho.

Give him warmish water or tea to drink 
unless he is nauseated. Don’t give him 
liquor. If the victim is suffering a head 
injury, keep him flat. Raise the head and 
shoulders if there is a chest injury. 

When treating a person for heat: 
exhaustion, have him led down in the 
shade, slightly covered. Give him salt 
tablets and sips of water; keep his fluid 
intake going, but not excessively. Heat 
stroke is more serious than heat 
exhaustion. Symptoms of heat stroke are 
extreme dryness of the body, a high fever, 
headache, nausea, and rapid pulse. The 
victim of heat stroke may lose con- 
sciousness. Have him lie down in the shade 


Executive budget overdrawn

“Tt is my unpleasant duty to inform the 
Senate that the Executive budget will be 
overdrawn approximately $3,000 by June 
30.” 


These were the words of Robert Kikkert, 
Vic E President of Financial Affairs (VP- 
FA). The reasons given for the deficit in- 
clude added paper and postal costs that 
were not budgeted for in the last year’s 
budget and the abnormal use of the Dain 
Line to compute health surveys for United 
Council. The executive budget for this 
fiscal year was $21,986. 


Kikkert assured the Senate that the total 
budget is ‘‘very solvent,” and he proposed 
to remedy the situation by taking money 
from the unallocated funds. The executive 
budget will be deallocated next year and 
years following until the money has been 
payed back to the Senate.

University Theatre presents

Traditional theatre productions at Stout 
are taking a new twist.

“If this idea succeeds, we'll consider 
doing it after Harvey Hall is remodeled,” 
he continued ‘‘We're trying to keep the 
prices as low as possible, and we're 
allowing students to use their food tickets."’ 

Smith worked with dinner theatres as an 
undergraduate, producing ‘mini-musicals.' 
They require little instrumentation (piano, 
bass, drums) and a strong emphasis on 
vocals 

“Company's’’ musical lyrics are by 
Stephen Sondheim, who wrote the lyrics for 
“West Side Story.’ The book, written by 
George Furth, won the Critic's Circle 
award for the best Broadway musical in 
1971 


“Company'’ is a comedy dealing with 
marriage The theme deals with a bachelor 
trying to find companionship among a 
circle of married friends. ‘The message 
behind ‘‘Company”’ is a pun with a double 
meaning, two's company, three’s a 
crowd,'’ Smith explained. “‘A married 
couple invites a bachelor friend over as 
‘company’ The play revolves around 
several such episodes. It's enormously 
funny and touching "

‘Because of the cast size and various 
blocking in the play, finding adequate 
rehearsal space was a problem,’’ Smith 
said. ‘‘The choral room has no space for 
blocking and the Harvey Hall stage has no 
electricity.

Coffee rebrewing process 
acceptable and economical 


One could save up to 25 percent on the cup 
of coffee you drink in a restaurant or serve 
at home, through a simple process 
developed at UW-Stout. The process in- 
volves rebrewing used coffee grounds, with 
no additional work and with results that 
taste as good or even better than fresh 
coffee. 

Gretchen Furstenau, a graduate student 
in Food Science and Nutrition from Rock 
Island, ll., developed the process under 
supervision by Neville Cartwright, a staff 
member in the School of Home Economics. 
The coffee was tested on a panel of 30 
persons, and more than 1,000 cups of its 
were served to patrons of Corner 3, an 
experimental restaurant facility on 
campus. 

‘“Phe process of rebrewing is simple,” 
Miss Furstenau said. ‘“‘Grounds from 
already brewed coffee are saved. If not 
used immediately, they may be stored in a 
refrigerator unit.” 

When rebrewing, she noted, use all the 
used grounds from one coffee brewing and 
half the regular amount of new coffee. On 
the bottom of a new filter, spread out half of 
the fresh coffee. Place all the used grounds 
on top of the new coffee, spreading evenly. 
Spread out the remaining half of the new 
coffee on top of the used grounds. Brew the 
coffee as usual. 

While the idea of reusing coffee grounds 
is not new, the extra work involved has 
usually made it uneconomical, or has 
resulted in inferior coffee. ‘‘With this 
system, the grounds of every other pot of 
coffee can be reused once,” Miss Furstenau 
said. ‘‘I made it really easy. If you follow 
the steps, it’s simple, and there’s no extra 
work involved.”’ 

Varying amounts of new coffee and 
grounds were tested on the taste panel to 
find the proper ratio. While the members of

the panel knew they were drinking 
rebrewed coffee; restaurant patrons did not 
know. “‘The patrons didn’t complain,” Miss 
Furstenau said. ‘‘People who drink a lot of 
coffee know what they’re drinking and they 
won’t accept inferior coffee.’’ 


Cartwright, who thought up the idea, said 
that the process may actually improve 
coffee. ‘‘We had fewer complaints during 
the testing (at the restaurant) because the 
coffee seems to taste better,’”’ he said. 
“This method takes away some of the acid 
taste in coffee.”

Test modified to benefit

Aptitude Test next fall will see some 
changes in the exam. A new. section 
designed to measure | skills will 
be added to the tradi! areas that test 
verbal and quantitative skills. 

The change, the first since the current 
form of the aptitude test was introduced in 
based on an extensive 


that analytical skills can be dist 
from verbal and quantitative skills and are 
related to academic success. 

Students, faculty members, and ad- 
ministrators from all over the country were 
consulted in the various planning stages of 
the change in the exam. 

Educational Testing Service (ETS), 
which administers the exam for the GRE 
Board, explains that the additional 
measure will enable to demon- 
strate a wider array of academic talents- 
traci apply for admission to graduate 


Janis Somerville, GRE program director 
at ETS, said, ‘‘The new measure will test a 
student’s skills in a number of areas. 
Students will be able to show their ability to 
recognize logical relationships, draw 
conclusions from a complex series of 
statements, and determine, relationships 
between independent or interdependent 
categories of groups.” 

She explained that, like the traditional 
measures of the GRE, the new will use 
various kinds of questions. 

“Three types will be used in the 
analytical section: analysis of ex- 
planations, logical diagrams, and 
analytical reasoning questions, each 

to test a aspect of 


analytical ability,”’ she said. 
Somerville also explained that no formal 

training in logic or methods of analysis is 

required to do well on the new measure. 


In addition, a Sample Aptitutde Test 
containing the same number and types of 
questions are the actual exam can be or- 
dered at one dollar per copy. Both 
publications will be available on August 1. 

Despite the new addition, the GRE will 
remain a three-hour test since the verbal 
and quantitative portions have been 
shortened and the time saved allocated to

A committee exists in the school of home 
economics that acts as a sounding board 
between J. Anthony Samenfink, Dean of the 
school of home economics and all students 
in the home economics field, - 


The committee is the Dean’s Student 
Advisory Committee, made up of 
representatives from each major in the 
school of home economics. 


Every other Friday at 2 p.m. in the 
Dean’s Advisory Room, these students 
meet with Samenfink and alert him to the 
good and bad experiences that students 
may have encountered in their respective 
majors. 

According to Colleen Natalie, a senior 
representing the early childhood education 
major, the Committee tries also to act as a 
liaison between the faculty and students. 


“Last year,.members of the Dean’s 
Committee set up a project called ‘I Care 
About My Classes, Do You?’ A represen- 
tative went into the classroom and func- 
tioned as the mediator between the class 
members and the teachers,’’ Natalie said. 

The project just never got off the ground 
this year,”’ she said. 

Cathy Bross, chairperson of the Com- 
mittee and a senior representing the home 
economics in business major, explained

ROBERT. KIKKERT, vice-president for 
_ financial affairs (VP-FA) for Student 

Senate (SSA), kept his job Tuesday night 
_ but lost some of his dignity. A vote to im- 
peach Kikkert because of an impending 
financial difficulty lost by a close margin. 

Last week Kikkert reported to the Senate 
that the executive budget would be short 
approximately $3,000 by June 30. This 
week, after the adding and subtracting had 
been done, the Senate found the report to be 
accurate. 


_ UNDENIABLY something is wrong in 
_ . the area of financial affairs and it appears 
-mismanagement of funds has occurred. 
This is the story as far as this reporter can 
determine. 


Kikkert was one of the last senators to 
know the account was in trouble. He said he 
realized something was wrong when he 
briefly looked at the accounting forms from 
the business office. It was not, however, 
until two days later that Scott Cabot, SSA 
president, called him into his office and the 
impact of the situation hit. 

it hit Kikkert from all sides. He said he 
felt as though the Senate was out to get him. 
His supporters contend there is a power 
struggie within the Senate. They say there 
are three or four power figures that are out 
to clean the Senate from anyone who is not 
supportive of the major issues dealt with in 
the body. 

“KIKKERT IS BEING USED as a 
chopping block and Christy Finch, vice- 
president of student affairs, will be next,” 
Tara Buchana, panhellenic representative, 
said. 


Cabot disputed this accusation. He said 

he sees his job of president as that of a 
supervisor of all the other executives. If he 
finds one is not doing his job effectively, he 
must. do what is necessary to get the job 
done. If that executive still does not do his 

_ job, logically he should be removed, Cabot 
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Student Advisory Committee . 


why the project was discontinued. 


“Te took a let of time to go into each 


class,”’ said Bross. ‘‘After we initiated the 
project, we felt that the students could get 
involved and come to us if they had 
problems with a teacher.” 


Both Natalie and Bross admit that one of 


. the major problems facing the committee

As an example of lack of student in- 
formation about the Committee, elections 
for next year tried to be held. 

“We sent out a newsletter to all freshmen 
and sophomores in the ECE, HEIB, and 
clothing, textile, and design majors aler- 
ting them that a position was opening up for 
a seat on the Committee for next year,” 
said Natalie.

Natalie also commented, “I feel we really 
haven’t made ourselves known, which is

“Tt may sound cold, but it’s a goddamn 
business we’re running down here,’’ he 
said. Referring to Kikkert, Cabot said, 
“He’s paid an excellent salary to do this job 
efficiently and right. If he isn’t reponsible 
enough to control this money, he should not 
have the job.”’ Cabot will no longer support 
Kikkert, he concluded. ; 

IT APPEARS there are two factions 
within the senate and many small cliques. 
There are those who have their acts 
together and perform their jobs to full 
capacity. There are also those who come on 
Tuesday and leave on Tuesday. 


There are cliques of men and women. 
There are liberals and conservatives. 
There are those who accept change as a 
growing process and those who deny any 
new proposal, perhaps out of fear of losing 
what power they have. 


But Cabot. sees no power struggle. 
“Power struggle!’’ he laughed. ‘What kind 
of power is there to get? Influence, yes, but 
there’s a hell of a difference between power 
and influence.”’ 


Cabot does not enjoy what is going on. He 
said it is disrupting all other business that 
should be going-on. He has a pocketful of 
“big deals’’ that need to be considered 
before the end of the year. He said the 
Congress set a sizeable number of goals in 
March and this problem puts a knot in the 
continuity of the body. 


Legitimate questions do arise, however, 
when one sees an account overdrawn by 
$3,651 in two days. Why didn’t Kikkert 
anticipate the shortage? What happened to 
the checks and balances that Cabot 
promised would make the job almose

“impossible to screw up?” How did the 


money get spent? 


These questions and a score: of others 
were asked of Kikkert. Kikkert defended 
his position by saying Cabot had spent 
money from the executive account without 
informing him. 


BUT CABOT ARGUED, “He signs the 
bottom line for everything that is spent; he 
should know what is coming off.” 


Kikkert countered and said there are 
expenditures he is not aware of until they 
are spent. : 


Again a question arises: why doesn’t he 
know? If Cabot says he should, and Kikkert 
says he doesn’t, is there a communication 
barrier between the two? 


At last week’s senate meeting, Kikkert 
used the excuses of overuse of paper 
supplies and overspending of the phone 
budget for the problem. Mark. Oehike, 
senator from the graduate school and a 
chief instigator in Kikkert’s impeachment, 
found the paper expenditures to be less 
than last year. As for the phone bill, ac- 
cording te Kikkert’s figures, it will be over- 
spent approximately $700 by the end of the 


fiscal year. 


Kikkert did his homework over the 
weekend and prepared his defense. He 
found there were added classified budgets 
that were not budgeted for but should have 
been. Various overexpenditures occurred 
within the postal budget and money was 
spent for things that were not budgeted, 
such as state payroll and work study, 
Kikkert said. 


Kikkert keeps job; dignity lost in Senate dispute 


HE ADMITTED to not watching some 
spending. The cost of the faculty luncheons 
will be $265 over the anticipated amount, he 
said. He also indicated there were items. 
billed to the executive account, in par- 
ticular an advertising bill, which did not 
seem to belong there. 


After all the figures were tallied, they 
equaled the $3,000 anticipated deficit. 


As far as bookkeeping goes, Kikkert said 
Cabot never kept a ledger and Cabot said he — 
had ‘‘a system.’” He said he knew the job of 
VP-FA so well that he could budget at a 
glance and knew when to curtail spending. 
When. Kikkert took the job, he had a 
minimal-background in finances and was 
told exactly how to do the job. 


Another question comes to light. Since 
Kikkert had a job description and advisors 
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The Stoutonia staff wishes to 
criticize the Stout Student Senate 
(SSA) for its insensitive treatment 
of Vice President of Financial 
Affairs (VP-FA) Bob Kikkert. 

Some senators charge that 
Kikkert mismanaged funds, which 
resulted in the executive account 
overdrawal of $3,651. 


Although it appears that Kikkert 
mismanaged funds, the Stoutenia 
staff charges that the SSA 
members are guilty of 
mismanaging a human being. It is, 
in our eyes, just as serious as 
mismanagement of funds. 

The students and the SSA have 
every right to be angry with 
Kikkert the VP-FA. They have a 
right to expect that their money be 
spent wisely and carefully. 


Some SSA members threatened 
to impeach Kikkert. At Tuesday 
night’s meeting the motion to 
impeach Kikkert failed. No efforts 
were made to salvage Kikkert’s 
feelings, and many efforts have 
been made to belittle them. 

There has been a personality 
conflict between many SSA 
members and Kikkert. The 
Stoutonia staff feels this was the 
underlying cause of their threat. 


These senators refuse to 
recognize Kikkert the person 
because of Kikkert the VP-FA. 

According to Dean of Students 
Sam Wood, the problem is not as 
serious as it is made out to be. The 
overspending amounts to one 
percent. of the total executive 
budget. In business, one percent is 
considered acceptable. 

The Stoutonia staff. feels even 
more leeway should be allowed to 
students. If Kikkert knew all the 
answers, he would not be a 
student. 


SSA. members have circulated 


rumors that make the situation, 


look worse than it really is. This 
defamation is not ethical or 
professional. 

The Stoutenia staff feels the SSA 
members have overstepped their

Pot decriminalization 


needs support 


The. Marijuana Decriminalization Bill 
has been introduced into the Wisc. State 
Legislature. The intent of Assembly Bill 325 
is to eliminate the.criminal penalties for 
possession of marijuana by an individual 
for his or her personal use. The marijuana 
bill decriminalizes non-profit. transfers 
such as sharing joints and gifts, but does: 


- not change the law in regards to the sale of 


marijuana for profit. 

The individual who possesses amounts of 
marijuana below 100 grams could receive a 
fine of up to $50.00 (similar to a traffic 


“ticket). Any amount below 3% ounces 


would create a “‘rebutable presumption” 


that such possession is without intent to 
- se 


Eight states, Ore., Ala., Cal., Colo., 
Maine, Ohio, Minn. and S. Dakota have 
already reduced criminal penalties for 
possession for personal use. The reason for 
enacting such legislation in the other states 
was to remove the possibility that person 
will be arrested for small amounts of 
marijuana or will receive a prison term or 
a criminal record for life. 


National Organization for the Reform of 
Marijuana Laws (NORML) has targeted 
Wisc. as one of 12 states to concentrate its 
decriminalization program on during the 
1977 legislative session. Keith Stroup, 
national director of NORML, was in Wisc. 
earlier this year to pledge support of our 
effort and has named Wisc. as a top priority 
in developing a successful reform drive. 


Many local efforts to reduce pot penalties 
have developed in communities around 
Wisc. Decriminalization ordinances have 
already been adopted by at least ten local 
governments: Brookfield, Cudahy, 
Madison, Middleton, Milwaukee County, 
Monona, Shorewood, South Milwaukee, St. 
Francis and West Allis. 


Other organizations such as the League 
of Women Voters, Council on Criminal 
Justice Controlled Substances Board, 
Association on Alcoholism and Other Drug 
Abuse, and the Civil Liberties Union are 
already rallying around the new state law. 

Legalization of marijuana is, for many, 
the ultimate goal in fighting the penalties 
associated with cannabis. As a result of the 
Madison referenda, I am_ introducing 
legislation on this aspect. However, we 
recognize that legalization is unrealistic 
until decriminalization reform laws are 
passed. 

Medical experts and law enforcement 
personnel are also supporting the reduction 
of penalties for cannabis. Clearly, 
marijuana is less dangerous than alcohol or 
tobacco, so district attornies and police 
chiefs themselves would rather not waste 
their time enforcing laws of such low 
priority. Wisc. Gov. Lucey and Attorney 
General LaFollette have publicly stated 
their backing for decriminalization. 


You must act now to ensure passage of 
Assembly Bill 325 this session. Our success 


. or failure will depend on the 132 state 


legislators voting for the bill. Your State 
Senator and State Representative must be 
informed that the voters in their districts 
want support for both AB 325 and SB 155. A 
major citizen’s lobbying campaign must be 
mounted immediately. Couldn’t you spend 
a few minutes to write, call and-or visit 
your legislator at the State Capital soon?

African jaunt helps Miller 
to understand minorities 


“Tt made me realize what it’s like to be in 

a minority, especially on the first day of 

classes. It was odd but you get used to it. It 

helped me to better understand the 
problems of minorities in the U. S.,” said 

Richard Miller, professor of mathematics, 

of his recent year of teaching in Liberia. 

Miller and his family lived in Liberia 
from July ’75 to August ’°76 where Miller 
taught math at the University of Liberia. 

He qualified through a Fulbright grant. 

Miller enjoyed teaching in Africa 
because the students were very eager to 
learn. The economic condition of the 

country provided a very direct stimulus for 
learning. Once a student leaves the tribe, it 
is often very difficult for him to return. 

' “The education system is very much like 

the U.S. because Liberia was based on the 

U.S. One major difference in the country 

though is that it’s a one party democracy,” 
_ said Miller. 

The West Africans are a gentle people. 
They love kids and this is shown by the way 
they care for the children. The men take 
care of the kids more than in the U. S. 
Miller felt his children were safe anywhere. 

The experience for Miller and his family 
was very nice because of connections with 
the University and the American Embassy. 
The culture is much different. As an 
educated, non-African Miller assumed the 
“qui position”, the position that Africans 
_ felt the whites had in life. An example of 
how the qui position affected Miller was 
shoes. “‘The Africans felt you should always 
_ wear shoes,”’ said Miller, ‘‘so I always wore 
_ Shoes except on the beach.” 

‘Miller’s family liked Africa. Their 
_ lifestyle was very different than the U. S. 

They lived in a brick house about a block 
away from the ocean. They had a 
houseman that served as domestic help, a 
gardener and a guard to protect against 

“roguery’”’ or “‘burglary.” 

The status of the houseman is his com- 
munity depended upon the family he 
worked for. Once Mrs. Miller had ona dress 
with a hemline above the knee. Charles, the 
houseman, complimented her and then told 
Dr. Miller that the dress was pretty but 
very short. Miller assured him that she was 
only going to the beach. The houseman was 
no longer disturbed about the short dress. 
| The children went to the British 
_ Prepatory school. The public schools were 
not good. When African students graduated 
from high school, they were at least a year 
behind in math.

Travel between countries is difficult 
because there is no free travel. A person 
needs exit and entrance passes to get to 
other countries and return. 

“Once we were stranded when our bus 
broke down 250 miles from home,’’ said 
Miller.

By the next day, 
anew motor was installed. ‘“How’s that for 
quick service.” 

Travel for most of the country is by taxi 
and moneybuses. Moneybuses are half ton 
covered trucks, and 20 - 30 people ride in 
them at once over the poor, rough roads. 

The country has an open market. Food is 
twice as expensive than the U. S. but almost 
anything can be purchased. Fresh fruit and 
fish were very good in Africa. 

“They have the best pineapple in the 
world‘there. We had banana, coconut and 
papaya trees in our backyard,” said Miller. 

“It is nice to be in Africa but it was good 
to get back home,” Miller said 
reminiscently. ‘I’d like to go back 
sometime.” 
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UW tuition to rise 5 to 6 


percent during 


Tuition will rise 5 percent - 6 percent 
during the next biennium in conjunction 
with a 4 percent raise in the general 


university support, and a 9 percent in-- 


crease in faculty salaries which was ap- 
proved by the Regents April 15 according to 
the latest United Council Newsletter. 

- Current annual tuition for a UW un- 
, dergraduate is $574 plus segregated fees 
which differ by campus. Under the 
recommended increase, a student. would 
pay from $15-$17 more per semester in 1977- 
78. Graduate fees would increase by $22-$26 
per semester. President Weaver reminded 
the Board that he was laughed at two years 
ago when he proposed reducing UW tuition. 
“T can’t tell you how much I wish I could 
pull down tuition,” he said. 

Weaver emphasized in his budget ad- 
dress last fall, that there would be no 
sneaky costs to students this time around so 
the Joint Finance Committee (JFC) of the 
legislature has decided to put it to the 
students in its own way. 

Prospective graduate students will soon 
have to pay a $20 application fee if the 
JFC’s recommendation goes unchecked on 
the floors of both houses. The committee 
voted 13-1 to impose the fee on applicants 
for UW graduate, law and medical schools, 
which was a convenient way to delete 
approximately $500,000 in tax support for 
the System. 

It was only by a stroke of genius that they 
failed to initiate a $15 fee for undergraduate 
applications. This is just one more evidence 
of the growing trend toward ‘user fees’ for 


government services. The Board of 


next biennium 


Regents opposed the fee at their meeting 
last week. 

The committee also threatened a 1.6 
million cut from the Governor’s recom- 
mendation because of a ‘miscalculation’ in 
student enrollment projections in the new 
UW enrollment funding formula. The dollar. 
figures in the formula were derived from 
projected enroliment in the fall before 
actual figures were in. 


Rep. Gary Johnson (D. Beloit) who 
recommended the cuts said, ‘“‘The budget 
should reflect actual numbers of students, 
not estimated numbers. 


“UW Sr. V.P. for Administrative affairs 
Donald Percy replied, ‘“There seems to be 
an interest in actual enrollments only when 
they’re down.” 

The new formula makes allowances for 
fluctuations in enrollment to protect the 
campuses from sudden austerity in a 
temporarily low year. Percy said the UW 
would expect the JFC to conversely show 
great interest in giving the UW extra 
money to handle increased enrollments. 

“Tam cynical because I think we’ve been 
mistreated,’’ said President Weaver. ‘This 
is one of the few state agencies that brought . 
in a realistic, bare-boned budget. We have 
agreed this year to put it up to the 
Legislature in terms they asked for, and 
see if our cynicism is justified. 

He should try, ‘“‘We’re mad as hell, and 
we’re not going to take this anymore!” at 


‘the next budget hearing. It couldn’t put us 


any farther behind than did the intelligent, 
responsible approach,’’ said the UC. 
newsletter. 


Minor repairs explained © 
for brakes and derailleurs

This is the final article in a three-part 
series about bicycling. It deals with minor 
repairs on brakes and derailleurs.. 


KEEPING YOUR BIKE’S body in safe 
riding condition is only a part -of good 
biking. It’s important to have a good 
knowledge of the mechanical aspects and 
functioning of your bicycle — so you’ll know 
what to do when something goes wrong with 
its delicate machinery. According to Tom 
Stokes, bicycle repair technician. at the 
ReCycle Bike Shop, the two basic problem 
areas in bicycle machinery are the brakes 
and derailleurs.

Finally, after five weeks, the Board of 
Academic Affairs is a reality. 


The senate approved with some minor 
changes the original proposal. The 
autonomy of the board has been removed 
by giving the senate the privilege of 
hearing major academic affairs policies. 
The importance of the Senate’s action on 
this proposal, with the challenge not only to 
Kevin Wilde, vice president for academic 
affairs, (VP ~AA) but to the education, is a 
definite step forward. 

In other business the finance committee 
presented Bob Jeatran, the agent for 
student insurance policies. He presented a 
health insurance program that he said 
would outweigh the present insurance 
policy that is available to Stout students. 


The program will provide a financially 


beneficial service to students. 


This service will be a drastic departure 
from the present health plan. Jeatran 
brought the proposal to the senate because 
he felt the student body would benefit from 
it. He outlined the premiums for the in- 
dependent student and married students. 

The senators asked pertinent questions of 
Jeatran and agreed to accept the 
Associated Insurance Plan for the 1977-78

school year. 

Not only was Jeatran instrumental in this 
proposal but he has supported the student 
in a feasible health insurance program. The 
awards committee will present him with a 
certificate of appreciation. 

As the Senate moved into its third hour of 
business, Christy Finch, VP-SA, (Vice- 
president of Legislative Affairs) appeals to 
the senators and student for support in 
designing the new library. Joe Jax has 
asked for student input into the planning of 
the structure. Finch realizes the necessity 
of student opinion and is seeking that voice. 


Jim Buchanan, who is becoming an in- 
fluential individual in the circle, gave his 
speech for collective bargaining. Obviously 
he had done his homework and contends 
that the senate should lobby against it. He 
fears that the collective bargaining policy 
will raise the price of education. ‘The 
collective bargaining policy will have no 
benefit to the student,” he said. 

In open forum, Ron Goldstein, Media 
Advertising Coordinator, announced a fund 
drive for Julianne Ekern during the week of 
May 5. He pushed for support by the 
senators. What he wants from them is an 
hour to pass a bucket for her support. If the 
senate is taking care of its own, then they 
will bow to his wish. 


“If the brakes are really spongy and. 
don’t work, then the wheel is out of true and 
has too much wobble. Gradually, the break 
blocks will get worn down,” said Stokes. 
“The solution to the problem is to true the 
wheel, replace the blocks, and get the space 
between the brake block and rim to a 
minimum.” 

TO SOLVE THE PROBLEM, Stokes 
continued, the cable must be adjusted with 
the adjusting barrel until it’s as close to the 
rim as it can be without touching the rim 
while it rotates. One side may hit any other . 
side but be very far away. This problem 
can be cured by making sure the wheel’s in 
the middle of the fork, or by hammering 
slightly on the side with the biggest space. 

“THE DERAILLEURS should perform 
their function with as little chatter and fuss 
as possible,’’ Stokes went on. ‘The function 
of the front derailleur is to change the chain 
from the largest to smallest chain wheel 
and vice versa, quietly and efficiently. 

““There are usually two screws on the top 
of the derailleur — they control its lateral 
movement. The inside screw controls the 
movement of the chain onto the smaller . 
sprocket. To adjust this, shift the bike so 
the chain is on the larges rear sprocket and 
the smallest front sprocket,” he said. 

“Tf the derailleur is hitting the chain, 
screw the inside screw counter-clockwise 
until they just miss each other. They should 
not be touching each other. Sometimes 
there’s a great big space between the inside 
of ‘the derailleur cage and the chain. To 
correct this, screw the inside clockwise | 
until it just misses it.” : 

The outside screw adjusts the movement 
of the chain on the large chain wheel, 
Stokes said. The chain should be shifted so 
it’s on the large front chain wheel and the 
back chain wheel. If the derailleur is not 
properly adjusted the chain will either hit 
the outside of the derailleur cage or have a 


‘large space between the outside of the 


derailleur cage and the chain itself. If it 
hits, adjust the outside screw counter- 
clockwise until it barely misses.

This is a book that is not a literary jewel 
which provokes the respect of a certain 
legion .. academics. Instead, it is a hand- 
book of valuable advise for all of us. As 
students we are somewhat misinformed as 
to our potential roles as consumers. 

Somewhere I’ve gotten the idea that 
graduation should solve my worries con- 
cerning my buying ability. However, as the 
book addresses ‘‘let the buyer beware.” All 
is not bleak though, for we as consumers 
hold the tulimate cure for our woes. The 
increased confidence of the consumer can 
be debated, but as the book states, progress 
is being made. Solomon notes the progress 

* that has been realized. 

His stance is that the consumer has the 
power to protect himself once he has been 
ripped off. The book should influence 
consumer action. A complete list of State 
Consumer offices is helpful to those who 
want to use them. 25 pages of addresses of 
agencies give ample influence for con- 
sumer action. One should follow certain 
tactics necessary for cutting through 
bureaucratic red tape. First of all, per- 
serverance is the only way to protect your 
rights in the grievance procedure. Follow 
up on your claim and know to which agency 
your case has been sent. Positive results 
depend on you being informed. 

The book is a useful source of in- 
formation. It is up to the individual con- 
sumer to use these tips and guidelines to 
preserve his rights. With such an informed 
public, perhaps we can transfer the 
initiative for consumer protection to in- 
dustry, where it truly belongs.

Feminist artist explains 
ideas behind imagery

Judy Chicago, one of today’s leading 
feminist artists, spoke Thursday evening in 
the West Central ballroom. Chicago, who 
has been a professional artist since 1963, 
gave a slide presentation of her work while 
explaining the ideas behind her creative 
imagery. 

Chicago has written a book, ‘Through the 
Flower,’’ which is about her experiences as 
an artist. She also set up ‘‘Womenhouse,”’ 
an artistic organization in California, and 
attempted to start an all-women’s art 
program at Fresno University. 

She changed her last name from 
Gerowitz to Chicago, naming herself after 
her hometown to make a _ symbolic 
statement about her emerging position as a 
feminist. 

An exposition of her art has been up in 
the Ruth Schaffner gallery in Los Angeles 
for 5 weeks. ‘I realize that this is a long 
time for somebody’s art to be up in one 
place,” said Chicago, ‘but I feel strongly 
about it. I want to have my work there. I’m 
trying to change the quality of ‘the space’ . 

. I want it to be warm and open. 

She began the show by telling about her 
work with china painting. Mounted photos 
of her creating_with this medium were 
shown as she explained about her ex- 
periences under the direction of elderly 
female china-painters. ‘‘Generally, 
professional artists draw on the assistance 
of others, giving credit to them,”’ Chicago 
said. “I try to make my art accessible to a 
much wider audience, which does not 
always include other artists.” 

‘‘My entire life has been feminist art,”’ 
she said. ‘‘It’s a revealing of all the stages 
of a woman artist giving birth to herself. 
What makes an artist? I think one must-be 
more visually aware than usual to make

Dinner is grand 
finale for class 


They came in all shapes and sizes. They ranged in age 
from student to professor, in occupation from housewife 
to reporter to restauranteer. They left tired and full. The 

‘occasion: Haute. Cuisine. 

Seventy-two persons attended the dinner. They paid 
$40 for their tickets, and ate a meal worth $225. The event 
lasted seven and one-half hours. 

. THE DINNER is the grand finale for the Haute 
Cuisine class. The class is focused on classical cooking 
and food presentation and leads to the formal banquet. 

For three credits, 65 students have worked more hours 

) than they care to total. 

. Actually, the grand finale will be served twice. The 
first took place April 16, and the second is scheduled for 

April 30. The menu consists of 19 gourmet dishes ac- 
companied by eight wines. The estimated total: 6,000 
calories. 

According to instructor Gus Kelly, the class is run as a 
business. Each student applied and interviewed for his 
or her position. Grades are the payroll for this student 
enterprise. Department managers grade their em- 
ployees. 

“The idea for this dinner started last May, right after 
the last one,” said Kelly. ‘“‘These students started in 

January.” 

THE FIRST TASK was deciding on the theme. Kelly 
joffered the oceanliner theme. Two weeks into the class 
the students voted. The ‘‘Epicurean Odyssey’ won 
because it was the most unusual idea, according to 
student Director of Services Randy Naffine. 

The Epicurean Odyssey took guests on an imaginary 
trip aboard a ship. 

“T did one semester of research on oceanliners, and 
found nothing to indicate what kind of crews or what 
‘kind of meals were used,”’ said Kelly. ‘‘Since the general 


oceanliners didn’t give us enough to work from, this is a 


treation.” 
| Stops were made during the meal in New Orleans, the 

editerranean, Western Europe, Scandinavia, and New 

ork. 

After another two weeks, the menu was completed. It 
Was researched by Chefs Mike Nissenbaum and Rick 
Forpahl. 

_ “We picked items as far as the materials available. 
From there we started testing,” Kelly said. 

| THE TESTING CONTINUED until the first official 
dinner. The biggest test was the run through dinner, held 

o weeks before the first seating. 

“We go through the dinner fast. Then we have a two 
hour critique by an eight person panel. These are people 
trom industry. They give their ideas and views,’’ Kelly 
said. ‘‘We compromise for the actual meal.” 

__ The critic’s comments were made to the entire class, 
‘and changes were made from there. Among the changes 
ae this year were tablecloths, putting the wine 
glasses on the tables before the guests were seated, and 
lighting the candles. 
| The run through was termed a success. In the middle 
of serving 33 guests, Kelly walked through the crowded 
reparation room. “This is not a run through, it’s a 
dinner,” he announced. 
| THE CRITICS AGREED. “‘I congratulate the class for 
their organization,” said Tim Ross, former hotel and 
testaurant management program director at Stout. He 
‘has attended each run through since the course began in 
1971. 

_ The presentation was organized because the 
preparation room was organized. 

Diagrams of tables and the order for wines were 
‘drawn on the wall. A long table with warming lights 
stood ready for each course. 

- An assembly line process was used for dishing por- 
ions in the preparation room. Waiters held the platters 
“inder warming lights until the last possible moment, 
when marched out in a long line to present the food. 

' “You’d almost think this was a restaurant or 
mething,’’ said one waiter. 

Off duty class members munched McDonald ham- 
urgers in the center of the room. Eyes drifted to the 

osed circuit television. 

“Okay, they’re clearing. Wine servers, they’re 

earing.”’ 

“Ts that a cue?” joked a waiter. 

“NO ONE is hostile. I thought everyone would be 
ense, but they’re calm,” said Patty Melville, class 

ecretary.

Stout presented the sixth Haute’ Cuisine dinner in as many years - this time, an ‘Epicurean Odyssey.” 


Each course moved out of the kitchen with a minimum 
of fanfare. ‘‘Every time we have to bring out food the 
kitchen groans. How it ever gets out, I’ll never know,” 
said Nissenbaum. 


The class’ reaction? ‘‘Oh to get out of these shoes and 
into my Keds,”’ said Steve Setzer, waiter.

“T have never worked in a restaurant a day in my life,” 
said Mark Baker, haute cuisine’s student manager. 

“All of my work experience in the hospitality industry has 
been more from a management point of view.’ 

His lack of experience in an actual restaurant is no 
liability, according to his instructor, Gus Kelly. 


‘‘Mark did an outstanding job. This dinner was as good or 
better than any dinner I have ever seen. Very, very out- 
standing management techniques,”’ said Kelly. 

Baker’s middle name could well be ‘‘management.”’ 
Almost all his work experience has centered around 
management and public relations duties. 

His basic philosophy toward managing in general, and 
haute cuisine in particular, centers around “direction and 
coordination.” 

“‘A good man gets things done through other people,”’ said 
Baker. ‘I want to allow my people to have the freedom to 
use their expertise. My job is to direct and coordinate these 
other people in their expertise.”’ 

Basic coordination, budget, general management, and 
development of the Epicurean Odyssey theme were all part 
of his duties as student manager. :

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Any lucky guest must know beforehand what to expect 
while on an “Epicurean Odyssey.” Webster defines 
epicurean as describing. . .‘‘sensual pleasure; one with 
sensitive and discriminating tastes.’ Odyssey entails. . 
“a long wandering, a voyage usually marked by many 
changes of fortune, such as that of Homer and Odysseus.” 
“Ports of Call-Epicurean ote began promptly at 6 
p.m. Saturday evening, Ai 16. 

After more than three months and 3,000 hours of planning, 
testing and_research, hotel-and urant management 
program students at the University of Wisconsin-Stout 
hosted a $40-a-person, 12 course dinner with seven bottles of 
imported wine, one liquor, and two intermissions. 

The Ports of Call took 72 dinner guests on an imaginary 
journey across the ocean. For eight hours guests visited 
such ter away countries as Greece, Italy, England, 
France, Denmark, Finland, and Sweden. The ship left the 
harbors. of New Orleans, circled the Atlantic, and finally 
returned to the docks of New York at 1:20 a.m. 

This ficticious journey became a reality through the foods 
served. Cold Hors d’ Oeuvres began the culinary orgy with 
entrees such as barquettes, bouchees, canapes, eggs in 
aspic, and assorted bunches of grapes displayed in hand- 
braided bread baskets. : 

Among those appetizers on the silver trays, the 
barquettes were boat-shaped pastries filled with an 


assortment of meats, cheeses, shrimp, lobster, herring, — 


anchovies, and caviar. 

Each hors d’ oeuvre was handed-crafted, a spectacle in 
itself. Guests enjoyed learning about and tasting several 
from the slightly nervous waiter. An American champagne 
complimented the variety of cold hors d’oeuvres. 

Departing from New Orleans, the next port of call was the 
Mediterranean coast. Representing the Grecian and Italian 
regions were Hot Hors d’Oeuvres such as Grape Leaves, 
Avgolemono Sauce (a sauce made of egg yolk and lemon 
juice) and Beurrecks a la Turque (cigar-shaped portions of 
cheese, veal, and Bechamel, all french fried in a noodle 
paste). A Grecian light dry wine, Domestico, was poured by 
sommeliers (wine pourers) under the keen eyes of their 
wine steward.

A hot turtle soup was served to many guests anxious to 
sample this delicacy. Diners were left more than satisifed 
with tender pieces of turtle meat and a delicate golden 
brown broth. 

Before leaving the Mediterranean, a Roast Leg of Lamb 
and Eggplant Basquoise was complimented by a Grecian 
dry red.wine. The lamb was roasted to a delicate and 
basted-with white wine and the juice of lemon. Cubes of 
breaded and deep fried eggplant were served with the thin 
slices. of tender lamb. : a 

FOLLOWING INTERMISSION 

When diners returned to their tables, set with fresh linen, 
they were served a light dish of Burgundy Ice to clear their 
palates. This marked the beginning of the Western Europe 
tour. 


For the next two and one-half hours, diners feasted on 
three separate entrees that received compliments from all 
tables. Equally important to the food was the service by 
captains, waiters, and sommeliers assigned to each table of 
eight. The choreography of the dinner more than kept 
diners entertained — never knowing what was to happen 
next. In fact, the most breathtaking show was seen as 
captains drew carving knives and sharpened them on 
stones in such fanfare that not a breath could be heard. 
Slices of beef tenderloin stuffed with liver pate’ were 
quickly served. 

Throughout the course of seven and one-half hours, 
sommeliers poured seven bottles of wine. Each man’s 
hands trembled slightly as he would bend over each diner’s 
right shoulder with the wine bottle. Nervous as each man 
was, every bottle was turned ever so gently. Spilling not.a 
drop, all look relieved! 

ON TO SCANDINAVIA 


Returning from the second and last intermission, diners 
took one last deep breath for the final round of the marathon 
meal. The waiters served a fluffy Lime Mousse, Fillet of 
Flounder with Mussells, and Fresh Mushroom Salad in 
quick succession. The 12th course was served — fresh 
Strawberries Romanoff — bringing a deafening hush over 
the audience. Upon arrival into the New York harbor, 
coffee and cognac concluded the dinner.

Waiters guide guests 
through ocean voyage 


“Good evening and welcome aboard,’’ greeted Patty 
Baryenbruch, Dining Room Captain. 


This was the first contact haute cuisine guests had with 
the service people, who would remain to guide them safely 
through all of the ports of call. 


Twenty class members volunteered to undergo training 
and serve the 72 guests attending each haute cuisine'‘dinner. 

Rick Lareau, with 17 years of experience in the industry, 
was chosen to be Director of Training. Baryenbruch was 
chosen to be his assistant. 


Lareau and Baryenbruch trained the captains and 
waiters in the finer points of service with some extras 
thrown in. 


One extra was timing. Lareau said that dining room 
timing depends upon kitchen timing. Because food was 
timed from the kitchen, service people also operate under 
time pressure. 


“It’s like football with the two-minute ,”’ com- 
mented one waiter. ‘‘We have two minutes to get the food on 
the platters, and line up and march into the dining area.” 


The other extra factor was the lack of space. Nine tables, 
72 guests and four pillars didn’t leave a lot of space for the 


service personnel. 
The problem of waiters running into each other just did 
not happen since their movements were choreographed. All 


waiters waited for a nod from Baryenbruch and began 
serving at the same time, moving clockwise around the 


: table. 


Watching the service people in performance was much 
like watching a military drill . The captains wore 
uniforms of black straight legged pants, black shoes, white 
shirts, black bow ties and black jackets. 


Waiters were outfitted in white jackets with a white shirt 
and black accessories. The coordinated movements of these 
people were rehearsed to near perfection. They even 
marched out of the dining room in a specified order- 


“‘My basic philosophy is to stress efficiency and the 
presenting of the food at the peak of readiness,” said 
Lareau. 


“I think that in the program at Stout they don’t stress 
dining room procedures as far as how to present things. A 
riedeiony to be learned through experience,’ Lareau con- 
tin 


Three styles of service were used during the haute cuisine 
dinners: Russian, French and pre-plated. 


During the Russian service, the food is presented on a 


. platter to the host at each table, presented again to the 


person opposite the host, then served moving clockwise. 


French service involves actual tableside plating. For 
example, the London House was brought into the dining 
area and set on lit side tables. The London House was 
carved and plated as guests watched and waited to taste the 
tenderloin stuffed with pate. 


“It'sa good wait because of expectations. They saw 
it and otnng! ds want it,”’ said Lareau at the ry 
dinner held April 2. “‘Everyone is just ! We've 
captivated them.” 


If the sight of the food itself hadn't captivated the guests,

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Assistant chef — 
keeps cool head 


“No one job can successfully be accomplished by one 
person,’’ said Mike Schultz. a kitchen worker, about Rick 
Forpahl. Forpahl was the head chef’s right hand man. 
Forpahl is Sous Chef (assistant chef) for the 1977 Haute 
Cuisine dinner. 

Forpahl chosen to be the sous chef by Mike 
Nissenbaum, ef de Cuisine. ‘‘Rick was the most qualified 
person to fill\fis’/important position” said Nissenbaur, 
Forpahl wor very closely with the garde manger 
(meats, fruits, and vegetables), saucier (sauces), and 
patissier (pastries) departments. 

Forpahl transferred to Stout after one year at the Hen- 
nepin Technical Center, north and south campus centers, in 
the Twin Cities. At the two Centers, Forpahl studied with 
well-known chefs and food stylists, Klaus Mitterhauser and 
Hans Gilgen. He attributes his greatest learning to the 
Center. 

In the summer of 1972, Forpahl became a student in the 
International Advanced Culinary Training Program 
through the Swiss Hotel Association in Switzerland. 

“Rick has tons of experience and was very easy to work 
with,” Schultz said. ‘‘He really kept a cool head when things 
got a bit tense in the kitchen.” 

Forpahl says he averaged approximately 40 hours per 
week. in the three credit haute cuisine class. : 

‘I was very pleased with our selection of a menu this year 
as compared to last year’s Jefferson dinner,’’ said Forpahl. 
“The sequence of heavy to light foods runs in a yearly cycle. 
One year it will begin with a light course and finish with a 
heavy one, and visa versa the next year. Last year’s dinner 
ran heavy to light. However, due to the progression of the 
ship, foods ran from heavy to light beginning in Greece with 
hot hors d’oeurves and lamb. We had considered beginning 
the cruise from the north, but we were already too far into 
the dinner to really justify such a change,” explained 
Forpahl. 

The kitchen crew developed the menu from ideas Forpahl 
and Nissenbaum had proposed. The books Larousse Gar- 
trominique by Monte Prosper and Book of Buffets by Klaus 
Mitterhauser and George Walner were used in menu 
development. 

When asked about French chef Escoffier, Forpahl said “I 
follow many of Escoffier’s principles in a fundamental sort 
of way. We used his The Escoffier Cookbook more or less. 
like a bible.’’ 

Forpahl is a senior from Minnetonka, Minn. He is 
majoring in hotel and restaurant management with con- 
centrations in lodging and restaurant. He was involved in 
last year’s dinner as kitchen assistant for independent 
study credit. ‘I hope to own or operate a small restaurant 
some day,” Forpahl said.-

Guests did not get to see a wine server 
panic because he had two left gloves and 
only one left hand, or captains frantically 
memorizing the change in service for the 
London House. 

They also did not get to see all the con- 
cerns and crises which were handled by 
this unit of people. 


THE GUESTS’ COMFORT was of chief 
concern from the start. A concern was 
expressed about the humidity and the heat. 
A few balcony doors were opened and the 
lighting kept low. : 

This worked fine until the first course 
was served amid blazing lamps used by the 
television crew. The group made the best of 
the situation, but waiters and wine servers 
had some problems working around the 
light stands in the space-precious dining 
area. 

Seating for the first course took twice as 
long as anticipated. Two guests came in 
late. A centerpiece caught a fire. 

THE EFFICIENCY with which such 
problems were handled was evident by the 
fact that only the guests seated at that 
specific table were even aware that the 
denterpiece was flaming. The moment was 
saved by their captain, Steve Setzer.

A new academic probation and dismissal 
jlicy will take effect next year. 

“The policy, as currently written, has 
lowed students to continue with no 
arning until it could be too late,” said 
ichard Anderson, dean of counselling 
rvices. Anderson said the new policy will 
iminate that problem. 

‘““There are two reasons for implementing 
e new policy. First, it will provide earlier 
arning for those students. Second, it 
‘eates some tightening,” Anderson said. 
“Because of current policy charac- 
istics, some students are able to hang on 
arhaps beyond the time that they should 
» allowed,” he continued. ; 

The policy raises the grade point 
verages (GPA) to avoid probation or 
ismissal. GPA resulting in dismissal 
amains as 0.75 for first semester fresh- 
1en, and 1.000 for all others. 
Probationary GPA is changed to first 
amester freshmen 1.760; second semester 
‘eshmen 1.800; first semester sophomores 
900; second semester sophomores and up 
000. 


Other changes follow: 


Top student - 
government 


—Official notice will be given on summer 
session probation. 

—Probationary students with excessive 
course withdrawals will be dismissed. 

—Classification (academic status) will 
be figured on attempted credits instead of 
earned credits. Only classes issuing grades 
from A to F will be considered for this 
process. 

—New freshmen entering on probation 
will be allowed one term if below 1.400 or 
two terms if above. 

—Minimum GPA is set at: first semester 
freshmen 1.400; second semester freshmen 
1.600; first semester sophomores 1.750; 
second semester sophomores and up 1.800. 
Students with lower GPA will be dismissed. 
Students above the minimum GPA will be 
given two semesters. 

“With current enrollment, we must ask, 
do we continue to give students the op- 
portunity to go on when students who could 
do better and might want it more could fill 
their place,” said Anderson. 

“The new policy will stop wasting 
student’s money and time. It will provide 
an opportunity for self-examination soon 
enough,” he said.

Progress seen 
in clinical 
experience class

“We work on the premise that students 
have to know how to work on an in- 
dividualized basis with the mentally 
handicapped before they can teach an 
entire class.”’ said Carl Cameron, assistant 
professor in the school of education and 
psychology, in reference to his Clinical 
Experience class. 

Mentally retarded clients from group 
homes in Menomonie volunteer to come to 
the Reading and Study Skills lab twice per 
week. At the lab, students act as instructors 
on a one to one basis to teach basic social 
and academic skills. The complete focus is 
on the individual to make him independent 
and free. 


Definite progress has been seen in many. 
individuals. One 22-year-old student can 
count from one to twelve and recognize the 
symbols. He could never count before but 
wanted to learn. 

An older man was always late for work 
because he did not know how to tell time. 
After several weeks of work and the desire 
to learn, he can now tell time to the nearest 
minute. 


Besides the more academic skills, social 
skills are also stressed. Personal grooming, 
such as hair care, self care have been 
taught. One man was given a hair cut in 
class. Cooking and safety were other areas 
that were taught to the clients. 

All the clients are males and range in age 
from 18 to 58. 


The students benefit as well as the 
clients. The students develop more in- 
dependent skills and excitement about the 
work than any of the Clinical Experience 
classes in the past. This year was the first 
time the class was taught in this fashion. 

The students received feedback after 
each session. This feedback helps them to 
improve weaknesses as well as increase 
strengths. 

‘“What’s really needed is to deveop a hard 
set program to teach skills to the mentally 
retarded and that’s what I hope my 
students learn to do in this class.” said 
Cameron.

Minnesota, before his appointment at Stout. 

During his decade of leadership, Stout’s 
enrollment increased from 1,600 to 5,200 
and the campus and faculty grew ac- 
cordingly. 

Micheels is the fourth person to head 
Stout since the school’s ‘founding as a 
private institution in 1893. Under his 
direction, Stout’s traditional offerings in 
home economics and industrial-technical 
education were breadly expanded. Four- 
teen undergraduate majors and five 
graduate majors were added to the 
curriculum, along with three new degrees 
including the Education Specialist degree, 
one year beyond the Master’s degree. 


Rented buildings and temporary quar- 
ters have been replaced by modem 
classrooms, laboratories and residence 
halis. In 1961, the physical plant consisted 
of nine buildings. Fourteen major facilities 
were constructed around the perimeter of 
the campus since then, dwarfing what once 
was the central campus core.

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Apprenticeships benefit 


An agelong trai device, used to 
prepare tradesmen craftsmen, is now 
being put to work in higher education. 

Students at UW-Stout are serving as 
“apprentices” under veteran instructors, 
learning from their teachers while 
assisting them with their duties. Vice 
Chancellor Wesley Face, who developed 
the idea, said the program benefits both 
students and instructors. 

“The concept of an apprenticeship 

gram is an ancient one,” Face said. “It 

s been my thought for several years that 
it’s a concept we could introduce on campus 
in which the master teacher would gain 
some assistance and the learner would 
develop some capabilities.’’ 

Operation of the program varies within 
the different schools at Stout, but essen- 
tially works this way: Individual students 
and teachers enter into a contractural 
agreement in which the student agrees to 
work a specified number of hours assisting 
the teacher in carrying out professional 
responsibilities. Typical assignments in- 
clude updating curriculum, setting up and 
performing laboratory demonstrations, 
refining laboratory experiments, helping to 
correct tests and organizing lesson plans. 

Face said that each teaching apprentice 
agreement is different, tailored to in- 
dividual needs of students and instructors. 
Students can earn one credit per 40 hours of 
professional work in the program, with a 
maximum of four credits. However, the 
program is also available for non-credit. 

In the School of Industry and Technology, 
the program is being used to give education 
majors an early exposure to the teaching 
profession during their sophomore and 
junior years. 

“This is meant to be a kind of pre 
experience that puts students along side a 
master teacher,’’ said Jim Bensen, 
assistant dean of the school. ‘‘It is more or 
less a way for students to get closer to the 
teaching environment.” 

The School of Home Economics is of- 
fering the program for both teaching and 
non-teaching majors. ‘‘This is a student- 
originated project,’’ said J. Anthony 
Samenfink, dean of the school. ‘‘Ideally, the 
student is the one who is the initiator.” 

Participants must be of at least junior 
standing and enrolled in a major within the 
school. ‘Ideally, the student is the one who 
is the initiator.” 


A booklet of greetings for Julianne Ekern, a UW-Stout student paralyzed in a tram- 
poline accident, was examined by University Chancellor 
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Participants must be of at least junin 
standing and enrolled in a major within the 
school. They must also have completed 
three to five credits in the subject area for 
which they are serving as apprentices. 

“The student is literally doing. some of 
the activities of the instructional staff 
members they are working with,” 
Samenfink said. ‘This gives the student an 
opportunity to get a feel of what the master 
teacher is doing.”’ 

“The main thing we have to do is get 
students to begin to think like a teacher 
does,” said Lee Smalley, professor of in- 
dustrial teacher education, who has in- 
troduced the apprenticeship program in his 
class on methods of teaching. 


“These students are getting up as second 
semester sophomores or first semester 
juniors, and it’s time to make this con- 
version,’’ Smalley said. ‘It’s time to start 
this walk around the from the 
student’s side to the teacher’s side.” 

Smalley said his only requirement is that 
the students must do things the teachers do, 
although they do not have full authority. 
“The advantage is that this experience 
comes sooner,”’ Smalley said. ‘‘This comes 
prior to the teaching.” 

While the students are preparing as 
professionals, Smalley said the methods 
used in the teaching apprenticeship 
program parallel those used to train 
tradesmen such as carpenters, electricians 
and plumbers. - 

“The parallels are in that you have a 
master and you have a person who wants to 
be a master,’’ Smalley said. ‘‘You have a 
person who has had experience, who has 
had training, who has been there, who has 
done the job; and then you have someone 
who hasn’t been there, who hasn’t done the 
job, who wants to learn how to doit.” 


Margaret James, associate professor of 
food and nutrition, is using the program to 
help develop materials fer a diet therapy 
class. She says she feels it creates a closer 
relationship with the student. She also said 
it shows students what’s involved in being a 
teacher. 

“So often students just see you in a 
classroom and don’t understand all the 
other things that are involved in being a 
teacher,” she said. ‘‘It’s a‘help for me, too, 
because I learn from students. It’s a give 
and take situation. cae

The scene is a big national television 
network called UBS, a duplicate of NBC, 
ABC, or CBS, and the focus is on the 
evening network news. 

The anchorman is Howard Beale, a 
crusty old veteran journalist of the 
Cronkite type (you know, solid and 
dependable). You are in the newsroom now 
and the activity is intense as technicians 
prepare for the big moment when the show 
begins. . .. Cue the announcer... .” The 
UBS evening news with Howard Beale!. . .”’ 
We see Beale, familiar old Howard Beale, 
but what he’s saying is not so familiar. 

“I have been informed that my show is 
being cancelled in two weeks due to poor 
ratings. Since this show is all I really have, 
I have decided to kill myself on this show 
one week from tonite.’’ There is a lull as 
Beale sits quietly with a self-satisfied smile 
letting the enormity of his statement sink 
in. In the newsroom, the technicians are 
obviously oblivious due to years of tuning 
out the news in favor of their own special 
job. Someone hurries into the room. “Did 
you hear what he just said?’’ Frantically 
they try to drag him off camera during a 
Station-break, but the camera returns with 
the spectacle of several men trying to 
remove the grand old man, while he fights 
successfully to hold onto his desk. 

For the next 24 hours, confusion reigns in 
the plush halls of this journalistic giant. In 
the political in-fighting that ensues we are 
shown the contradiction between the profit- 
motive and the need for responsible use of 
the awesome power inherent in network 
television. Clearly the profit-motive rules 
supreme. 


Weak pleas for integrity are muscled out 
by the cynicism of the _ parent 
conglomerate. Money is the god here and 
all that counts. The public, embodied by the 
all-important Nielson ratings, are viewed 
as fools easily manipulated for more and 
more profits. 

The director of the news show, played by 
William Holden, decides to give his friend 
Beale another chance on the air to retire 
more cefully. Once more Beale faces 
the m ; 


urged on by the unscupuloys Faye 
Dunaway, decide that what makes money 
is good and so the show will go on. 

The show is revamped and made into a 
sort of variety-news show with Howard 
Beale as the “star.” The old man is 
beginning to look wild-eyed, having visions 
and being chosen by some power as a new 
prophet. 

On the air, he staggers around the stage 
with a craze look on his face, persuasively 
demanding that people come to terms with 
the real world rather than the TV world. He 
dramatically calls for all the viewers to 
open their windows and yell to the world: 
“I’m madas hell, and I’m not going to take 
it anymore!”’ At the show’s end, he throws 
his arms into the air and collapses to the 
floor in a very realistic and convincing 
faint. The reports pour in; people are 
yelling out of their windows all over the 
country and The Howard Beale show is the 
most popular show in the nation.

Parallel to all this is a subplot romance 
between the aging Holden, who has been 
rehired, and Dunaway, whois beautiful and 
untouched by any trace of morality. 


I’m not going to tell you the rest of the 
plot, except to say that it continues at the 
explosive and mind-boggling pace set in the 
earlier scenes. The ending will surprise and 
shock you. 


All awards won by the film and actors, 


were well deserved as I think you will 


ree. The performance by Finch, who has 
since died, is one of the finest I have ever 
seen. Dunaway has the touch assignment of 
playing the charming and beautiful phony. 
She does this with an effectiveness seldom 
seen since the heyday of Katherine Hep- 
burn and Bette Davis. Robert Duvall. is 
marvelously villainous and William Holden 
has made a remarkable comeback in what 
could have been a minor role for this for- 
mer leading man. ; 


The greatness of this movie is that it cuts 
through the phony image of life that 
television tries to sell us, and shows us that 
it is we who are real, not Kojack - Baretta - 
McCloud - Cronkite, and the Bionic woman 
who exist only in the fantasy world. 

If television reflected what is really going 
on, the U. S. must be simply crawling with 
oddball cops of all kinds, white collar soap- 
opera adulterers, and _ grotesque 
stereotypes of every -ethnic, racial, or 
cultural group in the country. 

The movie forcefully shows us what 
should be obvious; that not only will the 
networks fail to rise above the lowest 
common denominator, but that the

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television is a wasteland because that is 
what the viewers demand it to he. 


If the movie has a flaw, it is a 
philosophical one; The message seems to 
be totally negative and leaves the audience 
with no hope, apparently because the 
authors possess none themselves. The film 
is not entirely humorless, but it is a 
predominently serious film, which avoids 
the tendency to overindulge in sex and 
violence, though there is a measure of each. 


Hopefully the film will soon appear in 
Menomonie so all will have the chance to 
see it. It is a vitally important film ‘and 
pleasurably cinematic experience. I urge 
you to not miss it.

According to Chancellor Robert Swan- 
son, statistics show that faculty members 
at Stout are suffering from _ salary 
inequities when compared with all other 
schools in the University of Wisconsin 
System. The Chancellor has proposed a 
plan to attempt to alleviate some of this 
problem. 

Approximately $15,000 is left from ad hoc 
staff and retirees, since they do not return 
and thus are not given their allotted raise 
increases. The suggested plan takes this 
money and adds it to certain salaries. 

“We anticipate it will be possible for 
Stout to make a limited number of salary 
adjustments to senior faculty members on 
the basis of sustained exceptional per- 
formance. The adjustment will become a 
continuing part of the salary. The exact 
amount will be determined when the 
legislature approves a UW-System salary 
package,”’ said Swanson. 

Senior faculty, Eecteetrt, and associate 
professors were chosen for sustained ex- 
ceptional performance. Out of all schools in 
the UW-System, these people rank 11th and 

* 10th in pay, according to Swanson.
